RESOLUTIONS. 


The following resolutions were introduced: 
By Rules Committee: 

H. R. 111. Resolved by the House, that the Committee on 
Banking and Insurance shall consist of sixteen members; that 
the Committee on Agriculture shall consist of twenty-four mem- 
bers, and that the Committee on Local Legislation shall consist 
of twenty members. 

The rules were suspended and the resolution was adopted. 


By Mr. Longshore: 

H. R. 112. Resolved by the House, that the Senate be re- 
quested to return Senate bill No. 53 to the House for the purpose 
of amendment. 

The resolution was referred to the Rules Committee. 
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By Mr. Baker: 

H. R. 113. Be it resolved by the House, that H. 88 relating 
to the election of county superintendents of education by direct 
vote of the people be made the special, paramount and continuing 
order of business immediately after the routine morning business 
on the next legislative day. 

And the resolution was referred to the Rules Committee. 


By Mr. Dickson: 

H. J. R. 114. A joint resolution to propose an amendment to 
the Constitution of the State of Alabama for the purpose of 
amending section 39 of article 2 thereof and to order an election 
for its ratification. 

Be it resolved by the House of Representatives, the Senate 
concurring, that there shall be and there is hereby proposed an 
amendment to the Constitution of the State for the purpose of 
amending section 39 of article 2 by adding thereto and at the con- 
clusion thereof the following words and figures: 

“Provided that the Legislature shall have the power to cre- 
ate a new county out of the county of Jefferson in this State of 
not less than one hundred nor more than three hundred square 
miles in area, so as to include the city of Birmingham within its 
limits; to provide a government therefor and for the consolida- 
tion of county and city governments therein as the Legislature 
may deem necessary; to prescribe the powers and duties of the 
officers of such government in said county so created; to provide 
that the compensation of all officers of said new county and of 
each precinct within same shall be fixed on a salary basis; to pro- 
vide that all fees and commissions earned by said officials shall 
be paid into the county treasury; to provide for the apportion- 

‘ment of debts of the county of Jefferson and said new county; to 
provide for a division of county buildings and property between 
the said two counties and the purchase thereof by either county; 
to provide for altering or extending the boundary lines of said 
new county so that the area shall not be less than one hundred 
nor more than two hundred fifty square miles; to fix the bounda- 
ries of said new county irrespective of the provisions of the Con- 
stitution existing at the time of the ratification of this amend- 
ment; to do all things necessary for the establishment and gov- 
ernment of the new county so created; to authorize the county of 
Jefferson to maintain its county seat in said new county so cre- 
ated or at any place within the old county of Jefferson to be de- 
termined by an election to be held by a vote of the qualified elec- 
tors residing in said old county.” 

Section 2. Be it further resolved, that there shall be and 
there is hereby ordered an election to be held by the qualified 
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voters of the State within ninety days after the adjournment of 
the Legislature to vote on.the above proposed constitutional 
amendment, and the governor of said State shall, by proclama- 
tion, give notice of this election with a copy of the proposed 
amendment and cause the same to be published once a week for 
eight consecutive weeks next preceding the day of election in a 
newspaper published in each county of the State in which a news- 
‘paper is published a1 and by posting a copy of same in the court- 
house of each county in which no: newsnaner is-publi

Providing method of establishing stock law in frac- 
tional parts of beats; lying adjacent territory where stock is pro- 
hibited from running at large, and to fix punishment for violation 
of law so established. , 

H. 635. To amend section five of an act entitled “An act to 
provide for the appointment of an official stenographer for the 
second judicial circuit of Alabama, and to prescribe his duties and 
to fix his compensation,” approved August 9th, 1907, as amend- 
ed by an act of the Legislature of Alabama, approved March 29th, 
1911. 

H. 756. To ratify, legalize and confirm all grants, rights, 
privileges, contracts, bonds, conveyances, sales, leases, rentals, 
purchases, undertakings, agreement sor payments in relation to 
any United States military camp, remount station, base hospital, 
aviation field or depot, heretofore made or attempted to be made 
by or for the use of or benefit of all cities in Alabama which now 
have a population of as much as twenty-five thousand, and less 
than fifty thousand people according to the last Federal census; 
to ratify, legalize and confirm all purchases or rentals of real 
estate or other property, and all contracts or agreements to pur- 
chase or rent, whether within or without the corporate limits of 
such city; to authorize such city to retain, maintain, sell, lease 
or convey such property ; to authorize and legalize the payment of 
expenses, charges, costs, court costs made or to be made therein 
or in relation thereto; to extend the police jurisdiction of such 
city over said real estate to the extent that such real estate lies 
in the same county as such city. 

H. 256. To authorize and empower counties, cities and towns 
to appropriate moneys out of their general funds for the mainte- * 
nance and support of municipal bands and other musical organi- 
zations for public entertainment. 

H. 416. To repeal section 697 of the Code of Alabama of 1907. 

H. 461. To provide for the clerk of the circuit court of Shelby 
county, to be ex-officio clerk of the county court of Shelby coun- 
ty, to provide the compensation for his services in the county 
court, and to fix the compensation for his services in said court. 

H. 650. To provide for the appointment of bailiffs in circuits 
composed of only one county and having four or more judges, and 
having a sheriff serving on a salary basis, and to fix the compen- 
sation of such bailiffs and provide for its payment. 

H. 634. To prevent frauds and impositions upon the people of 
the State and to protect investors. 

H. 553. To provide for the revision, codification, digesting 
and promulgation of the public statutes of this State, both civil

cobines and monopolies, and the hoarding of the necessities of 
life for the purpose of affecting the price of such necessities in 
this State; to fix penalties and provide remedies for the enforce- 
ment thereof. 


“Mr. Murphires, chairman of the Standing.Committee.on Judi- 
ciary, reported that said committee, in session, had acted on the 
following bills and ordered the same returned to the House with 
a favorable report: 

H. 555. To divide the State into judicial circuits for the cir- 
cuit court, to be numbered and composed of the counties named. 

H. 562. To repeal sections 3279, 3280 and 3281 of the Code 
of Alabama, an act to amend section 3281 of the Code of Ala- 
bama, approved April 22, 1911, and an act to amend section 3279 
of the Code of Alabama. Approved September 8, 1915. 

H. 560. To further prescribe the duties of the supernumerary 
judge of Alabama. 


Mr. Murphree, chairman of the Standing Committee on Judi- 
ciary, reported that said committee, in session, had acted on the 
following bill and ordered the same returned to the House with a 
favorable report with substitute: 

H. 5385 (with substitute). To create the Alabama railroad 
and public utilities commission, with the powers and jurisdiction 
of the Alabama public service commission, and with additional 
powers and jurisdiction to supervise and regulate in the public 
interest: (a) The rates, fares and charges; (b) facilities, prac- 
tice rules and service; (c) franchises, licenses and contracts; 
(d) the financing and securities; and (e) the construction of new 
common carriers and agencies and utilities affected with a pub- 
lic interest or rendering public service of any kind. 

H. 559 (with substitute). To amend section one of an act 
entitled, ‘““An act to further prescribe and regulate the qualifica- 
tions, number, designation, duties and powers of the circuit 
judges of the State, and to provide for their election and appoint- 
ment, approved September 25th, 1915.” 


Mr. Murphree, chairman of the Standing Committee on Judi- 
ciary, reported that said committe, in session, had acted on the 
following bills and ordered the same returned to the House with 
a favorable report: 
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H. 534. To abolish the county court of Coosa county, and the 
offices pertaining thereto. 

H. 748. To amend section two of an act entitled “An act to 
authorize the holding of elections by municipal corporations in 
the State of Alabama, for the purpose of obtaining authority to 
issue bends, for public purposes herein defined, and to provide 
for holding such elections, and declaring the result thereof, and 
to authorize the issue of such bonds when a majority of the vot- 
ers participating in such elections vote in favor of the issue of 
such bonds, and regulate the issue, execution, sale and security 
of such bonds,” approved August 26, 1909, as amended by an act 
approved February 20, 1915. 

5S. 348. To establish a commission for the promotion of uni- 
formity in State legislation and to prescribe its duties. 

S. 341. To require a copy of all pleadings in cases pending in 
the courts of this State at law or in equity to be served on oppos- 
ing counsel. 

S. 347. To amend section (3) of an act entitled, “An act to 
create and establish the office of general guardian‘ad litem in all 
counties of sixty thousand (60,000) population and not exceeding 
eighty-two thousand (82,000) population according to the last 
Federal census; to prescribe his duties and qualifications; to pro- 
vide for his appointment and to fix his compensation and term 
of office; to provide for the appointment of a guardian ad litem 
in cases where the general guardian ad litem is disqualified or 
where the interest of the infants interested in the case are anta- 
gonistic or conflicting; and to provide a penalty for wrongfully 
appointing such guardian ad litem,” approved March 22nd, 1911, 
as amended by an act approved July 27th, 1915.

To provide for service by the sheriff and his deputies 
of criminal processes in State cases in all counties of the State 
of Alabama which have a population of one hundred and fifty 
thousand and ‘more, according to the last or any subsequent 
Federal census, and wherein the sheriff of such counties is upon 
a salary basis, and to prohibit the service of such, process other 
than herein designated, except processes other than warrants of 
arrest issued by justices of the peace. 

H. 644. .To promote the sale of farm loan bonds issued by 
the Federal land banks organized under the provisions of the 
farm loan act. 

H. 664. To provide for the printing aid publication of the 
reports of the supreme court and the court of appeals of Ala- 
bama fiand for the distribution or sale of same. 

H. 690. To amend an act entitled ‘‘An act to require the bod- 
ies of all dead animals to be burned or buried and to provide a 
penalty for the failure to do so,” approved Sept. 22, 1915.

That there is hereby created and established in and for the 
county of Jefferson, State of Alabama, a court which shall be known as 
and called, “Jefferson county court of misdemeanors,” which said court is 
hereby invested with and shall have and exercise in said county original and 
final jurisdiction of all misdemeanors committed in said county and concur- 
rent jurisdiction with the circuit court of said county in misdemeanor cases, 
the same as is now or as hereafter may be conferred by law on said circuit 
court, but shall try all persons charged with an offense without a jury, 
provilled, however, that the jurisdiction of said court to try cases shall not 
include those offenses triable in the juvenile court of said county; and said

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The judge of said court shall require the clerk of said court, herein- 
after provided for, to perform all the duties herein prescribed for the clerk 
of said court, and shall superintend the said clerk in the execution of all 
the duties herein prescribed for him. 

The judge of said court shall have power to punish for contempt in 
cases where the judges of the circuit court of this State can punish for 
contempt, by a fine not exceeding fifty dollars, and by imprisonment not 
exceeding five days, one or both. The said court herein provided for shall 
be a court of record with a seal, and the judge or clerk thereof shall have 
authority to certify the records and proceedings of said court. The judge 
of said court shall adopt a seal for said court, which shall be kept in the 
custody of the clerk. 

The judge of said court shall have authority to perform marriage cere- 


monies, such as ‘is now pussessed by justices of the peace. 

Section 9. That the clerk and deputy clerk of the second division of 
the municipal court of Birmingham, Alabama, shall act as the ex-officio 
clerk and the ex-officio deputy clerk, respectively, of the said Jefferson 
county court of misdemeanors until January 1, 1923, and until a clerk has 
been appointed and qualified as hereinafter provided. The judge of said 
Jefferson county court of misdemeanors, after January 1, 1923, shall appoint 
a‘clerk for said court, who shall hold office at the discretion of the judge 
appointing him, and who. shall be a qualified elector in said county, and 
who shall exercise and perform all the duties and powers conferred and 
prescribed for the clerk of said court. The clerk, other than the ex-officio 
clerk herein provided for, shall give bond, with surety, in the penal sum of

bond can be given in any solvent guaranty and indemnity company, and 
upon the said bond there shall be the same liabilities and remedies as upon 
a bond of the clerk of the circuit court of said county. 

The bond of the ex-officio clerk of said court as executed by him as 
clerk of the second division of the municipal court of Birmingham, Alabama, 
shall be binding on said clerk for the proper discharge of his duties as ex- 
officio clerk of this court. The clerk, other than the said ex-officio clerk, 
of said court shall receive a salary of twenty-four hundred dollars per 
annum, payable in equal monthly installments out of the county treasury 
of Jefferson county by warrant drawn by the judge of said court, showing 
that such clerk has performed the duties of the office for such month. ° 

Section 10. That the said ex-officio clerk of said court shall receive as 
compensation for his services as such ex-officio clerk of said court the sum 
of nine hundred dollars per annum, payable in equal monthly installments 
of seventy-five dollars out of the county treasury of Jefferson county upon 
warrants drawn on the county treasurer by the judge of said court, showing 
that said ex-officio clerk has performed his duties for the month, which 
shall be in addition to the salary received by him for his services as clerk 
of the second division of the municipal court of Birmingham. 

Section 11. That the clerk, other than the ex-officio clerk, of said court - 
may, with the consent of the judge, appoint such number of deputy clerks, 
not exceeding two, as the business of the court should justify, and such 
deputy clerks shall each receive a salary of nine hundred dollars per annum, 
payable monthly out of the county treasury upon the warrant of the judge 
of said court that such person has performed the duties of said office for 
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such time, and that said deputy clerk may be either a male or female. Such 
deputy clerk shall hold office at the will of the judge of said court, and such 
deputy clerk shall perform such duties as are assigned by the clerk of said 
court in the discharge of his duties as clerk of said court. 

Section 12. That the ex-officio deputy clerk herein provided for for 
this court shall perform all duties assigned by the ex-officio clerk of this 
court in the discharge of the duties of ex-officio clerk of said court. 

Section 18. That the duty of the clerk of said court shall be to keep a 
record of all proceedings of the said court; he shall keep in a book, to be 
furnished by the board of revenue of Jefferson county, a properly arranged 
docket of all cases tried in said court and all examinations had therein, 
which docket shall set forth the nature of the case, the date of the issuance 
and return of all processes, and a statement of the judgment rendered in 
the ease sufficiently clear to show what was done in the case, together with 
an itemized statemerit of the bill of costs and by whom paid. The said 
clerk shall be authorized to administer oaths and issue all process issuing 
out of said court, including warrants, affidavits, commitments and releases 
of said court, and shall certify all appeals and transcripts, but all judg- 
ments, warrants, commitments and orders shall be signed by the judge. 

In all cases tried in said court, the same fees shall be taxed and col- 
lected by the clerk as is now allowed or may hereafter be allowed by law in 
the county courts of Alabama, except, as herein otherwise may be provided, 
and shall be paid over by the clerk to the county treasury of Jefferson 
county, and no clerk or judge of said court shall receive any fees.and com- 
pensation other than his salary, but all fees shall be paid into the county 
treasury. All fines, fees and forfeitures shall be paid by the clerk of said 
court into the county treasury at least once each month, except as herein 
otherwise may be provided. . 

Section 14. That, unless herein otherwise declared, wherever the 
words, “judge” and “clerk” of said Jefferson county court of misdemeanors, 
appear in this act the same shall be taken and construed to include the 
“ex-officio judge” and the “ex-officio clerk,” respectively, of the said court, 
so long as there is an ex-officio judge and an ex-officio clerk of said court 
as herein provided in this act. 

Section 15. That all processes of whatever nature or kind issued out 
of said court shall be addressed to the sheriff of Jefferson county, Alabama, 
who shall either himself or by deputy execute the same. That it shall be 
the duty of said sheriff, and he shall be required in person, or by deputy, to 
attend on said court at all times when the same is in session, and being held, 
to preserve order, to execute and return its processes, and to perform in 
said court all other duties required of the sheriff thereby. 

That the judge of said court may appoint a bailiff, who 
shall receive a salary of one hundred dollars per month for his services, to 
be paid out of the county treasury, monthly, upon the warrant of the judge 
of said court that he has performed the duties entitling him to such pay- 
ment.

If the de- 
fendant is acquitted the judgment must be that the defendant is discharged. 

Section 23. That, upon a-conviction of any defendant in misdemeanor 
cases in said court, the court shall have the right to suspend the sentence 
whenever in the discretion of said court the same may be advisable, under 
such terms and conditions and for such time as may be prescribed by said 
judge for the ends of justice. . 

Section 24. That in addition to the power and jurisdiction herein con- 
ferred upon said court, it shall have and it is hereby given authority and 
jurisdiction to sentence to perform hard labor for the county of Jefferson 
for the payment of fines and costs in the same manner and to the same 
extent as the circuit courts of this State have authority and jurisdiction so 
to do. :

less 75 cents per day for the time so worked, up to March Ist, of any one 
year, and after said March 1st, no person can commute said work. If the 
above specified sum is not se paid on or before the date hereinbefore iixed, 
the road hand either in person, or by an able-bodied substitute, shall per- 
form the six days labor. To the end that the road hands shall have the 
opportunity to pay such commutation money, it shall be the duty of the 
superintendent to attend at a designated place in each precinct on a day 
prior to the first day of March in each year, of which time and place he 
shall give notice in at least two public places in each precinct. No over- 
seer shall be authorized at any time to receive commutation money in lieu 


of road service.

State;

“big business interests” have seen fit to make representations to 
the House and Senate of their utter inability, to pay the income, 
excess profits, and license taxes on coal and iron, and have chal- 
lenged Governor Kilby to “‘prove or retract” certain alleged state- 
ments as to profits on coal; 

And whereas, coal is now retailing in Alabama at upwards 
of nine ($9.00) dollars per ton, notwithstanding these coal barons 
are claiming they do not make more than fifteen (15) to twenty 
(20) cents profit on the ton of coal, mined in the State, but these 
claims are not supported by legal proof; 

And whereas, it is desirable to have the true facts brought to 
light and made known to the Legislature and the people of the 
State; 

Now, therefore, be it resolved by the House of Representa- 
tives, the Senate concurring, that a legislative investigating com- 
mittee, consisting of three members of the Senate, appointed by 
the presiding officer of the Senate, be authorized, empowered and 
directed to make a full investigation of all the facts regarding 
the operations of the coal and iron business in the State, and to 
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summon before them any and all such persons, and to inspect 
any and all records, books, and accounts, as they may deem 
proper, taking legal proof as to the facts, and to submit a true 
report of their findings to both houses of the Legislature, that 
the Legislature may know the profits made and realized by these 
operators, and then enact such measures as the true facts in the 
case demand.

' GOVERNOR'S MESSAGE. 


On motion of Mr. Van de Graff, the House concurred in and 
adopted the amendment proposed by the governor to the bill H. 
104, said governor’s amendment being as follows: 
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Gentlemen of the House of ‘Representatives: 
Section four of this bill attempts to make the existing official bonds of 
the clerks of the circuit courts heretofore executed responsible for the per- 


formance of the new and additional duties of such clerks, as ex-officio clerks . 


of the county courts. If the terms and provisions of such existing bonds are 
broad enough to fix responsibility of such bonds for such new and additional 
duties as are created and imposed by this bill, the provisions of section four 
to that effect would be unnecessary. But if existing bonds do not cover such 
new and additional duties, that part of section 4 which attempts to fix such 
responsibility would be void as attempting to impart into the contract of 
suretyship an obligation outside of the contract and not in the contempla- 
tion of the parties thereto. If the bill should be amended so as to meet this 
objection, it would receive my approval. 

I submit the following proposed amendment: 

Strike out section 4, and insert in lieu thereof the following: 

“Section 4. That the said clerks of the circuit courts before entering 
upon the performance of the duties of clerks of the county courts of their 
respective counties must give bond, with sufficient sureties in such sum as 
the judge of probate of their respective counties may require, not less than 
five hundred dollars, payable to the State of Alabama and conditioned faith- 
fully to discharge the duties of clerk of the county court during the time 
they continue therein, or discharge any of the duties thereof, which bond 
must be approved by the judge of probate, and filed and recorded in the 
office of the judge of probate.”

S. 484. To establish a board of revenue for Russell county, 
to provide for the appointment and election of the members there- 
of and prescribe their duties and powers, to provide for a presi- 
dent of said board and fix his duties and powers; and fix their 
compensation ; to divide the county of Russell into five (5) board 
of revenue districts, and abolish the court of county commis- 
sioners, and to repeal all conflicting laws general, local and special.

NOTICE. 


Notice is hereby given that application will be made to the Legislature 
of Alabama at its next session, which will convene in the city of Montgomery 
on the eighth day of July, 1919. That a bill will be introduced for passage, 
at said session of the Legislature, the substance of which will be as fol- 
lows, to-wit: 

An act to establish a board of revenue for Russell county, to provide 
for the appointment and election of the members thereof and prescribe their 
duties and powers, to provide for a president of said board and fix his duties 
and powers; and fix their compensation; to divide the county into five (5) 
board of revenue districts, and abolish the court of county commissioners 
and to repeal all conflicting laws general, local and special. :

That the first board of revenue district of 
Russell county shall be composed of that part of Russell county embraced 
within the beats or precincts as now existing and numbered as follows, pre- 
cincts or beats numbered one and two. That the second board of revenue 
district of Russell county shall be composed of that part of said county em- 
braced within the beats or precincts as now existing and numbered as fol- 
lows, precincts or beats numbered three and four. That the third board of 
revenue district of Russell county shall be composed of that part of said 
county..epibraced within the precincts or beats as now existing and num- 
bered as follows, precincts or beais numbered five and six. That ‘the fourth 
board of revenue district of said county shall be composed of that part of 
said county within the precincts or beats as now existing and numbered as 
follows, seven and eight. That the fifth board of revenue district of said 
county shall be composed of that part of said county within the precincts or 
beats as now existing and numbered as follows, nine and ten. 

Sec. 3. On approval of this act by the governor, the governor shall 
forthwith appoint one member of said board of revenue of Russell county 
from each of the said five (5) districts provided for in section two of this 
act, each of said five (5) members so appointed shall be residents of their 
respective districts, who shall together constitute the members of the board 
of revenue of Russell county hereby created and established. The members 
of the said board of revenue appointed by the governor from districts num- 
bered one and two shall hold office until the general election to be held in 
the year 1920, and until their successors are elected and qualified; and the 
members of said board of revenue appointed by the governor from the third, 
fourth and fifth board of revenue districts, as provided for in section two 
of this act, respectively, shall hold office until the general election to be held

Should any vacancy occur upon the said board of revenue, such 
vacancy shall be filled by appointment by the governor for the unexpired 
term, and the appointee shall be a resident of the district which he is ap- 
pointed to represent, on said board. 

Sec. 6. Regular terms of the said board of revenue shall be held on the 
second Mondays in February, April, August and November of each year and 
as provided by law, and such special and adjourned terms as the said board 
of revenue or a majority thereof may deem necessary and proper. Notices 
of all special meetings shall be given by the president of the board in writ- 
ing or by publication in some newspaper published in Russell county for 
five (5) days prior to such meeting. If given in writing by the president 
the same shall be served on each member then within the county five (5) 
days before said meeting. 

That a majority of said board shall constitute a quorum for the 
transaction of business; and no funds belonging to the county shall be drawn

That the said board of revenue shall have the power and author- 
ity to direct and control the property of the county as it may deem expedi- 
ent and according to law, to levy general and special taxes for particular 
county purposes according to the provisions of the laws of the State of Ala- 
bama, general or special, to examine, settle and allow accounts of all offi- 
cers having the management, collection or disbursement of money belonging 
to the county or appropriated for its use or benefit. 

Sec. 9. That the said board shall have all of the jurisdiction and all 
powers which are now or may hereafter by law be vested in the courts of 
county commissioners of this State, or boards of revenue or other governing 
body of like kind, and the several members of the said board of revenue of 
Russell county shall respectively perform all the duties and services and 
render all the powers which are or may be required by law of the members 
of the courts of county commissioners, or boards of revenue or other gov- 
erning bodies of like kind. 

Sec. 10. That all the general laws hereafter enacted by the Legislature 
of Alabama in relation to the jurisdiction, powers, authorities or duties of 
county commissioners in this State not in conflict with the provisions of this 
act, shall apply to the said board of revenue of Russell county, except so 
much of the said general laws as may relate to the mode of selection of said 
court of county commissioners, provided that this act shall not be construed 
to impair the jurisdiction and authority of the said board. : 

Sec. 11. That the said board shall have the power and authority to 
compromise the outstanding debts of Russell county, to examine into and 
pass upon the regularity of warrants already issued, and to classify out- 
standing warrants, and may pledge the credit of the county to raise money 
by making temporary loans as provided by law, to discharge the same as it 
is now or may hereafter be provided by law. : 

Sec. 12. That the president of the said board shall sign the minutes of 
the proceedings of the said board and shall sign all warrants drawn upon 
the county treasury, or repository, all orders for payment or disbursement 
of the money or funds of the county. It shall be the duty of the said presi- 
dent of such board of revenue in said county to collect and receipt for all 
road tax and perform all other duties in connection therewith as are now 
required by law of other officials. It shall be the duty of the said president 
of the said board to receive and prepare the business and obtain information 
for the sessions of the said board and see to the execution of all orders of 
the said board. The president of the said board of revenue shall issue all 
notices required to be given by the said board and by law, and generally to 
do and perform all such duties and matters as may be required of him by 
the said board. ;

SUBSTITUTE FOR H. 527. 


By Mr. Holmes of Baldwin: 

A bill to be entitled an act for the protection of salt water 
shrimp, to provide the manner in which said crustaceans may be 
caught, taken and marketed, to fix the season during which they 
may be caught, to authorize the issuance of licenses to persons 
seining for salt water shrimp, to provide a tax on all salt water 
shrimp taken in the waters within the State of Alabama, and to 
provide penalties for the violation of the provisions of this act. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That all salt water shrimp found in any of the 
waters of this State be and the same are hereby declared to be the 
property of the State for the purpose of protecting the same, and 
regulating the manner in which they shall be taken, and mar- 
keted. 

Section 2. That no person within the State of Alabama shall 
catch or have in possession, living or dead, any salt water shrimp, 
or part thereof, or purchase or sell or offer for sale any salt water 
shrimp, or part thereof, after the same has ben caught, except as 
permitted by the provisions of this act. 

Section 3. That it shall be unlawful for any person, firm or 
corporation to catch, or attempt to catch, any salt water shrimp 
between the lst day of June and the 1st day of August of each 
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year. Provided this section shall not apply to shrimp sold or 
shipped in the fresh state, except for canning purposes. 

Section 4. That it shall be unlawful for any person, firm or 
corporation, to catch, or attempt to catch, any salt water shrimp 
by the use of any seines or other device, except cast nets, for the 
purpose of catching salt water shrimp, unless an annual license 
fee, due and payable on the 1st of August in each and every year 
at the rate herein provided, and the said annual license shall be 
at all times in the possession of the party, or parties, operating 
‘the same: for the nurpvose of taking salt water shrimp, Such 
licenses to be issued by the duly authorized department of the 
State government and the proceeds thereof to be paid into the 
State treasury and placed to the credit of the oyster fund. The 
following license tax shall be paid by persons operating seines 
used for the purpose of taking or catching salt water shrimp on 
all seines up to thirty feet, $5.00, from thirty to three hundred 
feet, $10.00, and from three hundred to nine hundred feet, $15.00, 
and over nine hundred feet, $25.00. 

Section 5. That it shall be unlawful for any person to use 
any boat for the purpose of drawing a seine, used in catching 
shrimp, or hauling. or carrying shrimp, without first having se- 
cured an annual license, due and payable on the Ist of October in 
each and every year, as follows: For each and every boat owned 
by a resident of this State, up to five ton capacity, shall be an 
annual license fee of $5.00; for every boat, from five to fifteen ton 
capacity, shall be an annual license fee of $15.00; and for all boats 
over fifteen ton capacity shall be an annual license fee of $25.00; 
that for all boats owned by non-residents of this State, used for 
the purpose of catching or hauling shrimp, within the State, up 
to five ton capacity, shall be due and payable on the Ist of Octo- 
ber, in each and every year, an annual license of $10.00, for every 
boat owned by non-residents, used for the purpose of taking or 
hauling shrimp within the State, of from five to fifteen ton capac- 
ity, shall be paid an annual license fee of $30.00, and for every 
boat used by non-residents of this State for the purpose of taking 
or hauling shrimp within the State, of from five to fifteen ton 
capacity, shall be paid an annual license fee of $380.00, and for 
every boat used by non-residents of this State for the purpose of 
taking or hauling shrimp within the State, of over fifteen ton 
capacity, shall be paid an annual license fee of $50.00. Said 
licenses to be issued by the State department authorized by law 
to administer the laws of this State for the protection of shrimp. 

Section 6. That a standard measure for shrimp is hereby 
established which said measure shall consist of a tub, or other 
round vessel, seventeen inches in diameter inside at the bottom, 
twenty-one and one-half inches in diameter inside at the top, and 
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fourteen and one-half inches inside from bottom to top; two of 
these measures filled to the top shall make one barrel. 

Section 7. That it shall be unlawful to catch or market salt 
water shrimp for commercial purposes, that is, for canning, dry- 
ing, or shipping within the State unless a tax of five cents per 
barrel be paid by the person, firm or corporation, catching the 
same for the purpose of canning, drying or shipping, or purchas- 
ing the same from independent shrimp fishermen for the purpose 
of canning, drying or shippng, and said tax to be paid but once. 

Section 8. That it shall be unlawful for any person, firm, or 
corporation to take, carry or transport by water any salt water 
shrimp, taken in the waters of Alabama, except canned shrimp, 
to a point beyond the boundary line of said State unless the usual 
market price, paid by canneries and dealers, for shrimp in the 
fresh state, in the place to which they are so transported, is 
higher than the price paid for same in this State; provided that 
every person, firm or corporation, transporting salt water shrimp 
by water, taken within the State of Alabama to a point outside 
of the State line, shall pay a tax of twenty cents per barrel upon 
such shrimp transported beyond the boundaries of said State, 
except canned shrimp, before said shrimp are permitted to leave 
the State. 

Section 9. That all tax imposed by the provisions of this act 
on salt water shrimp shall be paid to the duly authorized agent 
of the State department vested with the power of enforcing the 
provisions of this act, and all tax, licenses and fines, collected 
under the provisions of this act, shall be forwarded on the Ist of 
the following month after the collection of the same to the State 
treasurer and placed to the credit of the oyster fund. 

Section 10. That any person, firm or corporation violating 
any of the provisions of this act sha]l be guilty of a misdemeanor 
and upon conviction shall be fined not less than $100 nor more 
than one thousand dollars for each offense, which fine shall be 
paid in the lawful money of the United States of America, and 
shall be forwarded by the court collecting the same to the State 
treasurer and paid into the oyster fund. 

Section 11. That it shall be the duty of the chief oyster 
inspector and his assistants to see to the enforcement of the pro- 
visions of this act, and the collection of all taxes, fines and 
_ licenses, and said chief oyster inspector under the supervision 
and direction of the commissioner of conservation shall issue all 
licenses required hereunder. 

Section 12. That no person who has not been a bona fide resi- 
dent of the State for more than one year, next preceding, shall be 
permitted to catch shrimp from the waters of this State, to be 
shipped out of this State by water. 
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Secion 13. That the commissioner of conservation shall have 
the power to establish ports of entry, which shall include Ala- 
bama Port, Cedar Point, Dauphin Island and Bayou LaBatre, and

Mr. Holmes of Baldwin offered the following 
substitute for the bill: 


By Mr. Holmes of Baldwin: 

A bill to be entitled an act to conserve and save from depletion 
the public oyster reefs of Alabama, and to further regulate the 
taking of.oysters from the public reefs of the State, and for the 
protection of and extension of such reefs, and the development 
of the oyster industry, to declare such oysters the property of the 
State and to prescribe the condition under which such title may 
be divested, and such oysters become articles of commerce, to 
provide for the payment of a-license and tax by those catching, 
selling, or transporting the same, the rules of evidence on the 
trials of those violating the provisions of this act, who may try 
such cases, provide penalties for the violation of this act, and that 
all expenses incurred in carrying the provisions of same into 
effect shall be paid out of the oyster fund. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That it shall be unlawful for any one to remove 
from the public reefs of this State any oysters for sale without 
first obtaining a license from the chief oyster inspector, the cost 
of which shall be regulated by the size of the boat used in connec- 
tion with such taking, or number of persons operating same. No 
license shall be less than one dollar per annum for each catcher 
of oysters, and if the boat used is of more than one ton capacity, 
one dollar per additional ton shall be charged for each ton in 
excess of one ton. For example, if the boat so used does not ex- 
ceed one ton and one man is catching from the same, one dollar 
shall be paid; but if more than one man is catching from same, 
one dollar shall be paid by each man. If the boat used has the 
capacity of two tons, a license of two dollars shall be charged, 
provided not more than two men are catching oysters from the 
same, but if more than two, then one dollar for each man. Those 
who have not been bona fide residents of the State of Alabama 
for one year or more, next prior to the issuance of such license, 
shall pay a double license, also boats owned or operated by per- 
sons who have not been bona fide residents of this State for more 
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than one year, next preceding the issuance of such license, and 
boats of foreign corporations, or boats taking oysters out of the 
State, shall pay a double license. ° Licenses shall be paid on Sep- 
tember Ist. 

Section 2. That no oysters from the public reefs of this State, 
except canned oysters, shall be carried out of this State by water 
if the oyster factories in this State will pay as much for them as 
factories located in Florida, Mississippi or Louisiana, pay for 
oysters caught in said states. 

Section 8. That all oysters taken from the public reefs of this 
State for sale shall be paid for at the following rate and in the 
following manner, viz., two cents per barrel for all oysters sold to 
or used by dealers or factories in the State, and ten cents per 
barrel for all oysters shipped by water out of the State. Such 
payments shall be made in cash to the chief or assistant oyster 
inspectors by the master of the boat before the oysters are re. 
moved from the State, and by the factory or dealer purchasing or 
using the same in this State, but shall be paid but once. 

Section 4. Be it further enacted, that the catchers of oysters 
from said reefs shall-make daily reports in writing to the oyster 
inspector of the number of barrels of oysters he has caught and 
the person or corporation or boat to whom or which such oysters 
were sold. The purchaser of such oysters from the catcher or 
dealers, or factories, catching their own oysters, shall make 
monthly written reports to the chief inspector of the number of 
barrels of oysters purchased from the catchers, or used, the 
names of such catchers from whom purchased, and the dates of 
purchase, and should any dealers or factories outside of the State 
fail or refuse to make such reports, it shall be unlawful for the 
catchers, after notice thereof from the chief inspector, to sell or 
deliver any oysters to such dealers or factory, or boats furnish- 
ing oysters to the same, until notified by the inspector that such 
dealer, or factory has ‘complied with the requirements of this 
law. 

Section 5. Be it further enacted, that any person or corpo- 
ration failing to make such reports, or making false reports, or 
violating any of the provisions of this act, shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor and on conviction shall be punished by a fine of not 
more than five hundred dollars, and may also be imprisoned in 
the county jail, or sentenced to hard labor for the county for not 
more than six months. Any fines collected hereunder shall be 
paid over to the chief oyster inspector and by him paid. into the 
oyster fund. 

Section 6. Be it further enacted, that it shall be the duty of 
the solicitor of the county in which any violation of this law oc- 
curs to prosecute the offender, and no money shall be paid for 
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any legal services rendered in connection with the enforcement 
of the provisions of this act. 

Section 7. Be it further enacted, that the commissioner of 
conservation shall be authorized to appoint a chief inspector and 
assistant inspectors, who shall receive a salary of not more than 
one hundred and fifty dollars a month, and he may discharge 
them for cause at his discretion. Each inspector and assistant 

- shall give a bond in some reputable bonding company in the sum 
of one thousand dollars, conditioned for the faithful performance 
of his duties, and shall file with the commissioner an oath for the 
faithful discharge of such duties. 

Section 8. Be it further enacted, that such assistant inspec- 
tors shall be under the direction and control of the chief inspec- 
tor, and shall make weekly reports to him, turning over to him 
all moneys collected by them under this law, and such chief in- 
spector shall make weekly deposits of all moneys, so received, and 
that collected by him in some bank in Mobile, Alabama, and make 
monthly reports to the commissioner of conservation, and month- 
ly remittance to the State auditor, accompanied by a copy of such 
report and shall be by the auditor turned over to the State treas- 
urer and by him placed to the credit of the oyser fund. His 
report shall be in such form and furnish such details as may be 
required by such commissioner. 

Section 9. Be it further enacted, that the commissioner of 
‘eonservation shall furnish the chief inspector with a suitable 
boat in which to visit the oyster reefs and shrimping grounds of 
this State, which he shall do in person or by deputy, daily, 
weather permitting and Sundays excepted, during the season 
when oysters or shrimp may be lawfully taken and such other 
times as may-be necessary, and said inspector and assistants are 
hereby clothed with the power of deputy sheriffs, and shall arrest 
and carry before justices of the peace, or the inferior criminal 
court of Mobile county, when such court has jurisdiction, all per- 
sons violating the provisions of this act, and such justices of the 
peace are hereby given jurisdiction to try and convict such of- 
fenders. The expense of purchasing or renting and operating 
said boat shall be paid out of the oyster fund, collected hereunder. 

Section 10. Be it further enacted, that it shall be unlawful to 
drag any seines over the public reefs or private oyster grounds 
in this State. : 

Section 11. Be it further enacted, that oyster dealers or fac- 
tories, operating their own boats for the removal of oysters from 
the public reefs, shall pay at the same rate as other oyster 
catchers. 

Section 12. That the commissioner of conservation shall in 
his discretion adopt such means as are wise and practicable for 
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the development of the public oyster reefs of this State, and the 
protection and fostering of the oyster industy. He shall have the 
power to purchase shells or other material which may be suita- 
ble for the enlargement of the public reefs. 

Section 18. That the oyster fund in the State treasury, here- 
tofore created, is hereby set aside to defray the expenses of ad- 
ministering the laws of this State relating to the conservation of 
the public oyster reefs, the development of the oyster industry, 
the conservation of shrimp, the enforcement of the laws for the 
protection of sea-food, the publication of reports and bulletins, 
and all other proper expenses which may be incurred by the 
commissioner of conservation in the discharge of the duties of 
his office. 

Section 14. That all accounts for any expense in payment of 
material authorized by the provisions of this act, upon the ap- 
proval of the commissioner of conservation and the governor, 
shali be paid out of the oyster fund, and the State auditor be and 
he is hereby directed to draw his warrant for such amount upon 
the State treasury, payable out of the oyster fund. 


Section 15. That the oyster inspector:or his deputies shall 
inspect all oysters taken from the public reefs of this State at said 
reefs, and, when in his judgment they are not properly culled, 
that.is to say, that they contain more than five per cent of dead 
shells and oysters less than two inches wide and two and one-half 
inches in length, or three inches long where they are less than 
two inches in width, shall condemn the same and the party, or 
parties catching or in possession of such oysters shall forthwith 
separate from the same such amount of small oysters and dead 
shells that those remaining shall not contain more than five per 
cent of small oysters and dead shells and the dead shells and the 
small oysters, so removed, shall be at once replaced on the public 
reefs of the State by the party, or parties, so catching or in pos- 
session of the same, but this section shall not apply to oysters 
removed for planting purposes. 


Section 16. That no person’ who has not been a bona fide 
resident of the State for one year or more, next preceding, shall 
be permitted to catch oysters from the public reefs of this State 
to be shipped out of the State by water. 


Section 17. That the commissioner of conservation shall have 
the power to establish ports of entry which shall include Alabama 
Port, Cedar Point, Dauphin Island, and Bayou LaBatre, and such 
ports so established shall be the only ports used by persons or 
boats, landing oysters in Alabama by water, and it is hereby made 
unlawful to so use any other port than those regularly estab- 
lished by the said commissioner of conservation. 
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Section 18.. That the commissioner of conservation shall have 
the power to make such regulations and rules, not inconsistent 
with the provisions of this act, to the end that the oysters of the 
State may be adequately protected and the industry encouraged. 

Section 19. That the sum of thirty dollars, payable monthly 
out of the oyster fund, shall be paid to the stenographer, or sec- 
retary, of the department of conservation, and the auditor shall 
draw his warrant monthly upon the State treasury for such 
amount payable out of the oyster fund. 7 
_. section-20. That it shall be unlawful to remove oysters from 
the public réefs for plantine purposes exeent from March 15th 
to June Ist following, or to buy or to sell oysters not properly 
culled. 

Section 21. That the commissioner of conservation shall fur- 
nish the chief oyster inspector with license blanks, books, upon 
which to make records of licenses issued, tax collected and all 
persons to whom a license is issued to catch oysters must have 
the same constantly in their possession while taking oysters, and 
it shall be unlawful to take oysters unless a regularly issued 
license to do so is in the possession of the person operating a boat, 
engaged in taking oysters, or other persons engaged therein. 

Section 22. That the chief oyster inspector shall be skilled 
and thoroughly familiar with the catching and handling of oys- 
ters, a bona fide resident of this State, and must reside on the 
coast. The chief oyster inspector and assistant oyster inspec- 
tors shall be subject to the direction and supervision of the com- 
missioner of conservation. 

Section 23. That the title of the State to the oysters herein 
mentioned shall not be divested, nor shall such oysters become 
articles of commerce until the license and tax, herein imposed, 
have been paid. 

Section 24. That in prosecutions for unlawfully transporting 
oysters out of this State, the burden of proof shall be on the 
defendant to show that the price paid for oysters of the same 
character, in other states, was, at the time of such transporta- 
tion, more than the price he could have obtained for the same in 
this State. 

Section 25. That all laws and parts of laws in conflict with 
the provisions of this act be and the same are hereby repealed, 
but expressly repealed are the following portions of an act, ap- 
proved February 25th, 1915, for the preservation of the oyster 
reefs in the waters of Alabama, etc., viz.: Section 2 and. that 
portion of section 3, imposing a license on dealers and factories, 
all of sections 4, 5, 9, 14, 16, 17, 18, 21 and 24, and an act ap- 
proved February 18th, 1919, to prohibit the shipment of oysters 
in the shell out of the State of Alabama by water, etc. 
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Section 26. That this act shall take effect immediately upon 


its passage and approval by the governor.

MESSAGE FROM THE SENATE. 
Mr. Speaker: 


The President and presiding officer of the Senate -having. 
signed the following Senate bills and Senate joint resolution, 
your signature thereto is requested: 

S. 53. Prescribing the liability of an employer to make com- 
pensation by way of damages for injuries due to accident received 
by an employee arising out of and in the course of his employ- 
ment and providing for the enforcement of same, modifying com- 
mon law and statutory remedies, in such cases; establishing an al- 
ternative elective schedule of compensation, regulating procedure 
for the determination of liability and compensation thereunder in 
certain cases, and prescribing penalties for the violation thereof ; 
and providing a lien for attorney’s fees and for medical and 
surgical services. ; 

S. 349. To enlarge and further define the duties and fix the’ 
compensation of humane officers in counties of this State having 
a population of not less than 80,000 nor more than 82,000, ac- 
cording to the Federal census of 1910. 

_ §. 296. To authorize W. J. Lee, E. E. Etheredge, and R. N. 
Streater, and their successors in office, as trustees of public 
school district No. 59 in the town of Town Creek, Lawrence coun- 
ty, Alabama, to execute a mortgage and borrow money on the 
real estate belonging to said trustees and their successors in 
office, in the town of Town Creek, Lawrence county, Alabama. 

S. 297: To ratify and confirm an election held by the quali- 
fied voters of the town of Town Creek in Lawrence county, Ala- 
bama, on the 15th day of April, 1918, for the purpose of ascer- 
taining whether or not said town would issue bonds in the sum 
of $5,000 to draw interest at the rate of 5% per annum, and to 
further authorize the mayor and aldermen of the town of Town 
Creek, Lawrence county, Alabama, to sell said bonds, and to use 
the money and proceeds of the sale of said bonds in the erection 
and equipping of a school house in the town of Town Creek, Law- 
rence county, Alabama, known as school district No. 59, which 
school building is to be used for the benefit of the children of the 
town of Town Creek, Lawrence county, Alabama. 
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S. 299. To authorize the court of county commissioners of 
Henry county, Alabama, to settle, adjust and refund, or either, 
the outstanding unpaid indebtedness against said county, by di- 
recting all or any portion of the surplus funds thereof on hand, 
disbursed in payment of all or any portion of the matured part of 
said indebtedness, and authorize the issuance of interest bear- 
ing warrants of said county for the remainder of any portion 
thereof of said indebtedness, also authorize such warrants to 
issue for all or any part of the outstanding unpaid unmatured 
indebtedness against said county, providing to such warrants 
the same protection to which said indebtedness is entitled, in or- 
der that the income of said county, after defraying current gov- 
ernmental expenses, may be arranged to pay said indebtedness. 

S.J. R. 102. Whereas, the women of the Sumter county chap- 
ter of the Daughters of the American Revolution wrote to every 
man from their county who was in the service of his country 
and whereas they are receiving replies to same, relating their per- 
sonal experiences in this world conflict, be it requested that the 
director of archives and history request copies of these letters 
to be placed in his department and bound in book form and send 
one of these books to the Sumter county chapter. 

S. 210. To conserve the natural resources of the State of Ala- 
bama, to change the name of the department of game and fish to 
the department of conservation and to provide that the State 
game and fish commissioner shall be, hereafter, known as the 
commissioner of conservation, to vest in the commissioner of con- 
servation the power to enforce and administer all laws providing 
for the preservation, protection and propagation of wild birds, 
wild fur-bearing quadrupeds, game, forests, fish, oysters and 
other shell fish, crustaceans, and all other natural resources of 
the State, which have not been reduced to private ownership, and 
to provide that all expenses incurred in the administration of the 
conservation laws shall be paid out of the game and fish protec- 
tion fund and the oyster fund.

SPECIAL ORDER. 


The hour having arrived, the House proceeded to the consid- 
eration of the special order which was the bill: 

H. 535 (with substitute). To create the Alabama railroad and 
public utilities commission, with the powers and jurisdiction of 
the Alabama public service commission, and with additional pow- 
ers and jurisdiction to supervise and regulate in the public in- 
terest: (a) The rates, fares and charges; (b) facilities, practice 
rules and service; (c) franchises, licenses and contracts; (d) the 
financing and securities; and (e) the construction of new common 
carriers and agencies and utilities affected with a public interest 
or rendering public service of any kind. 

The question was upon the adoption of the substitute reported 
by the Standing Committee on Judiciary, said substitute being 
as follows: 


SUBSTITUTE FOR HOUSE BILL 535 


A bill to be entitled an act to create the Alabama Railroad and 
Public Utilities Commission, with the powers and jurisdiction of 
the Alabama Public Service Commission, and with additional 
powers and jurisdiction to supervise and regulate in the public 
interest: (a) The rates, fares and charges; (b) Facilities, prac- 
tice rules and service; (c) Franchises, licenses and contracts; 
(d) The financing and securities; and (e) The construction of 
new common carriers and agencies and utilities affected with a 
public interest or rendering public service of any kind. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 
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Section 1. Commission established—-A commission to be 
known as the Alabama Railroad and Public Utilities Commission, 
consisting of a president and two associates, who shall be compe- 
tut Peon and qualified electors of this State, is hereby estab- 

ished. 

Section 2. Temporary personnel of commission.—That Sam- 
uel P. Kennedy, of Anniston, Alabama, is hereby appointed presi- 
.dent of said commission, and B. H. Cooper, of Birmingham, Ala- 
bama, and 8. P. Gaillard, of Mobile, Alabama, are hereby appoint- 
ed associates, respectively, of said commission, to serve until the 
election and qudlifications of their successors as hereinafter pro- 
vided. 

Section 3. Abolition of Alabama public service commission.— 
That the Alabama public service commission is hereby abolished, 
and that all authority, rights, powers, duties, privileges, and 
jurisdiction heretofore conferred by law upon the Alabama public 
service commission and the railroad commission of Alabama, are 
hereby expressly conferred upon the Alabama railroad and public 
utilities commission as fully as if so named in any laws of this 
State, unless inconsistent with the provisions of this act. That 
all actions and proceedings now or hereafter pending in the name 
of, or against and before the Alabama public service commission 
and the railroad commission of Alabama, shall survive and be 
continued and prosecuted by, before, in the name of, or against 
the Alabama railroad and public utilities commission, and that 
no right, privilege, immunity or appropriation granted to, or 
made in behalf of, the Alabama public service commission, or the 
railroad commission of Alabama, shall merge, lapse, or be lost by 
reason of the passage of this act, but the same are hereby con- 
ferred, transferred and imposed upon the Alabama railroad and 
public utilities commission. 

Section 4. Transfer of books, records and files—AII books, 
files, records, and other papers of the Alabama public service 
commission shall be delivered by it to the Alabama railroad and 
public utilities commission upon the taking effect of this act, and 
shall become records of the Alabama railroad and public utilities 
commission. All rates, service regulations, practices, classifica- 
tions and schedules now on file with, and approved by, the Ala- 
bama public service commission, and all orders, rules and regula- 
tions of the Alabama public service commission are hereby con- 
tinued in effect until revoked, modified, amended, or otherwise 
ordered by the Alabama railroad and public utilities commission. 

Section 5. Commission.—Unless otherwise specified, the word 
“commission,” when used in this act, shall mean the Alabama 
railroad and public utilities commission. 
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Section 6. Commissioner.—Unless otherwise specified, the 
word “‘commissioner,’’ when used in this act, shall mean a mem- 
ber of the commission. 

Section 7. Municipality—Unless otherwise specified, the 
term “municipality,” when used in this act, shall mean and in- 
ove any municipal corporations organized under the laws of this 

tate. 

Section 8. Person.—Unless otherwise specified, the term 
“person,” when used in this act, shall mean and include individ- 
uals, associations of individuals, firms, partnerships, companies, 
corporations, municipalities, governmental agencies, their lessees, 
trustees or receivers appointed by any court whatsoever, in the 
singular number as well as in the plural. 

Section 9. Securities —Unless otherwise specified, the word 
“securities,” when used in this act, shall mean and include stock, 
whether of par value or not, stock certificates, bonds, notes, deb- 
entures, or other evidences of indebtedness, authorized, issued or 
executed by any person, in the singular as well as in the plural, 
but shall not include and the provisions of this act shall not apply 
to any securities issued for the construction, acquisition, better- 
ment or improvement of railroad rolling stock or securities issued 
or to be issued under and secured by mortgage, lien, contract of 
conditional sale, equipment trust indenture, or other instrument 
respecting such rolling stock. : 

Section 10. Transportation company.—(a) Unless otherwise 
specified, the term “transportation company,” when used in this 
act, shall mean and include every person not engaged solely in 
interstate commerce or business that now or may hereafter own, 
operate, lease or control, as common carriers or for hire: (1) 
Any railroad or part of a railroad in this State, or any cars or 
other equipment used thereon, or bridges, terminals or side- 
tracks used in connection therewith, whether owned by such rail- 
road, or otherwise; (2) any express-companies; (3) any car com- 
panies; (4) any sleeping car companies; (5) any steamboat or 
steam-packet companies; (6) any railroad depot or terminal sta- 
tion; (7) any telegraph line; (8) any telephone line. (B) Unless 
otherwise specified, the term “transportation company” shall also 
mean and include two or more transportation companies render- 
ing joint service. The term “transportation company” shall not 
include, however, a person whose rolling stock is in this State 
temporarily in use by a railroad doing business in this State, or 
any person in whom title to railroad rolling stock is vested for the 
purpose of securing a debt therefor under any mortgage, lien, 
contract, conditional sale, equipment trust indenture, or other 
instrument respecting such rolling stock. 
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Section 11. Utility —(a) Unless otherwise specified, the term 
“utility,” when used in this act, shall mean and include every 
person, not engaged solely in interstate business, that now or 
may hereafter own, operate, lease or control: (1) Any plant, 
property or facility for the transportation or conveyance to or 
for the public of passengers or property, by street or interurban 
railway; (2) any plant, property or facility for the generation, 
transmission or distribution, sale or furnishing to or for the pub- 
lie of electrictiy for light, heat or power, or other uses, including 
any conduits, ducts or other devicés, materials, “apparatus, or 
property for containing, holding or carrying conductors used, or 
to be used, for the transmission of electricity for light, heat or 
power, or other uses; (3) any plant, property or facility for the 
manufacture, storage, distribution, sale or furnishing to or for 
the public of natural or manufactured gas for light, heat or 
power, or other uses; (4) any plant, property or facility for the 
supply, storage, distribution, or furnishing to or for the public 
of water for manufacturing, municipal, domestic or other uses; 
(5) any plant, property or facility for the production, transmis- 
sion, conveyance, delivery, or furnishing to or for the public of 
steam for heat or power, or other uses; (6) any plant, property 
or facility for the transportation or conveyance to or for the 
public of passengers or property, under the earth or water, or 
through the air, by conveyances of any kind whatsoever; (7) any 
plant, property, or facility for the transportation or conveyance 
to or for the public of passengers or property for hire by automo- 
bile; (8) any public wharf, dock or terminal; (9) any toll, bridge 
or ferry; (10) any boat line propelled by any power and not here- 
inabove included in this act within the definition of transportation 
company; (11) any plant, property or facility not specifically 
designated or defined in this act engaged in the transportation of 
persons or property for hire. (b) None of the provisions of this 
act shall apply to the generation, transmission or distribution of 
electricity, to the manufacture or distribution of gas, to the fur- 
nishing or distribution of water, or to the production, delivery 
or furnishing of steam for heat or power by a producer who is 
not otherwise a utility, for the sole use of such producer, or for 
the use of tenants of such producer, and not for sale to others. 
(c) Unless otherwise specified, the term “utility” shall also mean 
and include two or more utilities rendering joint service. 

Section 12. Rate—Unless otherwise specified, the term 
“rate,” when used in this act, shall mean and include, in the plu- 
ral number as well as in the singular, every individual or joint 
rate, classification, fare, toll, charge, or other compensation for 
service rendered, or to be rendered, by any utility, and every rule, 
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regulation, practice, act, requirement, or privilege in any way 
relating to such rate, fare, toll, charge or other compensation, 
and any schedule or tariff, or part of a schedule or tariff thereof. 

Section 18. Service regulation—Unless otherwise specified, 
the term “service regulation” shall mean and include every rule, 
regulation, practice, act or requirement in any way relating to 
the service or facilities of a utility, including the voltage of elec- 
tricity, the heat units, pressure and candle power of gas, the 
purity and pressure of water, and in general the quality of any 
commodity, service or product supplied. 

Section 14. . Election and terms of commissioners.—That at 
the election to be held in the State on the first Tuesday after the 
first Monday in November, 1920, and every four years thereafter, 
a president of the commission shall be elected by the qualified 
electors of this State; and at the election to be held in the State 
on the first Tuesday after the first Monday in November, 1922, 
and every four years thereafter, two associates of the commis- 
sion shall be elected by the qualified electors of this State. The 
result of the election of the president and two associates of the 
commission shall be ascertained and declared by the same author- 
ity and in the same manner as are the results of the election of 
the chief justice and associate justices of the supreme court. 
The persons appointed hereinabove to fill said offices shall enter 
upon the discharge of their respective duties immediately upon 
the taking effect of this act, and the persons elected as successors 
of said appointed commission shall enter upon the discharge of 
their respective duties on the first Monday after the second Tues- 
day in January after their election, and shall continue in office 
until their successors are elected and qualified. 

Section 15. Filling vacancies in commission.—If any vacancy 
shall occur in the commission because of death, resignation, or 
otherwise, the same shall be filled by appointment by the gov- 
ernor, the appointee holding for the balance of the unexpired 
term. If any person elected to the commission shall fail or re- 
fuse for thirty days to qualify, such failure shall be held to cre- 
ate a vacancy in the office, which vacancy shall be filled by ap- 
pointment by the governor, the appointee to hold for the term 
for which the person so failing or refusing to qualify was elected. 

Section 16. Qualifications of commissioners.—The commis- 
sioners shall be qualified electors of the State, and no two of said 
commissioners shall be elected or appointed from the same con- 
gressional district. No person owning any stock in any transpor- 
tation company or public utility doing business in the State of 
Alabama, or in the employment of any transportation company 
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or utility i in this State, shall be eligible to the office of commis- 
sioner, 

Section 17. Name and corporate seal of commission; oath of 
office —The commission shall be known as “The Alabama Rail- 
road and Public Utilities Commission,” and the members there- 
of shall be State officers, and before entering upon the discharge 
of their duties, they shall take the oath of office prescribed for 
other State officers. The commission shall have a seal with the 
words “Alabama Railroad and Public Utilities Commission,” with 
such emblom as the commission may. prescribe. . 

Section 18. Impeachment of commissioners. ~The commis- 
sioners may be impeached and removed from office by the su- 
preme court for the same causes and in the same manner as any 
other State officers; and any commissioner who shall accept any 
gift, gratuity, emolument, or employment from any transporta- 
tion company or public utility during his continuance in office, 
except a permit for himself or some employee of the commission 
to pass over the transportation line of such transportation com- 
pany on official business, shall forfeit his office and may be im- 
peached and removed from office therefor, or for any other cause 
of impeachment. 

Section 19. Salaries of commissioners.—The president of the 
commission shall receive a salary of $5,500.00 per annum, and 
each associate commissioner shall receive ‘a salary of $5,000.00 
per annum. 

Section 20. Attorney general to represent commission.-The 
attorney general shall be ex-officio the counsel of the commission, 
and shall represent it in any and all legal proceedings instituted 
by or against it, and shall institute any legal proceedings which 
the commission may request or deem necessary to enforce the 
provisions of this act, or compel obedience to and observance of 
the same by any person upon whom such obedience or observance 
is herein imposed. 

Section 21. Secretary of commission.—The commission may 
employ a secretary at a salary of not exceeding $3,000.00 per 
annum, 

Section 22. Additional facilities for commission.—The com- 
mission shall have power, upon consultation with and the ap- 
proval of the governor, to appoint or employ such additional offi- 
cers and such accountants, engineers, experts, inspectors, clerks 
and employees as it may deem necessary or expedient to carry 
out the provisions of this act, or to perform the duties and exer- 
cise the powers conferred by law upon the commission. All such 
additional officers and such accountants, engineers, experts, in- 
spectors, clerks and employees shall receive compensation to be 
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fixed by the commission, subject to the approval of the governor. 
The commissioners and their officers, accountants, engineers, 
clerks, inspectors, experts, and other employees shall have reim- 
bursed to them all actual and necessary traveling and other ex- 
penses and disbursements necessarily incurred or made by them 
in the discharge of their official duties. The commission may 
also incur necessary expense for office furniture, stationery, 
printing and other incidental expenses. All money paid out un- 
der the provisions of this section shall be paid out of the State 
treasury on warrants drawn by the State auditor on the State 
treasurer, and approved by the governor. 

Section 23. Appropriation for expenditures.—There is hereby 
appropriated out of the State treasury a sum of money sufficient 
to meet the expenses incurred under the provisions of this act. 

Section 24. Office and meetings of commission.—The office 
of the commission shall be in the State capitol. Such office shall 
be open for business between the hours of eight in the morning 
and five o’clock in the evening throughout the year, and one or 
more responsible persons, to be designated by the commission, or 
by the secretary under the direction of the commission, shall be 
at all times in immediate charge thereof. 

The commission shall meet at its said office on the first Mon- 
day of every month, and shall remain in session until all busi- 
ness before them is disposed of, and they may hold other sessions 
at such times and places as may be necessary for the proper 
discharge of their duties, or as the conveniences of the parties 
in the judgment of the commission may require; and they shall 
keep a record of all their proceedings, which shall be open at all 
times to the inspection of the public. 

Section 25. Record and transcript of evidence and proceed- 
ings made by stenographer.—A full and complete record of all 
proceedings before the commission on any investigation had, and 
all testimony therein, shall be taken down by a stenographer 
appointed by the commission. A copy of the transcript thereof 
shall be furnished to any person desiring the same upon the pay- 
ment of the cost of transcribing the testimony, not to exced ten 
cents per folio. 

Section 26. Rules of procedure.—The commission may adopt 
and publish rules to govern its proceedings and to regulate the 
mode and manner of all investigations and hearings before it, pro- 
vided all hearings shall be open to the public. 

Section 27. Commissioners and clerk not to contract with 
utilities No commissioner, or clerk of the commission, shall, 
during his continuance in office, personally, or through any part- 
ner or agent, render any professional service, or make or perform 
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any business contracts for or with any transportation company 
or utility, except contracts for such service as is rendered by 
such transportation company or utility to the general public. 

Section 28. State does not guarantee stocks, bonds, etc.—No. 
provision of this act, and no deed or act done or performed under 
or in connection therewith, shall be held or construed to obligate 
the State of Alabama to pay or guarantee in any manner what- 
soever any security issued or executed under the provisions of 
this act, or to pay or guarantee in any manner whatsoever any 
interest or dividend thereon. | 

Section 29. Purpose for which securities may be issued.— 
Subject to the provisions of this act, a transportation company 
or utility may issue securities and mortgage its property to se- 
cure the payment of the same, for the following purposes, and no 
other, viz.: 

(a) For money or the rendition of stipulated necessary ser- 
vices, or the performance of stipulated necessary labor or the ac- 
quisiton of property. . 

(b) For the construction, development, extension, betterment 
or improvement of, or additions to, its plant, properties, facilities 
or service. 

(c) For the discharge of or lawful funding or refunding of 
its obligations, or of the securities of any other transportation 
company or utility, which securities are owned or guaranteed by 
it, or for other lawful corporate purposes. 

(d) For reimbursement of moneys actually expended for any 
of the aforesaid purposes from income or from any other moneys 
in the treasury of the utility within five years next prior to the 
filing of the certificate of notification, or of the application for the 
certificate of valuation as hereinafter provided, not directly or 
indirectly secured by or obtained from the issue of securities of 
such transportation company or utility, and not expended for 
maintenance of service or facilities; provided, however, that a 
transportation company or utility may issue such securities for 
the reimbursement of moneys. heretofore actually expended from 
income or other moneys as aforesaid for any of the purposes 
herein specified within five years prior to the filing of certificate 
of notification, or of the application for certificate of valuation if 
said certificate of notification or application for certificate of 
valuation is filed within two years after the approval of 
this act. Nothing in this act, however, shall be deemed or 
held to require a transportation company or utility to file 
a certificate of notification with respect to any securities 
where the proceeds of such securities are to be used for any 
of the purposes aforesaid solely without the State of Ala- 
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bama, or with respect to any securities which have been 
or are to be issued by a corporation organized under the 
laws of another state and are not secured or to be secured by 
mortgage of or lien upon property within the State of Alabama, 
and the provisions of this act shall not apply to such securities. 

In the event the commission shall be of the opinion that any 
securities proposed to be issued by any transportation company or 
utility, as disclosed by any certificate of notification filed with 
the commission as in this act provided, are to be, or may be issued 
for any purpose other than the purposes in this section author- 
ized, or in an unreasonable or unnecessary amount, the commis- 
sion shall forthwith proceed to take such action or cause such 
action to be taken, either in its own name, or the name of the 
State of Alabama, as may be necessary or appropriate, to prevent 
or enjoin the issuance thereof, or of any part thereof, and it shall 
be the duty of the court to entertain and to determine any appro- 
priate action in the premises which may be so instituted. Should 
the commission not institute, or cause to be instituted such an 
action within fifteen days of the filing of a certificate of notifica- 
tion by any transportation company or utility, the securities cov- 
ered by such certificate may be issued. 

Section 30. Certificate of notification—Every transportation 
company or utility, except as herein otherwise provided, shall 
file with the commission, not less than fifteen days prior to the 
date of the issuance of any securities, now or hereafter to be 
authorized, a certificate to be known as a certificate of notifica- 
tion, in such form as the commission may from time to time de- 
termine and prescribe, which, among other things which may be 
prescribed by the commission, shall show: 

(a) The total amount and character of securities proposed to 
be issued, and the purpose of such issue, whether to be sold, 
pledged, or held in the treasury of the transportation company or 
utility for future issue. If the same are to be sold, the terms of 
the sale, if a contract for such sale has been made, if not, the 
price anticipated or expected to be realized therefor, and if any 
part of the consideration to be received therefor is other than 
money, an accurate and detailed description thereof and the value 
at which the same is to be taken; if such securities are to be 
pledged, the terms and conditions of the pledge. 

(b) The number and amount of all securities of such trans- 
portation company or utility outstanding prior to the date of such 
certificate of notification, and the amount, if any theretofore re- 
tired, the amount theretofore authorized but undisposed of, and 
whether such amount is to be held in the treasury of the trans- 
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portation company or utility for future issue, or pledged, and, if 
pledged, the terms and conditions of the pledge. 

(c) If the issue is.of shares of stock, the certificate shall show 
the number of the then outstanding shares previously authorized 
and issued, and the par value thereof, if the stock has a par value. 

(d) The preference or privilege granted to the holder thereof, 
if any, the dates of maturity, if any, the rates of interest, if any, 
and the manner in which the payment thereof will be secured, if 
any, the dividend rate, if preferred stock, and any conversion 
rights granted to the hoiders of any sécuivities, and the price, if 
any, at which such securities may be redeemed or retired. 

Section 31. Further certificates of notification Whenever 
any security set forth and described in any certificate of notifica- 
tion is pledged or held for future issue in the treasury of the 
transportation company or utility, or is not to be issued in pur- 
suance of a then existing contract for the sale thereof, the trans- 
portation company or utility shall, except as hereinafter provided, 
not less than fifteen days before repledging or finally issuing such 
securities, file a further or supplemental certificate of notification 
to that effect, setting forth all such facts as are required in the 
case of an original certificate of notification. 

Section 32. Vertification and publicity of certificate of noti- 
fication.—All certificates of notification and further or supple- 
mental certificates of notification furnished to the commission 
shall be signed and verified by the affidavit of the treasurer, 
auditor, comptroller, or other acting fiscal head of the transpor- 
tation company or utility. Copies of such certificates of notifica- 
tion, certified under the seal of the commission, shall be admitted 
in evidnce in any suit in the courts of this State. 

Section 33. Certificate of valuation—Any transportation 
company or utility, before issuing any securities, may make ap- 
plication to the commission for a certificate of valuation under 
the provisions of this article. Upon such application the com- 
mission may hold such hearings, which shall be public, subpoena 
and examine such witnesses, compel the production of and exam- 
ine such books, papers and other documents, and make such in- 
spection, physical examination and investigation as to it may 
seem necessary or proper. Upon being satisfied that the trans- 
portation company or utility i is entitled to a certificate of valua- 
tion, the commission shall issue the same, accompanied with a 
memorandum, in writing, setting forth: 

(a) The total amount and character of the securities to be 
issued; the preference or privilege granted, if any; the dates of 
maturity, if any; rates of interest or dividend; conversion rights, 
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if any, granted, and the price, if any, at which such securities 
may be redeemed or retired. 

(b) The purpose for which the same may be issued, whether 
money, property, the rendition of performance of stipulated 
necessary services or labor; 

(c) The amount of consideration to be received therefor, and 
if the same be other than money, the reasonable value to the 
utility of the property, services or labor, or other consideration 
to be received in exchange for the securities; 

(d) The terms, including the price, at which the same may 
be issued, and the manner in which the payment thereof may be 
secured; and, 

- (e) The purposes to which the proceeds thereof, if any, shall 
be applied. . 

Section 34. Certificate of valuation optional.—tIn any case in 
which a transportation company or utility applies to the commis- 
sion for a certificate of valuation, it shall not be required to file 
with the commission a certificate of notification as hereinbefore 
provided with respect to the securities, the consideration for the 
issuance of which has been certified to as to value by the com- 
mission. 

Section 35. The effect of certificate of notification or certifi- 
cate of valuation.—Neither the filing nor the failure to file with 
the commission of a certificate of notification, nor the issuing nor 
failure to issue by the commission of any certificate of valuation, 
shall in any wise impair the validity of any securities issued, 
assumed or guaranteed by a transportation company or utility or 
in any wise affect the right of any innocent holder or holders of 
securities issued by any transportation company or utility. The 
certificate of valuation shall be deemed to certify merely to the 
fact that the securities mentioned therein are authorized to be 
issued for money, property, or the rendition or performance of 
stipulated services or labor actually received at the reasonable 
and fair value thereof to the transportation company or utility. 

Section 36. Refunding debt, discount and expense.—The com- 
mission may require every transportation company or utility that 
issues any bonds, notes, debentures, or other evidences of indebt- 
edness for an amount or amounts less than the fact value thereof 
to provide for the amortization of the discount and all expense 
connected with the issuance of said bonds, notes, debentures, or 
other evidences of indebtedness during the life of such securi- 
ties. Provided, however, that this section shall not be construed 
to authorize or empower the commission to regulate in any way 
the accounts, records or memoranda of interstate carriers which 
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are subject to the United States act to regulate commerce, and 
particularly to section 20 of that act, or to the rules and regula- 
tions of the United States interstate commerce commission. 

Secion 37. Certification of valuation issued for less or greater 
than amount applied for——When an application is made for a cer- 
tificate of valuation, the commission may, by order, authorize the 
issue of securities in the amount applied for, or in a lesser 
amount, or in a greater amount, or not at all, and may attach to 
the exercise of this authority such terms and conditions as it may 
deem just, reasonable and proper. 

' Section 88. Limitation of application of article —The provi- 
sions of this act requiring transportation companies and utilities 
to file a certificate of notification before issuing any securities, 
shall not apply to the securities lawfully issued before this act 
becomes a law, nor to securities authorized to be issued under 
any mortgage, deed of trust, or other similar instrument lawfully 
executed and delivered before this act becomes a law, nor to any 
securities to be issued in pursuance of a lawfully existing con- 
tract made before the enactment hereof. Nothing in this act 
contained shall be deemed or held to apply to any securities ‘which 
have been or may be issued by a corporation organized under the 
laws of another state which securities are not secured or to be 
‘secured by a mortgage or lien on property within the State of 
Alabama. 

Section 39. Transportation companies and utilities authorized 
to issue notes for a year.—A transportation company or utility 
may issue notes for proper purposes, and not in violation of any 
provisions of this act, or of any other act, payable at periods of 
not more than one year from the date thereof, without filing a 
certificate of notification. A transportation company or utility 
may issue like notes, payable at periods of not more than one 
year from the date thereof, to pay, retire, discharge, or refund in 
whole or in part such note or notes authorized by this section to 
be issued, without filing a certificate of notification, and may so 
eontinue from time to time for a period not exceeding in the ag- 
gregate five years from the date of the issue of the first note or 
notes, to issue notes of the same character to pay, retire, dis- 
charge, or refund in whole or in part notes previously issued for 
the same purpose under the authority of this section; and, ex- 
cept as otherwise in this section expressly authorized, no such 
notes payable at periods of not more than one year from the date 
thereof shall in whole or in part, directly or indirectly, be paid, 
retired, discharged, or refunded by any issue of securities of any 
term or character, or from the proceeds thereof without filing a 
certificate of notification. Nothing contained in this act, shall be 
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construed as limiting the power of any court having jurisdiction 
to authorize or cause receivers certificates or debentures to be 
issued according to the rules and practice obtaining in receiver- 
ship proceedings in courts of equity. 

Section 40. Application of proceeds of issue.—No transporta- 
tion company or utility shall apply the issue of any part thereof 
of any securities, or any proceeds thereof, to any purpose not 
specified in its certificate of notification, or if application is made 
for a certificate of valuation to any purpose not set forth in the 
certificate of memorandum of the commission accompanying the 
same without either filing a supplemental certificate of notifica- 
tion or applying for a supplmental certificate of valuation. 

Section 41. Duty of utilities to account to commission for 
disposition of proceeds.—The commission may require any trans- 
portation company or utility to account for the disposition of the 
proceeds of all issues of securities under the provisions of this 
act, in such form and detail as it may deem advisable, and to do 
and perform. any and all acts necessary to carry out the provi- 
sions of this act. Provided, however, that the commission shall 
not require any interstate carrier which is subject to the United 
States act to regulate commerce to keep any other or different 
accounts, records, or memoranda of securities than such carrier 
is required to keep by the United States interstate commerce 
commission. 

Section 42. Capitalization of franchises.—No transportation 
company or utility shall directly or indirectly capitalize any fran- 
chises to be a corporation, or, without the consent of the commis- 
sion, power and authority to grant which is hereby expressly in 
it vested; capitalize any other franchise, right or privilege, or 
any right to own, operate or enjoy any such other franchise, 
right or privilege whatsoever in excess of the amount actually 
paid to the State or a political subdivision thereof, as a consid- 
eration for the grant of such franchise, right or privilege; pro- 
vided, however, that the commission shall have power and author-. 
ity, which is hereby expressly granted: 

(a) To approve the issuance of securities in connection with 
the reorganization of any incorporated transportation company 
or utility, or with the organization ‘of a new corporation by any 
purchaser or purchasers of the franchises or property of any 
transportation company or utility, subject to the provisions of 
this act sold under any judicial proceeding or mortgage or deed 
of trust to such amount and in such character as may appear to 
said commission necessary, reasonable, equitable or proper to 
fully protect the rights, interests and equities of the holders of 
securities, or creditors, of the corporation which is recognized, or 
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of the transportation company or utility whose franchises and 
property have been sold under any judicial proceedings, or mort- 
gage or deed of trust, and, 

(b) To permit the capitalization of the tangible and intangi- 
ble property and assets other than the franchise to be a corpora- 
tion, of any corporation, either newly chartered, reorganized or 
organized by any purchaser or- purchasers of the franchises and 
property of any transportation company or utility sold under 
judicial pr oceedings, or mortgage of deed of trust; at such reason- 
able value, and in such amount or in such manner and form as 
may be made to appear to said commission reasonably necessary 
or proper to enable such corporation to procure the necessary 
capital, services or other requisites for constructing, equipping, 
developing, enlarging, maintaining and operating its property, 
works, plants, -facilities and connections for the establishment 
of its business as a going concern. 

Section 48. Valuation of property of transportation company 
or utility —In determining the value of the property of a trans- 
portation company or utility for the purposes of supervision and 
regulation of financing and securities as provided for in this act, 
the franchise or intangible property and assets shall not be 
appraised, fixed or considered at any greater amount or value 
than the amount which may have been so allowed by the com- 
mission. 

Section 44. Reorganized transportation companies and utili- 
ties. Any transportation company or utility which shall have, or 
may hereafter become the owner or assignee of any right, power, 
privilege or franchise of any other utility, in whole or in part, 
directly or through an intermediate grantor or grantors, under 
a deed of trust, mortgage sale, sale in bankruptcy proceedings, 
or sale under any judgment, order, decree, or proceedings of any. 
court, including the courts of the United States, shall be subject 
to the same power of supervision, restriction and control that 
applies to other transportation companies and utilities under the 
provisions of this act. 

Section 45. Fees for certificate of valuation—Upon the issu- 
ance of any certificate of valuation under the provisions of this 
act, the transportation company or utility to which such certifi- 
cate of valuation is issued, shall pay into the State treasury, be- 
fore the issuance of any securities covered by:such certificate, 
ten cents for every one hundred dollars par or face value of the 
new securities proposed to be issued as set out in such certificate. 
If any such securities are proposed to be issued by transportation 
companies or utilities whose properties, plants and facilities lie 
partly within and partly without the State, such fee shall be paid 
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only in the proportion that the value of the property, plant and 
facilities of the transportation company or utility in this State 
to which such securities relate bears to the value of the entire 
property, plant, and facilities of the transportation company or 
utility to which such securities relate, such proportionate value 
to be determined by the commission in the same manner as is 
provided by law for the determination of similar proportionate 
valuations by the State board of equalization or other State board 
or authority authorized by law to make such determination. In 
cases where such board or authority has already made such deter- 
mination of valuation, or of proportionate valuation, the findings 
of such board or authority shall control. : 

Section 46. Supervision and regulation of transportation 
companies and utilities-—The commission shall have general and 
exclusive power and jurisdiction to regulate and supervise every 
transportation company and utility in respect of its rates and 
service regulations, and in respect of its franchises, licenses, and 
contracts, insofar as they affect its rates and service regulations, 
and in respect of its financing and securities in accordance with 
the provisions and subject to the reservations of this act, and to 
do all things necessary and convenient in the exercise of such 
power and jurisdiction. 

Nothing in this act contained, however, shall be deemed to 
confer upon the commission power and jurisdiction to regulate 
and supervise in respect of rates and service regulations any 
transportation company or utility owned and operated by any 
municipal corporation in the State. From time to time the com- 
mission may make such recommendations to any municipal cor- 
poration which owns and operates a transportation company or 
utility, as from its experience in the administration of this act 
may seem to the commission necessary or advisable. 

Section 47. Inspection and supervision fees.—Each trans- 
portation company and utility doing business in this State and 
subject to the control ond jurisdiction of the commission with 
respect to its rates and service regulations shall pay annually to 
the State on or before February 1st of each year a fee for the 
inspection and supervision of such business. Such inspection and 
supervision fees shall be paid by such transportation companies 
and utilities in addition to any and all property, franchise, license, 
intangible and other taxes, fees and charges now or hereafter 
provided by law. No similar inspection and supervision fees 
shall be levied or assessed by any county or municipality of this 
State and no part of such inspection and supervision fee shall be 
allowed to any county or municipality of this State; provided, 
that on or before February 1st, 1920, each transportation com-

pany and utility doing business within this State and subject to 
the control and jurisdiction of the commission with respect to 
its rates and service regulations shall pay to the State a super- 
vision and inspection fee of one-half of an amount of a full year 
inspection and supervision fee computed upon the basis of the 
gross earnings of such transportation company or utility for the 
year 1919 as hereinafter provided. 

_Such inspection and supervision fee shall be based upon the 
amount of the gross carnines of eaeh such transportation com- 
pany and utility for the calendar year next preceding the date 
herein fixed for the payment of the same, except that in the case 
ef such transportation companies and utilities engaged in inter- 
state business the fees shall be based upon the gross earnings of 
such transportation companies and utilities from intrastate busi- 
ness only, for such preceding calendar year, and not in any re- 
spect upon earnings derived wholly or in part from interstate 
business. Such fees shall be computed upon the following basis: 

A fee of $2.50 per $1,000 for the first $10,000 or less of such 
gross earnings. 

A fee of $2.00 per $1,000 for each additional $1,000 of such 
gross earnings up to and including $100,000 thereof ; 

A fee of $1.50 per $1,000 for each additional $1,000 of such 
gross earnings up to and including $350,000 thereof ; 

A fee of $1.25 per $1,000 for each additional $1,000 of such 
gross earnings up to and including $700,000 thereof ; 

A fee of $1.00 per $1,000 for each additional $1,000 of such 
gross earnings up to and including $1,000,000 thereof ; 

A fee of 75 cents per $1,000 for each additional $1,000 of such 
gross earnings up to and including $3,000,000 thereof ; 

A fee of 25 cents per $1,000 for each additional $1,000 of such 
gross earnings up to and including $3,000,000 thereof ; 

A fee of 10 cents per $1,000 for each additional $1,000 of such 
gross earnings over and above $3,000,000 thereof. 

But in no ease shall said fee be less than $25.00, which shall 
be the minimum inspection and supervision fee to be paid by any 
transportation company or utility and this amount shall in any 
event be paid on or before February 1st of each year, except that 
on or before February 1st, 1921, the maximum so to be paid shall 
be $3,000.00, which shall be the maximum inspection and super- 
vision fee to be paid by any transportation company or utility in 
any year thereafter, except that the maximum fee due on or 
before January 1, 1920 shall be $1,500.00. 

Section 48. Annual reports of gross earnings.—On or before 
January 20th, 1920 and on or before January 20th of each year 
thereafter, every transportation company or utility doing busi- 
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ness in this State and subject to the control and jurisdiction of 
the commission with respect to its rates and service regulations 
shall file with the commission a statement under oath in such 
form as may be prescribed by the commission of the amount of 
the gross earnings of such transportation company or utility 
for the last preceding calendar year except that in the case of 
any transportation company or utility engaged in interstate bus- 
iness such statement shall show only the amount of its gross 
business for the last preceding calendar year from its intrastate 
business and shall not include any earnings derived wholly or in 
part from its interstate business. Any transportation company 
or utility failing to file such statement shall be guilty of a mis- 
demeanor and upon conviction thereof shall be punished by a fine 
of not exceeding $25.00 for each day of such failure. 


Section 49. Supervision and inspection fees continued.— 
Supervision and inspection fees provided for in this act shall be 
in default on or after February Ist of each year, if not paid 
prior to that date. In the event that the amount payable by 
any transportation company or utility for any year cannot be 
ascertained on or before February 1st of each year, such trans- 
portation company or utility shall, in any event, pay the minimum 
supervision and inspection fee herein provided, and in addition 
such part of any additional supervision and inspection fee as 
may be ascertainable on or before the date of default; and when 
any further or additional amount payable for such year can be 
ascertained the same shall be paid within 30 days after it becomes 
possible to ascertain the same. Any transportation company or 
utility failing, in whole or in part to pay any supervision or in- 
spection fee, or part thereof, due by it within any of the times 
herein prescribed for the payment of the same, shall be in de- 
fault, and shall be liable to a penalty of not exceeding $5.00 per 
day, to be recovered by suit of the State, for every day it there- 
after remains in default, and such penalty may be recovered, to- 
gether with the supervision and inspection fee in default, in a 
single action. And the State shall have a lien upon all the prop- 
erty in this State of any transportation company or utility for the 
payment of the supervision and inspection fees provided for, 
which lien shall be superior to all other liens, except the lien for 
State, county and municipal taxes. 


Section 50. Interstate commerce not regulated or interfered 
with.—It is declared to be the purpose of this act to regulate 
intrastate commerce only, and none of the provisions of this act 
shall be construed as authorizing a regulation of or an interfer- 
ence with interstate commerce. 
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Section 51. All transportation companies and utilities regu- 
lated.—The provisions of this act shall apply to all transporta- 
tion companies and utilities, no matter how owned, whether pri- 
vately, municipally or governmentally, or otherwise, and no mat- 
ter by what agency operated, leased, managed, or controlled, 
whether such agency be private, governmental, municipal or 
otherwise. 

Section 52. Transportation company and utility charges to 
_ be reasonable and just.—Every transportation company and util- 
ity shaii furiish reasonably adequate service and. facilities, and 
the charges made for any services rendered or to be rendered, 
shall be reasonable and just, both to the transportation company 
or utility, and to the public. 

Section 58. Transportation companies and utilities entitled 
to reasonable return.—Transportation companies and _ utilities 
shall be entitled to a reasonable return on the reasonable value 
of the whole of their property devoted to the public service. 
Where a transportation company or utility performs more than 
one service, rates and charges for the same shall be fixed for each 
service, aS near as may be, in such manner as to yield a reasona- 
ble return upon the reasonable value of the property devoted to 
such service, but in any event the rates and charges shall be such 
as to yield, in the aggregate, a reasonable return on the reasona- 
ble value of the whole property devoted to the public service. 

Section 54. Schedules to be filed—(a) Every transportation 
company and utility shall file with the commission within 60 days 
from the going into effect of this act schedules which shall show 
all rates not on file with the Alabama public service commission, 
which such transportation company or utility has established, 
and which are in force at the time, for any service performed by 
it within the State, and shall likewise file with the commission all 
service regulations. 

_(b) Changes of rates; thirty days’ notice-—No change shall 
be made in any schedule or service regulation filed with the com- 
mission except upon thirty days’ notice to the commission, and 
all such changes shall be plainly indicated upon existing sched- 
ules or service regulations, or by filing new schedules or service 
regulations in lieu thereof thirty days prior to the time the same 
are to take effect; provided, that the commission, upon applica- 
tion of any utility, may prescribe a less time within which a 
change may be made. 

(c) Commission may suspend schedules.—To enable it to 
make such investigation as in its opinion the public interest re- 
quires, the commission, in its discretion, for a period not exceed- 
ing sixty days, may suspend the operation of any rate or service

regulation filed with the commission in substitution of any rate 
or service regulation then lawfully in effect. Unless as a result 
of its investigation the commission otherwise orders before the 
termination of such period of sixty days, such rate or service 
regulation shall thereupon become effective. The commission 
may make any order in the premises which it is authorized by 
any of the provisions of this act to make in any investigation or 
complaint, or on its own motion without complaint. ; 

Section 55. Unlawful rates.—It shall be unlawful except as 
herein otherwise provided for any transportation company or 
utility to charge, demand, collect; or receive a greater or less rate 
for any service performed by it within the State or for any ser- 
vice in connection therewith than is specified in such schedules 
or service regulations as may at the time be in force, or to de- 
mand, collect, or receive any rate not specified in such schedule 
or service regulation. The rates named in such schedules and 
service regulations shall be the lawful rates and service regula- 
tions until the same are changed as provided in this act; nor shall 
any person, except as herein otherwise provided, receive, or ac- 
cept any service from a utility for a rate greater or less than that 
prescribed in such schedules or service regulation. 

Section 56. Schedules; forms prescribed.—The commission 
may prescribe such changes in the form in which the schedules 
and service regulations are issued by any transportation company 
or utility as may be found to be expedient. 

Section 57. Classification of utility services—The commis- 
sion may provide for a comprehensive classification of service for 
each utility, and such classification may take into account the 
quantity used, the time when used, the purpose for which used, 
or any other reasonable consideration. -Each utility is required 
to conform its schedule of rates to such classification. 

Section 58. Business management; inquiries-——The commis- 
sion shall have authority to inquire into the management of the 
business of all transportation companies and utilities and shall 
keep itself informed as to the manner and method in which the 
same are conducted, and shall have the right to obtain from any 
transportation company or utility all necessary information to 
enable the commission to perform its duties. 

Section 59. Right to inspect books and examine agent of util- 
ities —The commission shall also have the power and authority, 
and it shall be its duty, to examine and inspect, or cause to be 
examined and inspected at reasonable times and in a reasonable 
manner, under its authority, the books, records, accounts, docu- 
ments, plant, property and facilities of any transportation com- 
pany or utility insofar as the same may be pertinent to any mat- 
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ter under investigation before the commission; provided, that any 
person shall produce when so required, his authority from the 
commission to make such examination or inspection under the 
seal of the commission. 

Section 60. Commission may require production of books.— 
The commission, by order, may require any transportation com- 
pany or utility, or any officer or agent thereof, to produce within 
the State at such reasonable time and place as it may designate, 
anv books. records, accounts, or documents kept in any office or 
place without or within the Staite, or verified’ copies thereof, 
whenever the production thereof is reasonably required and per- 
tinent to any matter under investigation before the commission, 
in order that an examination thereof may be made by the com- 
mission, or by any person employed by the commission. 

Section 61. Complaint by consumer.—Upon a complaint 
made against any utility by any mercantile, agricultural or man- 
ufacturing society, or by any body politic or municipal organiza- 
tion, or by any 25 persons, firms, corporations or associations, 
that any rate, service regulation, classification, practice or service 
in any respect is unreasonable, unjust or inadequate, or unjustly 
discriminatory, or unduly preferential, or constitutes unfair com- 
petition, or that the service is inadequate or cannot be obtained, 
the commission shall proceed, and without any such complaint 
the commission, whenever it deems that the public interest so 
requires, may proceed with or without notice, to make such in- 
vestigation as it may deem necessary or convenient, but no order 
affecting such rate, service regulation, classification, practice, or 
service complained ‘of shall be entered by the commission without 
notice and a hearing. Any utility may make complaint as to any 
matter within the provisions of this act with like effect as though 
made by any mercantile, agricultural, or manufacturing society, 
body politic or municipal organization, or by any 25 persons, 
firms, corporations or associations. 

Section 62. Scope of investigation—In conducting any in- 
vestigation pursuant to the provisions of this act, the commission 
may investigate, consider and determine such matters as the cost 
or value, or both, of the property and business of any utility, used 
or useful for the convenience of the public, and all matters affect- 
ing or influencing such cost or value; the operating statistics of 
any utility, both as to revenue and expenses, and as to the phys- 
ical features or operation, in such detail as the commission may 
deem advisable; the physical characteristics and geographical 
limits of the locality or area affected by the service of a utility; 
and such other matters as may have a bearing upon the subjects 
under investigation. Every utility shall, at the request of the 
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commission, furnish all available information in aid of such in- 
vestigation. : 

Section 63. Commission may make orders.—Whenever, after 
investigation in accordance with the provisions of this act, the 
commission shall be of the opinion that any provision or require- 
ment of this act, or any order of the commission is being, has 
been, or is about to be violated, it may make and enter of record 
an order in the premises, specifying the actual or proposed acts 
or omissions to act which constitute such real or proposed viola- 
tion and requiring that such violation be discontinued or recti- 
fied, or both, or that it be prevented. No order, however, shall 
be made by the commission affecting any rate or service except 
as otherwise specifically provided, unless or until a public hear- 
ing has been held in accordance with the provisions of this act. 

Section 64. Orders or decrees on hearing.—If{ upon such 
investigation and hearing the commission shall find that any 
rate, service regulations, classification, practice or service is un- 
reasonable, unjust or inadequate, or unjustly discriminatory, or 
unduly preferential, or unfairly competitive, or that the service 
is inadequate or cannot be obtained, it may fix and order substi- 
tuted therefor such rate, service regulation, classification, prac- 
tice, or service as it shall determine to be just, reasonable, fair 
and: adequate, and if the finding of the commission be that the 
rate, service regulation, classification, practice or service inves- 
tigated by it, be just, reasonable, fair and adequate, it shall enter 
an order approving the same. 

Section 65. Street railways; when may furnish service at re- 
duced rates.—All persons owning or operating street or interur- 
ban railways in this State are hereby authorized to furnish the 
sheriffs and deputy sheriffs of the county through which or into 
which their lines run, and to members of the police department 
and of the fire department and sanitary inspectors of any city or 
town through or into which their lines run, .free or reduced 
transportation to and from their homes, and to and from places to 
which their duties may call them; and to grant special or reduced 
rates to all pupils attending schools on or near such lines of rail- 
way for transportation between their homes and such schools; 
provided, however, that before free transportation or special or 
reduced rates are granted under the provisions of this act said 
carriers shall file with the commission a statement setting forth 
the terms and conditions upon which they grant such free trans- 
portation or special or reduced rates. 

All transportation companies or utilities may grant free trans- 
portation or service, or transportation or service at reduced rates 
to such other persons as are now or may hereafter be authorized 
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by law to receive the same, and may grant free transportation 
or service, or transportation or service at reduced rates to their 
officers, agents, attorneys or employees and their families, and 
may exchange the same with other transportation companies and 
utilities. 

Section 66. Standards of service——The commission may pre- 
scribe adequate standards of service rendered or to be rendered 
by any utility, and may prescribe regulations for the examination 
and testing of such service and for the measurement thereof. 

. Section 67. Meter accuracy.—The commission may prescribe 
reasonable rules, reguiations and stendards.to. secure the sub- 
stantial accuracy of all meters and appliances for measurement 
which shall be complied with by the utility and consumer. 

Section 68. Inspection of meter accuracy.—The commission 
may provide for the inspection of the manner in which any utility 
complies with the rules, regulations and standards fixed by the 
commission to secure the accuracy of all meters and appliances 
for measurement, and the commission may examine and test any 
and all meters and appliances for measurement under such rules 
and regulations as it may prescribe, and at all inspections and 
tests made in pursuance of complaints, representatives of the 

utility complained of and of the complainant may be present. 

Section 69. Measuring appliances; testing; fees—Any . con- 
sumer or user may have any meter or appliance for measurement 
tested by the commission upon payment of fees fixed by the 
commission. The commission shall declare and establish reasona- 
ble fees to be paid for examining and testing such appliances on 
the request of consumers, the fee to be paid by the consumer or 
user at the time of his request, but to be paid by the utility and 
refunded to the consumer or user if the measuring appliance be 
found unreasonably defective or incorrect to the substantial aie; 
advantage of the consumer or user. 

Section 70. Commission to prescribe uniform ascauite 
The commission may, when it deems advisable to do so, establish 
a uniform system of accounts for each utility, which system 
shall be uniform for all utilities of the same kind and class, and 
may make such regulations regarding the accounts and statistics 
of each utility for the purpose of insuring uniform and correct 
books of account and record as in the judgment of the commis- 
sion may be necessary to carry out any of the provisions of this 
act. 

Section 71. Accounts kept in State—Every utility furnish- 
ing service within the State shall maintain an office located in 
the State, in which shall be kept such books of geconnt and such 
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records of the business done in this State as the commission shall 
require to be kept in the State. 

Section 72. Utilities to conform to system.—Every utility 
shall keep its books, papers and records accurately and faithfully 
according to the system of accounts and regulations prescribed 
by the commission, and shall comply with all reasonable direc- 
tions of the commission relating thereto. 

Section 73. Utilities required to report to commission.— 
Every utility, when and as required by the commission, shall file 
with the commission such annual, or other reports, and such other 
information as the commission may desire. The commission 
shall prepare and distribute to every utility blank forms for any 
reports required under this act. 

Section 74. Certificate of convenience and necessity —No 
plant, property or facility for the production, transmission, deliv- 
ery or furnishing of gas, electricity, water or steam, and no street 
or interurban railway shall be constructed where there is in op- 
eration a utility engaged in rendering similar service, until writ- 
ten application is first made to the commission for the issuance 
of a certificate of convenience and necessity, and the issuance by 
the commission of such a certificate. Upon the filing of any such 
application, and after a public hearing of all parties interested, 
the commission may, or may not, in its discretion, issue such a 
certificate of convenience and necessity. 

Section 75. Authority exercised within one year.—Unless 
exercised within a period designated by the commission, but not 
exceeding one year from the grant thereof, exclusive of any delay 
due to the order of any court, or to failure to obtain any grant 
or consent, authority conferred by a certificate of convenience 
and necessity issued by the commission shall be null and void; 
but the beginning of the construction of the road, line, system or 
works of such utility, in good faith, within the time prescribed 
by the commission and the prosecution of the same with reasona- 
ble diligence, shall constitute a compliance with such certificate. 

Section 76. Forfeiture of franchise of utility—Whenever 
any person operating or maintaining any utility and having en- 
joyed franchises under contract with any municipality to render 
any public or quasi-public service to such municipality, or the 
inhabitants thereof, shall, after reasonable notice from the com- 
mission of default in the performance of such contract, fail to 
comply with and perform the same in the manner provided for 
in such contract, the commission may by bill or petition apply to 
the circuit court in equity of the county in which such munici-. 
pality is situated, to enforce the forfeiture of said rights and 
srenOnees of such utility. If upon hearing of the cause the court 
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shall find that the utility has so failed or refused to perform its 
said contract, either willfully, or by reason of lack of means to 
do so, it shall enter a decree ordering such utility, within a time 
to be named in said decree, to comply with its contract in the 
respect where it is in default, which time, for good cause shown, 
the court may extend. If within the time fixed in the decree, or 
in the order extending the time, it be made to appear to the court 
that the decree has been complied with, the court shall enter a 
decree dismissing the proceedings upon the payment of all costs 
by the utility, but if it appears at the expiration of such time, or 
extended time, as the case may be, that the utility has failed to - 
comply with the order of the court, the court shall declare the 
franchise of the utility forfeited, and the remedy provided here- 
by shall be exclusive, provided, however, that it shall not be 
deemed to deprive the attorney general of the State of the right 
to proceed against the utility in the name of the State by quo 
warranto proceedings. 

Section 77. Complaint served on utility complained of.— 
Whenever the commission shall determine to conduct an investi- 
gation of any rate or of any service, either with or without com- 
plaint, as in this act provided for, it shall fix a time and place 
for public hearings of the matters under investigation. Before 
proceeding to make such investigation, the commission shall 
give the transportation company or utility and the complainant 
at least ten days’ notice of the time and place when and where 
such matters will be considered and determined, and all parties 
shall be entitled to be heard, through themselves or their coun- 
sel, and shall have process to enforce the attendance of witnesses. 
At the hearing held pursuant to such notice, the commission may 
take such testimony as may be offered or as it may desire, and 
may make such other or further investigations as in its opinion 
is desirable. 

Section 78. Separate hearings.—When complaint is made of 
more than one matter or thing, the commission may, when jus- 
tice or convenience so require, order separate hearings thereon 
and may thereupon hear and determine the several matters com- 
plained of separately and at such times as it may prescribe. In 
any hearing, proceeding or investigation conducted by the com- 
‘mission, any party may be heard in person or by attorney. 

Section 79. Service on public utilities——Whenever the com- 
mission shall make any order or determination, or issue any sub- 
poena notice or writ, notice thereof may be served on the person 
affected thereby, by delivering a copy of such order, subpoena, 
notice or writ, signed by or in the name of the chairman of the 
commission, to any such person or an officer or agent of such 
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person, if a corporation, as in the case of civil process, which 
service may be executed by any member of the commission, the 
secretary, or any employee thereof, or by any sheriff of the State, 
and a copy of such order, subpoena, notice or writ, with the ser- 
vice endorsed thereon, must be returned to the commission and 
entered of record as a part of the proceedings, and such endorse- 
ment and return shall be prima facie evidence that such order, 
subpoena, notice or writ has been duly served. 

Section 80. Judicial powers of commissioners to enforce pro- 
visions of act.—Each of the commissioners, for the purposes 
mentioned in this act, and in all hearings before it, may adminis- 
ter oaths, certify to official acts, issue subpoenas, compel the 
attendance of witnesses and the production of books and papers. 

Section 81. Courts may compel compliance with orders of 
commission and punish failure.—In case of failure or refusal on 
the part of any person to comply with any order of the commis- 
sion or any commissioner, or any subpoena, or on the refusal of 
any witness to testify or answer to any matter regarding which 
he may be lawfully interrogated, any circuit court in this State, 
or any judge thereof, on application of a commissioner, may issue 
an attachment for such person and compel him to comply with 
such order, or to attend before the commission and produce such 
documents and give his testimony upon such matters as may be 
lawfully required, and the court or judge shall have power to pun- 
ish for contempt as in cases of disobedience of a like order or sub- 
poena issued by or from such court, or a refusal to testify therein. 

Section 82. - Rules of evidence.—A substantial compliance by 
the commission with the requirements of this act shall be suffi- 
cient to give effect to all rules, orders, acts, and regulations of 
the commission, and they shall not be declared inoperative, ille- 
gal, or void for any omission of a technical nature, in respect 
thereto. 

Section 83. Witnesses testifying to matters incriminating 
them.—No person shall be excused from attending and testify- 
ing, or from producing books and papers before the commission, 
or in obedience to the subpoena of the commission, whether such 
subpoena be signed or issued by one or more of the members of 
the commission in any investigation held by or before the com- 
~ mission, or in any cause or proceeding in any court by or against 
the commission provided for in this act, on the ground or for the 
reason that the testimony or evidence, documentary or other- 
wise, required of him, may tend to incriminate him or subject 
him to a penalty or forfeiture. But no person shall be prosecuted 
or subjected to any penalty or forfeiture for or on account of any 
transaction matter or thing concerning which he may be required 
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to testify or produce evidence, documentary or otherwise, before 
said commission, or in obedience to its subpoena, or in any such 
cause or proceeding, provided that no person, testifying shall be 
exempted from prosecution and punishment for perjury com- 
mitted in so testifying. 

Section 84. Depositions of witnesses; how taken.—The com- 
mission, or, with the consent of the commission, any party to any 
proceeding before the commission, may, in any investigation, 
eanse depositions of witnesses residing within or without the 
State to be taken in the manner prescrived by law for deresitions 
in civil actions in circuit courts, such depositions to be taken on 
a commission to be issued by the secretary of the commission, 
made returnable to the commission. ? 

Section 85. Fees of witnesses in such cases.—Each witness 
who shall appear before the commission by its order shall receive 
for his attendance the fees and mileage, provided for witnesses in 
civil cases in courts of record, which shall be audited and paid by 
the State in the same manner as other expenses of the commis- 
sion are audited and paid upon the presentation of proper vouch- 
ers, sworn to by such witnesses and approved by the chairman 
of the commission; but no witnesses subpoenaed at the instance 
of parties other than the commission shall be entitled to com- 
pensation from the State for attendance or travel, unless the 
commission shall certify that his testimony was material in the 
matter investigated. 

Section 86. Effective date of orders.—Unless a different time 
be prescribed by the commission, every order of the commission 
shall be effective twenty days after the service thereof, and shall 
be served immediately after its entry of record upon every party 
required to obey the same. 

Section 87. Modification of orders—At any time after the 
entry thereof the commission, in the manner provided for in the 
making thereof, may alter, amend, annul or otherwise modify any 
order, but no such modification shall in any way affect the valid- 
ity of any act done or omitted by any utility on the faith of such 
order, or in pursuance of its terms, prior to notice of the modifi- 
cation thereof. 

Section 88. Rehearings.—At any time after an order has been 
made by the commission any person interested therein may ap- - 
ply for a rehearing in respect to any matter determined therein, 
and the commission shall grant and hold such a rehearing if in 
its judgment sufficient reason therefor be made to appear, which 
rehearing shall be subject to such rules as the commission may 
prescribe. Application for such a rehearing shall not excuse 
any public utility or person from complying with or disobeying 
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an order of the commission, or operate in any manner to stay or 
postpone the enforcement thereof except as the commission may 
by order direct. Any order of the commission made after such 
rehearing shall have the same force and effect as an original 
order, but shall not affect any right, or the enforcement of any 
right arising from or by virtue of the original order. 

Section 89. Appeal from the orders of the commission.— 
From any final action or order of the commission, the State of 
Alabama, or any person in interest or affected by such order, or 
action, may take an appeal to the circuit court of Montgomery 
county, sitting in equity. Such an appeal shall be taken within 

‘thirty days after the service of a copy of such action or order 
of the commission on the persons in interest or affected thereby, 
after the expiration of which time the right to such appeal afore- 
said shall termniate absolutely. Such appeal shall be granted as 
a matter of right, and be deemed perfected by the filing of notice 
of appeal with the commission, when the appellant is in the State 
of Alabama, the commission or a municipal corporation and by 
filing with the commission security for costs of such appeal when 
the appellant is a person, transportation company or utility. 
Within thirty days after the appeal is perfected as aforesaid, un- 
less for good cause shown the time be extended by an order of 
the judge of the circuit court, the commission, through its presi- 
dent or any member thereof, or its secretary, under the seal of 
the commission, shall certify to the the circuit court a complete. 
record or transcript of all proceedings had before it, including 
all orders and pleadings, together with a transcript of all, the 
oral testimony, and the original or a transcript of all documen- 
tary evidence taken in the proceedings in which the action or 
order appealed from was so had or made. When the appeal is 
taken by the State of Alabama or any person other than the 
transportation company or utility, thirty day’s notice of the ap- 
peal shall be given by the commission to the transportation 
company or utility affected, and the State or other person shall 
be the appellant and the transportation company or utility the 
appellee. , 

When the appeal is taken by the transportation company or 
utility, the commission shall be the appellee; provided neverthe- 
less, that if a transportation company or utility be affected by 
such order or action, and a person other than a transportation 
company or utility shall be the appellant, the transportation com- 
pany or utility shall be a necessary party to such appeal and 
shall be made appellee and entitled to all of the rights, including 
that of appeal to the supreme court from any decision of the lower 
court, as other parties to the proceedings. The trial of such

appeal in the circuit court shall be de novo, without a jury; but 
the transcript of the testimony and documentary evidence taken 
before the commission shall be admissible in evidence at the 
instance of any party, and any party to such appeal shall have 
the right to introduce additional legal evidence; provided, how- 
ever, that the order or action appealed from shall be prima facie 
presumed to be reasonable and lawful, and the burden shall be 
on the party appealing to show the contrary. The circuit court 
shall have no power to modify said order or action appealed from, 
but shall either effirm the same or dismiss. the. original com- 
plaint for want of equity, or reverse the order or action ap- 
pealed from, accompanied with instructions to the commission to 
proceed in conformity with the opinion and findings of the court. 
In the trial of such cases either party may introduce evidence 
tending to show, the validity, fairness or reasonableness or the 
contrary of the rates, charges or practices sought to be estab- 
lished. 

Section 90. Stay on appeal.—No such appeal shall stay or 
supersede the order or action appealed from, unless the cireuit 
court or judge thereof, upon preliminary hearing and notice, 
shall so direct, and not then unless the appellant shall furnish 
bond, to be approved by the judge of the circuit court, and filed 
in such court, in such penalty, payable and conditioned, and with 
such surety or sureties as such circuit court or the judge there- 

-of may reasonably require. From the time such bond shall have 
been so given and approved, the order or action appealed from 
shall be stayed and superseded, and it shall be lawful for the 
transportation company or utility to charge and receive pending 
such appeal, and any subsequent appeal to the supreme court, 
and until the final decision of the cause, the rates and charges 
which had been reduced by the order or action appealed from, or 
to charge and receive the rates sought by the petitioner or ap- 
plication, or to continue the practice, rule of action of the trans- 
portation company or utility involved in the order, as the case 
may be; but any one or more persons who shall sustain any loss, 
injury or damage by reason of the suspension of the rates or 
orders, or any of them as aforesaid, may file a petition in said 
cause in said circuit court to recover such damages as he or they 
may have so sustained, including any overcharge or excess rate 
or charge paid by him or them on account of the suspension of 
such rate or order, and the court shall ascertain and adjudge 
such damages by supplemental decree, or otherwise, in accord- 
ance with equity practice. 

Section 91. Appeal to supreme court.—From the judgment 
or decree of the circuit court an appeal may be taken by any 
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party, appellant or appellee, to the supreme court, at any time 
within thirty days from the date of the rendition of such decree, 
in the manner and under the rules and regulations provided by 
law for taking appeals from decrees of: chancery courts in this 
State. If such appeal be taken by the transportation company or 
utility, or any person other than the State of Alabama, or the 
commission or a municipal corporation, security for costs of the 
apppeal shall be given, as in other cases of appeal from chancery 
courts. Neither the State of Alabama nor the commission, nor 
any municipal corporation, upon appealing to the supreme court, 
shall be required to furnish security for the costs of such appeal. 

Section 92. Effect of appeal to the supreme court.—An ap- 
peal to the supreme court, on behalf of the State of Alabama, or 
the commission, or any municipal corporation, shall, without the 
filing of any supersedeas bond, supersede the judgment or decree 
of the circuit court; provided, however, that if the transportation 
company or utility shall desire to have the judgment or decree 
of the circuit court to remain operative and effective pending 
such appeal to the supreme court, such transportation company 
or utility shall have the right to give a good and sufficient bond, 
to be approved by the judge of the circuit court, with such sure- 
ty or sureties as such court or judge may reasonably require, in 
the amount and payable and conditioned as required by such 
court or judge in like manner as upon appeal from the commission 
to it. Should the transportation company or utility, or any per- 
son other than the State of Alabama, or the commission, appeal 
to the supreme court such appeal shall not supersede or stay 
the judgment or decree of the circuit court, unless such trans- 
portation company or utility or other person shall give in addi- 
tion to the bond for costs a good and sufficient bond, to be ap- 
proved, and with surety or sureties, and payable and conditioned 
as required by the circuit court of judge, in like manner as upon 
other such appeals. 

Section 98. Additional bonds.—Whenever in any proceedings 
had, whether by appeal, bill in chancery, or otherwise, a super- 
sedeas or other bond has been given to suspend, stay or other- 
wise interfere with the operation of any order or action of the 
commission, and it shall be made to appear to the court having 
jurisdiction at the time, on motion of the commission or other- 
wise, that the interest of the public demand that an additional, 
further or greater bond shall be filed or that such bond should 
be modified as to its conditions or penalties, or further or addi- 
tional sureties or securities should be furnished, such court, may, 
at any time, on such motion, or on its own initiative, after at 
least five days’ notice to the person, transportation company or 
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utility on whose behalf said bond or supersedeas may or shall 
have been given, make such further order and require such addi- 
tional or modified or greater bond as to the court may seem rea- 
sonably necessary to adequately indemnify the obligees and bene- 
ficiaries under said bond. 2 

_ Section 94. Suspension of rates shall only affect companies 
giving required bonds.—If any rate or rates, or order or orders 
shall, under the provisions of this act, be suspended by the giving 
of any of the bonds provided for herein, the suspension shall be 
operative as to, and shall affect only the transportation company 
or utility complaining and giving such bond. ; 

Section 95. Expedition of causes——Any proceeding in any 
court of this State, directly affecting an order of the commis- 
sion, or to which the State of Alabama or the commission is a 
party, shall have preference over all other civil proceedings pend- 
ing in said court, and shall be advanced on the docket for the pur- 
pose of expediting the final decision thereof. 

Section 96. Costs under this act, how taxed and collected.— 
If upon the trial of any cause or action originating under this act 
it shall be determined by the court that the order of the commis- 
sion was unlawful or unreasonable or unjust, and should not be 
observed or performed, the costs of said court shall be taxed 
against the State. If, on the hearing, the court shall find in 
favor of the commission,.then the costs shall be paid by the 
person or transportation company or utility opposing the com- 
mission, or instituting the proceedings. If the costs are ordered 
taxed against the State, the same shall be paid, upon the approval 
of the trial judge, by a warrant drawn by the State auditor upon 
the State treasurer. All other expenses incurred by the commis- 
sion in the trial of said causes shall be paid out of the State treas- 
ury upon a warrant drawn by the State auditor on the State 
treasurer, and approved by the governor. 

Section 97. Venue.—The domicile of the commission is here- 
by fixed at the capitol of the State in Montgomery, Montgomery 
county, and no court of the State other than the circuit court 
of Montgomery county shall have or take jurisdiction in any 
suit or proceeding brought or instituted against said commis- 
sion; and all provisions of the laws of this State relating to venue 
shall apply to proceedings under this act instituted by the com- 
mission, and in addition any action at law or in equity to enforce 
any proposed violation thereof, may be commenced by the com- 
mission in any court having jurisdiction in civil or chancery suits 
over the person or persons to be proceeded against. 

Section 98. Notice of injunction or restraining order to 
commission.—No preliminary injunction or interlocutory order, 
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or decree or process suspending or restraining or affecting the 
enforcement of any action, order or determination of the com- 
mission shall be granted by any judge or court, except upon hear- 
ing, after at least five days’ notice to the commission. 

Section 99. Duty of courts to entertain actions.—It shall be 
the duty of courts or competent jurisdiction to entertain and 
determine all actions commenced under the provisions of this act, 
and to enforce the provisions of this act, or of any order of the 
commission, by mandamus, or by injunction, or by any other ap- 
propriate remedy. 

Section 100. Judgment or circuit court and of supreme court. 
—In all suits instituted involving the lawfulnses, fairness and 
reasonableness of any rate, order or action of the commission, the 
circuit court, upon finding such rate, order or action complained 
of to be lawful, fair and reasonable, shall, in its judgment or 
decree, so declare and direct the transportation company or util- 
itv to put such rate, order or action in force, and observe the 
same, and if the supreme court shall, upon appeal, affirm the 
iudgment or decree appealed from, or shall, by its opinion, sus- 
tain the rate, order or action of the commission, its judgment 
shall likewise, so declare and shall direct and order the trans- 
portation company or utility to put the rate, order or action in 
force and observe the same. 

Section 101. Rates affirmed or approved by trial courts re- 
main until annulled by supreme court.—The orders of the com- 
mission fixing any rate or rates, or any service or practice what- 
soever in connection therewith, when approved or confirmed. by 
the judgment of the circuit court, shall be and remain the estab- 
lished rate, service or practice, and shall, unless superseded by 
bond filed in such amount and upon such conditions, as said cir- 
cuit court may fix, be observed and regarded by the appealing 
transportation company or utility until the same shall be an- 
nulled or superseded by the supreme court, if there shall be an 
appeal thereto, or, if no appeal be taken, until changed by the 
commission or by the transportation company or utility, with the 
approval of the commission. 

Section 102. Publicity of commission records.—All reports, 
records and-accounts in the possession of the commission shall 
be open to inspection by the public at all times, except as other- 
wise provided for in this act, or as ordered by the commission, 
and under the rules prescribed by the commission. 

Section 103. Powers and jurisdiction or commission.—The 
rights, powers, authority, jurisdiction and duties by this act con- 
ferred upon the commission shall be exclusive and in respect of 
rates and service regulations shall be exercised notwithstanding 
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any rights heretofore or hereafter acquired by the public under 
any franchise, contract or agreement between any transportation 
or utility, and any municipality, county, or municipal subdivision 
of the State, and shall be exercised, so far as they may be exer- 
cised consistently with the constitution of the State and of the 
United States, notwithstanding any right heretofore or here- 
after acquired by any such transportation company or utility. 

Nothing herein in this section or elsewhere in this act con- 
tained is intended or shall be construed, 

(a) To limit or restrict the police jurisdiction or power of 
municipalities over their streets and other highways and public 
places or the power to maintain or the power to require mainte- 
nance of, the same; 

(b) To limit or restrict any right or power by contract or 
otherwise of any municipality to require transportation compa- 
nies or utilities to pave and maintain the portions of highways 
used and occupied by them; 

(c) In respect of matters other than rates and service regu- 

lations, over which exclusive jurisdiction is conferred by this 
act upon the commission to affect existing rights and powers or 
rights and powers hereafter acquired by municipalities under 
valid contracts with transportation companies or utilities; 
_ (d) In respect of matters other than rates and service regu- 
lations to repeal any power of any municipality (1) to adopt and 
enforce reasonable police regulations and ordinances in the in- 
terest of the public safety, morals, health and convenience, or 
(2) to protect the public against fraud, imposition or oppression 
by transportation companies or utilities within their respective 
jurisdictions, or (8) to require the discharge by transportation 
companies or utilities of their respective duties within such mu- 
nicipalities, whether arising out of contracts with the municipal- 
ity by statute or regulation by the commission or otherwise. 

(e) And nothing in this act is intended or shall be construed 
to affect adversely any rights concerning any rates, where such 
rights have been acquired under any franchise or other contract, 
and have not hitherto been fully and finally abrogated in the case 
of any utility which is operating business and is not in the hands 
of a receiver and is not being administered by any court of com- 
petent jurisdiction. 

Any transportation company or utility accepting under the 
provisions of this act any rate or service regulation more favor- 
able to it than provided by any ordinance or contract under 
which it claims rights from any municipality shall be held to 
waive any and all terms and conditions in such ordinance or con- 
tracts as to rates and service regulations in its favor and to sub- 
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mit the same in all respects to reasonable regulation by the State 
or its lawful agencies. 

Section 104. Commission’s acts; technical omissions.—A 
substantial compliance with the requirements of this act shall be 
sufficient to give effect to all rules, orders, acts and regulations 
of the commission and they shall not be declared inoperative, 
illegal or void for any omission of a technical nature in respect 
thereto. 

Section 105. Record of proceedings; fees.—A full and com- 
plete record of all proceedings before the commission on any 
investigation had, and all testimony therein, shall be taken down 
by a stenographer appointed by the commission. A.copy of such 
transcript shall be furnished on demand, to any party to such 
investigation, or other person, upon the payment of the cost of 
transcribing the testimony, not exceeding ten cents per folio. 

The commission is authorized to fix and establish a schedule 
of fees to be charged for copies of opinions, orders, reports, and 
other records of the commission and certification, under seal of 
the commission, all of which shall be turned over to the State 
treasurer at monthly intervals. 

Section 106. Opinions and orders published.—Every order 
of the commission shall be in writing, and in cases of importance 
may be accompanied by an opinion, setting forth, in brief, the 
facts on which the commission has based its order. The com- 
mission shall provide for the assembling and publication from 
time to time of its opinions and orders. 

Section 107. Penalty for exacting or receiving excessive 
rates for service.—If any utility doing business in this State, or 
its authorized agents or employees, is guilty of making or de- 
manding or receiving any rate or charge for any service differ- 
ent from that prescribed by the commission, as by this act au- 
thorized, and after due notice of such violation given to the presi- 
dent or managing officer, or any superintendent thereof in this 
State, and if ample and full recompense for the wrong or injury 
thereby done to the person complaining shall not be made within 
sixty days from the time of such notice, such utility shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction shall be punished 
by a fine of not more than one thousand dollars. 

Section 108. Penalty for failure to make annual returns or 
reports of business of utility—Any utility subject to the provi- 
sions of this act which fails to file the annual report provided for 
in this act, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and on conviction 
thereof shall be punished by a fine of not exceeding $50.00 for 
each day of such failure. 
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Section 109. Penalty for false return—Any person who will- 
fully makes any false return or report to the commission, or to’ 
any member, agent or employee thereof, and any person who 
knowingly aids or abets such person, is guilty of a felony, and 
upon conviction shall be imprisoned, as the court may direct, for 
a term not exceeding five years. 

Section 110. Penalty for falsification of accounts.—Any per- 

son who willfully makes any false entry in the accounts or rec- 
ords prescribed by the commission for any utility, or willfully 
destroys, mutilates, or by eny ether meane -willfullv. falsifies 
such accounts or records, or willfully neglects or fails to make 
full, true or correct entries of all facts and transactions apper- 
taining thereto, is guilty of a felony, and upon conviction shall be 
imprisoned, as the court may direct, for a term not exceeding five 
years. 
Section 111. Penalty for divulging information Any regu- 
lar or special employee of the commission who divulges any fact 
or information, coming to his knowledge respecting any inspec- 
tion, examination or investigation of any account, record, mem- 
orandum, book or paper, or of the property and facilities of a 
transportation company or utility, except insofar as he may be 
authorized by the commission, or a court of competent jurisdic- 
tion, or a judge thereof, is guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon con- 
viction shall be fined not more than one thousand dollars. 

Section 112. Penalty for accepting rebates.—Any person who 
shall demand or knowingly accept or receive any rebate, conces- 
sion or discrimination in respect of charges or rates of service 
of any transportation company or utility subject to this act, or 
who shall knowingly, by any device whatever, secure a less rate 
than that named in the schedule or service regulations of such 
transportation company or utility filed with the commission, 
whereby such person shall receive any service or advantage other 
than is provided by law, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
on conviction thereof shall be punished by a fine of not more than 
one thousand dollars. 

Section 113. Perjury—Any person who knowingly makes 
any false statement of fact under oath, whether oral or in writ- 
ing, as required by this act, is guilty of perjury, and upon con- 
viction shall be punished as provided for in the perjury statutes 
of this State. ora 

Section 114. Action to enforce penalty or forfeitures.—Any 
penalty or forfeiture imposed, declared or implied under the pro- - 
visions of this act may be enforced by a civil action at the suit 
of the State, and the commission may institute and prosecute, or 
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cause to be instituted and prosecuted, such actions for the en- 
forcement of such panalties or forfeitures to the State. 

Section 115. Construction of this act. If any section or pro- 
vision of this act shall for any reason be, or be held by any court 
of competent jurisdiction, and of final resort, to be invalid, inop- 
erative or void, the residue of this act shall not be, thereby inval- 
idated or affected. - 


Section 116. Utilities to file with commission name of agent. 
—Every utility over which the commission is given power herein 
shall file with the commission, within ten days after this act be- 
comes effective, its full corporate name, character of its business, 
the name of its Alabama agent, upon whom service is authorized 
to be had, and the place of business in Alabama. 

Section 117. When act becomes effective—This act shall 
take effect thirty days after its approval by the governor. 

All laws, or parts of laws, general or special, in conflict here- 
with are hereby repealed.

MESSAGE FROM THE GOVERNOR. 


August 20, 1919. 
Gentlemen of the House of Representatives: 
I am directed by the governor to hand you herewith his message of this 
date concerning House bills numbered 843 and 844, which is self-explanatory.

GOVERNOR’S MESSAGE. 


The following message from his excellency, the governor, was 
read at length as follows and ordered spread upon the Journal: 


August 20, 1919. 
Gentlemen of the House of Representatives: 

I am taking the liberty of calling your attention to House bills num- 
bered 843 and 844, respectively. Both of these bills are intended to more 
completely execute that provision of the Constitution (section 103), requir- 
ing that “the Legislature shall provide by law for the regulation, prohibi- 
tion, or reasonable restraint of common carriers, partnerships, associations, 
trusts, monopolies, and combination of capital, so as to prevent them, or any 
of them, from making scarce articles of necessity, trade or commerce, or 
from increasing unreasonably the cost thereof to the consumer, or prevent- 
ing reasonable competition in any calling, trade or business.” 

Food, clothing, fuel and shelter are the primary necessities of life; and 
the cost of these necessities to the consumer has been so vastly increased, 
and increasing more and more daily, as to produce a social problem of na- 
tion-wide importance, and a social unrest so great as to create a danger of 
national import. 
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However, this is not all. All commodities have increased and are in- 
creasing in price; and even those who produce or distribute the prime neces- 
sities are in turn confronted by the high cost to them of all of these other 
commodities. 

The ease with which large capital is employed in the consolidation of 
industrial enterprises, and improved systems of transportation, creating 
unlimited marketing, storage and distributing facilities, are rendering it 
comparatively easy for selfish men to organize and monopolize or get con- 
trol in their own interest of the distribution and sale of practically all com- 
mercial products of modern life. 

Meanwhile, the middlemen are organized between the producer and the 
consumer, each individual of every series of middlemen having a separate 
“take-out,” or adding a separate cost item to each product before it reaches 
the ultimate consumer. These middlemen could be largely eliminated by 
larger organization on the part of producers and consumers, and more 
effective co-operation between producers and consumers. This will no doubt 
come to pass in.the near future, but, in the meantime it is essential for the 
constituted authorities to reasonably use all the power entrusted to them by 
the laws of the land to see that these unlawful rusts and combines and 
wrongful practices which are nationally condemned shall be suppressed or 
diminished. ‘ , 

The profiteers and forestallers must feel the strong hand of the law. 

The United States government under the president’s direction is now 
proceeding to use the utmost of its executive powers to put a stop to these 
evils which confront us, and Congress is engaged in making new laws to 
confer greater powers upon the executive department of the Federal gov- 
ernment to drive these buccaneers from their strongholds of lawless privi- 
lege. Moreover, the president is calling on all the states of the Union to 
diligently and efficiently co-operate with the Federal government to the 
same end. 

These extraordinary circumstances seem to justify me, as your chief 
executive, charged with the duty of seeing that the laws of the State are 
enforced, to request your earnest and prompt consideration of these two 
proposed relief measures with the view of enacting them, or similar meas- 
ures, in order to more completely effectuate the mandate of the Constitution 
above referred to, and to more completely co-operate with the other states 
of the Union and the Federal government. : 

I wish to state here that the purposes of these laws and the activities 
of the national and states’ governments are not to check the growth, the de- 
velopment and the free play of the industrial and commercial interests of 
the country, and cannot affect to any material extent the great agricultural 
producers. Generally speaking, it is after agricultural products get out of 
the hands of the farmer that they are manipulated in the interest of the 
profiteer, or profiteering organization. ; 

You may of course see fit to amend these measures or substitute other 
measures for them, yet I must remind you that the final adjournment of the 
Legislature draws near and nearer, and the bills which you approve must 
be submitted to the deliberations of the Senate, and a very large amount of 
important legislation in other fields has been accumulating since the open- 
ing'of the session. It would be most regretable, therefore, and a great dis- 
appointment to the people of Alabama, if no substantial relief should be 
given them by their representatives at this session. I feel confident that 
you will not disappoint them. 

Since these bills were introduced complaints have come to me that com- 
binations exist in some of the cities and towns of this State to increase and 
control the rental prices of houses, particularly dwelling houses, and I note 
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that the United States district attorneys of the State are reported to be 
preparing a campaign against this practice. Neither of the bills above re- 
ferred to includes this subject of rentals, and I am therefore calling your 
attention to this omission so that you may, if you see proper to do so, cover 
this subject by original bill, or amendment to the bill numbered 844.

The Senate has received the accompanying message from his 
excellency, the governor, proposing an amendment to the bill: 

8. 58. Prescribing the liability of an employer to make com- 
pensation by way of damages for injuries received by an em- 
ployee occasioned by an accident arising out of and in the course 
of his employment and providing for the enforcement of same, 
modifying common law and statutory remedies, in such cases; 
establishing an alternative elective schedule of compensation, 
regulating procedure for the determination of liability and com- ~ 
pensation thereunder in certain cases, and prescribing penalties 
for the violation thereof; and providing for attorney’s fees and 
for medical and surgical services. 

And the Senate has concurred in and adopted said proposed 
amendment by a vote of a majority of the whole number elected 
to the Senate, said vote being Yeas, 29; Nays, 0. 

Said governor’s message being in words and figures as fol- 
lows: 


To the Senate: 

I am herewith returning Senate bill No. 53 with an amendment sug- 
gested. This amendment makes the basis of compensation in death cases 
subject to the same graduated scale of increase as is provided in the bill in 
cases of disability. This was the object of those who, representing capital 
and labor, agreed upon the terms of the bill and it is upon their suggestion 
that the amendment is presented to you. The amendment is as follows: 

“Amend section 14 adding thereto, sub-section 21: 

“21. Wherever in this section there is a provision for fifty (50) per cen- 
tum such per centum shall be increased five (5) per centum for each totally 
dependent child of the deceased employee under the age of eighteen years 
at the time of the death of the employee until such per centum shall reach a 
maximum of sixty (60) per centum. 

Wherever in this section a weekly maximum compensation of twelve. 
($12.00) dollars is provided such maximum compensation shall be increased 
in the following cases to the following amounts: 7 

Thirteen ($18.00) dollars in case the deceased employee leaves one to- 
tally dependent child under the age of eighteen years at the time of the 
injury to the deceased employee. 

Fourteen ($14.00) dollars in case the deceased employee leaves two 
totally dependent children under the age of eighteen years at the time of 
the injury to the deceased employee. 

Fifteen ($15.00) dollars in case the deceased employee leaves three or 
more totally dependent children under eighteen years of age at the time of 
the injury to the deceased employee. 
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The increases in the above per centum and in the maximum amount 
shall be paid only so long as the child upon which the increase is based re- 
mains under the age of eighteen years.” : 

In returning the bill with this amendment may I express the hope that 
it will be promptly adopted so that this bill, which represents a decided 
advance in our State in legislation and which has been made possible by a 
fair and much to be commended spirit of co-operation and agreement be- 
tween capital and labor, may become the law.

Mr. Speaker: 

The Senate has originated and adopted the following joint 
resolution: 

By Mr. Morris: 

S. J. R. 89. Whereas, throughout the country there have 
been numerous disorders and disturbances of the public peace, 
largely brought about by that element of our population repre- 
sented by foreign immigration; and, 

Whereas, there appears to be a manifest purpose and intent _ 
on the part of many of the leaders of this class of people to con- 
tinue such disturbances as is evidenced from their public appeals 
and teachings; and 

Whereas, such conduct is calculated to prevent the assimila- 
tion of this portion of our population, thus preventing that homo- 
gene type of citizenship which has given character and dignity 
to the name of America; and 

Whereas, it is undesirable that there should be any additions 
to such population groups through further immigration to this 
country of undesirable characters, and of men and women either 
untrained in citizenship or unwilling to embrace the principles | 
and practices of the American ideal in government and society; 
and 

Whereas, the restriction of further immigration is the only 
method of reducing the possibility of the recurrence of the dis- 
orders and disturbances above recited, and 

Whereas, it is one of the fundamental principles of govern- 
ment that the basic principles whereon it is founded should be 
safeguarded from hazard by false and unsafe teachings, similar 
to those promoted by the leaders of the anarchists, the Bolsheviki 
and the I. W. W.; 

Now, therefore, be it resolved by the Senate of Alabama, the 
House of Representatives concurring: 

1. That the Congress of the United States be memorialized 
hereby to pass all necessary laws for the deportation of any un- 
desirable aliens, and to further restrict the coming into the ports 
of the United States of undesirable people from foreign coun- 
tries. 
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2. That copies of this resolution be forwarded to the President 
of the United States, the presiding officers of the Senate and of 
the House of Representatives of the United States and to the 
See and Representatives in Congress from the State of 

abama.

of any funds in the State treasury not otherwise appropriated, 
or so much thereof as may be necessary to defray such expenses, | 
such funds to be returned by the State highway department to 
the State treasury out of any funds that may accrue to said 
State highway department out of any appropriation or laws rais- 
ing revenue for the use and benefit of said department for the 
construction and maintenance of State highways. 
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S. 448. To create a county highway commission for Cherokee 
county, Alabama, to be known as the Cherokee county highway 
commission, and to provide for the appointment thereof by the 
governor; to invest it with full, complete and unlimited jurisdic- 
tion over the public roads, bridges and ferries in Cheroke coun- 
ty ; to prescribe and define its powers and duties as such highway 
commission, and to repeal all laws and parts of laws in conflict 
therewith.

To fix penalties for the violations of any of the pro- 
visions of this act, and for the violations of any of the rules, or 
legislative acts of the commission. 

H. 867. To establish a trunk highway beginning at Cullman, 
Cullman county, and running to Commercial, Walker county, Ala. 

H. 880. To provide for the construction, maintenance and 
control of the public roads and bridges of all counties in the State 
of Alabama having a population of not less than 27,155, and not 
more than 27,200, by the last or any subsequent Federal census; 
to further define the duties of the courts of county commission- 
ers, or like governing bodies, of all such counties; to provide for 
the levy and collection of a per capita road tax in commutation 
of road duty; and to regulate the performance of road duty in 
such counties by the citizens thereof.

The clerk, other than the said ex-officio clerk, of said court, 
shall receive a salary of twenty-one hundred dollars per annum, 
payable in equal monthly installments out of the county treasury 
of Jefferson county by warrants drawn by the judge of said court, 
showing that such clerk has performed the duties of the office for 
such month. 

Should the business of the court require it, the judge will have 
the right, with the concurrence of the board of revenue of Jef- 
ferson county, Alabama, to appoint an additional deputy clerk, 
and his or her salary shall be fixed by the board of revenue, and 
paid out of the treasury of said county. The term of his or her 
services shall be determined by the judge compatibly with the 
volume: of the business of the court and the necessity for the 
services of such clerk. 
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Second: Strike out section ten (10) of said bill and insert in 
lieu thereof the following: 

Section 10. That the said ex-officio clerk and the said ex- 
officio deputy clerks of said court shall each receive as compensa- 
tion for his services as such ex-officio clerk or ex-officio deputy 
clerk, respectively, the sum of three hundred dollars per annum, 
payable in equal monthly installments of twenty-five dollars out 
of the county treasury of Jefferson county upon warrants drawn

school for the purpose of procuring additional funds to build or 
erect and equip a suitable public school building in said town of 
Albertville, and to authorize payment and satisfaction of said 
mortgage out of funds herafter derived from the levy of a spe- 
cial school tax in said school district.

CONFERENCE COMMITTEE APPOINTED. 


The Speaker named Messrs. Murphree, Lynne and Benners, 
as a committee of conference on part of the House on the dis- 
agreement of the two houses on the Senate amendment to the 
bill, H. 388. To provide for the general revenue of the State of 
Alabama, said Senate amendment being as follows: 

Amend House bill No. 383, section 2, subdivision (a), 

By striking out after the words “all cemeteries,” the follow- 
ing words “all lots in incorporated cities and towns, or within 
one mile of any city or town, to the extent of one acre, and lots 
one mile or more distant from such cities and towns, to the ex- 
tent of five acres, with the buildings thereon, when the same are 
used exclusively for religious worship, for schools, or for pur- 
poses purely charitable; all mortgages on real and personal prop- 
erty situated in this State, except as to privilege tax for recording 
the mortgage securing such credits, where such credits are se- 
cured by mortgage, and such mortgage is offered for filing for 
record,” and insert in lieu thereof the following: 

“all property, real or person, used exclusively for religious 
worship, for schools, or for purposes purely charitable; provided, 
however, that property, real or personal, owned by any educa- 
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tional, religious or charitable institution, society or corporation, 
let for rent or hire, or used for business purposes, shall not be 
exempt from taxation, notwithstanding the income from such 
property shall be used exclusively for educational, religious or 
charitable purposes; all mortgages, together with the notes, 
debts, and credits secured thereby on real and personal property 
situated in this State, which mortgages have been filed for rec- 
ord and the privilege tax paid thereon.” 

Also amend said section, subdivision (a) by adding at the end 
of said | subdivision (a) the eetid te words: 
this State ond all. Solvent “credits.” 

Amend House bill No. 383 by adding the following sub-section 
to section 2, which is sub-section H: 

‘“h. All shipbuilding plants in the erection, construction and 
equipment of which not less than one hundred thousand dollars 
shall have been bona fide expended in that time, together with 
the buildings, works, machinery, appliances, and appurtenances 
thereof, and all additions necessary or proper for its practical 
operation made to any such plant, its buildings, works, machin- 
ery, appliances and appurtenances, shall be exempt from State, 
county and municipal taxation and licenses, except a franchise 
tax as provided by the Constitution, for a period of ten years 
from the time of the beginning of such construction. And all 
capital stock of any such shipbuilding plants shall likewise be 
exempt from taxation covering said period. Provided that such 
exemptions shall in no case extend beyond nine years from the 
date of the passage of this act. After the expiration of such 
nine years all such exemptions not already terminated shall 
cease and terminate, and provided further that no exemption 
shall extend beyond the date of ten years from the time of the 
commencement of construction; but this section shall not be con- 
strued to exempt from such taxation any lands upon which such 
plant is erected or which may be used in connection therewith. 
Provided, that no house or building inhabited by any person or 
used for the sale of any goods, wares or merchandise shall be 
exempt from taxation under this section.”

“j. To encourage the development of the various unused 
water powers of this State, the plants, and the property, busi- 
ness, and franchises necessary for the production, transforma- 
tion and distribution of electric current, of any person or firm,

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hydro-electric power for the use of the public, shall, in considera- 
tion of the benefits to be derived by the public from the develop- 
ment and operation of such properties and plants, be exempt from 
State, county’ and municipal property and privilege taxation of 
all description, either under general or local laws, except a fran- 
chise tax as provided for by the Constitution, until ten years 
after the beginning of the construction of any such plant; pro- 
vided that such exemptions shall in no case extend beyond nine 
years from the date of the passage of this act. After the expira- 
tion of such nine years, all such exemptions not already termi- 
nated shall cease and terminate; and provided further that no 
exemptions shall extend beyond ten years from the date of the 
commencement of construction.

“k. The plant, property and business necessary for the man- 
ufacture of calcium cyanamid, of any person, or firm, or of any 
corporation organized for the purpose of manufacturing calcium 
cyanamid, shall be exempt from State, county and municipal 
property and privilege taxes of all descriptions, either under 
general or local laws, until ten years after the beginning of the 
construction of any such plants, except a franchise tax as requir- 
ed by section 229 of the Constitution of the State of Alabama; un- 
til ten years after the beginning of the construction of any such 
plant; provided that such exemptions shall in no case extend 
beyond nine years from the date of the passage of this act. After 
the expiration of such nine years, all such exemptions not al- 
ready terminated shall cease and terminate; and provided fur- 
ther that no exemption shall extend beyond ten years from the 
date of the commencement of construction.

Amend House bill No. 383, by adding the following: 

Section 414. “That a trial tax of three dollars be, and the 
same hereby is, imposed in each case, civil, criminal and equity, 
which hereafter goes upon the docket of any circuit court in this 
State, to be taxed and collected as other costs, and when collect- 
ed, to be paid by the clerk of such court, into the general funds 
of the State treasury.” 

Amend House bill No. 383, section 5, subdivision (f), by add- 
ing at the end thereof the following words: 

“which is specifically exempt from taxation.” 
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Amend House bill No. 383, section 14, by inserting after the

“Section 1614. The franchise tax required by sections 15 and 
16 shall be payable to the State board of equalization. The said

(h) The license or privilege taxes above provided which shall 
be paid to the State and several towns and cities, according to 
population as above stated, shall be in lieu of all other license or 
privilege taxes required of said telegraph companies in this State, 
by any authority thereof, and shall be in lieu of all other taxes of 
whatever nature, except franchises, income, and except ad valo- 
rem tax on tangible and intangible property of said company 
located in this State. ; 

Amend House bill No. 383, schedule 106: 

By striking out “Provided that whenever the municipal au- 
thorities shall authorize them to operate on Sundays, the license 
shall be double the amount as hereinabove set out.” 

Amend House bill No. 383, schedule 122: 

By striking out the words “two hundred dollars” at the end 
of said section, and adding thereto the following: 

“and not over one hundred thousand, two hundred dollars.

“TAX ASSESSORS. 


“ELECTION, QUALIFICATIONS, AND COMPENSATION.—APPOINT- 
MENT OF DEPUTIES. 


Section 34. There shall be elected at the time, in the manner, 
and for the term provided by law, a tax assessor for each county 
in the State, who shall perform such duties as are prescribed by 
this act, or as may hereafter be provided by law, and whose term 
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of office shall be four years, beginning on the first day of Octo- 
ber next after his election. 

Section 35. Before entering upon the discharge of the duties 
of his office, the tax assessor must execute in duplicate a bond 
in the sum of two thousand dollars in counties having a popula- 
tion of less than fifty thousand. In counties having more than 
fifty thousand population, the amount of such bond shall be five 
thousand dollars. Such bonds shall be payable to the State of 
Alabama, with sufficient sureties, to be approved by the judge 
of probate of the county, and conditioned faithfully to discharge 
the duties of his officé, which are, or may be required by law 
during the time he continues therein, or discharges any of the 
duties thereof. One of such duplicates must be filed and recorded 
in the office of the judge of probate, and the other must be filed ~ 
in the office of the State auditor, on or before September first 
after his election. 

Section 36. He shall also, before entering upon the discharge 
of the duties of his office, file in the office of the judge of probate 
of his county an oath in writing that he will faithfully and dili- 
gently discharge all the duties which are, or may be imposed 
upon him by law, and such oath must also be recorded. 

Section 37. The tax assessor shall, during the current term 
of the present incumbent of said office, be paid commissions as 
now provided by law. After the expiration of the current term 
of the present incumbent of the office of tax assessor, the tax 
assessor shall be entitled to receive from the tax collector, out of 
the first money collected by him, giving him duplicate receipts 
therefor, one of which receipts shall be forwarded to the State 
auditor by the tax collector, the following commissions, to-wit: 
In counties where the collection do not exceed twelve thousand 
dollars, the rate of commission shall be eight per cent on the 
first thousand dollars: four per cent on the second thousand 
dollars, and two per cent on the remainder. In counties where 
the collections exceed twelve thousand dollars, the commissions 
shall be as above declared up to twelve thousand dollars, and 
one and one-half per cent on the remainder up to sixty thousand 
dollars, and on all above sixty thousand dollars, one per cent. He 
shall also be entitled to receive two per cent on all collections 
made by the tax collector on special taxes, whether such special 
taxes be levied for the State or county, to be paid out of such 
special taxes, except special county and district school taxes on 
which he shall receive one-half of one per cent. 

Section 38. He shall not receive commissions on errors made 
in assessments, on abatements or deductions from assessments 
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allowed the taxpayer, nor shall he, after the abstract book has 
been turned over to the tax collector, receive commissions on any 
assessment to which an objection by the taxpayer, regularly 
entered, may then be pending, until such objection has been dis- 
posed of and the proper assessment ascertained and determined. 

Section 39. For making the demand on the taxpayer for his 
list of property to be returned, and for each return of property 
to “owner unknown,” to be charged to the taxpayer or property 
assessed and collected with the taxes, the assessor shall be enti- 
tled to fifty cents, to be entered upon the return and the assess- 
ment. But the assessor shall be entitled to only one demand fee 
against each taxpayer. For serving each subpoena for State wit- 
nesses or notice issued by order of the county supervisor of 
assessments, the tax assessor shall be entitled to receive twenty- 
five cents, to be taxed against the taxpayer and collected with 
the taxes, if the case made against such taxpayer be sustained, 
otherwise he shal] receive no fees for the serving of such sub- 

poena. 

Section 40. The tax assessor is.authorized to appoint depu- 
ties, and the acts of such deputies shall be recognized as his. acts, 
and he shall be responsible for any loss sustained by any tax- 
prayer. or by the State or county. by reason of any unlawful act 
done by any such deputies. Such deputies shall receive no com- 
pensation for their services out of the State or county revenue, 
except in-cases otherwise provided by this act. 

Section 41. It is the duty of the assessor to have printed, at 
the expense of the county, a sufficient number of assessment 
‘ blanks in the form furnished and prepared by the State tax com- 
mission. and upon request of any taxpayer, the assessor shall 
furnish him with a copy or copies for the use of such taxpayer in 
listing his property for taxation. Said blank when filled out and 
returned to the tax assessor shall be known as the “tax return.” 
Upon demand of any person making a return of property for 
taxation, the assessor shall furnish him with a copy of such 
return. 

Section 42. The return and listing of property for taxation 
by the tax assessor must commence on the first day of October 
in every year, and shall be finished by him on the first day of 
January following ; but the assessor may be allowed until the first 
Monday in February in each year to make a supplemental return 
or list of property which he may have failed to have returned or 
listed prior to the first day of January, and such supplemental 
return must be entered as any other return and shall be em- 
braced in the abstracts made for the auditor and collector and 
State tax commission.

Section 48. Between the first day of October and the first 
day of January of each year, the tax assessor shall, in all coun- 
ties having a population of one hundred thousand or less, visit 
each voting place in- each precinct for the purpose of listing 
property for taxation, and he shall remain there one day in all 
country precincts and towns of less than one thousand inhabit- 
ants, from eight o’clock A. M. until four o’clock P. M. In towns 
other than county seats, of five thousand inhabitants or more, he . 
shall remain at each place of appointment for one week, either 
by himself or deputy. In places of one thousand inhabitants and 
not. aver. five thousand. he shall remain at.the place, of appoint- 
ment for three days, either by himself or deputy. The assessor 
shall give at least ten days’ notice by advertisement in a news- 
paper, if there be one published in the county, and by bill posted 
at five or more public places in each election precinct, of the time 
when and the place where he will attend to receive the tax re- 
turns. Upon the failure of the tax assessor to give the notice 
required by this section, or to attend any appointment made by 
him in any precinct, he shall, after legal notice, fill new appoint- 
ments, or forfeit all claims to fees from such persons in such 
precinct as were disappointed by his non-attendance. In all coun- 
ties having fifty thousand inhabitants or more, he shall keep his 
office open at the courthouse all the year round, and in all other 
counties, he shall keep his office open at the courthause from 
the first day of October until the first day of May following, pro- 
vided that the court of county commissioners, or court of like 
jurisdiction, may by order duly entered on its minutes as other 
orders and decrees of the court are entered, relieve the: tax 
assessor from making the visits to each voting place in each pre- 
cinct as above provided, when in the opinion of the court it is 
deemed advisable. 

Section 44. It is the duty of every person in every election 
precinct to attend in person before the assessor on the first day 
of the appointment in the precinct of the taxpayer’s residence, 
and then and there render to the assessor under oath a full and 
complete list of all property of which he was the owner, or in 
which he had any interest whatever, or of which he was trustee 
or agent on the first day of October of that year, and to enter 
upon such paper the amount of fire insurance carried upon any 
of the property so listed. The land and improvements thereon 
must be separately listed. 

“On failure of the tax payer, for thirty days after demand or 
notice by the tax assessor, to furnish a sufficient description of 
his real estate, said tax assessor shall secure such description 
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by a survey of property by the county surveyor or otherwise, and 
the reasonable expenses incident thereto shall be added as costs 
to the taxes assessed against such tax payer. 

Section 45. When a taxpayer resides out of the county, or by 
reason of any infirmity or disability is unable to attend any of the 
appointments of the assessor, or is a woman, such taxpayer may 
send in his or her list, duly sworn to, by any other person, or 
by mail, postage prepaid, or such list may be rendered by an 
agent having knowledge of his or her taxable property, and such 
return shall show the amount of fire insurance carried upon any 
of the property so listed. The land and the improvements there- 
on must be separately listed. Any person who knowingly sub- 
scribes to a list of property which is false, is guilty of perjury. 

Section 46. The tax assessor, or his deputy, or any other 
officer administering the oath to the person making return of 
property for taxation, must orally administer the following oath 
to every taxpayer before making his returns: ? 

“You do solemnly swear that you will true answers make to 
all lawful questions which may be put to you touching the returns 
you are about to make, and that you will make a full and complete 
return of all property owned by you, or in which you had any 
interest whatever, or of which you were trustee or agent on the 
first day of October of the present tax year, and that you will 
make a full, complete and true statement of the amount of fire 
insurance thereon, and this return is made upon your personal 
knowledge, so help you God.” 

Section 47. After administering the foregoing oath, the 
assessor, his deputy or other officer shall particularly inquire of 
the said taxpayer as to the items of property and subjects of 
taxation owned by said taxpayer, and for which he is liable to be 
taxed, and property exempt from taxation, in order that he may 
elicit from said taxpayer a complete statement of the whole 
amount and specified items of property, and subjects of taxation 
with which he should be charged for purposes of assessment and 
taxation, and the same shall be entered upon the proper blank, 
and the tax assessor, his deputy or other officer administering 
the oath, shall require the taxpayer to give an estimate of the 
value of each item of personal property for the information of 
the county supervisor of assessments, and the taxpayer shall, in 
making his returns, state how much fire insurance he carries on 
the improvements on his real estate, and how much fire insurance 
he carries on his personal property, but nothing in this act shall 
be construed as requiring the taxpayer to make oath as to the 
value of the property. Each taxpayer shall give to the assessor 
his occupation and postoffice address. 
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Section 48. Each person making return of property for 
assessment shall, after the same shall have been listed and the 
amount of fire insurance carried thereon stated, make and sub- 
scribe to the following oath, which shall be printed or written 
at the bottom of the assessment sheet, and which may be admin- 
istered by the tax assessor, his deputy, or any other officer 
authorized by law to administer oaths: 

“TI do solemnly swear that the foregoing list of property re- 
turned by me (if not his own property, here state the capacity 
in which he returns such property for assessment) is a full and 
complete return of al! the property owned by (here state “me” if 
the property returned is his own property, and if not his own 
property, state the name of the person, corporation or estate for 
whom the property is returned), or in which (here designating 
the owner for whom return is made) had any interest whatever, 
the situs of which for taxation, or exemption from taxation, is in 
this county, on the first of October of the present tax year, and 
that the statement of the amount of fire insurance carried there- 
on is correct, to my personal knowledge, and of the improvements 
on lands listed in the foregoing schedule, so help me God.”

Section 49. The person giving in such property for taxation 
shall enter upon said list his estimated value of every item of 
personal property listed, for the information of the county super- 
visor of assessments, but nothing in this act shall be considered 
as requiring the taxpayer to make oath as to the value of the 
property. Every person shall enter upon the assessment list his 
occupation and postoffice address. 

Section 50. The description of real estate may be as follows: 
1, If it is an entire section, it may be described by the number of 
the section, township and range. 2. If it is a subdivision of a 
section, authorized by the United States for the sale of public 
lands, it may be described by a designation of such subdivision, 
with the number of the section, township and range. 3. If it is 
less or other than a subdivision, it may be described by metes 
and bounds, or in some way by which it may be known. 4. If.it 
is in a city, town or village, surveyed and laid off, and a plat 
thereof is recorded in the office of the judge of probate of the 
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county, or if a plat is accessible, and if it is as a whole lot or 
block, it shall be described by the designation of the number 
thereof, and if it is in a part of a whole lot or block, it may be 
described by metes and bounds, or in some other way by which 
it may be known, and it shall not be necessary to insert the quan- 
tity of such land in the assessment. If it is a tract of which the 
subdivision is not known to the assessor, it may be described by 
metes and bounds, or in some other way prescribed by the State 
tax commission, by which it may be known or identified. 6. It 
shall be sufficient to describe lands to be assessed or sold for 
taxes by initials, abbreviations and figures. 7. Mineral and tim- 
ber interests, when they have been severed in ownership from 
the soil by sale, or otherwise, shall be separately returned for 
assessment. 8. If the surface right only is assessed for taxation, 
the description of the land may be preceded or followed by the 
letters S.R., and if the mineral interest only is assessed, the 
description of the land may be preceded or followed by the let- 
ters M. R. 

Section 51. The property of every minor shall be listed by his 
guardian, if he has one; if he has no guardian, by his father, if 
living; if the father is dead, by his mother, if living. If the 
mother is also dead or married, by the person having it in charge; 
of the wife, by the husband, if living and sane, and the parties 
reside together; if the husband is dead or insane, or he is not 
living with his wife, by the wife; of any person for whose benefit 
the property is held in trust, by the trustee; of every deceased 
person, by the executor or administrator; of those whose prop- 
erty is in the hands of receivers, by such receivers; of every 
firm, or body corporate, by the partner, president, principal offi- 
cer, or agent thereof; property in the hands or custody of any 
public officer or appointee of a court, by such officer or appointee; 
of those absent or unknown, by their agents; or by the person 
having it in charge; of insane or idiotic persons of full age, by 
their guardians, if they have any; if they have no guardian, by 
the person having it in charge; of the lessors of real property, by 
such lessors; and all persons herein required to list property for 
others shall list it separately from their own, and in the name of 
the owner thereof. 

Section 52. After the thirty-first day of December in each 
year, the assessor shall in person, or by deputy, make a demand 
upon all taxpayers who have failed to make returns to him, for a 
list of their taxable property, and such demand may be made by 
written notice left with the taxpayer at his residence or place 
of business, or sent postpaid by registered mail, with return re- 
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ceipt demanded, to the taxpayer’s last known place of residence, 
and it shall be the duty of such taxpayer to return such lists to 
the assessor by the first Monday in February following. For 
making this demand the tax assessor shall be entitled to a fee of 
fifty cents to be paid by the taxpayer, which shall be added to his 
tax list, and collected with the tax. 

Section 58. Every person of full age and sound mind, and 
every firm and body corporate or politic, shall, when legally 
called on by the assessor, forthwith make a full, true and distinct 
statement of ali real aid persona! property, with a correct. de- 
scription thereof, of land and improvements separately, of which 
he is the owner or holder, individually or as guardian, parent, 
husband, trustee, administrator, executor, receiver, accounting 
officer, partner, agent or factor, and including all moneys hoard- 
ed, held or owned on the first day of October of the current tax 
year, except moneys on deposit in bank, and except as herein oth- 
erwise prescribed. 

Section 54. It shall be a misdemeanor for any taxpayer, or 
attorney, or agent of any taxpayer having authority to make tax 
returns, to fail, neglect, or refuse on demand of the tax assessor 
to fill out or have filled out the schedule or list herein provided 
for, or to fail to give the information herein provided for, or to 
fail, refuse, or neglect to take and subscribe to the oath or affirm- 
ation required to such schedules, or to fail to return the same to 
the assessor as prescribed by law. 

Section 55. When any person, or any company, corporation 
or association, existing under the laws of this State, or under the 
laws of any other state or country, doing business in this State, is 
required to make to the assessor returns of the gross or net re- 
ceipts, premiums or commissions of such business, and such re- 
turns are not made within the time required by law, but shall 
remain in default for the space of ten days thereafter, the asses- 
sor. after notice to the party required to make such returns, or if 
he is absent from the county, without notice, shall upon the best 
information he can obtain list and make up such returns upon 
the proper blank, describing the property to be assessed, as other 
items of property are described, noting thereon the failure of the 
owner after notice to make such return, and the accrual of a 
penalty of ten per cent of the value to be assessed thereon. 

Section 56. Such lists of property returned for taxation shall 
be, by the assessor delivered to the county supervisor of assess- 
ments not later than the second Monday in January, and all sup- 
plemental returns shall be delivered to the said supervisor from 
time to time, as rapidly as is practicable, but in no event later 
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than the third Monday in February, and all other returns as soon 
thereafter as practicable. 

Section 57. Having failed to procure upon verbal or written 
demand, from any delinquent his list of taxable property, before 
the first Monday in February, the assessor shall ascertain from 
inquiry, or otherwise, the property and other subjects of taxation 
upon which such person is liable to be taxed, and shall list and 
make return thereof upon the proper blank, and note upon such 
return the failure of the owner after notice to make such return, 
and the accrual of a penalty of ten per cent of the value to be 
assessed thereon, and deliver the same with other returns to the 
county supervisor of assessments. 

Section 58. Whenever the tax assessor shall discover that 
any property has escaped taxation in any assessment within five 
years next preceding, he shall list and return said property for 
taxation for the years during which the same has escaped, and 
shall also endorse on such returns the year or years for which 
the property has escaped taxation, and the accrual of a penalty 
of ten per cent of the value to be assessed for each year, and 
deliver the same with other returns to the county supervisor of 
assessments. . 

Section 59. No penalties assessed against any property 
owner or his property for failure to'‘return property for taxation 
shall be remitted except by order of the county supervisor of 
assessments, upon proof that the delinquent taxpayer was absent 
from the State, and had no resident agent therein during the time 
for making returns of property for taxation, or when such tax- 
payer labors under the disabilities of minority, or is a lunatic, or 
upon proof made that he was unable by reason of sickness to 
make returns in time required by law. 

Section 60. It shall be the duty of the judges of probate, reg- 
isters in chancery, and clerks of the circuit court and city courts, 
or the clerks of other courts of record in this State, to notify the 
tax assessor of each county of the appointment of every admin- 
istrator, executor, guardian, trustee, accounting officer or re- 
ceiver, within five days after such appointment. 

Section 61. Whenever the tax assessor knows or learns of 
any property subject to taxation in his county, the owner of 
which he does not know, and which is not embraced in any re- 
turn made to him prior to the first Monday of February, by any 
taxpayer, he shall list and make up on the proper blanks a return 
describing said property according to the best information he can 
obtain, and list the same to “owner unknown,” and in any 
notice or advertisement or motion for a decree of sale, it shall be 
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described as so returned, and he shall also note the failure of the 
owner to make such return, and shall also note the accrual of a 
penalty of ten per cent of the value to be assessed thereon, and 
’ deliver the same with other returns, to the county supervisor of 
assessments. No lands shall be returned to “owner unknown” 
until the assessor shall have made a demand upon the person, if 
resident in the county, or by registered mail, if a non-resident, 
whose address is known, to whom such lands or property were 
last assessed, in the event said lands or property have been 
assessed, und the said assésscor shall make-dilivent inquiry: te 
ascertain the name of the owner of said lands or other property. 
Any assessor or deputy assessor who fails to comply with the 
‘requirements of this section shall be guilty of a misdemeanor. 

Section 62. The assessor shall. be entitled to the same fees 
for making returns of property which has escaped taxation as 
for making returns of property after a demand made by -him on 
the taxpayer. In case of lands lying in one body, other than 
lands platted and subdivided into lots, the return shall be made 
on said lands as a whole, unless the assessor has reason to be- 
lieve that they belong to different owners, in which case when 
lands lying in one body and supposed to belong to the same owner, 
must be included in one return, and no fee shall be allowed the 
assessor for any return made in disregard of this provision, but 
the assessment of any such property thereafter made shall not 
for that reason be invalid. 

Section 63. The assessor must make and enter in an assess- 
ment book, suitably ruled and substantially bound, a condensed 
statement of all assessments made during each tax year, show- 
ing in separate columns the name of the owner, a description of 
the real estate and improvements thereon, the assessed value 
thereof, and value of the personal property assessed for taxa- 
tion; and the assessor shall compute and enter opposite the name 
of each taxpayer the aggregate amount of State, county and spe- 
cial taxes with which such taxpayer is charged. When the coun- 
ty supervisor of assessments has completed his hearing of objec- 
tions to assessments, the tax assessor shall complete the said 
book by making the proper entries therein, and foot up at the 
bottom of each page the aggregate amount of such taxes and 
show in conclusion the aggregate of all such taxes. Where ap- 
peals have been taken to the district tax court, this fact must be’ 
stated. 

Provided that in all counties which may now have or which 
may hereafter have property, the assessed valuation of which 
amounts to one hundred million dollars, the assessor shall not be 
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required to prepare a book of assessments as provided for in this 
section, but in lieu thereof shall be required to arrange in alpha- 
betical order original assessment lists, and cause the same to be 
permanently bound, and such assessment lists, when bound, shall 
constitute the book of assessments a herein provided, and the 
certificate of the tax supervisor provided for ‘in the next section, 
shall be entered upon each of said bound volumes of assess- 
ments. Such assessment lists when bound shall be preserved 
permanently as a matter of record, and provided further that in 
making the tax collector’s abstracts such abstracts shall be made 
direct from the assessment lists. 

Section 64. After the book of assessments has been com- 
pleted as herein provided, the county supervisor of assessments 
shall certify on the book of assessments that the same has been 
examined and corrected by him by comparing the book of assess- 
ments with the tax returns, both as to items of property and 
amounts of assessments, and approved by him, and that the. 
amount of State tax 18 $.o0 eee (here give amount), the 
amount of county tax is §......... .... (here give amount), the 
amount of special taxes is $ (here give amount), spec- 
ifying the total amount of each of such taxes, and such certificate 
is to be the warrant to the collector of the county to proceed to 
collect such axes in the manner directed by law. 

Section 65. When the book of assessments has been complet- 
ed, as herein provided, the county tax assessor must without de- 
lay make out in triplicate upon forms to be furnished by the 
State auditor, a complete abstract of all real and personal prop- 
erty as contained in the assessment book of his county, showing 
the total amount and value of each class of taxable property, and 
property exempt from taxation, and the amount of tax on each 
item, extended in a column; such abstract of assessment must 
be approved and certified to by the county supervisor of assess- 
ments, one of which the said tax assessor must forward to the 
State auditor not later than the first day of October, of each 
year, one to the Sate tax commission, and the other he must 
deliver to the tax collector by said date. The State auditor shall 
report to the governor any tax assessor who for ten days after 
the date required has failed to forward to the State auditor the 
abstract of assessment of his county, and the governor shall 
forthwith require of such tax assessor an official report of the 
cause of such failure. 

Section 66. After the book of assessments has been com- 
pleted as herein provided, the tax assessor must enter in a book, 
in concise form, the amount of taxes assessed against each tax- 
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payer, showing separately the amount of taxes on real estate 
and personal property and other subjects of taxation, and the 
fees of the assessor, with a blank for the fees of the collector; 
and such book he must turn over to the tax collector on or before 
the fifteenth day of September. : 

For the services rendered by him in preparation of such book, 
he shall receive compensation to be allowed by the court of coun- 
ty commissioners as follows, viz.:—In counties where the aggre- 
gate assessed value of real and personal property amounts to two 
million dollars, or less, seventy-five dollars; when the assessed 
Valués amount te more than two million, and. not.exceeding four 
million dollars, one hundred dollars; when the assessed values 
amount to more than four million and not exceeding six million 
dollars, one hundred and twenty-five dollars; when the assessed 
values amount to more than six million and not exceeding eight 
million dollars, one hundred and fifty dollars; and when the 
assessed values amount to more than eight million dollars, such 
‘compensation as may be fixed by the court of county commission- 
ers, not less than two hundred and not exceeding three hundred 
dollars; but any tax assessor who fails to complete such abstract 
by the time required shall forfeit all right to compensation. 

Section 67. It is the duty of the tax assessor of every county 
in this State to procure at the expense of the county a book in 
the form to be prescribed by the State tax commission, in which 
he shall enter a complete map and list of all the blocks and lots 
which have been platted, and the maps of which are recorded in 
the office of the judge of probate or can be procured within his 
county, beginning with the lowest numbered block and lot and 
proceeding in numerical order to the highest, with the name of 
the owner set opposite each block and lot. Each subdivision or 
addition to any town or city shall be shown by proper headings 
at the top of each page of such lot book, and by an index in the 
front thereof, provided that if such plat books have already been 
made, the assessor shall annually make the entries thereon with- 
out compensation. 

Section 68. The tax assessor shall make, or cause to be 
made, a complete plat book or books of all real estate in his 
county, unless such book or books have already been provided, in 
a form to be prescribed by the State tax commission, in which 
the name of the owner shall be entered on each separate subdi- 
vision, together with the assessed value thereof. The court of 
county commissioners, or court of like jurisdiction, shall pay out 
of the general fund of the county, for making out of the plat 
books rquired by this and the preceding section, a reasonable 
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amount of money as compensation to the person making out such 
book or books. 

Section 69. The tax assessor shall each year before the first 
day of October in such year, revise the plat books provided for 
by sections 67 and 68 of this act, so as to correspond with the 
tax returns and values for such year, and as otherwise provided 
by law, or by the order of the State tax commission. 

Section 70. In the event the tax assessor shall fail to com- 
ply with the requirements of sections 67, 68-and 69 of this act, 
in any year, he shall forfeit to the State of Alabama the sum of 
five hundred dollars, which may be collected by the State by suit 
upon his official bond. 

Section 71. Such maps and plat books shall be kept in the 
office of the tax assessor, open to the inspection of the public at 
all times when not in use by the assessor or the county super- 
visor of assessments; provided that in those counties where the 
office of the tax assessor is not kept open for the entire year, 
said records shall, when the office of the tax assessor is closed, be 
deposited in the office of the judge of probate of the county. 

Section 72. It shall be the duty of the court of county com- 
missioners or other court of like jurisdiction, at the regular Feb- 
ruary term in each year, to levy the amount of general taxes 
required for the expenses of the county for the current year, not 
to exceed one-half of one per cent of the value of the taxable 
property as assessed for revenue for the State as shown by the 
book of assessments after it shall have been corrected, and at 
the same time levy the amount of special taxes required for the 
county for the current year, not to exceed one-fourth of one per 
cent, which levy shall be made upon the same basis of valuation 
provided above and when such levy shall be made, to certify the 
rate or rates of taxation, and the purpose or purposes for which 
the tax is levied to the tax assessor of the county. 

Section 73. Except in cases where license or privilege taxes 
are to be paid monthly, the tax assessor shall on or before the 
tenth day of January of each year, prepare and deliver to the 
judge of probate a list of all taxpayers who are liable to pay a 
privilege or license tax to the State, and who shall have made 
returns of their proverty for taxation before January Ist, and 
shall also on or before the tenth day of March of each year, pre- 
pare and deliver to the judge of probate a supplemental list of 
all persons liable to pay a privilege or license tax, who have made 
return of their property for taxes, or who have been returned ag 
escapes or delinquents since the making of the first list by the 
assessor. 
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Section 74. When the assessor has reason to believe that any 
person who has been assessed is about to leave the county, he 
shall at once notify the tax collector, in writing, and on his fail- 
ure to do so, he shall be liable for the full amount of the taxes 
due, or to become due on such assessment. 


COUNTY SUPERVISOR OF ASSESSMENTS. 


Section 75. There is hereby created in each county in this 
State the office of county supervisor of assessments, the incum- 
bent of which shail be over thirty years of age, 2 resident. of.auch 
county, who shall be appointed as hereinafter provided for a term 
to expire on the first day of October, 1923, after which the term 
shall expire on the first day of October every four years there- 
after, the term of office being for four years. 

Section 76. The incumbent of such office shall be known as 
county supervisor of assessments. Within thirty days after 
this act goes into effect the governor shall appoint the incumbent 
of such office, whose term of office shall expire on the first day 
of October, 1923, and thereafter the successors of such incum- 
bent shall, in like manner, be appointed for a term of four years 
to end on the first day of October of each fourth year, thereafter, 
19238. Each incumbent shall hold, however, until his successor 
is appointed and commissioned. 

Section 77. Such county supervisor of assessments shall be 
selected with a view to his fitness for the performance of the 
duties. of said office, and his selection shall be limited to no pro- 
fession, occupation, or calling, but such county supervisor of 
assessments shall not hold any other office of profit under this 
State, or any other State, or of the United States, or of any polit- 
ical division of this State, or of any other state or of the United 
States. 

Section 78. Such county supervisor of assessments, before 
entering upon the duties of his office, must execute in duplicate 
a bond in the sum of two thousand dollars in counties having a 
population of less than fifty thousand inhabitants; and in coun- 
ties having a population of fifty thousand or more, the amount 
of such bond shall be five thousand dollars. Such bond shall be 
payable to the State of Alabama, with sufficient sureties, to be 
approved by the judge of probate of the county, and conditioned 
faithfully to discharge the duties of his office, which are, or may 
be required by law during the time he continues therein, or dis- 
charges any of the duties thereof. One of such duplicates must 
be filed and recorded in the office of the judge of probate, and 
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the other must be filed in the office of the State auditor, before 
entering upon the discharge of the duties of his office. 

Section 79. Said county supervisor of assessments before 
entering upon his duties, in addition to taking the regular oath 
of office now prescribed by the laws of the State of Alabama, 
shall take and subscribe to the following oath: 

“I do solemnly swear that I am over thirty. years of age, a 
qualified elector and resident of (here give the name of -county), 
of the State of Alabama, that I will faithfully and honestly dis- 
charge the duties of county supervisor of assessments, and that 
I will fix the valuation of all property listed for taxation or sub- 
mitted to me for valuation, at sixty per cent of its reasonable cash 
value, to the best of my judgment and ability, so help me God.” 

Such oath may be administered by any officer of the State 
authorized under the laws of the State to administer oaths, and 
shall be filed and recorded in the office of the State tax commis- 
sion. 

Section 80. That any vacancy in the office of county super- 
visor of assessments by death, resignation, or removal from 
office shall be filled in the same manner as the original appoint- 
ment and for the unexpired term only. 


Section 81. That the State tax commission shall have the © 
power to remove such county supervisor of assessments from 
office whenever in the judgment of a majority of the members 
of said commission such removal will best subserve the interests 
of the State of Alabama. 


Section 82. That the compensation of such county supervisor 
of assessments shall be as follows: 

In counties having an assessment of more than $175,000,000, 
according to the last preceding assessment, four thousand, four 
hundred dollars per annum. 

In counties having an assessment of more than $100,000,000 
and not more than $175,000,000, according to the last preceding 
assessment, four thousand dollars per annum. 

In. counties having an assessment of more than $36,000,000 
and not more than $100,000,000, according to the last preceding 
assessment, three thousand, four hundred dollars per annum. 

In counties having an assessment of more than $15,000,000 
and not more than $36,000,000, according to the last preceding 
assessment, two thousand, eight hundred dollars per annum. 

In counties having an assessment of more than $11,000,000 
and not more than $15,000,000, according to the last preceding 
assessment, two thousand, two hundred dollars per annum.

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In counties having an assessment of more than $8,000,000 
and not more than $11,000,000, according to the last preceding 
assessment, one thousand, eight hundred dollars per annum. 

In counties having an assessment of more than $5,000,000 
and not more than $8,000,000, according .to the last preceding 
assessment, one thousand, six hundred dollars per annum. 

In counties having an assessment of more than $4,500,000 
and not more than $5,000,000, according to the last preceding 
assessment, one thousand, four hundred dollars per annum. 

In counties having an sssessment of $4,500,000 or less, ac- 
cording to the last preceding assessment, one thousand, two hun- 
dred dollars per annum. 

That said salaries shall be paid monthly—one-half by the 
State on the warrant of the State auditor, and one-half by the 
county, out of the general funds of the county, on the warrant 
of the court of county commissioners or other court of like juris- 
dictioh, and the same shall be a preferred claim against the 
funds of said county. : 


Section 88. That immediately after the first Monday in Octo- 
ber of each year such county supervisor of assessments shall 
begin the valuation and equalization of all taxable property in 

’ the county for which he was appointed for the assessment of 
taxes to be levied thereon during the current fiscal year. The 
valuations of all property listed for taxes shall be entered by such 
county supervisor of assessments upon the tax lists as returned 
by the taxpayer, or as otherwise listed for taxes. The valuation 
of all real property as fixed by the county supervisor of assess- 
ments upon the tax lists shall be entered by the tax assessor 
upon the land and lot books of the county, which books shall be 
substantially bound and suitably ruled so that the description of 
real estate, the name of the owner, and the valuation of the real 
estate and improvements, as fixed by the county supervisor of 
assessments, or as fixed by the district tax court, or otherwise, 
may be shown thereon, and said books shall be so ruled that they 
will form a record for future reference. The form of such land 
and lot books shall be prescribed by the State tax commission, 
and such commission shall, after thirty days’ notice by advertise- 
ment once a week for four successive weeks in one daily newspa- 
per published in Birmingham, one published in Montgomery, and 
one published in Mobile, award a contract to the lowest respon- 
sible bidder, who shail agree to funish said books of the quality, 
in the form and within the time stipulated by the State tax ecom- 
mission, to all counties of the State. The cost of said books shall 
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be paid by the respective counties upon: the certificate of the 
State tax commission. 

Section 84. Whenever any assessment of real property shall 
have been made by the county tax assessor, the supervisor of 
assessments, after personal inspection thereof, or the value fixed 
by the district tax court, or the State tax commission, the value 
thus fixed shall’ be and remain the taxable value of such property 
for a period of two years dating from the first day of October 
preceding, and the county supervisor of assessments shall not 
be required to again view, inspect, value and equalize the same 
during such two year period, unless a revaluation and equaliza- 
tion shall be made by order and direction of the State tax com- 
mission, in which event the valuation thus fixed shall be and re- 
main the taxable value of said property until the next biennial 
period of assessment, or unless there shall be a change in the 
value of such real property, or the buildings, structures or im- 
provements thereon caused either by the destruction of or dam- 
age to said buildings, or by the erection or construction of new 
buildings, structures or improvements, or by the removal of min- 
erals from said lands, or by the removal of turpentine from the 
timber on said lands, or by cutting the timber therefrom, in 
which event the assessment shall be increased or reduced by 
the county supervisor of assessments to the extent only of the 
increase or reduction in the value of such real property by rea- 
son of the changes above named. 

Section 85. The county supervisor of assessments shall visit, 
inspect, examine, equalize and value each piece and parcel of 
real property in the county, and after such inspection and exam- 
ination thereof shall cause to be recorded upon the land and lot 
books sixty per cent of the reasonable cash value of such real 
property. Where the land is assessed as acreage, the valuation 
shall be fixed for each forty acres or fraction thereof, and when 
real estate has been platted and divided into lots it shall not 
thereafter be assessed as acreage, but each lot shall be assessed. 
The said county supervisor of assessments shall also, as far as 
practicable, view, inspect, value and equalize all taxable property, 
other than real estate, shown by the tax returns and enter there- 
on sixty per cent of the reasonable cash value thereof. Said 
county supervisor of assessments may issue subpoenas to wit- 
nesses and may require the owner, occupant, or person in pos- 
session of such property to give him any information in his 
knowledge with regard to such property, the amount of rents, 
_ Income and profits therefrom, and the county supervisor of 
assessments .may require the production for inspection of all fire 
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insurance policies on the iniprovements, if real estate, or on per- 
sonal property, for the current or preceding year. 

The county supervisor of assessments is hereby authorized 
and empowered, by and with the consent of the State tax com- 
mission, to employ such expert assistants as said county super- 
visor of assessments may deem necessary for the proper valua- 
tion of the property of the county. Such expert assistants so 
employed shall receive such compensation as shall be agreed upon 
by the State tax commission, which. compensation shall be paid 
out of the appropriation of the State tax commissioui. 


Section 86. The county supervisor of assessments shall an- 
nually fix the value of all taxable property, other than real prop- 
erty, as shown by the assessments lists, and such values shall be 
entered thereon by the county supervisor of assessments. The 
values so fixed by the county supervisor of assessments and re- 
turned to the tax assessor shall be the taxable value of the prop- 
erty so valued and equalized by him, provided that in the event 
the value of real and personal property of any taxpayer is in- 
creased by the county supervisor of assessments over the assessed 
value thereof for the preceding year, the taxpayer shall be fur- 
nished by registered mail or in person with a statement showing 
separately the value of his personal property and his real prop- 
erty, and also that the county supervisor. of assessments will sit 
to hear objections to the valuations and to-correct errors on the 
first Monday in June, which notice shall be given on or before the 
last Monday in May. But failure to receive or give such notice 
shall not invalidate such assessment. The expense of postage 
incurred by the tax assessor in carrying out the provisions of 
this section shall be paid in equal proportions by the county and 
the State, upon a certified statement thereof by such tax assessor, 
filed with the court of county commissioners, or other board or 
court of like juridiction, and with the auditor of the State of 
Alabama, 


Section 87. It shall be the duty of the county supervisors of 
assessments to carefully examine and inspect all tax returns and 
assessments delivered to him by the county tax assessor, and if 
he finds that any taxpayer has neglected to make a return, or 
has omitted from his return any property that should be re- 
turned, it shall be his duty to make up a return upon the proper 
blank, with a description of the property to be assessed, which 
property he shall then proceed to value and equalize in the same 
manner as other property is valued and equalized by him, and to 
the value placed thereon by the county supervisor of assessments 
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shall be added a penalty of ten per cent for the failure of the . 
owner of such property to properly return the same. 

Section 88. When the county supervisor of assessments 
shall have completed his work of valuing and equalizing property 
subject to taxation in his county, and such valuations shall have 
been entered upon the assessment lists, which shall not be later 
than the first Monday in May, 1920, and the first Monday in May 
of each year thereafter, he shall certify over his signature to 
the correctness of the tax returns, showing the valuations fixed 
by him, and shall deliver them to the tax assessor of the county 
as his report, and the tax assessor shall hold them in his office 
open to public inspection. The tax assessor shall then give no- 
tice by publication once a week for three consecutive weeks in a 
newspaper published in the county, and if no newspaper is pub- 
lished in the county, by posting notice in at least three public 

places in each precinct of the county, that the county supervisor 

of assessments has returned his report and that the same is open 
to inspection, and that the said county supervisor of assessments 
will sit at the courthouse in the county, beginning on the first 
Monday in June, to correct any errors in the assessments or 
valuations, and it shall be the duty of the county supervisor of 
assessments to see that such notice is given. 

Section 89. For the purpose of hearing objections, if any, to 
assessments or valuations, fixed by the county supervisor of 
assessments, the said county supervisor of assessments shall sit 
at the courthouse in his respective county on the first Monday in 
June in each year, from 9 A. M. to 4 P. M. and shall continue for 
at least one week, and as much longer as may be necessary, pro- 
vided he does not sit beyond the second Monday in July, unless 
otherwise ordered by the State tax commission, and provided 
further that where there is more than one courthouse in the 
county, the time for such sitting shall as nearly as practicable 
be equally divided between the respective courthouses thereof. 
At such sitting the property owner may appear in person, or by 
agent or attorney, and make his objection to any assessment or 
valuation theretofore made by the said county supervisor of 
assessments, and may produce evidence in support thereof, and 
it shall-be the duty of the county supervisor of assessments to 
examine under oath any complaining property owner, and to 
examine any other witnesses under oath as to the reasonable cash 
value of the property of such owner, and if it is found from the 
evidence that the valuation theretofore placed by the said 
county supervisor of assessments was not sixty per cent of the 
reasonable cash value of such property, whether more or less, 
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_then he shall correct the valuation or assessment, so that it will 
show sixty per cent of the reasonable cash value and such cor- 
rected amount shall constitute the taxable value of said prop- 
erty. But if said county supervisor of assessments shall find 
from the evidence that the valuation placed on the property was 
sixty per cent of the reasonable cash value thereof, then said val- 
uation shall stand as the taxable value of said property, unless 
an appeal is taken therefrom to the district tax court, as pro- 
vided hyv..this act. 

Section 90. When the cuuiity supervisar of assessments shall 
have completed the work of hearing objections against valuations 
fixed by him on the taxable property, he shall enter upon the tax 
return lists his corrected valuations, if any changes have been 
made therein, and shall deliver the same to the tax assessor of 
the county, which changed or altered valuations shall be the 
taxable value of the property or properties, unless an appeal is 
taken to the district tax court, or unless otherwise ordered by 
the State tax commission. 

Section 91. The county supervisor of assessments, in the 
performance of his duties under the provisions of this act, shall 
have the same power and authority heretofore vested in county 
boards of equalization. Said county boards of equalization are 
hereby abolished. 


Section 92. The county supervisor of assessments shall have 
and exercise exclusive right, each in his respective county, to fix 
the taxable value of all property therein not specifically required 
to be assessed otherwise, subject only to the right of appeal to 
the district tax court, except as otherwise provided by this act. 


Section 98. Nothing herein shall be construed to require the 
county supervisor of assessments to value railroad property, tele- 
graph and telephone lines, or any other property required by this 
act to be assessed by the State tax commission. 

Section 94. The failure of the county supervisor of assess- 
ments to perform any of his duties at the time prescribed, or to 
complete his duties within the time specified by this act, shall not 
invalidate any assessment or any act of his made or done after 
the expiration of such time. The duty of the county supervisor 
of assessments to visit, inspect and examine each piece and par- 
cel of real property in his county is directory and failure to do 
so shall not invalidate the assessments made by him. 

Section 95. Whenever under the provisions of this act any 
notice, subpoena, or writing is required to be given or served, the 
same may be served by any sheriff in this State, or his deputy, 
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or by any lawful constable, or any tax assessor of this State, | 
except as hereinafter provided. 

Section 96. The county supervisor of assessments shall assess 
the income tax and excess profits tax of each person and corpora- 
tion assessable in his county, subject to the supervision of the 
State income tax supervisor, and under the rules and regulations 
prescribed by him, except the income tax and excess profits tax 
assessable against persons and corporations whose ad valorem 
taxes are by this act to be assessed by the State tax commission. 

Section 97. The county supervisor of assessments shall either 
alone or with counsel represent the State and county in all cases 
pending before the district tax court of his county. 

Section 98. The county supervisor of assessments shall assess 
the taxes against each auctioneer, as provided by subdivision J, 
of section 5, of this act, and shall return such assessment im- 
mediately to the tax assessor, who shall enter the same upon his 
books as in cases of other assessment, and such assessor shall 
immediately make a statement of such assessment and deliver 
the same to the tax collector for collection. Such taxes become 
assessable and payable immediately. upon the expiration of each 
such auction sale. 


DISTRICT TAX COURT. 


Section 99. There is hereby created in each county in this 
State a court to be known as the “district tax court,” to be com- 
posed of one presiding judge and two associate judges, one of 
whom shall be appointed in each county in this State, as herein- 
after provided. Each judge shall be presiding judge of the 
court in his county, and the other two judges of the district shall 
be associate judges of the court of such county, Such appoint- 
ment shall be made within sixty days after the passage of this 
act, and the term of office of the judges so appointed shall begin 
on the date of issuance of a commission to each of them by the 
secretary of State, and shall expire on the first day of October, 
1923. Upon the expiration of the term of office of the judges so 
appointed, their successors shall in like manner be appointed for 
a term of four years, and thereafter the judges of such district 
tax courts shall likewise be appointed for a term of four years. 
In the case of a vacancy in the judgeship of any district tax 
court caused at any time by death, resignation, removal or other- 
wise, the vacancy so caused shall be filled by appointment in the 
same manner for the unexpired term. 

Sec. 9914. The circuit judge shall appoint the member of the 
“district tax court” for such county in his judicial circuit, and

in counties or circuits having more than one circuit judge such 
appointments shall be made by the joint action of the two or 
more circuit judges. In the event said circuit judge or judges 
shall fail for sixty days to make such appointment, then the 
same shall be made by the governor. 

Section 100. That the State is hereby divided into twenty- 
two tax court districts to be composed of counties as follows: 

First District—-Counties of Lauderdale, Colbert.and Franklin. 

‘Second District—Counties of Limestone, Morgan and Law- 
rence. , : 

Third District—Counties of Madisvii, Marshell and Jackson. 

Fourth District—Counties of Marion, Lamar and Fayette. 

Fifth District—Counties of Winston, Walker and Cullman. 

Sixth District—Counties of Jefferson, Blount and St. Clair. 

Seventh District—Counties of DeKalb, Cherokee and Etowah. 

Eighth District—Counties of Calhoun, Cleburne and Talla- 
dega. . 

Ninth District—Counties of Pickens, Tuscaloosa and Bibb. 

Tenth District—Counties of Shelby, Chilton and Elmore. 

Eleventh District—Counties of Clay, Coosa and Tallapoosa. 

Twelfth District—Counties of Randolph, Chambers and Lee. 

Thirteenth District—Counties of Sumter, Greene and Hale. 

Fourteenth District-——Counties of Perry, Dallas and Marengo. 

Fifteenth District—Counties of Autauga, Lowndes and Mont- 
gomery. 

Sixteenth District—Counties of Macon, Bullock and Russell. 

Seventeenth District—Counties of Choctaw, Washington and 
Clarke. 

Eighteenth District—Counties of Wilcox, Conecuh and Mon- 
roe. : . 
Nineteenth District—Counties of Baldwin, Escambia and 
Mobile. 

Twentieth District—Counties of Butler, Crenshaw and Cov- 
ington. 

Twenty-first District—Counties of Pike, Coffee and Geneva. 

-Twenty-second District—Counties of Barbour, Dale, Henry 
and Houston. 

' Section 101. That, except when otherwise provided, the dis- 
trict tax court in each county shall be held at the courthouse 
thereof, but where there are two courthouses in a county, the 
term of court shall be equally divided between said two court- 
houses. 

Section 102. The district tax court shall be held in each of 
the counties of Franklin, Lawrence, Marshall, Marion, Winston, 
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St. Clair, DeKalb, Cleburne, Pickens, Shelby, Clay, Randolph, 
Sumter, Perry, Lowndes, Russell, Choctaw, Wilcox, Escambia, 
Crenshaw, Geneva, and Barbour beginning on the fourth Monday 
in July in each year, and may continue one week. 

Section 103.. The district tax court shall be held in each of 
the counties of Lauderdale, Limestone, Jackson, Lamar, Cull- 
man, Blount, Cherokee, Talladega, Bibb, Chilton, Coosa, Cham- 
bers, Greene, Marengo, Autauga, Bullock, Washington, Conecuh, 
Baldwin, Covington, Coffee and Dale, beginning on the first 
Monday after the fourth Monday in July of each year, and may 
continue one week. 

Section 104. The district tax court shall be held in each of 
the counties of Colbert, Morgan, Madison, Fayette, Walker, Jef- 
ferson, Etowah, Calhoun, Tuscaloosa, Elmore, Tallapoosa, Lee, 
Hale, Dallas, Montgomery, Macon, Clarke, Monroe, Mobile, But- 
ler, and Pike, beginning on the second Monday after the fourth 
Monday in July of each year, and may continue two weeks. 


Section 105. The district tax court in the county of Henry 
shall be held on the second Monday after the fourth Monday in 
July of each year, and may continue one week. 


Section 106. The district tax court shall be held in the county 
of Houston, beginning on the third Monday after the fourth Mon- 
day in July of each year, and may continue two weeks. 

Section 10614. No session of the district tax court shall be 
held unless there has been notice given to it of appeals as pro- 
vided by law. 


_Section 107. Whenever the business of the court shall for 
any reason be not disposed of in any county during the regular 
term provided by this act, the presiding judge of such court 
shall, at the termination of such regular term, by order signed 
by him and entered on the minutes of such court, direct said court 
to be reconvened at such date as he may designate in such order, 
which shall not be less than thirty days from the date of the 
expiration of such regular term, and such special term may con- 
tinue until the business before it is disposed of. The clerk of 
such court shall immeditely after the making of such order, or 
as soon thereafter as practicable, give notice in writing, sent by 
registered mail with return receipt demanded, to each defendant 
in cases undisposed of on the docket of said court, of the time and 
place of holding said special term of court, and shall also give 
notice of the time and place of holding such special term of court 
by publication once in a newspaper published in the county, and 
if no newspaper is published in the county, then by posting a 
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written notice thereof at the courthouse door where said court 
is to be held. 

Section 108. That said district tax court shall have exclusive 
jurisdiction of all cases involving the proper valuation of any and 
every kind of property, and the amount of taxable income and 
excess profits, for taxation which may be appealed from the val- 
uation or amount fixed thereon by the county supervisor of 
assessments; provided that the judges of each of said district 
tax courts shall have authority to adopt such rules of practice 
and procedure, not inconsistent with this act, as in their opinion 
may be necessary for the proper administration of the duties of 
said court. , 

Section 109. The district tax court in each county shall be a 
court of record, and the tax assessor of such county shall be ex- 
officio the clerk of such court, and shall keep the records of such 
court. 

Section 110. The clerk of the district tax court shall have 
authority, first, to administer oaths and take affidavits in all 
cases coming before said court; second, to appoint deputies with 
full power to transact all business of such clerk, such deputies 
first taking an oath to support the Constitution and the laws of 
this State, and faithfully to discharge the duties of deputy clerk 
of the court for which they act; third, to exercise such powers as 
are or may be conferred on them by law. 

Section 111. That it shall be the duty of the clerk of the dis- 
trict tax court, first, to sign and issue all summons, subpoenas, 
writs and other processes under the authority of the court; 
second, to keep a trial docket of all cases appealed from the val- 
uation fixed by the county supervisor of assessments, in which 
must be entered all cases standing for trial at each term in the 
order in which they are brought, the name of the attorneys em- 
ployed, if any, and what orders have been made in each cause, at 
any previous term; third, to keep a book in which must be 
entered the minutes of each day’s proceedings during the term 
of court, in the order and form in which they are made or ren- 
dered; fourth, to keep a book upon which a final record of all 
pleadings filed in said court shall be made by such clerk; fifth, 
to keep all papers, books, dockets and records belonging to the 
office with care and security, the papers filed, arranged, num- 
bered and labeled so as to be of easy reference, and the books, 
dockets and records properly lettered, and to allow parties to in- 
spect the records free of charge; sixth, to attend court during the 
sessions thereof, with all papers belonging to the term so filed 
as to be of easy reference, and to administer all oaths and take 
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all affidavits in relation to the causes or proceedings pending 
therein; seventh, to make out and deliver, on application and 
payment of the regular fees, fifteen cents per hundred words, 
therefor, to any person applying for same, a correct transcript 
properly certified, of any paper or record in the office. 

Section 112. The court of county commissioners, or other 
court of like jurisdiction, must allow to the clerk of the district 
tax court in his county the amount properly expended by him 
for books and stationery, and other supplies and equipment 
necessary for the use of his office. 

Section 118. That the judges of such courts shall be subject 
to impeachment upon the same grounds and in the same manner 
that circuit court judges may now be impeached. 

Section 114. That in cases where objection has been made 
by any taxpayer, his agent or attorney, to the valuation fixed by 
the county supervisor of assessments on any property assessed 
against such taxpayer, and such valuation is overruled by said 
county supervisor of assessments, such taxpayer, his agent or 
attorney, may take an appeal from the action of the county super- 
visor of assessments in overruling his objection to such valuation 
to the district tax court of such county. 

Section 115. Each of the judges of said district tax court 
shall be a man of known integrity, selected with a view to his 
fitness for the performance of the duties of said office, and his 
selection shall be limited to no profession, occupation or calling, 
and he shall be over thirty years of age and shall be a qualified 
elector of his county. 

Section 116. Each of the judges of said district tax court, 
before entering upon his duties as such, in addition to taking the 
regular oath of office now prescribed by the laws of the State of 
Alabama, shall take and subscribe to the following oath: ; 

“TI do solemnly swear that I am over thirty years of age, a 
qualified elector and resident of (here give the name of the coun- 
ty), State of Alabama, and that I will faithfully discharge the 
duties of judge of the district tax court of Alabama, and that I 
will fix the valuation of all property listed for taxation and sub- 
mitted for valuation to the court of which I am a member, at 
sixty per cent of its reasonable cash value, to the best of my 
judgment and ability, so help me God.” 

Section 117. Whenever under the provisions of this act any 
notice, subpoena or writing is required to be given or served for 
or on account of the administration of said district tax court, 
same may be served by any sheriff in this State, or his deputy, 
or by any lawful constable; and compensation to such officer for

serving such notice, subpoena or writing shall be the same as is 
now allowed the sheriff for summoning witnesses for the circuit 
court in civil cases, which shall be paid by the court of county 
commissioners, or other court of like jurisdiction of the county, 
in the event the appeal is decided in favor of the contention of 
the taxpayer, and in the event the judgment of the court is 
against the contention of the taxpayer, judgment shall be entered 
in favor of the State and county and against such taxpayer for all 
costs incurred in such proceeding, for which execution may issue 
as in civil cases in- the circuit court of the State, and the prop- 
erty of such taxpayer may he levied upon and sold by the sheriff. 
of the county as in such cases. 

Section 118. The style of all cases upon the trial docket and 
minutes of said district tax court shall be: “State of Alabama 
and County of (here give name of the county), Plaintiffs, vs. 
(here give name of taxpayer appealing), Defendant.” 

Section 119. Whenever the district tax court shall have ren- 
dered its judgment as to the value of any property, the county 
supervisor of assessments shall enter such valuations upon the 
assessment lists in the same manner as the original assessment 
valuations are entered, and the tax assessor shall make such 
records of same as are required to be made in values fixed by 
the county supervisor of assessments, and such valuation shall 
be the assessment value of said property under the laws of this 
State. 

Section 120. All appeals from the ruling of the county su- 
pervisor of assessments in fixing values for property shall be 
taken within ten days after the date of the final decision of the 
county suprevisor of assessments to the district tax court of the 
county, provided, however, that in the event the assessment or 
valuation is upon real estate only, then no bond shall be required 
as a condition precedent to the trying of such appeal. The trial 
upon such appeal shall be de novo and the court shall render 
judgment against the appellant for such taxes as may be or are 
to become lawfully due on such property. All of such appeals 
shall be set for trial at the first succeeding term of the court 
after the appeal is taken; provided, however, that no such appeal 
shall suspend the right of the State and counties to collect from 
the appellant taxes due upon his property as fixed for assess- 
ment for the preceding tax year, and the appellant shall, when 
the taxes are due, pay all taxes due at the assessed value for 
such preceding year. If the judgment of the court shall be ren- 
dered after the appellant shall have paid taxes based upon the 
assessed valuation for such preceding year, the court shall ascer- 
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tain and determine the amount of taxes so paid and render judg- 
ment only for the difference, if any, due upon the assessed valu- 
ation for such preceding year and the valuation as fixed by the 
court, and the judgment shall show this fact. Provided that if 
the court trying the case shall find that the value of the property 
is less than the assessed value upon which such taxpayer has 
paid taxes for the year in question, such fact shall be certified 
by the clerk of the court to the court of county commissioners, 
or other court of like jurisdiction, and the taxpayer shall be enti- 
tled to be paid back the amount in excess of his taxes actually 
due, by the tax collector, and the tax collector shall have credit 
therefor as an error in assessment on his settlement with the 
State and county authorities. From the judgment of the trial 
court, either party may appeal to the circuit court within thirty 
days from the rendition of the judgment where the trial shall be 
had de novo. 

Section 121. In all districts composed of only three coun- 
ties, the three judges in each of such districts shall constitute the 
court in each county in such district for the trial of cases appeal- 
ed from the ruling of the county supervisor of assessments to 
the district tax court, except as by this act otherwise provided. 

Section 122. In the twenty-second district the judges resid- 
ing in the counties of Barbour, Dale and Houston shall constitute 
the court for Barbour county and for Dale county, for the trial of 
cases appealed from the ruling of the county supervisor of 
assessments to the district tax court; and the judges residing 
in the counties of Dale, Henry and Houston shall constitute the 
courts for Henry county and.for Houston county, for the trial of 
cases appealed from the ruling of the county supervisor of assess- 
ments to the district tax court, except as by this act otherwise 
provided. 

Section 123. The judges of the district tax courts may hold 
for one another when they deem it expedient, and shall do so 
when directed by the governor in writing. 

Section 124. The opinion of a majority of the judges sitting 
at each of such district tax courts shall govern in the valuation 
and equalization of values of all property before them for deter- 
mination, and in the judgment to be rendered. 

Section 125. The secretary of State shall receive the same 
compensation for issuing commissions to each of the judges of 
the district tax court as he now receives for issuing commissions 
to the judges of circuit courts, to be paid by the appointee, which 
is to be disposed of by him in the same way as compensation 
received by him for issuing commissions to circuit court judges. 
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Section 126. That each of the judges of such district tax 
courts shall receive as compensation for his services while sit- 
‘ting upon the trial of cases before the court in any county, as 
follows: In counties having an assessment of more than $100,- 
000,000, according to the assessment of the preceding tax year, 
the sum of fifteen dollars per day for each day he is so engaged, 
not exceeding thirty days, unless otherwise ordered by the State 
tax commission; in counties having an assessment of more than 
$36,000,000 and not more than $100,000,000, according to the 
assessment for the preceding tax year, the sum of twelve dollars 
and fifty cents per day for each day hie is so engaged, net ex. 
ceeding eighteen days, unless otherwise ordered by the State tax 
commission; in counties having an assessment of not more than 
$36,000,000, according to the assessment of the preceding tax 
year, the sum of ten dollars per day for each day he is so en- 
gaged, not exceeding twelve days, unless otherwise ordered by 
the State tax commission. The compensation above provided for 
shall be paid by the county treasurer, or person or corporation 
acting in that capacity, upon the warrant of the court of county 
commissioners, or other court of like jurisdiction, of the county 
in which such court is held, and the same shall be a preferred 
claim. 

Section 127. That each of such judges shall receive five cents 
per mile each way from his home to the place of the sitting of 
such court and back once, at each term of such court, for travel- 
ing expenses, which shall be paid in the same manner as the com- 
pensation provided for in the preceding section. 

Section 128. That in the event any judge shall move his 
residence from the county of which he was a resident at the time 
of his appointment, his office shall thereby be vacated and the 
vacancy shall be filled as early as practicable in the manner pro- 
vided by this act for the filling of vacancies in such office. 


Section 129. In case any judge shall fail to attend any term 
of court, the judges in attendance shall cause the fact to be 
entered upon the minutes of the court and such judges in at- 
tendance shall constitute the court for all purposes during the 
absence of such judge. 

Section 130. The presiding judge of the district tax court in 
any county may frame and cause to be issued by the clerk of 
such court, any summons, subpoena, writ of execution, or other 
process, necessary for the proper administration of said court, 
or to carry into effect any lawful order, judgment or decree ren- 

‘dered or made by such court. 
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Section 131. Whenever any property has been valued by the 
district tax court and judgment has been rendered against the 
defendant for the amount of taxes due or to become due thereon, 
and no appeal has been taken from the judgment of such court, 
or in case where appeals have ben taken and judgment has beerr. 
affirmed, or a new judgment has been rendered by the district: 
tax court in accordance with the judgment and direction of the 
circuit court, and such taxes have become delinquent, it shall be 
the duty of the clerk of such court to issue a writ fieri facias 
against the goods, chattels, lands and tenements of the defend- 
ant, or the defendant and his sureties, for the satisfaction of such 
judgment and costs, if costs have been adjudged against such 
defendant, and such defendant, or defendant or sureties, shall 
not have any property, real or personal, exempt from levy and 
sale under such writ, and such writ shall constitute a lien prior 
to all other liens upon such goods, chattels, lands and tenements, 
and such writ shall be levied and sale thereunder made by the 
sheriff of the county just in the manner that levies and sales are 
made under writs of fieri facias issuing out of circuit courts in 
civil cases and such sheriff shall receive like commissions there- 
on; and in cases taxes are paid but judgment for costs is not 
paid, the writ shall issue for the satisfaction of such.costs. A 
bill of costs shall accompany the execution where the judgment 
includes costs. 

Section 182. If any attorney at law is appointed as a judge of 
any district tax court, it shall be unlawful for him, while holding 
such office, to accept employment in any matter affecting the 
revenue of the State, a county, city, or special tax district, and 
his doing so shall constitute sufficient grounds for his impeach- 
ment, in addition to all other grounds of impeachment. 


STATE TAX COMMISSION. 


Section 183. There is hereby created a commission to be 
known as “State tax commission,” to be composed of a chairman 
and two associate members, who shall be appointed by the gov- 
ernor. The term of office of each of the members of said com- 
mission shall begin on the first day of October, 1919, or as soon 
thereafter as he shall be appointed and qualify, and shall expire 
on the first day of October, 1923, and upon the termination of the 
term of office of such members, their successors shall likewise be 
appointed by the governor for a term of four years, and there- 
after the members of said commission shall likewise be appoint- 
ed by the governor for a term of four years. The governor, at the 
time of the appointment of such commission, shall designate 
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which of said appointees shall be chairman of said commission. 
In case of a vacancy in said State tax commission caused at any 
time by death, resignation, removal or otherwise, the vacancy 
‘shall be filled by appointment by the governor and such appoint- 
ment shall be for the unexpired trem. 

Section 1384. The members of the State tax commission shall 
be qualified electors, known to possess high character and knowl- 
edge of the general subject of taxation and matters pertaining 
thereto. No member of said commission shall hold another office 
under the government of the United States, or under any other 
state or of this State, or any. political subdivision thereof,’ dur- 
ing his incumbency of such office, arid shal! not held any position 
of trust or profit, or engage in any occupation or business the con- 
duct of which shall interfere or be inconsistent with the duties 
they shall assume as members of the State tax commission under 
the provisions of this act; provided, that no one shall be eligible 
to serve as a member of the State tax commission while employed 
by or financially interested in any public service corporation, and 
shall have been a citizen of Alabama for a period of five years, 
and shall be over thirty years of age, and shall be a freeholder, 
and provided further, that one of said members shall be a man 
learned in the law. 

Section 185. The members of the State tax commission be- 
fore entering upon the discharge of their duties, shall enter into 
bond in the sum of five thousand dollars for the faithful per- 
formance of his duties which bond shall be approved by the gov- 
ernor, and shall take, subscribe and file with the secretary of 
State the following special oath of office in addition to the gen- 
eral oath of office prescribed for public officers by the Constitu- 
tion of Alabama, to-wit: 

SOT ceca Cee sania ila Pe tan tn) , do hereby solemnly swear that I 
will faithfully, impartially perform the duties of office as a mem- 
ber of the State tax commission, to which I have been. appointed 
and which I now assume, without fear or favor, bias or thought 
of personal gain or advantage, to the best and utmost of my 
ability, capacity and power.” 

This oath shall be taken before any officer qualified to admin- 
ister oaths in the State of Alabama, and thereupon shall be filed 
with the secretary of State. 

Section 136. The members of the State tax commission shall 
each receive a salary of two hundred and fifty dollars per month 
for the time that he actually holds office, such salaries to be paid 
out of the State treasury in the same manner as the salaries of 
other State officials are paid. 
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Section 187. The State tax commission may appoint a secre- 
tary at a salary of not more than two thousand, four hundred 
dollars per annum, which salary shall be paid out of the State 
treasury in the same manner as the salaries of other State offi- 
cials are paid. Said commission may employ such other persons 
as experts, engineers, stenographers, assistants or attorneys as 
may be necessary for the proper performance of the duties which 
may be required of said commission, and said commission shall 
fix the compensation of such other persons, with the approval 
of the governor, such compensation to be paid out of the State 
treasury upon a warrant drawn by the State auditor on a certifi- 
cate or voucher of the commission, approved by the governor, 
but the amount to be expended by said commission for experts, 
engineers, assistants, stenographers or attorneys employed by 
the county supervisor of assessments, by and with the approval 
of the State tax commission, and all other expenses of every 
nature and character whatsoever incurred by the State tax com- 
mission, shall not exceed fifty thousand dollars per annum. 

Section 138. It shall be the duty of the State tax commis- 
sion, and it shall have power and authority: 

a. To have and exercise general and complete supervision 
over the valuation, equalization and assessments and collections 
of taxes, and the enforcement of the tax laws of the State, and 
over the several county tax assessors, and county supervisors of 
assessments in the several counties of the State, and over each 
and every State and county official charged with the duty of 
valuing, equalizing, assessing, collecting or enforcing the pay- 
ment of taxes and licenses to the State or to any county in the 
State, to the end that all assessments on property, privileges, 
incomes, excess profits, and franchises in the State shall be made 
in exact proportion to the true and just value thereof in substan- 
tial compliance with the law. 

b. To confer with, advise and direct all tax assessors, tax col- 
lectors of the State and county taxes, and county supervisors of 
assessments, as to their duty under the laws of this State. 

c. To direct actions, prosecutions and proceedings to be insti- 
tuted to enforce the laws of this State relating to penalties, for- 
feitures, liabilities, and punishment of public officers, and offi- 
cers or agents of corporations, companies or associations, or 
persons for failure or neglect to comply with the provisions of 
the law governing the return, assessment and taxation of prop- 
erty, privileges, income, excess profits and franchises in thig 
State, and to cause complaints, information, action or prosecu- 
tions to be made or instituted aganist any tax assessor or col- 
lector in the proper court, or to the proper judge of any court, 
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for the removal of officers for official misconduct or neglect of 
duty. 

d. To require county or circuit solicitors, and the attorney 
general of the State, to commence and prosecute actions, pro- 
ceedings and prosecutions for penalties, forfeitures, impeach- 
ments and punishments for violations of the laws of the State in 
respect to the valuing, equalizing, assessment and collection of 
taxes and the enforcement of taxation of property, privileges 
and franchises subject to taxation, within the respective juris- 
diction or spheres of official duty of said officers, and to employ 
attorneys for such purpeses. 

e. To require any county officer or other public officér in the 
State to report information as to the valuation, equalization 
and assessment of property, incomes or excess profits, collection 
of taxes, receipts from licenses and other sources, methods of 
taxation, values of franchises or intangible property or assets, 
subject to taxation, and such other information as may be need- 
ful in the work of the State tax commission in such form and 
upon such blanks as the commission may prescribe. 

f. To require individuals, partnerships, associations and cor- 
porations, and the agents, officers and employees thereof, to fur- 
nish information concerning their capital, funded or otherwise, 
gross receipts, net profits or income, excess profits, current assets 
and liabilities, values of franchsies, value of property, earnings, 
operating and other expenses, bonds, deeds, conduct of business, 
and all other facts, records, papers, documents, and other infor- 
mation of any kind demanded which may be needful in order to 
enable the commission to ascertain the value and relative burden 
to be borne by every kind of property in this State, but where a 
person, partnership, corporation, company or association is not 
engaged in a business which is subject to a tax on gross receipts, 
or on capital employed in this State, or on franchise, or on intan- 
gible property, or on income or on excess profits, the commission 
shall not inquire into, nor shall it require information as to the 
liabilities, earnings, profits and loss and expenses, or conduct of 
business of such persons, partnership, company, association or 
corporation. 

g. To summon witnesses to appear and give testimony, and 
to procure records, books, papers, documents and all other infor- 
mation of any kind or character required relating to any matter 
which the commission shall have authority to investigate and 
determine. The witnesses may be summoned by subpoena is- 
sued by any member of the commission, or by the secretary 
thereof, in the name of the commission, directed to any sheriff 
of Alabama, and returnable to the commission, which subpoena 
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may be served in like manner as subpoenas issued out of any cir- 
cuit court; or the subpoenas may be served by registered mail, 
addressed to the witness with return receipt demanded. In either 
case the subpoenas must be served at least five days previous to 
the time named therein for the appearance of the witness. Sub- 
poenas duces tecum to any witness to appear and produce any 
records, books, papers or other documents, may be issued and 
served in like manner; provided that no officer of any bank or 
banking institution shall be required to disclose to the commis- 
sion or any of its agents or clerks the deposits of its customers. 


h. To cause the deposition of witnesses residing within. or 
without the State to be taken upon such notice to the interested 
party, if any, as the commission may prescribe, in like manner as 
depositions of witnesses are taken in actions pending in the cir- 
cuit court of the State, in any matter which the commission has 
authority to investigate or determine. The deposition shall be 
taken upon a commission issued by the State tax commission, or 
the secretary thereof, in the name of the commission, and return- 
able to the commission. 


i. To visit in a body or separately the several counties in the 
State for the purpose of investigating the works and methods 
adopted by county assessors, collectors, county supervisors of 
assessments, or other officers or boards charged with the duty of 
valuing, equalizing, assessing, collecting, determining, or adjust- 
ing the taxation of real and personal property in this State, or in 
any county thereof; to examine carefully into all cases where 
evasions or violations of law established for the valuation, equali- 
zation, assessment and collection of taxes on property are al- 
leged, complained of, or discovered, and to ascertain wherein 
existing laws are defective, or are improperly or negligently 
administered, and to report the result of the investigation and 
the facts ascertained to the governor from time to time when 
required by him. 

j. To investigate the tax systems of other states; to inform 
themselves upon the subjects of taxation by the best available 
means to formulate and recommend such legislation as may be 
deemed expedient to prevent the evasions of any laws of the 
State relating to taxation, and to secure just and equal taxation 
and improvements in the system of taxation in this State. 

k. To consult and confer with the governor upon the subject 
of taxation and the administration of the laws in relation there- 
to, and the progress of the work of the commission, and to fur- 
nish the governor from time to time such information as he 
may require. 
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l. To transmit to the governor, thirty days before the meet- 
ing of the Legislature, a written report showing all the taxable 
property in the State and the values of the same, in tabulated 
form, with recommendations for improvements in the system of 
taxation in the State, together with recommendations of such 
measures as the commission may formulate for the considera- 
tion of the Legislature in regard thereto. 

m. To assess or cause to be assessed, by the proper officer, 
any property subject to taxation, and to set aside and hold for 
naught any valuation or assessment of property made by any 
sounty official within the State, or by any other official author- 
ized to make assessments, and to reassess or ré-valiié Said pror 
erty, unless the valuation or assessment shall have been previ- 
ously in the same tax year confirmed or determined by a court 
of record on appeal; and may cause all its assessments, valua- 
tions, re-assessments or revaluations herein authorized to be 
entered in the proper assessment book, or record, or minutes of 
the several county officers, or of the appropriate boards or tri- 
bunals of this State authorized to assess property or to deter- 
mine the question of assessments and taxation; provided such 
taxpayer may appeal from such revaluation by the State tax 
commission to the district tax court of the county. 

Section 139. The secretary of said commission shall keep full 
and correct minutes and records of all hearings, transactions 
and proceedings of the commission, and he shall perform such 
other duties as may be required of him by law or by said com- 
mission from time to time. The commission shall make all need- - 
ful rules not inconsistent with the law for the orderly, efficient 
and methodical performance of its duties, and for conducting 
hearings and other proceedings before it. 

Section 140. Oaths to witnesses in any matter under the in- 
vestigation or consideration of the commission may be adminis- 
tered by any member of the commission, or by the secretary 
thereof. 

Section 141. The State tax commission shall have and main- 
tain its offices at the capitol in Montgomery, and shall be pro- 
vided with suitable rooms, necessary office furniture, supplies, 
stationery, books and maps, and all expenses of the commission. 
incurred in the discharge of its duties and the administration of 
its functions shall be paid by the State treasurer out of the 
appropriation herein made for the annual expenses of the State 
tax commission, upon a warrant drawn by the State auditor on 
the certificate or voucher of the commission, approved by the 
governor; provided that the governor may at his discretion pro- 
vide other or additional offices in the city of Montgomery for the 
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use of the State tax commission, the rent for same to be paid 
out of the appropriation of the State tax commission. 

Section 142. All the members of the State tax commission, 
and the secretary of the commission, and all stenographers, ex- 
perts, engineers, and assistants who may be employed by the 
commission, shall be entitled to receive their actual expenses 
while traveling or acting on the business of the commission, such 
expenses to be itemized and sworn to by the person who incurs 
the same, and vouchers attached as now provided by law, and 
shall be approved by said commission, and also by the governor, 
and shall be paid by the State treasurer out of the appropriation 
herein made for the annual expenses of the State tax commission 
upon warrant drawn by the auditor. 

Section 143. - All employees of the State tax commission shall 
be subject to the order of the commission, and may be removed 
by the commission, with or without cause. 

Section 144. That it shall be the duty of the Sate tax com- 
mission to carefully examine the tax abstracts-of all tax returns 
of the several counties of the State filed in the office of the audi- 
tor, and to compare said tax abstracts and tax returns for the 
purpose of ascertaining whether the tax valuation of the various 
classes of property as made by the respective counties of the 
State is reasonably uniform as between the respective counties. 
It is the purpose and intent of this act to bring about as far as 
practicable an equalization throughout the State of the values 
of the various classes of property subject to be taxed, so that val- 
ues fixed in one county shall not be out of proportion to values 
fixed-in other counties in the same classes of property. If it 
shall appear to said State tax commission that in any one or more 
counties of this State, or in any municipality or precinct of any 
county, the taxable values fixed upon any one or more classes of 
property are not reasonably uniform with the values fixed upon 
the same classes of property in the other counties, the said State 
tax commission shall investigate and inquire as to the reason 
thereof, and after making such investigation and comparison, 
shall have authority to order and direct the county supervisor of 
assessments to readjust and re-equalize the same for either the 
current or succeeding tax year, either by adding a fixed percen- 
tum to the total valuation of any class of property in any county 
or in any precinct or municipality therein, if they find the valua- 
tion too low; or by deducting a fixed percentum from the total 
county, precinct or municipal valuation of any class of property 
in any county, or in any precinct or municipality of any county, 
if they find the valuation too high, as may be just and right 
between the counties, precincts or municipalities, and so re-value 
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and re-equalize each item of Such class of property that each such 
item of property will bear its just proportion of the raise so or- 
dered, or receive its just share of the reduuction. And the said 
State tax commission shall thereupon notify, by United States 
mail, postage prepaid, the county supervisor of assessments of 
the county affected that the county, precinct, or municipal val- 
uations upon the classes of property specified in the said notice 
shall be raised or lowered by the percentum fixed by said State 
tax commission, and the auditor shall thereupon return to said 
county its tax abstract and other tax returns for correction ac- 
cordingly. PER setae Pe ae 

Section 145. That upon the giving of such notice by the State 
tax commission of changes or corrections ordered to be made in 
the valuation of property within said county, it shall be the duty 
of the county supervisor of assessments receiving such notice to 
correct the county, precinct or municipal valuations upon the 
class or classes of property specified by the State tax commission, 
so as to make the same conform to the findings and orders of the 
said State tax commission by so re-valuing and re-equalizing 
each item of said class of property so that each such item will 
bear its just proportion of the raise so ordered, or receive its just 
proportion of the reduction. 

Section 146. Whenever the county supervisor of assessments 
shall have completed his work of re-valuing and re-equalizing 
any class or classes of property, by order of the Sate tax com- 
mission, as provided by section 144 of this act, the said county 
supervisor of assessments shall certify under his signature to the 
correctness thereof, and shall deliver said reassessment or re- 
equalization to the tax assessor of the county as his report, and 
the tax assessor shall hold them in his office subject to public in- 
spection. The tax assessor shall then give notice by publication 
once a week for three consecutive weeks in a newspaper published 
in the county, if any be published in the county; if no newspaper 
be published in the county, by posting notice in at least three 
public places in the county, that the county supervisor of assess- 
ments has returned his report, and that the same is open to in- 
spection, and that the said county supervisor of assessments will 
sit at the courthouse in the county on a day to be named and 
fixed in said notice, to correct any errors in their valuations, and 
shall also give a like notice in person or by mail. It shall be the 
duty of the county supervisors of assessments to see that such 
notice is given and to sit at the courthouse in his county on the 
day named and fixed in said notice, and remain in session as long 
as may be necessary for the purpose of hearing objections, if 
any, made against said revaluation or re-equalization so fixed by 
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said county supervisor of assessments, and that at such session 
any property owner may appear in person or by attorney and 
make his objections to the value made by the county supervisor 
of assessments, and produce evidence in support thereof. And it 
shall be the duty of the county supervisor of assessments to ex- 
amine the complainant under oath and to examine any other wit- 
ness under oath, as to the reasonable cash value of the property 
of said owner, and if he finds from the evidence that revalues 
placed by him on the property were not sixty per cent of the rea- 
sonable cash value of such property, then he shall eorrect the 
valuations upon the tax returns as his report of said revaluation 
and re-equalization, so that it will show sixty per cent of the 
reasonable cash value, and such corrected amount so entered by 
the county supervisor of assessments shall constitute the taxable 
value of said property; but if the county supervisor of assess- 
ments shall find from all evidence that the revaluation placed by 
him on the property was sixty per cent of the reasonable cash 
value thereof, then said revaluation shall remain and stand as the 
taxable value of said property. The revised and corrected prop- 
erty valuation thus made shall be fixed as the legal valuation of 
the property for the payment of taxes, and it shall be the duty 
of the taxpayer to pay his taxes thereon accordingly. From the 
order or decree establishing such correct re-valuation the tax- 
payer shall have the right to appeal to the circuit court where 
the trial shall be had de novo. 

Section 147. It shall be the duty of one or more members of 
the State tax commission to visit annually the several counties 
in the State for the purpose of familiarizing themselves with the 
character and values of the several classes of property therein, 
and investigate the methods and work of the county tax officials, 
and to ascertain wherein existing laws are defective or are im- 
properly or negligently construed, and to report the result of this 
investigation and the facts ascertained to the governor from 
time to time, as required by him. 

Section 148. In case any witness shall fail or refuse to tes- 
tify to or in answer to any material question, or to produce any 
records, books, papers, or other documents in his custody or con- 
trol when required to do so, any circuit court or court of like 
jurisdiction, or any judge thereof, upon the application of any 
member of the commission, shall issue an attachment for such 
witness and compel such witness to comply with the summons, 
or to attend before the commission and produce such books, doc- 
uments, papers or records, and to give his testimony upon such 
matters, as he may be lawfully interrogated about; and the court 
or the judge thereof may punish such witness for contempt, as 
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in cases of disobedience of a like subpoena issued from such court 
for the refusal to testify in any cause pending therein. And 
any person who willfully refuses to appear or furnish the infor- 
mation required of him shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor. 

Section 149. No witness shall be excused from attending or 
testifying, or from producing books, papers, records, accounts, 
and other documents before the commission, or in obedience to 
the subpoena issued by or in the name of the commission or any 
member thereof, on the ground or for the reason that the testi- 
. mony, documentary or otherwise, required of him, may tend to 
incriminate him or subject him to a.penalty or forfeiture. But 
no person shall be prosecuted or subjected to any penalty or for- 
feiture for or on account of any transaction, matter or thing 
concerning which he may testify or produce evidence, documen- 
tary or otherwise, before the commission, or in obedience to its 
subpoena; but no person so testifying shall be exempt from 
prosecution and punishment for perjury committed in so testi- 
fying. 

Section 150. Every witness who shall appear before the com- 
mission by its order shall receive for his attendance the fees and 
mileage allowed by law for witnesses in civil cases in courts of 
record, which shall be audited and paid by the State in the same 
manner as other expenses of the State tax commission are audit- 
ed and paid, upon the presentation of the proper vouchers sworn 
to by such witness and approved by the commission; but wit- 
nesses summoned by parties other than the commission shall be 
paid by the party or parties causing the witnesses to be sum- 
moned., 

Section 151. Whenever any equalization or assessment shall 
have been made by the State tax commission or by the district 
tax court, the valuations thus fixed shall be and remain the taxa- 
ble value of such property for a period of two years from the 
first day of October preceding, unless there shall be a change in 
the conditions of the improvements on said property, or the erec- 
tion or construction of improvements thereon, in which event 
the assessment shall be increased or reduced to the extent only 
of the increase or reduction of the value of the improvements 
erected, altered or destroyed. 

Section 152. Every person, firm or corporation whose prop- 
erty is required by this act to be assessed for taxation by the 
State tax commission, and not herein otherwise specifically re- 
quired to make reports to the said commission, shall on or before 
the first day of March of each year, make a report of all of its 
property of every nature and character whatsoever, and such 
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other and further information upon such forms and in such man- 
ner as may be required by the State tax commission. 

Section 153. It is hereby made the duty of the State tax 
commission, whenever in its judgment any class or classes of 
property in any county or counties, or in any subdivision of any 
county, is assessed disproportionately to the assessment of such 
property elsewhere in the State, and below sixty per cent of its 
reasonable cash value, to advertise the assessments of such prop- 
erty in some newspaper published in the county where same is 
assessable, giving the name of the person, firm, or corporation to 
whom the same is assessed, a description of the property, and the 
assessed value thereof. 

Section 154. Whenever any matter is pending before any 
court affecting the revenue laws of the State, and in which the 
State is an interested party and the interest is very important, 
the State tax commission may, with the approval of the gov- 
ernor, employ special counsel to represent the interest of the 
State on the trial thereof; and no case pending before a ‘court 
affecting the revenue laws of the State shall be dismissed by 
counsel representing the State, whether specially employed coun- 
sel or otherwise, except by order of the State tax commission. 

Section 155. In all cases where the duty of assessing the ad 
valorem taxes of any person or corporation under this act is 
placed upon the State tax commission, the State tax commission 
shall also assess the income tax of such person or corporation, 
and in order to successfully and fairly assess such tax, may de- 
mand of such person or corporation, any information necessary 
and proper for such purpose, and such tax shall be paid in the 
same manner that the ad valorem taxes of such person or cor- 
poration are paid and shall be distributed to the counties for col- 
lection in the same proportion that such ad valorem taxes are dis- 
tributed. 

Section 156. The State board of equalization is hereby abol- 
ished. 


Amend House bill No. 383 by striking out therefrom schedule 9 
under section 361, and inserting in lieu thereof the following: 
Schedule 9. One-half the license herein provided for shall be 
paid where the motor vehicle is acquired after April Ist of any 
year. The payment of the registration fee or license tax on mo- 
tor vehicles shall be evidenced by the delivery to the party pay- 
ing the same of a numbered license or tag, which shall be placed 
in a conspicuous place on the rear of the automobile or motor 
vehicle. It shall be a misdemeanor punishable by fine not ex- 
ceeding twenty-five dollars, for each offense to display the tag 
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on any place other than the rear of the motor vehicle. The State 
tax commission shall provide tags for all motor vehicles, and shall 
also provide receipts in triplicate, one of which shall be retained 
by the probate judge; one shall be delivered to the person paying 
the license fee, and the third shall be mailed by the probate judge 
to the State tax commission on the day the license was issued. 
Every part of each receipt shall bear the same number as the tag 
delivered to the licensee. These receipts shall be prepared in the 
form to be determined by the State tax commission and delivered 
te the various probate judges along with the tags upon the requi- 
sition of the probate judge, under such rules and regulations as 
may be prescribed by the State tax commission; and the State 
tax commission shall have power to prescribe rules and regula- 
tions concerning the application for and deliverance to the licen- 
see of the tag and receipt required by this schedule. Provided, 
however, that the automobile licensee shall be required to state 
in his application whether he proposes to use his automobile for 
private use or for commercial purposes. The tag furnished for 
commercial vehicles shall be of different shape and design from 
those used for private or pleasure cars. The registration fee or 
license tax herein required to be paid on motor vehicles shall be 
in lieu of all other privilege or license taxes which the State, or 
any county or municipality thereof might impose, where the 
motor vehicle is used by the owner for his private use and that 
of his family ; provided that incorporated cities or towns are here- 
by authorized to collect a reasonable license or privilege tax on 
motor vehicles used for carrying passengers or freight for hire. 
Nothing herein contained shall be construed so as to impose a 
license tax on motor vehicles owned and used by any municipal 
corporation in this State, but all such vehicles shall bear a num- 
beréd tag, which the probate judge is authorized to deliver with- 
out the payment of any fee or charge, except the sum of fifty 
cents to cover the cost of each tag delivered by him to such mu- 
nicipal corporation, and the proceeds of such payments shall be 
made to the State treasurer without any deduction for commis- 
sions by the probate judge. Cars owned by the State shall also 
be required to bear a numbered tag, application for which shall 
be made to the probate judge of Montgomery county, and said 
probate judge is hereby authorized and required to deliver with- 
out cost such tag and receipt upon application of the proper offi- 
cial. The money collected as motor vehicle license taxes, less 
expenses, shall be distributed as follows: eighty per cent (80%) 
to the State and twenty per cent (20%) to the incorporated city 
or town in which the owner of the motor vehicle resides and twen- 
ty per cent (20%) to the county, if the owner of the motor vehi- 
cle resides outside of an incorporated city or town. 
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The money collected as motor vehicle license taxes by the 
State, less expenses, shall be used exclusively for building and 
maintenance of public roads and bridges as now or may hereaf- 
ter be provided by law. It shall be unlawful for any person to 
mutilate or alter for the purpose of deception any motor vehicle 
tax provided for by this act. It shall also be unlawful for any 
person to use upon his car any tag in imitation of or substitution 
for real tags lawfully issued. It shall be the duty of all sher- 
iffs, police officers and license inspectors to arrest persons vio- 
lating these two preceding provisions, and a fine not exceeding 
fifty dollars may be imposed for each offense. In case the tag is 
lost or becomes mutilated beyond recognition the owner of the 
motor vehicle may file with the State tax commission an affidavit 
setting forth the fact that the tag has been lost, mutilated, or 
destroyed and upon the payment of one dollar, there shall be is- 
sued o him by said commission a new tag. In the case of a muti- 
lated tag same shall be forwarded with the affidavit to the State 
tax commission and should the lost tag reappear and come into 
his possession, it shall be the duty of the person obtaining the 
new tag to immediately forward the old or replaced tag to the 
State tax commission. Should he or any one else use upon any 
motor vehicle the old or replaced tag, he shall be fined twice the 
amount of the license required for the motor vehicle upon 
which the tag is used and shall also be required to procure a 
license for said motor vehicle. Any one who makes any false 
affidavit in obtaining a tag from the State tax commission shall 
be guilty of perjury. When any one sells or transfers a motor 
vehicle for which a license tag has been procured and attached, 
such person may use such vehicle without procuring another 
license tag, provided the person to whom such vehicle is trans- 
ferred shall, within thirty days, notify in writing the probate 
judge issuing the license, and the State tax commission of such 
transfer, stating the name of the car, the number of the license 
tag, and the person from whom the vehicle was received and the 
date of the transfer, and unless such notice is given within such 
time, the license for such vehicle shall be void. Dealers in motor 
vehicles demonstrating their cars shall not be required to pro- 
cure license tags from the probate judge, but before any dealer 
shall be permitted to operate upon the roads or streets in this 
State any motor vehicle for demonstration purposes, he shall 
apply to the State tax commission for dealers’ tags, which shall 
be issued, for the sum of one dollar each, after the dealer has 
filed with the State tax commission a bond in some approved sure- 
ty company, in the sum of not exceeding one thousand dollars, 
payable to the State. The condition of the bond shall be that he 
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‘will not himself use or permit any one else to use said dealers’ 

tag or tags, except for the purpose of demonstrating his own 
cars for sale. Should any dealer violate the condition of said 
bond, the State may recover the sum of fifty dollars for each 
time he makes improper use of such tag.

“2—-Mutual savings banks and fire and casualty insurance 
companies not having a capital stock represented by shares.” 

Amend subsection 4 of section 358, to read as follows: 

“4-Co-operative banks and mutual fire and casualty insur- 
ance companies without capital stock, organized and operated for 
mutual purposes and without profit.” 
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Amend schedule 32, at end of schedule: 

Any person, firm, corporation or association who maintains 
a place of business outside of the State of Alabama, or who 
interchanges credit information or reports, or is affiliated with 
any similar agency operating in any other state, shall not be 
deemed a local credit reporting company under the terms of this 
act. 

Amend schedule 7 section 361, of license schedule headed in 
italicized words:: “automobiles-commercial,” by inserting after 
the first word “for” in said schedule, the word “motor,” and by 
striking out the words in the first and second lines of said sched- 
ule and following the word “truck,” the words “used for the 
purpose of carrying freight;”’ and by striking out in the second " 
line of said section the word “thirty” and insert in lieu thereof 
the word ““fifteen ;”’ and by striking out in the third line of said 
section the words “forty-five” and inserting in lieu thereof the 
words ‘22.50;” by striking out in the fourth line of said section 
the words “‘seventy-five’ and insert in lieu thereof the words 
“$37.50;” and by striking out in line four of said schedule the 
words “one hundred twelve dollars and fifty cents” and insert in 
lieu thereof the words ‘56.25;” and by striking out in the fifth 
line of said section the words “one hundred and fifty dollars” and 
insert in lieu thereof the words “seventy-five.” Motor trucks or 
motor vehicles used by the State or county or any municipality of 
this State shall not be liable for the payment of this tax, but 
shall carry tags. 


Amend H. 383 by adding the following at the end of the li- 
cense schedule, to be numbered schedule 129: 


LABOR AGENTS. 


Each person who shall engage in the busines of hiring or 
soliciting laborers to go or to be employed outside of Alabama 
or in furnishing, arranging or providing transportation for Ja- 
borers to go beyond the limits of Alabama or in advertising for 
such laborers shall be a labor agent within the meaning of this 
schedule. All assistants, sub-agents, partners, associates or em- 
ployees of any such person shall be subject to the license hereby 
levied, whether such license be paid by their employer, princi- 
pal, partner, associate or not. 

Each labor agent within the meaning of this schedule shall 
pay annually a license tax of two thousand five hundred dollars 
for the use of the State and fifty per cent thereof for the use of 
the county; such license shall be paid in each county in which 
such labor agent engages in business or operates or undertakes 
to operate. 
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Such license shall be paid at the time and in the manner pro- 
vided by statute for the payment of other licenses and shall be 
in lieu of other licenses levied on emigrant or labor agents. 

This schedule shall go into effect on the approval of this act, 
and the payment of any license now in force shall not exempt any 
person from the payment of the license tax hereby levied. 

Any person who shall engage in the business of a labor agent 
as herein defined without first paying the license hereby provided 
for shall be guilty of a misdemeanor. 

“Tt shall be 2 misdemeanor for any labor agent as herein de- 
fined to engage in business as such until he shall have filed with 
the probate judge of each county in which he does business a 
bond in the sum of five thousand dollars payable to the State of 
Alabama with a good and sufficient surety residing in such coun- 
ty (or if the surety be a corporation it shall be a corporation do- 
ing business in such county) to be approved by the probate judge 
of the county conditioned on the payment of such damages: as 
any person may sustain by reason of any misrepresentation 
made to such person by such labor agent as to the nature, place, 
surroundings, pay or any other feature of any prospective em- 
ployment of such person. On such bond an action may be sus- 
tained in his own name by each person who may suffer any dam- 
ages as a result of any such misrepresentation to recover such 
damages. 

A common carrier engaged in interstate commerce shall not 
in transporting any passengers or in employing or transporting 
laborers to work for it shall not be a labor agent within the 
’ meaning of that term as herein defined. 

The license provided for in this schedule must be taken out 
for a full year, and cannot be taken out for a half year. 

Add under caption Taxation of Corporations—Section 12, just 
after the words “owned by the corporation” 

In arriving at the value of the shares of the stock of a cor- 
poration organized under the laws of Alabama for the purpose 
of conducting an insurance business, there shall be deducted 
from the value of such shares, in addition to the assessed value 
of its property, the amount of its bonds of the State of Alabama, 
or any Alabama good road bonds, or any county or municipality 
thereof, and of the United States held by such insurance corpo- 
ration at the time of such assessment, which said bonds were 
held during all the six months preceding such assessment. 

Amend section 412 of House bill No. 383 by triking out the 
word “six” wherever it occurs in said section, and inserting in 
lieu thereof the word “twelve.” 
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Amend section 264 of House bill No. 383 by inserting after 
the words “for serving each notice” and before the words ““but 
for his attendance at court” the following words: “which may 
be given by registered mail with return receipt demanded.” 

Amend section 239 of House bill No. 383 by striking out the 
word “one-fourth” wherever it occurs in said section and insert- 
ing in lieu thereof the word “one-half.” 

Amend section 363 by adding thereto the following words: 

“Provided, that in case it should become necessary to remove 
any business for which a license is required by this section, from 
one location to another location in the same city or town, and 
such business be continued as the same kind and character, and 
by same person or firm, as that carried on at the former location, 
another license shall not be required for such business for the 
same license year. 

Amend House bill 3838, by striking schedule 84 of section 361, 
and inserting in lieu thereof, the following: 

84—Pistols and pistol cartridges.—For each person, firm or 
corporation, dealing in pistols, pistol cartridges, and other metal- 
lic ammunition, rifles, or maxim silencers, bowie knives, dirk 
knives, brass knucks, or knucks of like kind, whether principal 
stock in trade or not, in cities and towns of thirty-five thousand 
inhabitants and over, one hundred and fifty dollars; in all other 
places, one hundred dollars, except 22 caliber rifle cartridges.

Amend House bill 383, subdivision 2, section 338, paragraph 
B by striking out of said paragraph the words, “imposing a tax 
on” and inserting in lieu thereof, “including.” 

Amend House bill 388, section 2, by adding thereto as para- 
graph N the following: “Nothing in this act shall be construed 
as imposing a tax on mortgages on real estate and the notes 
and debts and credits secured by such mortgages or the income 
derived therefrom, provided the recording privilege tax provided 
by law has been paid on such mortgages.”

“Section 31514. Definitions. When hereafter used in this act 
—The term “person” includes private corporations, associations 
and individuals of this State.

The term “fiscal year” means an accounting period of twelve 
months ending on the last day of any month other than Decem- 
ber. 

The term “tax payer” means any person or corporation whose 
income is subject to the payment of income tax under the provi- 
sions of this act. 

The first taxable year, to be called the taxable year 1919, shall 
be the calendar year 1919 or any fiscal year ending during the 
calendar year 1919. 

The term “fiduciary” means a guardian, trustee, executor, ad- 
ministrator, receiver, conservator or any person acting in any 
fiduciary capacity for. any person, trust or estate. 

The term “withholding agent’? means any person required to 
deduct or withhold any tax under the provisions of this act. 

The term “paid” for the purpose of the deductions and credits 
hereinafter provided for with respect to income tax means paid 
or accrued or paid or incurred, and the terms “paid or incurred” 
and “paid or accrued” shall be construed according to the method 
of accounting on the basis on which the net income is computed 
under this act. 

Amend section 324, H. 383, by striking out subdivisions j and 
k, and inserting in lieu thereof, the following: 

‘3. Contributions or gifts made within the taxable year to 
recognized religious, charitable and scientific or educational in- 
stitutions or institutions for the prevention of cruelty to children 
or animals which are not operated for profit and no part of the 
net earnings of which inures to the benefit of any private stock- 
holder or individual, or contributions to the special fund for 
vocational rehabilitation authorized by section 7 of the United 
States vocational rehabilitation act, the amount of such deduction 
not to be, however, in excess of fifteen per cent of the taxpayer’s 
net income as computed without the benefit of this paragraph. 
Such contributions or gifts shall be allowable as deductions only 
where made to institutions recognized as institutions for the 
above purposes under rules and regulations prescribed by the . 
chairman of the State tax commission. In the case of a non- 
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resident individual or foreign corporation, this deduction shall be 
allowed only as to contributions or gifts made to domestic corpo- 
rations or institutions within the State of Alabama or to such 
vocational rehabilitation fund, and as to such contributions to the 
vocational rehabilitation fund only in the proportion of the total 
of such contributions which the amount of gross income from all 
sources within the State of Alabama bears to the amount of gross 
income from all sources within and without the State of Ala- 
bama.” 

“k. In the case of a non-resident individual or foreign corpo- 
ration, the deductions allowed in paragraphs a, d, f, g, h and i, 
shall be allowed only if and to the extent tht they are connected 
with income arising from a source within the State of Alabama, 
and a proper apportionment and allocation of the deductions with 
respect to sources of income within and without the State of Ala- 
bama shall be determined under rules and regulations prescribed 
by the State tax commission.” 

Amend section 324 of H. 383, by striking out subdivision (c), 
and inserting in lieu thereof the following: 

“e. Taxes paid or accrued within the taxable year imposed 
(a) by the authority of the United States; (b) by the authority 
of any of the possessions of the United States; (c) by the au- 
thority of any state or territory, including the State of Alabama, 
or of any county, school district, municipality or other taxing 
subdivision of any state or territory, but not including those as- 
sessed against local benefits of a kind tending to increase the 
value of the property assessed; or in the case of a non-resident 
individual or foreign corporation, taxes paid or accrued within 
the taxable year imposed by the authority of the State of Ala- 
bama or any county, school district, municipality or other taxing

Amani H. 383, by striking out section 318, and inserting in 
lieu thereof the following: 

“Section 318. Exchange of property.—When property is ex- 
changed for other property, no income shall be deemed under this 
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act to have resulted from such exchange, unless the property re- 
ceived in exchange is cash or part cash, and in case of such an 
exchange for property other than cash, the new property received 
shall be treated as taking the place of ‘the property exchanged. 

Amend subdivision (a) of subdivision (2) of section 323, 
House bill No. 383, by striking out the words “the income of the 
owner from real and personal property provided said property 
has been assessed for taxation and the value fixed by law,” and 
insering in lieu thereof the following: “any debt for rent or hire 
of reai vr personal nroverty while owned by the landlord or hirer, 
and all income from lands used for agriculture! purnoses.” 

Amend House bill 383, by striking out section 319 and insert- 
ing in lieu thereof, the following : 

“Section 319. Sales of certain classes of property.—When 
real property, corporate stocks, bonds of any kind, notes, deben- 
tures, negotiable paper, or solvent credits are sold by a tax payer, 
’ for the purpose of determining the amount and rate of taxation 
due on account of any profit or loss resulting from any such sale, 
the profit or loss, as the case may be, shall be apportioned equally 
over the number of years during which the property so sold has 
been owned by the tax payer, or in the case of property owned by 
the tax payer on January 1, 1919, the number of years between 
January 1, 1919, and the date of sale, and the amount of tax to 
be paid on account shall be apportioned equally over the number 
of years during which the property so sold has been owned by 
the tax payer. 

Amend section 323, of H. 383, by striking out subdivision (3) 
and inserting in lieu thereof the following: 

(i) Interest on bonds, notes or other obligations secured by 
mortgage, conditional sale, agreement or contract, the privilege 
tax for the recording of which has been paid; (3) in the case of 
nonresident tax payers and foreign corporations doing business 
in the State, gross income includes only the gross income arising 
from sources within the State, including interest on bonds, notes 
or other interest-bearing obligations of residents, corporate or 
otherwise, the privilege tax for the recording of the mortgage 
securing which in the State of Alabama has not-been paid, and 
including all amounts received (although paid under a contract 
for the sale of goods or otherwise), representing profits in the 
manufacture and disposition of goods within the State of Ala- 
bama.

“Life insurance premiums to the extent of two hundred dol- 
lars annually.” 

Amend subdivision C, of section 326 ee bill No. 388, so as to 
read as follows: 

“Three hundred dollars for each person (other than husband 
or wife) dependent upon and receiving his chief support from 
the taxpayer, if such dependent person is under eighteen years 
of age or is incapable of self-support because mentally or phy- 
sically defective.

Individual taxpayers’ returns. —Every taxpayer having a net 
income for the taxable years of one thousand dollars or over, if 
single, or if married and not living with husband or wife, and of 
two thousand dollars, if married and living with husband or wife, 
shall each year within thirty days after making the report of his 
entire net income to the treasury department of the United 
States for any fiscal or calendar year, but not later than the first 
day of June of any calendar year, make under oath to the State 
tax commission a return stating specifically the items of his gross 
income and the deductions and credits allowed by this act, his 
place of residence and post office address. If a husband and wife 
living together have an aggregate net income of two thousand 
dollars or over, each shall make a return unless the income of 
each is included in a single joint return.

Amend section 342 of House bill No. 383, by striking out the 
words “whose ad valorem taxes are assessed by the State board 
of equalization,’”’ where same occur after the word ““‘act” and be- 
fore the words “shall within thirty days;” also by striking from 
said section the words “State board of equalization, and every 
other corporation, joint stock company or association other than 
those just mentioned, subject to such tax shall within the time 
just mentioned make a return to the couny tax assessor,” after 
the words “make a return to the,” and before the words “stating 
specifically, etc.,” and inserting the words “State tax commis- 
sion.” 

Also by striking out the following sentence: “In the case of 
foreign corporations whose ad valorem taxes are not assessable 
by the State board of equalization, the return shall be made to 
the tax assessor of the county in which it has its principal place 
of business, and if no principal place of business, in the county 
where its agent resides. 

Amend section 343 of House bill No. 3888 so as to read as fol- 
lows: 

“The income tax provided for in this act shall be assessed by 
the State tax commission upon blanks in the form to be prescrib- 
ed by the State tax commission, and when such assessments 
shall have been completed the State tax commission shall notify 
each of such taxpayers, by registered mail with return receipt 
demanded, of the amount of his assessment for income taxes, 
and such taxpayer may at any time within thirty days after the 
mailing of such notice by the State tax commission appear before 
the State tax commission, in person, by agent or attorney, and 
show cause, if any he can, why said assessment is not correct, 
and such State tax commission shall thereupon correct such 
assessment, if they find such assessment to be incorrect.” 

Amend House bill No. 383 by striking out section 344 and in- 
serting in lieu thereof the following: 


JOURNAL OF THE HOUSE, 1919. : 1613 


Section 844: “Every taxpayer against whom an assessment 
for income taxes has been made shall, between the first day of 
October, 1920, and the first day of January, 1921, and between 
the first day of October of each subsequent year thereafter and 
the first day of January thereafter, pay to the State auditor the 
amount of income taxes assessed against him, and the State audi- 
tor shall thereupon give his receipt therefor. After the first day 
of January of each of such years such taxes not then paid shall 
be delinquent. The assessment and collection of such income 
taxes shall be under the supervision of the State tax commission 
and the governor shall designate one member thereof as State 
income tax supervisor, who shall, by and with.the approval of 
the governor, employ such assistants and clerks as shall be nec- 
essary to carry on the work of his office.”

Section 34514. In case any taxpayer has through mistake 
paid an income tax which he is not legally due, or has paid an 
amount in excess of what he was in fact due, such taxpayer may 
make application in writing to the State tax commission to have 
such amount erroneously paid refunded, and upon making satis- 
factory proof to the State tax commission that such error was 
made, the State tax commission shall notify the auditor of the 
error and the auditor shall thereupon draw his warrant in favor 
of such taxpayer upon the treasurer of the State, to be paid out 
of the general fund of the State, for the amount erroneously paid 
and received by the State treasurer; the auditor shall notify the 
commissioners’ court or board of revenue of any county of the 
amount erroneously paid by such taxpayer and received by such 
county, and such commissionrs’ court or board of revenue shall 
thereupon cause the same to be refunded by the eounty; and the 
State auditor shall also notify the governing body of any munic- 
ipality that may have received any part thereof of the amount 
so received by such municipality and such governing body shall 
cause the same to be refunded from the treasury of such munici- 
pality. The fact that such taxes were regularly assessed shall. 
not preclude such taxpayer from showing that the mistake had 
been made in such assessment or payment. 

Amend section 346 of House bill No. 383 so as to read as fol- 
lows: 

Custody of income tax returns and records: The income tax 
returns and records shall remain in the office of the State tax 
commission and shall not be open to public inspection. 

Amend section 347 of House bill No. 383 so as to read as fol- 
lows: . : 
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Assessment of income tax against those failing to make re- 
turn and penalties for such failure: Any person or corporation 
failing or refusing to make the list or return required by this 
act, or rendering a willfully false or fraudulent list or return, 
shall be assessed by the State tax commission on account of such 
income tax, in such manner as appears to it from the best infor- 
mation obtainable, either by examination of the defaulting tax- 
payer or any other evidence, that such taxpayer is liable for. In 
case of failure or neglect to make such list or return, the State 
tax commission shall add a penalty of not more than twenty-five 
per centum as a penalty to the amount of the tax due; and in the 
ease of a willfully false or fraudulent return or list having been 
rendered, the State tax commission shall add a penalty of not 
more than fifty percentum as a penalty to said tax. 

Amend section 348 of House bill No. 383 by striking out there- 
from the words “or excess profits taxes.” 

Amend House bill No. 383 by striking out section 345 and 
inserting in lieu thereof the following: 

Section 345. The income tax provided for in this act of per- 
sons and corporations whose ad valorem taxes are assessed by the 
State tax commission and of all corporations doing business in 
more than one county of this State shall be regarded as arising 
in the counties and municipalities of the State in the exact pro- 
portion as such ad valorem taxes are assessed or are apportioned 
among said counties and municipalities; all other income taxes 
shall be regarded as arising at the place of residence, if an indi- 
vidual, or at the principal place of business of the tax payer if a 
corporation. The State auditor shall within thirty days after 
the receipt of payment of any income taxes, pay over to the coun- 
ty treasurer, or person or corporation acting in that capacity for 
the county in which such tax is regarded as arising, twenty-five 
per cent of such taxes; to the treasurer of the municipal corpo- 
ration’in which such taxes are regarded as arising thirty-five per 
cent of the tax there arising; and to the treasurer of the State 
of Alabama the balance left after such payments, in each instance 
taking the receipt of the person to whom such money is paid. 

Amend section 355 of House bill No. 383 by striking out from 
the caption thereof the words “The State board of equalization 
or the tax assessor,” and inserting in lieu thereof the words “the 
State tax commission.” Also by striking out at the beginning 
of the section the following words “the county tax assessor may 
at any time he sees proper, or at any time that he is required to 
do so by the State income tax supervisor or the State board of 
equalization,” and inserting in lieu thereof the words “The State 
tax commission.” . 
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Amend section 356 of House bill No. 383 so as to read as fol- 
lows: 

Rules to be promulgated by the State tax commission: The 
State tax commission shall from time to time, as said commis- 
sion shall deem desirable, promulgate such reasonable rules and 
regulations governing procedure and methods of ascertaining 
and determining gains and income so as to conform as nearly as 
possible to the best accounting practice in every trade or busi- 
ness, and as most clearly reflecting the income therefrom. 


Amend H. 383 by adding after section 356 of the bill by add- 
ing thereafter a section to be numbered 35614 as follows: 

“Any officer or employee who shall, in violation of the terms 
of this act disclose any fact connected with the return of income 
tax, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall be discharged 
from his office or employment.”

Section 349: Further.provisions as to the collection of in- 
come taxes: That in every respect herein specified in this act, 
returns for the levy and collection of the taxes herein provided 
for shall be subject to all provisions of law relative to the assess- 
ment and collection of taxes on personal property, as far as ap- 
plicable and the taxes hereby levied and provided for shall be a 
lien on all property, real and personal, of such taxpayers in this 
State from the date of the assessment until paid and the lien 
enforced as in the case of ad valorem taxes, and garnishment 
proceedings may issue in favor of the State for the collection of 
such income taxes, just as may be done for the collection of any 
debt as between individuals; and the State tax commission shall 
have further power and authority of levy and sale for the collec- 
tion of such taxes as tax collectors have for the collection of ad 
valorem taxes; and the State tax commission may, in such mat- 
ters, act through its duly authorized agents. The income taxes 
collected by the State tax commission shall be, as soon as practi- 
cable, turned over to the State auditor and his receipt taken 
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therefor. The State tax commission shall not collect any income 
tax before the same becomes delinquent, except in cases of emer- 
gency where delayed action might result in the loss of such taxes. 

Amend section 350 of House bill No. 383 by striking out the 
words “any tax assessor or” where they occur at the beginning 
of the third sentence therein, and by inserting after the words 
“Jock and key” and before the words “and any official” the words 
“by the State tax commission.’ 

Amend veetion 354 of House bill No. 383 by striking Abe the 
words “tax assessor, or in the office of the State hoard of equal- _ 
ization, as the case may be, where the assessment was made,” 
and inserting in lieu thereof the words, “State tax commission.” _ 

Amend House bill No. 388, section 338, subdivision 2, by 
striking out the word “insurance” at the end of said subdivision 
and inserting in lieu thereof the word “reinsurance.” 


Amend H. No. 388, by striking section 23 thereof from the 
said bill. 

Amend House bill No. 383 by striking out from section 367 
thereof the words “be punished as provided by section 9 of this 
act,” and insert in lieu thereof the words “on conviction, be fined 
not less than the amount of the State and county license due by 
him, and not more than one hundred dollars in addition thereto, 
and may be sentenced to hard labor for the county for not more 
than six months; all fines to be paid in money and when collected, 
two-thirds shall be paid to the State and one-third to the county.” - 

Amend schedule 93, by striking out “fifteen dollars” and in- 
serting “ten dollars.” 


Amendment to schedule 83 of H. 383: 

Schedule 88. Guns, rifles, etc. For each person, firm or cor- 
poration dealing in shot guns, rifles, noiseless rifles, or air rifles, 
and metallic ammunition, whether principal stock in trade or not; 
in cities and towns of one hundred thousand inhabitants or over, 
fifty dollars; in cities and towns of less than one hundred thou- 
sand inhabitants and no less than thirty-five thousand inhabit- 
ants, thirty-five dollars; in cities and towns of less than thirty- 
five thousand and not less than seven thousand inhabitants, twen- 
ty-five dollars ; and all other places, fifteen dollars. 

Amend section 197, House bill 383, by striking out the words

Each agent 
shall coliect and retain the usual commission paid by the insurer 
except that not over one-half of such commission may be paid to 
a licensed nonresident agent or broker and such agent shall keep 
a true record of all policies thus issued or countersigned, and 
shall, upon request, furnish a verified copy thereof to the commis- 
sioner to aid him in the collection’ of all premium taxes due in this 
State. For failure of any agent to comply with the provisions 
of this paragraph, the commissioner shall} for a first offense 
suspend the license of such agent for not exceeding six months, 
and for a second offense revoke such license. Special resident or 
non-resident agents, nonresident brokers and resident solicitors 
must also be licensed but shall not issue or countersign fire or 
caualty insurance policies.

To create and establish the office of general guardian 
ad litem in all counties of over eighty-two thousand and less than 
one hundred thousand of population according to the last pre- 
ceding Federal census or according to any subsequent Federal 
census; to prescribe his duties and qualifications; to provide for 
his appointment and to fix his compensation and term of office;

where the general guardian ad litem is disqualified and where the 
interests of the infants interested in a case or antagonistic or 
conflicting ; and to provide penalty for wrongful appointment of 
such guardin ad litem.

To extend the term of office in all cities, having com- 
mission form of gavernment, of the commissioner to be elected in - 
the year 1919, having a population of not less than 50,500, nor 
more than 100,000, according to the last Federal census, and to 
provide for an election at the end of the term as extended.

The following resolutions were introduced: 
‘By Mr. Mathews of Clarke: 

H. R. 164. Whereas, the greatest issue before the Legisla- 
ture today is enacting educational laws that will give every child 
in the State of Alabama equal opportunities; and whereas, sta- 
tistics prove that the public schools of the State have not made 
and are not now making the progress of higher educational insti- 
tutions ; and whereas, this condition is due to the fact that insuf- 
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ficient funds have been provided said schools; and whereas, ac- 
cording to the annual report of the State superintendent of edu- 
cation, 1918, page 174, there are in the public schools of the State 
9,050 white teachers receiving annual salaries of only $473.00 
for males and only $367.00 for females (annual report 1918, page 
190); while the annual salary paid teachers and principals in 
county high schools is $869.00 (page 217 and 221), and the av- 
erage salary of agricultural school presidents and teachers is 
$784.00 (pages 223 and 234) ; and whereas, the public schools, if 
they function, must be supplied with as high type of teachers as 
either of the two classes of schools named; and whereas, the 
former legislatures have apparently appropriated $350,000 to 
the public schools, but in other sections have provided certain 
appropriations to be paid out of this amount; some of these 
appropriations being

And the resolution was referred to the Standing Committee 
on Education. 
By Mr. Carnley: 

H. R. 165. Whereas, the Alabama Water Power Company 
is rapidly developing in this State a gigantic, natural monopoly, 
having to do with commodities of every day life—heat, light and 
power, vitally affecting every individual or manufacturing enter- 
prise in Alabama; and, 
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Whereas, the Legislature of 1907 has seen fit to give to “cor- 
porations” only the State’s most valuable asset—water power— 
if developed, estimated at one million and eighty-four horse 
power, and the State’s sovereign power of eminent domain—the 
right to take private property for public uses—has been vested 
in these gigantic corporations, enabling them only, to go up and 
down our streams and sweep clean all minor enterprises or in- 
dustries; and, ; 

Whereas, these water power companies have been exempted 
from taxation for a period of years under the deception that 
this special privilege was necessary to encourage and secure the 
development of hydro-electric power; and, 

Whereas, such exemptions from taxation are unfair, unjust, 
discriminatory, unreasonable and unnecessary, and in part con- 
trary to the constitution of Alabama, which requires payment 
of franchise taxes by every such corporation which shall be in 
proportion to the amount of the capital stock; and, 

Whereas, under section 2069 of the Code of Alabama of 1907, 
these companies were exempted, not only from all ad valorem 
taxes, but from “all privilege taxation of all description,” includ- 
ing franchise or corporation taxes, contrary to the constitution 
of the State; and under the operation of these laws the Alabama 
Power Company has failed to pay, and the State has failed to 
collect, such corporation or franchise taxes, amounting to ap- 
proximately $1,140,000.00, besides large sums of interest there- 
on, and which large sums are now due the State and counties of 
Alabama; and 

Whereas, the State board of compromise, during Governor 
Henderson’s administration, has seen fit to relieve the Alabama 
Power Company, on its petition, of the payment of $4,500.00 of 
the mortgage tax on a five million dollars mortgage, reducing 
the face value or amount of such mortgage to $2,000,000.00, 
instead of the stipulated amount of $5,000,000.00, allowing pay- 
ment only of $3,000; and has further relieved said Alabama 
Power Company from the payment of $144,000.00 of the mort- 
gage tax due on a one hundred million dollars mortgage, order- 
ing payment only on $4,000,000.00 of the face value or amount 
of a $100,000,000.00 mortgage, and without warrant or author- 
ity of law, allowing said Alabama Power Company to pay mort- 
gage tax on $4,000,000.00, or $6,000.00, and leaving the said sum 
of $144,000.00, with interest thereon, yet due the State of Ala- 
bama and counties; and 

Whereas, said Alabama Water Power Company, has, by a 
system of consolidation or merger, escaped the payment to the 
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State of approximately $75,000.00, corporation charter fees, 
which should have been paid on increased capital stock; and 

Whereas, this same gigantic, monopolistic water power cor- 
poration, through a system of organized and paid agencies, has 
become an active and controlling factor in Alabama politics, 
thereby securing favoritism and special privileges from bearing 
its proper share of the burdens of government, and successfully 
defeating the efforts of legislatures to repeal the said tax exemp- 
tions; and, 

Whereas, Gov. O’Neal in his message to the Alabama Legis- 
lature recommended the repeal af these water power exemptions 
in the following language: : 

“Before the passage of the laws adopted in 1907, no dam could 
be erected across any navigable stream in Alabama without con- 
sent of the State government. There should be no disposition 
on our part to prevent the utilization of the enormous water- 
power now being wasted in our navigable streams, or to hamper 
or fetter any company seeking to develop this power by unjust 
or unreasonable restrictions. It is folly, however, to say that 
this power will not be developed unless investors are granted 
exemptions from taxation and all easements which the State 
might assess in this valuable asset. 

“I would therefore recommend that the present laws grant- 
ing to corporations developing water power the right and ease- 
ment of the State in and to the beds of the stream as well as 
exemptions from taxation be repealed. I would recommend that 
in lieu thereof the State grant its right, title and interest in and 
to the beds and waters of its navigable streams only to those 
who will pay the State a reasonable toll on each horse-power 
developed and sold.” 

And, whereas, Gov. Henderson, in his message to the 1915 
Legislature, condemned these exemptions in the following lan- 
guage: 

“We also have fallen into the habit of exempting certain lines 
of industries from taxation for stated periods. This discrimina- 
tion in taxation was instituted for the purpose of encouraging 
the investment of capital in favored industries, but I doubt if it 
has ever been the means of inducing the investment of any cap- 
ital whatever within the State. All property should be required 
to pay its just share of the burdens of government and to rec- 
ognize a contrary principle is simply to invite practices in the 
effort to secure favorable legislation that are insidious in their 
nature and tendencies.” 

And whereas, the Alabama Power Company i is now trying to 
influence the present Legislature to continue the life of these 
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exemption laws for nine years more, and is seeking, through the 
general revenue bill, to re-enact said exemptions, for this con- 
tinued period, excepting, however, the franchise tax required by 
the Constitution of Alabama (1901) ; and, 

* Whereas, the Revenue Bill, H. 383, as amended by the Sen- 
ate, non-concurred in by the House, and now being considered 
by the Conference Committee, contains, in section 2, a re-enact- 
ment of these exemptions, notwithstanding the House did, by a 
large majority, vote to repeal said exemptions by sections 423 
and 426 of said revenue bill; and, whereas, the people of Alabama 
are demanding fairness and equality in our tax burdens, and 
these big favored interests should bear their just proportion of 
the taxes, the general welfare of the people requiring; 

Now, therefore, be it resolved by the House of Representa- 
tives of the State of Alabama, that an investigating committee 
of five members from the House be authorized and directed to 
make speedy investigation and report at once and during this 
session of the Legislature the amounts now due the State of 
Alabama and several counties by the Alabama Power Company, 
and make recommendation whether or -not the governor should 
authorize the attorney general to institute proceedings to re- 
cover for the State amounts now due by the Alabama Power . 
Co. on franchise and mortgage taxes. 

2, That this House stand firm and steadfast for the immedi- 
ate repeal in and by the revenue bill now pending of these 
excz-ption statutes, and vote against said revenue bill until this 
object is successfully accomplished, the defeat of the revenue 
bill to the contrary notwithstanding. 

Mr. Carnley moved that the rules be suspended for the pur- 
pose of considering the resolution and the motion to suspend 
the rules was lost.

ing to any Federal census hereafter taken, and to no others, by 
providing for the selection and election of a mayor and commis- 
sioners and fixing their terms of office and compensation, by abol- 
ishing certain offices, by fixing the powers, duties and liabilities 
of such mayor and commissioners, by creating certain new offices 
of such cities and providing for the selection of the incumbents 
thereof, and generally by prescribing a form of municipal gov- 
ernment for such cities.

1. That the office of county treasurer is hereby created for Shelby coun- 
ty. That such officer shall be elected by the qualified voters of said county, 
at the general election to be held in the year 1920, and every four years 
thereafter, and shall hold office for four years from the first Monday after 
the second Tuesday in January next after his election and until his successor 
is elected and qualified. 

2. That vacancies in the office of such treasurer shall be filled by ap- 
pointment by the board of revenue of said county, and the person appointed 
shall hold office for the unexpired term and until his successor is elected and 
qualified. 

8. Until such treasurer is elected in the year 1920 and duly qualified, the 
said office shall be filled by appointment of the board of revenue and said 
appointee shall hold the office of treasurer under the terms of this act. 

4. Before entering on the duties of his office such treasurer shall give 
bond with at least two good and sufficient sureties, or with a duly qualified 
surety company, in double the value of the estimated amount of the ‘annual 
. revenue of the county to be determined by the board of revenue of said 
county, payable to the county, and conditioned as prescribed by law, which 
bond is to be approved by the judge of probate of said county and filed and 
recorded in his office; and the board of revenue of said county shall require 
an additional bond whenever any special fund is to be received by the treas- 
urer, and pay the premium therefor. 
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5. It is the duty of such treasurer: (a) To receive and keep the money 
of the county and disburse the same according to law. (b) To pay out the 
general fund of the county on presentation and without being allowed and 
audited by the board of revenue all grand and petit juror certificates. (c) 
To keep in well bound books separate registers of claims presented against 
the general fund and the special fund, if any. (d) To number and register 
in the order in which they are presented all claims against the general fund 
which have been audited and allowed by the board of revenue as claims 
against said fund, such register showing the number of the claim, the date 
presented for registration, to whom allowed, when allowed, the character of 
the claim and the amount thereof; and except as otherwise provided by law 
to pay the same in the order of their registration. He must in like manner 
number, register and pay all claims allowed against a fund raised for a spe- 
cial purpose. (e) Upon the registration of a claim he must endorse thereon 
the number and date of registration and sign his name thereto. (f) When 
a claim is received in payment of a debt due the county he must give a re- 
ceipt therefor showing a description of the claim and the name of the person 
and character of the debt on whose account the claim was received. (g) On 
the payment of any claim he must take a receipt therefor; and when a claim 
of any character is paid or received by him he must cancel the same by 
defacing or mutilating it so as to show that it is of no further value, and if 
registered, write upon the register against the claim the word paid and the 
date of such payment. (h) To keep a correct account of the receipts and 
disbursements of all money received by him for the county, according to the 
forms prescribed, by the board of revenue, charging himself with all moneys 
so received, of whom, on what account, and the amount and crediting him- 
self with all payments, stating the number and character of the claim, in 
whose favor and the amount. (i) To examine the dockets of the circuit 
court or court of like jurisdiction and the sheriff, semi-annually; to demand 
and receive all moneys due the county and to institute proceedings against 
defaulters. (j) To submit to the board of revenue at the first term in each 
year the register of claims; his accounts for the year balanced; vouchers 
for the payment; and estimate of the indebtedness of the county for the 
coming year and the means of providing for the same. (k) To make re- 
ports and give information to the board of revenue when required respecting 
all matters relating to the finances of the county. (1) To keep safely all 
property of the county which may be committed to his care by the board of 
revenue. (m) To furnish the president of the board of revenue in January 
of every year a verified statement of all moneys received by him for the 
county during the preceding year and of all claims received by him in lieu 
of money which are receivable in payment of county taxes, which state- 
ment must designate the time and person from whom such moneys or 
claims were received. (n) of said county. (0) To perform such other 
duties as are or may be required by any law, general or special, of the 
treasurer of said county or of the custodian of county funds by whatsoever 
name designated. 

6. The county treasurer must not refuse the payment of any lawful 
and valid claim for the reason that the claims of prior registration have 
not been paid if there is money in the treasury belonging to the fund suffi- 
cient to pay such prior claims and the claim so presented. 

7. The books of such treasurer are to be provided at the expense of 
the county. 

8. The annual account of such treasurer when examined and approved 
by the board of revenue must be recorded and a copy of the same posted at 
the court house door.

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9. The judge of probate must each year without giving any notice or 
information thereof to the county treasurer, appoint one expert accountant 
of known integrity to examine the books and vouchers of such treasurer 
and report the condition of the same; and the person so appointed shall 
proceed without delay to make such examination and report and to that end 
_he is invested with all powers and authority conferred by law upon the 

examiner of such public accounts. He shall receive such compensation as 
may be allowed by the board of revenue. 

10. In case of the resignation, expiration of his term or removal from

tated to teach longer, such inability or incapacity to be deter- 
mined by said board and a statement thereof spread upon the 
minutes of said board; it being the intention of this act that 
such persons shall enjoy the full benefits of this act.

Sec. 1. That there is hereby created a State highway depart- 
ment for the State of Alabama, which shall consist of a State 
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highway commission and a State highway engineer. Said State 
highway commission shall consist of the senior professor of civil 
engineering in the Alabama Polytechnic Institute, the State ge- 
ologist and ten other persons to be appointed by the governor. 
Two of the members of said State highway commission, namely, 
the senior professor of civil engineering in the Alabama Poly- 
technic Institute and the State geologist shall reside at Auburn 
and Tuscaloosa, Alabama, respectively. No two of the other ten 
members of said State highway department shall come from the 
same congressional district and the appointment of two or more 
of said ten members from the same congressional district shall 
be null and void. Four of the first appointive members of said 
commission shall serve for three years from January lst, 1919, 
three shall serve for four years from said date and three shall 
serve for five years from said date, after which the term of each 
appointive member shall be for four years.

Any member 
of said commission may be removed by the governor, for inef- 
ficiency, malfeasance, or neglect of duty, or corruption in office.

Substitute for House bill No. 323: 


A BILL 


To be entitled an act to provide for the establishment, discon- 
tinuance, construction, use, working and maintenance of the 
public roads and bridges of Lamar county, Alabama. To 
define the duties and powers of the court of county commis- 
sioners of Lamar county with regard to same, and to fix pen- 
alties for violation of the rules and regulations of the public 
road law of Lamar county and the State of Alabama. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Sec. 1. That the court of county commissioners of Lamar 
county, Alabama, is invested with the general superintendency 
of all the public roads and bridges in Lamar county, Alabama, 
and may establish new roads, and change and discontinue old 
roads and bridges so as to render travel over the same as safe 
and convenient as practicable. The court of county commission- 
ers shall have full jurisdiction as to the opening, construction, 
continuation, maintenance and improvement of the public roads 
and bridges in Lamar county, Alabama. 

Sec. 2. All persons are liable to work on public roads except 
the following: All women, all men under the age of eighteen 
years or over the age of forty-five years; all persons who have 
lost an arm or a leg; and all persons who by nature or disease 
are rendered incapable of hard labor and who secure a certificate 
of such incapacity from the county board of health. 

Sec. 3. That the right of way is granted to any person or 
corporation having the right to construct a telegraph or tele- 
phone line within that state to construct a telegraph or tele- 
phone line along the margin of the rights of way of the public 
highways, subject to removal by the court: of county commis- 
sioners. 

Sec. 4. That no woman convict shall be worked on the roads 
of Lamar county, Alabama. , 

Sec. 5. That no contract where the estimated cost of the 
work shall exceed two hundred and fifty dollars shall be made 
except after advertising for thirty days in some newspaper pub- 
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lished in the county describing the character of the work to be 
done and the time and place of letting the same, and then only 
to the lowest reasonable and responsible bidder for such work, 
who shall enter into bond for double the amount of such bid, 
conditioned for the performance of such contract according to its 
terms, which bond shall be approved by the probate judge of 
said county; provided, however, that the court of county com- 
missioners shall have the right to reject any and all bids; pro- 
vided, further, that in the event of the destruction of any bridge 
or road or-damage thereto rendering the same impassable or in 
any other emergency the court of county commissioners may. 
contract for the repair or rebuilding of such bridge or road with- 
out advertising if the public good requires it. 

Sec. 6. That the court of county commissioners shall at the 
regular November term of said court after the adoption of this 
act and every two years thereafter, appoint three apportioners 
in each of different precincts of Lamar county, Alabama. whzse 
duty shall be as follows: They shall meet at some designated 
place to suit their own convenience in the respective precincts 
on the first Monday in January after the adoption of this act, 
and annually thereafter, for the purpose of: registering all who 
are liable for road duty; they shall make an estimate of the 
number of miles of public road in their respective precincts, and 
apportion all men who are subject to road duty whose residences 
are nearest to roads which they shall be required to work. Ap- 
portioners shall go over all the public roads in their respective 
precincts quarterly and personally inspect all public roads and 
see that they are kept in good condition for the best interest for 
the traveling public. The apportioners shall elect one of their 
members, who shall be known as road treasurer, and whose duty 
it shall be to keep a register book and shall keep a correct list of 
men who shall register to perform work as required by law; he 
shall report to the court of county commissioners under oath 
by an itemized statement with affidavit attached, the amount of 
money received by him each quarter commencing on the first 
Monday in January during his service as such apportioner. He 
shall receive for his service, five per cent of the amount collect- 
ed and paid out. He shall be required to make bond in such sum 
as the court of county commissioners may deem proper, payable 
to the county. ; 

Sec. 7. That any apportioner who shall fail to perform any 
of the duties required by law shall, on conviction, be fined not 
less than one dollar nor more than one hundred dollars. 

Sec. 8. That the court of county commissioners shall ap- 
point on recommendation of the apportioners in each precinct of 
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Lamar county, one man who is over the age of twenty-one years, 
to serve as overseer on each public road in Lamar county, whose 
duty shall be as follows: To warn all men to work, whose names 
having been furnished them to perform labor by the apportion- 
ers; that the overseer shall be required to work eight hours of 
each day, or to superintend such work as in his judgment is to 
keep up and maintain the road which he is apportioned to; he 
shall see that each man under his charge, whether hired or work- 
ing out his time shall work eight hours each day as required by 
law. Any overseer who fails to perform the duties as required 
of him by law shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and upon con- 
viction shall be fined not less than one dollar nor more than one 
hundred dollars. All apportioners and overseers who serve two 
years shall be exempt two years from public road duty. 


Sec. 9. That any man in Lamar county who is subject to road 
duty or who is required to work the public roads shall work ten 
days in each year. 

Sec. 10. That the judge of probate of said county shall by 
order of the court of county commissioners, issue a road com- 
mission to each apportioner of the different precincts, which 
commission shall extend for a term of two years. That the 
overseer shall be appointed for a term of two years, and the 
judge of probate shall be required to issue a commission as road 
overseer, giving the number of the road, also the grade of the 
road that he is required to keep in proper condition. 


Sec. 11. That any man subject to public road duty who shali 
register with the road apportioners to perform labor on the pub- 
lic roads and who fails to perform same after having been duly 
warned personally or in writing shall be guilty of a misdemeanor 
and on conviction must be fined not less than one dollar nor more 
than twenty-five dollars for each offense, and may also be sen- 
tenced to hard labor for the county for not more than thirty 
days nor less than ten days; unless he has a lawful excuse and 
presents the same in writing to his overseer within ten days 
after being warned. 

Sec. 12. That the overseer on the public road in Lamar coun- 
ty shall not pay any money for labor without first consulting 
with the apportioners in the precinct where he is overseer. He 
shall hire teams and vehicles to work roads, should the appor- 
tioners so direct. Any overseer who permits any obstruction 
in the public road over which he is overseer after having been 
notified of such for twenty-four hours shall be guilty of a mis- 
demeanor and on conviction shall be fined not less than one dol- 
lar nor more than one hundred dollars, and in addition thereto 
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may be sentenced to hard labor for the county for not more than 
thirty days. : 

Sec. 18. That the court of county commissioners be and is 
hereby authorized and shall levy a vehicle or wagon license for . 
the maintenance of the public roads in Lamar county and in the 
following amounts: For trucks, twenty dollars per ton rated 
eapacity for each truck per annum. For motor car or automo- 
bile, for public or commercial car rated 22 h. p. or less, five dol- 
lars per annum. For public or commercial car above 22 h. p. seven 
dollars and fifty cents per annum. For each auto car for hire to 
carry passengers, fifteen dollars per annum. All public haulers 
using log, lumber or timber wagons shall pay fifteen dollars each 
per annum payable in equal quarterly installments as a special 
license tax for the maintenance of the public roads in Lamar 
county. The above license shall be assessed by the tax assessor 
of Lamar county as other property is assessed and collected by 
the tax collector as all other taxes. It shall be the duty of the 
tax collector to turn said money over to the county treasurer and 
the county treasurer shall keep account for it as a separate road 
fund and the same shall be paid out by order of the court of coun- 
ty commissioners.

Any teamster who is not a citizen of Lamar county 
that comes into the county for the purpose of hauling and does 
haul, shall be subject to the above privileges license on demand. 
The sheriff, deputy sheriff, or bailiff or any justice of the peace 
in the county shall be authorized to collect said tax or license and 
turn same over to the county treasurer within ten days after 
same has been collected.

from West Point in 1885; with service in the 10th United States 
Infantry; colonel of the 8rd Alabama infantry regiment in the 
Spanish-American war; civil service in Cuba, 1907-08; lieutenant 
colonel, 8th Regular infantry, October 31, 1906; promoted col- 
onel, March 11, 1911; twice commended for bravery in the Phil- 
ippine campaign; governor of Lana, Moros, Island of Mindanao, 
1902-04; promoted major general, 1917; commander of the first 
division of the American expeditionary forces, January, 1918, 
capturing and holding Cantigny, the first demonstration of the 
power of the American army; promoted lieutenant general Oc- 
tober 21, 1918, and who did not retreat before the German drive 
at Chateau Thierry, but whose refusal to retreat, after the order 
to do so had come from general headquarters, turned the tide of 
battle in favor of the allies and forced the German retreat; 
awarded distinguished service order by direction of President 
Wilson; and chevalier of the Legion of Honor; and 

Whereas, the conspicuous record of leadership so displayed 
by General Bullard should be kept in lasting remembrance by 

the people of Alabama, for the encouragement of aspiring youth 
' and as a'stimulus to all those who believe in the high principles 
of manliness and courage and personal character which have 
made possible his advance to eminence;

BILLS REPORTED FAVORABLY. 


Mr. Tompkins, chairman of the Standing Committee on Revi- 
sion of Laws, reported that said committee, in session, had acted 
on the following bills and ordered the same returned to the House 
with a favorable report: 

H. 956. To abolish the office of county treasurer in all coun- 
ties having a population of 150,000 or more according to the last 
Federal census and to require that the county funds to be de- 
posited in such incorporated national or State bank in the sev- 
eral counties, as the board of revenue or court of county commis- 
sioners may elect, and to provide for the custody of such funds, 
and to require all acts required of the treasurer to be performed 
by the president of the board of revenue or court of county 
commissioners. 

H. 845. To amend an act to regulate inferior courts in cities 
having more than 35,000 population, according to the last or any 
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subsequent Federal census, to prescribe the jurisdiction of such 
courts, and provide for the number and compensation of the 
judges. for such courts and to provide for the appointment and 
compensation of the clerks and assistant clerks thereof, and to 
abolish the office of justice of the peace in such cities.” The said 
act being approved Sept. 25, 1915. 

H. 914. To amend an act entitled “An act to fix the time of 
holding the circuit court in the third judicial circuit of the State 
of Alabama,” as amended and approved April 7th, 1911.

whether they wish to adopt the privileges herein authorized. 

S. 375. To provide for the acquirement, construction, own- 
ership, lease, maintenance, use, control and operation by counties 
of Alabama which have or which shall have taxable property in 
such counties of one hundred millions of dollars annually, or 
more, according to the assessments by such counties for the year 
of 1918 A. D., or according to the annual assessments to be here- 
after made, of highways, of railroads—by any kind of motive 
power; freight stations; passenger stations; wharves; piers;

LOCAL ROAD LAW. 


There will be requested an introduction into the Legislature for the pur- 
pose of providing better roads in this county, Franklin, the following bill, 
which is outlined fully and the substance of the bill set out below. Anyone 
desirous of more information and explanation of said bill can secure same 
from complete copy which is in my office. This bill will secure a better 
system of roads, both providing protection of the present roads and enforce- 
ment of a road law, and supervision of all the road system. It is fair and 
equitable and enforceable and efficient. 


AN ACT 


To provide for the maintenance, improvement, care and construction of the 
roads and bridges of Franklin county; to provide and collect funds for 
the purposes enumerated above; to provide regulations, penalties and 
records of such road law and road system; to provide and pay a super- 
intendent of roads for said county; to provide officers, prescribe the 
duties, qualifications, and pay of all such officers and said superinten- 
dent of roads, and to provide adequate systems of records for such 
work and such officers. : 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of the State of Alabama: 

That all persons subject to road duty shall be allowed to pay money 
compensation in lieu thereof at the amount of $10.00; that said money shall 
be paid to the probate judge who shall furnish receipt therefor and make 
proper records thereof; that any delinquent shall be charged an additional 
amount of $2.50; that any man electing to work shall file statement with 
the county superintendent of roads; that any person failing to pay, failing 
to file such statement, failing to pay the penalty for delinquence, shall be 
proceeded against as guilty of a misdemeanor, and shall be subject to a fine 
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of not more than $250.00 or six months in the county jail, one or both; that 
convicts may be worked on the roads by the court of county revenue, under 
proper regulations and conditions; that convicts may be hired to or hired 
from other counties and the State. 

That funds shall be raised for the road system by a privilege license or 
tax upon the vehicles of the county, two or more horses, mules or oxen, used 
in commercial hauling, $10.00; wagons using two or more animals for ordi- 
nary farm hauling, $2.00; vehicles, drawn by animals, used for transporta- 
tion of passengers for hire, $3.00; vehicles drawn by a single animal and 
used for commercial hauling, $2.50; vehicles kept for private or family use, 
such as buggy, surrey or one horse wagon, $1.00; vehicles driven by steam, 
electricity, gas or other inanimate force on public roads, the percentage of 
tax allowed by the State law. That the tax collector of the county shall 
eollect same; that the funds therefrom shall be placed in the hands of the 
legal custodian of the roads and bridge fund; that the funds therefrom 
shall be spent in the beat from which they are collected; that the tax col- 
lector shall issue a proper license upon payment of said privilege tax; that 
he will keep proper records of the same; that this tax shall be paid in 
money and shall not be paid in work; that the tax shall be increased 25 per 
cent for delinquency. in payment thereof; that any person refusing to pay 
such tax shall be liable in the county court for the same, and all costs 
thereon accruing; that the said tax shall be collected at the time the general 
tax collections are made and that the tax collector shall be responsible to 
collect the same; that for each collection the collector shall be paid 25 cents. 

That the court of county revenue shall have full charge and control, 
authority, power and means of providing for and caring for the road sys- 
tem of the county; that the board may transfer such funds as are deemed 
available and necessary from the general funds to the county road and 
bridge fund; that the county treasurer shall be custodian of such funds; 
that the probate judge shall give receipts for the payment of per capita 
taxes for roads; that he shall maintain adequate records thereof; that there 
shall be a county road and bridge fund in this county into which all money 
accruing from the road law, fines, forfeitures, shall be paid... 

That the county board shall elect a competent engineer, qualified ac- 
cording to the highway engineer of the State, experienced in road building, 
to be county superintendent of roads at a salary of not more than $1,800, 
payable out of the county road and bridge fund; that the county superin- 
tendent of roads shall make records, surveys, maps, investigate material,. 
receive bids, supervise construction, repair, change, location, maintenance 
of public roads in the county; that he shall act under the general direction 
of the court of county revenue, and that he shall perform his duties capably 
and continuously; that he shall assist, encourage, and labor for road im- 
provement; that he may select subordinates, apportion work, and do all the 
other acts and things that come within the scope of his office; that he shall 
do such private work as directed by the court of revenue, and turn all 
money therefrom into the road and bridge fund. That bids must be re- 
ceived for all work when contracted out amounting to as much as $250.00. 
That no county official can bid on or receive a contract for work on the 
highways. That the county shall be divided into road beats and road sec- 
tions; that beat supervisors and sections overseers shall be selected, duties 
assigned, and work supervised under control of the court of county revenue; 
that hands may be employed and overseers selected as the board and super- 
intendent of roads may deem necessary; any man not over fifty years of 
age may be selected and paid for overseer or supervisor work. That the 
county superintendent of roads shall require accurate records kept of road 
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hands, shall properly apportion them, with the assistance of the court of 
county revenue, or of the beat supervisors; that any person apportioned 
shall not change to another road unless permission is given by the county 
superintendent of roads, and the records of his apportionment are changed. 
That road supervisors and the county superintendent shall be under bond 
properly made and subject to forfeitures and fine. That assistance shall be 
rendered by the superintendent and the supervisors in enumerating and 
classifying all vehicles to the court of county revenue, and to the tax col- 
lector. That the form of indictment for failure to obey the road law as out- 
lined in this law shall constitute sufficient indictment to state the cause of 
the State. That any corporation, firm, land owner or agent employing 
hands and failing to submit a certified list thereof shall be guilty of a mis- 
demeanor and on conviction be fined not less than twenty nor more than 
seventy-five dollars. That any beat supervisor shall be subject to convic- 
tion and fine of not less than twenty dollars nor more than fifty dollars 
upon failure to perform his duty. That the court of county revenue shall 
pass rules and regulations for the maintenance of this road system as they 
deem necessary and which shall not be in conflict herewith. That all laws 
and acts in conflict with this act are hereby repealed.

boat handling oysters sells, exchanges, barters or gives away 
oysters, taken from the public reefs and waters of this State, to 
the persons, firms or corporations named in the notice, as not 
having complied with the provisions of this act, then the com- 
missioner of conservation shall enter cancellation of the license 
to take or catch oysters against the person, or master of the 
boat, offending against this section, which license shall not be 
reissued except at the discretion of the commissioner of conser- 
vation.”

UNFINISHED BUSINESS. 


The House proceeded to the consideration of the unfinished 
business which was the bill: 
H. 401. To create a State highway department; to define its 


powers and duties; to authorize State aid in the construction and 
maintenance of public roads and bridges; to create a State high- 
way fund and to provide for its expenditure; to impose certain 
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duties upon county and municipal officials and to provide a pen- 
alty for their failure to discharge same; to authorize the State 
highway department to work State convicts upon public roads 
and bridges as is now or may hereafter be provided by law; to 
assent to the act of Congress approved July 11, 1916, known as 
the “Federal aid law’ and to authorize the State highway de- 
parement to co-operate with the United Sates government in the 
construction and maintenance of rural post roads; and to repeal 
the act approved April 5, 1911, entitled “An act to provide for 
the creation of a State highway commission, defining its powers, 
duties and compensations, and methods to be adopted for con- 
trol of same and for appropriation and maintenance of the same 
and to give State aid and State supervision over all public roads, 
culverts and bridges of the State for construction of a permanent 
nature and the maintenance thereof wherein any portion of the 
appropriation hereinafter made shall be used for such purpose; 
and to make an appropriation therefor out of the net revenue of 
the convict fund of the State and from other sources.

and maintenance of public roads and bridges; to fix the debt limit 
and tax limit of counties, to provide for validating the outstand- 
ing debt incurred by counties for the construction of highways, 
roads, bridges or other public improvements; to permit the same 
and all other outstanding interest-bearing debt to be refunded 
into bonds and to provide for the payment of the same; to fix the 
debt limit and tax limit of cities and towns and to provide for the 

‘levy of taxes by them for the payment of the interest-bearing 
debts thereof, for streets, bridges and other municipal purposes. 

Mr. Partridge offered the following substitute for the bill: 


SUBSTITUTE FOR H. 435. 


To be entitled.an act to submit to the qualified electors of the 
State, at the general election to be held in Nov. 1920, for their 
consideration, an amendment to the Constitution for the pur- 
pose of authorizing the several counties of the State to levy 
and collect a special road tax, not exceeding fifty cents, on 
each one hundred dollars worth of taxable property in such 
counties, under such regulations as the Legislature may have 
prescribed or may hereafter prescribe. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 
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1. That the following amendment to the Constitution of Ala- 
bama is proposed to be submitted to the qualified electors of the 
State for their ratification or rejection at the general election to 
be held in November, 1920, at which the amendment shall be pro- 
posed, to-wit: 

Article ............ 

“Section 1. The several counties in the State shall have 
power to levy and collect a special county road tax not exceeding 
fifty cents on each one hundred dollars worth of taxable prop- 
erty in such counties in addition to that now authorized or that 
may hereafter be authorized for public rcad purnnses: provided, 
that of such tax, the time it is to continue and the purpose there- 
of shall have been first submitted to the vote of the qualified 
electors of the county, and voted for by a majority of those vot- 
ing at such election. 

Section 2. The funds arising from the special county road 
and bridge tax levied and collected by any county shall be appor- 
tioned and expended by the courts of county commissioners or 
boards of revenue of such county in the following manner, to- 
wit: 

Fifty per cent of said taxes levied and collected shall be used 
for maintenance of roads and bridges, and the remaining part 
shall be used in constructing roads, bridges, culverts, ete., as 
euch boards of revenue or courts of county commissioners may 

irect. 

Section 3. That the court of county commissioners, boards 
of revenue, or other governing body of such county may, or 
upon written petition of ten percentum of the qualified voters of 
any county shall call and submit said election provided for and 
authorized by sections one and two hereof to the qualified elec- 
tors of such county either at the same time of the general elec- ° 
tion, or at a special election called for that purpose; provided, 
that said election shall be called and held in accordance with the 
law now or that may hereafter be enacted governing county bond 
elections, and in conformity with the general election laws of 
the State. : 

2. That it shall be the duty of the governor to give notice by 
proclamation to be published in one newspaper in each county © 
in the State at least eight successive weeks next preceding the 
said election on the amendment proposed by this act to be sub- 
mitted to the qualified electors of the State for their ratification 
or rejection. 

3. That at the general election to be held as herein provided, 
the qualified electors shall vote upon said amendment, and on the 
official ballots printed for such election there shall be printed 
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the following, namely: Shall the following be adopted as Article 
avy of the Constitution of Alabama. 

“Section 1. “The several counties in the State shall have 
power to levy and collect a special road tax not exceeding fifty 
cents on each one hundred dollars worth of taxable property in 
such counties in addition to that now authorized or that may 
hereafter be authorized for the erection, construction, or main- 
tenance of the necessary public roads, bridges or ferries, and in 
addition to that now authorized under section 215 of article XI 
of the Constitution, which special county tax so levied and col- 
lected shall be applied exclusively to the purpose for which the 
same was so levied and collected; provided, that the rate of such 
tax, the time it is to continue and the purpose thereof shall have 
been first submitted to the vote of the qualified electors of the 
county, and voted for by a majority of those voting at such elec- 
tion.” 

4, The officers to hold such election shall be the same, and 
shall be appointed in the same manner and by the same officials 
as provided by the election law of the State for the appointment 
of officers to hold other general elections in the State, and the 
election shall be held in all respects in accordance with the law 
governing general elections and with the constitutional provi- 
sions concerning amendments to that instrument. 

5. That the votes cast at said election shall be counted, can- 
vassed, and returns made thereof to the secretary of State in the 
same manner as in elections for representatives to the Legisla- 
ture. The result of said election shall be known by proclamation 
of the governor, and if a majority of all the qualified electors who 
voted at said election upon the proposed amendment shall have 
voted “yes” said amendment from the date of said proclamation 
shall be valid to all intents and purposes as a part of the Con- 
stitution of Alabama and as an article thereof. 

6. This act shall take effect on and after its passage and 
approval by the governor.

Section 1. That any or all grants, rights, contracts, agree- 
ments, undertakings and payments having relation to the mili- 
tary operations of the United States, and made or attempted to 
be made by or on behalf of any city of Alabama which has as 
many as twenty-five thousand and less than fifty thousand of 
population according to the last Federal census, or which may 
hereafter have such population according to any Federal census 
hereafter taken, whether the property involved, either real or 
personal, is situated within or without the limits of such city, 
may be ratified, confirmed and legalized in the following manner: 
By ordinance regularly introduced which shall indicate what 
grants, rights, contracts, agreements, undertakings and pay- 
ments are proposed to be ratified and confirmed, which ordinance 
shall not be finally adopted until and unless such ordinance or 
the substance thereof shall have been advertised by at least one 
insertion in a newspaper published in such city, said advertise- 
ment to state at what regular meeting of the governing body of 
such city such ordinance will be considered for final passage, 
which meeting shall not be less than forty (40) days after the 
appearance of such advertisement; at such meeting, or at any 
meeting to which said matter may be passed, if a majority of the 
entire board of commissioners or board of aldermen of such city 
vote in favor of the adoption of such ordinance, the same shall 
stand adopted, otherwise it shall fail of passage. 

Section 2. That any or all property, whether real or per- 
sonal, and whether situated within or without the limits of such 
cities, which may have been or may be the subject of any such 
contract, grant, right, agreement, undertaking or payment, 
made or attempted to be made by or on behalf of any such city 
with relation to the military operations of the United States, 
may, after ratification and confirmation thereof as herein provid- 
ed, be dealt with, disposed of, conserved, managed and pre- 
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served by such city as is other property of such city; provided, 
that for the period that any interest in any such property may 
remain in or be retained by such city, the police jurisdiction of 
such city is hereby extended to include such property.

BILLS REPORTED FAVORABLY. 


Mr. Lynne, chairman of the Standing Committee on Local 
Legislation, reported that said committee, in session, had acted 
on the following bills and ordered the same returned to the 
House with a favorable report: 

S. 540. To authorize and empower the county of Marengo to 
issue its bonds, bearing interest at the rate of six per centum 
per annum, for the purpose of refunding its indebtedness, exist- 
ing at the date of the approval of this act; to sell the same at not 
less than their face value; to regulate their issuance and sale, 
and to repeal all laws in conflict with this act, in so far as the 
said county is concerned. 

H. 975. To dissolve the municipal corporation of the town 
of James, Alabama. ; 

S. 541. To divide the county of Marengo into four commis- 
sioners court districts; to provide for the election of one qulified 
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elector residing in said district as county commissioner from said 
district, by the qualified electors of the entire county of Marengo.

To submit to the qualified electors of the State at a 
special election to be held on February 5, 1920, for their consid- 
eration, an amendment to the Constitution of Alabama, in sub- 
stance and to the effect that certain persons who served in the 
military or naval service of the United States for a period of not 
less than six months between the first day of January, 1917, and 
the eleventh day of November, 1919, shall be perpetually exempt- 
ed from the payment of all poll taxes. 

Mr. Jones of Montgomery offered the following substitute 
for the bill: 


A BILL 


To be entitled an act to submit to the qualified voters of Ala- 
bama, at a special election to be held ninety days after the final 
adjournment of the Legislature of Alabama and upon the call of 
the governor, for their consideration an amendment to the Con- 
stitution of Alabama in substance and to the effect that certain 
persons who served in the military or naval service of the United 
States for a period of not less than four months between January 
1, 1917, and November 11, 1918, shall be exempted from one pay- 
ment of all poll taxes until September 30, 1919. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Sec. 1. That the following amendment to the Constitution of 
Alabama is hereby proposed to be submitted to the qualified 
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voters of Alabama for their consideraton as hereinafter provided, 
viz.: 

Sec. 19414. (a) The payment of the poll tax mentioned in the 
Constitution of Alabama shall not be required of any person who 
served in the military or naval service of the United States for a 
period of not less than four months between January 1, 1917, 
and November 11, 1918, and who has been or who may be hon- 
orably discharged from said service and who was a qualified elec- 
tor, except as to payment of poll taxes, at the time he entered 
said service, or who has since heeome anch qualified elector, ex- 
cept as. to payment of poll taxes. Any such person is exempted 
from the payment of all poll taxes until September 30, 1919. (b) 
Certificates of exemption from payment of such poll taxes shall 
be issued to persons entitled thereto under regulations prescribed 
by the governor. 

Sec. 2. It shall be the duty of the governor to fix the date of 
said election and to give notice by proclamation to be published 
in one newspaper in each county at least eight successive weeks 
next preceding said election on the amendment proposed by this 
act to be submitted to the qualified voters of the State for their 
ratification or rejection. 

Sec. 3. That at said election, to be held as herein provided, 
the qualified electors shall vote upon the said amendment, and 

_on the official ballot prepared for such election there shall be 
printed the substance of said proposed amendment as follows: 
Amendment exempting certain honorably discharged soldiers 
who served in the military or naval service of the United States 
for at least four months between January 1, 1917, and Novem- 
ber 11, 1918, from all poll taxes until September 30, 1919. And 
also, thereafter, the words Yes, No. The choice of the elector 
shall be indicated by a cross mark made by him or under his 
direction opposite the word expressing his desire, and before said 
amendment shall be printed on said ballot the following words: 
Shall the following amendment be adopted as section 19414 of 
the Constitution of Alabama? 

Sec. 4. That the officers holding the said election shall be the 
same and shall be appointed in the same manner and by the same 
officials as provided by the election laws of the State, and the 
election shall be held in all respects in accordance with the law 
governing general elections and with the constitutional provi- 
sions concerning amendments to the Constitution; and the votes 
cast at said election shall be counted, canvassed and returns made 
thereof to the secretary of State in the same manner as in elec- 
tions for representatives to the Legislature. The result of said 
election shall be made known by proclamation of the governor, 
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and if a majority of all the qualified electors who voted at said 
election upon the proposed amendment shall have voted Yes, said 
amendment, from date of said proclamation, shall be valid to all 
intents and purposes as a part of the Constitution of Alabama 
and as a section thereof.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON ALABAMA TRAINING SCHOOL FOR 
; GIRLS. 


To the Senate and House of Representatives of Alabama: 

We, your committee, to investigate and make report on the Alabama 
Training School for Girls seventeen miles east of Birmingham, beg to make 
the following report: 

On August 18 your committee visited this institution. It is located on a 
beautiful pike road. We were shown every courtesy on arriving at the 
Home; were met by Mrs. S. D. Weakley, Mrs. Amigh, matron, and Dr. Dowl- 
ing, County Health Officer of Jefferson county, who gave us all the infor- 
mation asked for and all courtesies that could be shown. 

We found forty-eight inmates in the institution, who seemed to be sat- 
isfied and at home. It was about the noon hour and all were preparing and 
eating dinner and seemed not to be disturbed by our presence. The State 
owns this very valuable property of some six hundred acres of land. We 
were told that more than one hundred thousand dollars had been spent on 
improvements on the property, which we have no reason to doubt after hav- 
ing seen the buildings and general improvements. There is great good to 
be accomplished in the working out of this institution’s plans. 

We would recommend that as much as fifty thousand dollars be appro- 
priated for buildings and general improvements to be used as the trustees 
would see fit to use it for, and twenty-five thousand dollars in addition for 
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the buying and taking care of milch cows, and the building of green houses 
and flower gardens, and the appropriation of twenty-five or thirty dollars 
per capita for each inmate and the general expenses of upkeep. Also would 
recommend that the farm land not in use by the institution be leased or 
rented to some one. Also would recommend that land not needed be sold 
and the proceeds used in the maintenance and upkeep. 

This institution could be run with a view to accomplish its main pur- 
poses; namely, the taking care and reforming of wayward or fallen girls, 
but should be made self-sustaining as far as possible. Cows should be had 
to furnish sufficient butter and milk to run the institution, and after giving 
the matter careful consideration, we would recommend that green houses 
and flower gardens should be provided, which would give employment to the 
girls, when they are not in schooi, this being the kind of work that girls 
naturally love to do and will cause them to be satisfied and forget them- 
selves. Birmingham wil] furnish a splendid market for the products at a 
good profit, and the girls will be taught the growing and the sale of flowers, 
which will be an education and business combined, and ‘will furnish a trade 
and position when they leave the institution. We would further recommend 
that the name of the institution be changed so that it would not be confused 
in the minds of the public with any other institution doing different work in 
the State. Also would recommend that no girl under twelve years of age be 
put in this institution, and that every girl entering this school should be 
accompanied by a certificate from some reputable designated doctor, giving 
the age, history of the person and health condition, with such recommenda- 
tion as he would feel justified in offering in the person entering this insti- 


tution.

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON MERCY HOME AND INDUSTRIAL 
SCHOOL. 


To the Senate and House of Representatives of Alabama: 

We, your committee appointed to investigate and report on the Mercy 
Home and Industrial School for Girls, at Birmingham, beg to make the fol- 
lowing report: 

On August 18, we visited this institution and found Mrs. Cory and Mrs. 
Jordan, the superintendent, in charge. They showed us all the courtesy that 
could be, and carried us through the building, which is well kept. We found 
thirty-two girls in this institution who were busy doing ironing and general 
house work. All seemed to be happy and proud of their home and surround- 
ings. The entire building, sleeping rooms, dining and cook room, yard, and 
general surroundings have an air of industry and refinement and any parent 
could feel satisfied about their children under these influences. They do gar- 
dening, poultry raising, and have a well-kept flower yard. 

We would recommend that this school be supported liberally and money 
appropriated in keeping with the bills that already have been introduced in 
the Legislature. We would recommend that the alms house property that 
joins be purchased, if it could be, and made part of this institution. There 
is a splendid work being done at this school and a splendid future is be- 
fore it. ; 

We would also recommend that the name be so changed that there will 
not be any confusion in the minds of the public between the work of the 
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Alabama Training School for Girls, which is altogether a different class 
institution, taking girls who have not become wayward and in a different 
class, but who might become so by being left homeless by death of parents 
or deserted, and by other unfortunate circumstances would be left helpless 
and dependent. Every child in this sthool should be accompanied by a cer- 
tificate from some one with authority, stating that the child was the proper 
one to ab in this institution and save duplication from other schools.

NOTICE OF LOCAL LAW. 


Notice is hereby given that a bill will be introduced in the Legislature 
of Alabama, at its present session, in substance as follows: 


AN ACT 


To establish a board of revenue for Madison county, and to abolish the 
court of county commissioners thereof, and to provide for the better 
working of the public roads of said county. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

1. There is hereby created and established “The Board of Revenue of 
Madison County,” to be composed of three members, one of whom shall be 
president of the board of revenue, and all of whom shall be qualified voters 
of said county. 

2. The court of county commissioners of said county, as now constitut- 
ed, is hereby abolished from and after the time this act becomes effective 
and is put into operation, and there is hereby conferred upon the board of 
revenue all jurisdiction and powers which are now, or may hereafter by law 
be vested in the courts of county commissioners, boards of revenue, or other 
like governing bodies of the several counties of this State. 

3. The president of the board of revenue shall be appointed by the gov- 
ernor, and he shall hold office until the first Monday after the second Tues- 
day in January, 1925, and until his successor is elected and qualified. At 
the general election next preceding January ist, 1925, and thereafter every 
four years, under the general election laws, a successor to the said presi- 
dent of the board of revenue shall be elected from the county at large, and 
he shall hold office for a term of four years, and until his successor is elect- 
ed and qualified. The other two members of the board of revenue shall be 
appointed by the governor, one to hold office until the first Monday after 
the second Tuesday in January, 1921, and the other member to hold office 
until the first Monday after the second Tuesday in January, 1923, and there- 
after such members of the board of revenue shall be appointed by the gov- 
ernor every four years, for a term of four years, and until their successors 
are elected and qualified. . 

4. The president of the board of revenue shall receive a salary of three 
thousand dollars per annum, payable monthly from the county treasurer,

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and the other two members of the board shall each receive ten dollars per 
diem for each day such member is in attendance upon the meetings of the 
board, such compensation being payable from the county treasury, provided 
that no such member of the board, except the president thereof, shall re- 
ceive compensation for his services in excess of five hundred dollars per 
annum. 

5. The president of the board of revenue is required to give his entire 
time and attention to the business of the board of revenue; he shall be its 
presiding officer, and in addition to the rights, powers and duties prescribed 
by this act, he shall exercise and perform all other rights and duties in rela- 
tion to the board of revenue, and shall be liable to the same penalties in 
connection therewith, as are now exercised and performed by the judge of 
probate of Madison county, in relation to the court of county commissioners. 
He shall-issue warrants to all persons whose claims have been allowed by 
the board of revenue in the same manner and under the same restrictions as 
same have been heretofore issued by the judge of probate of Madison 
county. 

6. Each member of the board of revenue is hereby required, before 
entering upon the duties of his office, to make and file the statutory oath of 
office, together with a bond with good and sufficient sureties, to be ap- 
proved by the judge of probate of said county, payable to Madison county, 
conditioned for the faithful performance of the duties of their respective 
offices, such oath and bond to be filed with the judge of probate of said 
county. The bond of the president of the board shall be fixed by the judge 
of probate of said county in a sum not less than ten thousand dollars, and 
the bonds of the other two members of the board are hereby fixed at five 
thousand dollars each. 

7. The board of revenue shall hold regular meetings on the first Monday 
in each month, and may hold special meetings at any time on the call of the 
president of the board, or of two members, entered in writing upon the min- 
utes of the board. 

8. The board of revenue shall employ a competent engineer, who shall 
have charge of the road work in said county, and the board of-revenue shall 
fix his compensation and prescribe his duties, and he shall be answerable to 
the board for the faithful performance of same. 

9. The board of revenue shall have all the jurisdiction and powers con- 
ferred, or which may: hereafter be conferred, upon courts of county com- 
missioners, boards of revenue, and other like governing bodies of the coun- 
ties in this State, by the general laws of the State. 

10. For the purposes of this act, the road year shall be deemed to begin 
October 1st, and to end September 30th, of each year. No person under the 
age of twenty-one years on October 1st of any year shall be liable for road 
duty for that road year. 

11. All persons liable for road duty are liable to work on the public 
roads of Madison county for a period not exceeding ten days in each road 
year, not counting the time spent in opening new roads, provided that a 
money compensation may be paid by any such person in lieu of road work, 
the amount of such compensation not to exceed ten dollars per annum for 
each such person. The board of revenue shall fix the number of days of 
work, and the amount of compensation, that may be paid in lieu thereof, 
within the limits prescribed by this act. 

12. Whenever the board of revenue shall fix the amount of compensa- 
tion to be paid in lieu of road work, any person liable to road duty in said 
county may procure exemption from working the roads for that road year 
by paying the sum so fixed by the board to the tax collector of Madison 
county on or before March 1st of the year in which he is liable to road duty, 
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and it shall be the duty of the tax collector to receive such payment and to 
give a receipt for same, and the person holding same is required to exhibit 
such receipt to the person warning him for such service, in order to obtain 
exemption from road duty. The board of revenue shall each year on or 
before October 1st cause to be made out and delivered to the tax collector 
a list of all persons in each precinct who are subject to road duty. It shall 
be the duty of the tax collector of Madison county to furnish to the board of 
revenue by the 15th day of March of each year a properly verified list of all 
persons who have failed to obtain exemption from road work by payment 
of money. The tax collector shall be paid by the county the sum of twenty- 
five cents for each person making payment, in lieu of road work, as herein 
provided. : 

18. Any person who is warned to work the roads in Madison county 
may obtain the henpfit of the aforessid provisions for payment of compen- 
sation in lieu of road work by paying such amount as may be specified by 
the board of revenue to the tax collector of Madison county on or before 
the 1st day of July of each year. 

14. Every person liable to road duty in the county of Madison, and who 
does not procure exemption therefrom, as herein provided, is hereby re- 
quired to work on any public road in the precinct of his residence to which 
he may be warned, and for each default he shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and punishable as provided by law. 

15. All laws, or parts of laws, in conflict herewith, and all local laws, or 
parts of local laws, providing for maintaining, repairing, constructing and 
working of the public roads, and upon the bridges, of Madison county, are 
hereby repealed.

A bill tobe entitled an act to abolish the office of registrar of 
voters and electors in each county of the State, and to confer 
upon the register in chancery of each county all the power and 
authority now vested in the registrar relative to the registration 
of electors and voters, and to provide that all persons may reg- 
ister at any time during the year except as hereinafter provided, 
upon application to the register in chancery, if he be otherwise 
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a qualified elector under the Constitution and laws of Alabama, 
and to provide for the payment of a fee to the register in chan- 
cery for each person registered, to be paid out of the county 
treasury upon certificate to such effect, signed by the register in 
chancery, and upon warrant drawn by the president of the board 
of revenue, or the chairman of the court of county commis- 
sioners. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That the office of county registrar of voters and 
electors in each county of the State of Alabama be and the same 
is hereby abolished, and the power and authority, now vested in 
the registrar relative to the registration of voters and electors, 
be and the same is hereby conferred upon the register in chan- 
cery in each county, and the books, records and documents of the 
registrars be and the same are hereby transferred to the regis- 
ter in chancery of the several counties of the State of Alabama. 

Section 2. That all persons, desiring to register and thereby 
become duly qualified electors, may register at any time during 
the year except on Sunday, legal holidays and sixty days before 
any State or county primary election, upon application to the 
register in chancery at his office in the county court house in 
the county in which such person resides, and in counties having 
a deputy register in chancery who regularly maintains an office 
at a place other than the county court house, and where regular 
terms of the circuit court is held over territorial subdivision of 
such county, it shall be the duty of the register in chancery to 
furnish such deputy register in chancery with the necessary pa- 
pers for the registration of persons residing within the territo- 
rial subdivision of said county, and it shall be the duty of such 
deputy register in chancery to register persons, qualified under 
the Constitution and laws, making application. 

Section 3. That the register in chancery shall receive a fee 
of ten cents for each person registered, which amount shall be 
paid out of the county treasury upon certificate to such effect, 
signed by the register in chancery or deputy, upon warrant 
drawn by the president of the board of revenue, or the chairman 
of the court of county commissioners. 

Section 4. That all laws and parts of laws in conflict with 
the provisions of this act be and the same are hereby repealed. 

Section 5. This act shall become effective upon its passage 
and approval.

House bill No. 383, which is self-explanatory.

GOVERNOR’S MESSAGE. 


On motion of Mr. Lynne, the House concurred in and adopted 
the amendment proposed by the governor to the bill, H. 383. To 
provide for the general revenue of the State of Alabama, said 
governor’s amendment being as follows: 


September 10, 1919. 


To the House of Representatives: 
I herewith return House bill 383, without my approval, and suggest the 
following amendment to meet my objections: 
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Strike out all of section 2 and substitute in lieu thereof, the following 
words and figures: : : 

Section 2. The following property and persons shall be exempt from 
ad valorem taxation: 

(a) All bonds of the United States and of this State, and all county and 
municipal bonds issued by counties and municipalities in this State; all 
property, real and personal of the United States and of this State, and of 
county and municipal corporations of this State; all cemeteries; all proper- 
ty, real or personal, used exclusively for religious worship, for schools or 
for purposes purely charitable; provided, however, that property, real or 
personal, owned by any educational, religious or charitable institution, so- 
ciety or corporation, let for rent or for hire or use for business purposes, 
shall not be exempt from taxation, notwithstanding the income from such 
property shall be used exclusively for educational, religious or charitabie 
purposes; all mortgages, together with the notes, debts and credits secured 
thereby on real and personal property situated in this State, which mort- 
gages have been filed for record and the privilege tax paid thereon; all 
money on deposit in any bank or banking institution in this State and all 
solvent credits. ; 

(a%) All warrants issued by county boards of education and city 
boards of education for the purpose of erecting, repairing, furnishing school 
buildings or for other school purposes are exempted from taxation. 

(b) All the property of literary and scientific institutions and literary 
societies, when employed or used in the regular business of such institution. 

(c) The libraries of ministers of the gospel, and all libraries other than 
those of a professional character, and all religious books kept for sale by 
ministers of the gospel and colporteurs. 

_ (d) All deaf mutes and insane and blind persons, and their property to 
the extent of one thousand dollars. 

(e) From poll tax, all persons permanently disabled, whose taxable 
property does not exceed five hundred dollars. 

(f) All family portraits. 

(g) All cotton or other agricultural products which were raised or 

“grown during the current or preceding calendar year, and which shall re- 
main in the hands of the producer thereof, or his landlord, or in the hands 
of the purchaser purchasing the same for prompt shipment; provisions and 
supplies on hand for the current year for the use of the family and the 
making of the crop; all wearing apparel; farming tools to the value of 
twenty-five dollars; tools and implements of mechanics to the value of 
twenty-five dollars; and the following property to be selected by the head 
of each family and not to exceed in the aggregate one hundred and fifty 
dollars, namely: cows, calves, hogs, sheep, poultry, household and kitchen 
furniture, and sewing machines; provided that no property or subject of 
taxation mentioned in this subsection shall be exempt from taxation, nor 
shall any credit, abatement, or reduction be allowed therefrom unless such 
property or subject of taxation is entered by the taxpayer upon an assess- 
ment list and returned by him under oath to the tax assessor. 

(h) That no license or taxation of any character, except franchise 
taxes as provided by section 229 of the Constitution of the State of Ala- 
bama, shall be collected or required to be paid to the State, or any county 
or municipality therein, by any State or county fair, agricultural associa- 
tion, stock or poultry show. 

(1) All manufactured articles, including pig iron, in the hands of the 
producer or manufacturer thereof, and at the place of production or manu- 
facture, shall be exempt from taxation for twelve months after its produc- 
tion or manufacture. 
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Amend said bill by changing the words “county supervisor of assess- 
ments” wherever they occur to read “county tax adjuster or the board of 
county tax adjusters.” 

Amend said bill by changing the phrase “district tax court” wherever 
it occurs to read “court of county commissioners or board of revenue.” 

Amend said bill by striking out sub-head “county supervisor of assess- 
ments,” immediately preceding section 75. 

Amend said bill by striking out sections 75 to 132 inclusive, and insert- 
ing in lieu thereof the following words and figures: 


COUNTY TAX ADJUSTERS. 


Section 75. There is hereby created in each county in the State having 
a population of less than two hundred thousand, the office of county tax ad- 
juster, and in every county in this State having a population of two hundred 
thousand or more, a board to be known as the board of county tax adjust- 
ers, to consist of three members, the incumbents in each of such offices shall 
be a resident of the county in which he is to serve, and shall be appointed 
as hereinafter provided for a term to expire on the first day of October, 
1923; after which the term of office of each shall expire on the first day of 
October of every fourth year thereafter, the term of office being for four 
years. 

Section 76. The incumbent of such office and the members of such 
board shall be known as county tax adjusters. Within thirty days after 
this act goes into effect the State tax commission shall appoint the incum- 
bent of such office, subject to the approval of the governor, whose term of 
office shall expire on the first day of October, 1923, and thereafter the suc- 
cessors of such incumbent in like manner shall be appointed for a term of 
four years to end on the first day of October of each fourth year thereafter. 
Each incumbent shall hold, however, until his successor is appointed and 
commissioned, unless removed from office. 

Section 77. Such county tax adjusters shall be selected with a view to 
their fitness for the performance of the duties of said office, and their selec- 
tion shall be limited to no profession, occupation or calling, but such county 
tax adjusters shall not hold any other office of profit under this State, or 
any other state, or of the United States, or of any political division of this 
State, or of any other state or of the United States, during their incumben- 
ey of such office. 

Section 78. Such county tax adjusters, before entering upon the duties 
of their office, must each execute in duplicate a bond in the sum of two 
thousand dollars in counties having a population of less than fifty thousand 
inhabitants; and in counties having a population of fifty thousand or more, 
the amount of such bond shall be five thousand dollars. Such bond shall be 
payable to the State of Alabama, with sufficient sureties, to be approved 
by the judge of probate of the county, and conditioned faithfully to dis- 
charge the duties of his office, which are, or may be required by law during 
the time he continues therein, or discharges any of the duties thereof. One 
of such duplicates must be filed and recorded in the office of the judge of 
probate of his county, and the other must be filed in the office of the State 
auditor, before entering upon the discharge of the duties of his office. 

Section 79. Said county tax adjusters, before entering upon their 
duties, in addition to taking the regular oath of office now prescribed by 
the laws of the State of Alabama, shall each take and subscribe to the fol- 
lowing oath: 

“I do solemnly swear that I am a resident of (here give name of coun- 
ty), of the State of Alabama, that I will faithfully and honestly discharge 


> 
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the duties of county tax adjuster, and that I will fix the valuation of all 
property listed for taxation or submitted to me for valuation, at sixty per 
cent of its reasonable cash value, to the best of my judgment and ability, 
so help me God.” 

Such oath may be administered by any officer of the State authorized 
under the laws of the State to administer oaths, and shall be filed and re- 
corded in the office of the State tax commission. 

Section 80. That any vacancy in the office of county tax adjuster by 
death, resignation or removal from office shall be filled in the same manner 
as the original appointment and for the unexpired term only. 

Section 81. That the State tax commission shall have power, with the 
consent of the governor, to remove such county tax adjusters from office 
whenever in the judgment of a majority of the members of said commission 
and the governor, such reioval will best subserve the interests of the State 
of Alabama. 5 

Section 82. That the compensation of such county tax adjusters shall 
be as follows: : 

In counties having an assessment of more than $160,000,000, according 
to the last preceding assessment, four thousand four hundred dollars per 
annum. : 

In counties having an assessment of more than $100,000,000 and not 
more than $160,000,000, according to the last preceding assessment, four 
thousand dollars per annum. 

In counties having an assessment of more than $36,000,000 and not 
more than $100,000,000, according to the last preceding assessment, three 
thousand, six hundred dollars per annum. 

In counties having an assessment of more than $15,000,000 and not 
more than $36,000,000, according to the last preceding assessment, three 
thousand dollars per annum. 

In counties having:an assessment of more than $11,000,000 and not 
more than $15,000,000, according to the last preceding assessment, two 
thousand, four hundred dollars, per annum. 

In counties having an assessment of more than $8,000,000 and not more 
than $11,000,000, according to the last preceding assessment, two thousand, 
one hundred dollars per annum. 

In counties having an assessment of more than $5,000,000 and not more 
than $8,000,000, according to the last preceding assessment, one thousand, 
eight hundred dollars per annum. 

In counties having an assessment of more than $4,500,000 and not more 
than $5,000,000, according to the last preceding assessment, one thousand, 
six hundred dollars per annum. 

In counties having an assessment of $4,500,000 or less, according to the 
last preceding assessment, one thousand, five hundred dollars per annum. 

That said salaries shall be paid monthly, one-half by the State on the 
warrant of the State auditor, and one-half by the county, out of the general 
funds of the county, on the warrant of the court of county commissioners 
or other court of like jurisdiction, and the same shall be a preferred claim 
against the funds of said county. 

Section 83. That immediately after the first Monday in October of 
each year, such county tax adjusters shall each begin the valuation and 
equalization of all taxable property in the county for which he was ap- 
pointed for the assessment of taxes to be levied thereon during the current 
fiscal year. The valuation of all property listed for taxes shall be entered 
by such county tax. adjuster upon the tax lists as returned by the taxpayer, 
or as otherwise listed for taxes. The valuation of all real property as fixed 
by the county tax adjusters upon the tax lists shall be entered by the tax 
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assessor upon the land and lot books of the county, which books shall be 
substantially bound and suitably ruled so that the description of real estate, 
the name of the owner, and the valuation of the real estate and improve~ 
ments, as fixed by the county tax adjuster or board of tax adjusters, or 
otherwise, may be shown thereon, and said book shall be so ruled that they 
will form a record for future reference. The form of such land and lot 
books shall be prescribed by the State tax commission and such commission 
shall, after thirty days’ notice by advertisement once a week for four suc- 
cessive weeks in one daily newspaper published in Birmingham, one pub- 
lished in Montgomery, and one published in Mobile, award a contract to the 
lowest responsible bidder, who shall agree to furnish said books of the 
quality, in the form and within the time stipulated by the State tax com- 
mission, to all counties of the State. The cost of said books shall be paid 
by the respective counties upon the certificate of the State tax commission. 

Section 84. Whenever any assessment of real property shall have been 
made by the county tax adjuster or board of tax adjusters, after personal 
inspection thereof, the value thus fixed shall be and remain the taxable 
value of such property for a period of two years dating from the first day 
of October preceding, and the county tax adjuster or board of tax adjust- 
ers shall not be required to again view, inspect, value and equalize the same 
during such two year period, unless a revaluation and equalization shall be 
made by order and direction of the State tax commission, in which event the 
valuation thus fixed shall be and remain the taxable value of such property 
until the next biennial period of assessment, or unless there shall be a 
change in the value of such real property, or the building, structures, or 
improvements thereon caused either by the destruction of or damage to said 
buildings, or by the erection or construction of new buildings, structures or 
improvements, or by the removal of minerals from said lands, or by the re- 
moval of turpentine from the timber on said lands, or by cutting the timber 
therefrom, in. which event the assessment shall be increased or reduced to 
the extent only of the increase or reduction in the value of such real prop- 
erty by reason of the changes above named. 

Section 85. The county tax adjuster or board of tax adjusters shall 
visit, inspect, examine, equalize and value each piece and parcel of real 
property in the county, and after such inspection and examination thereof 
shall cause to be recorded upon the land and lot books sixty per cent of the 
reasonable cash value of such real property. Where the land is assessed as 
acreage, the valuation shall be fixed for each forty acres or fraction thereof, 
and when real estate has been platted and divided into lots it shall not there- 
after be assessed as acreage, but each lot shall be assessed. The said coun- 
ty tax adjuster or board of tax adjusters shall also, as far as practical, 
view, inspect, value and equalize all taxable property, other than real estate, 
shown by the tax returns and enter thereon sixty per cent of the reasonable 
cash value thereof. Said county tax adjusters or board of tax adjusters 
may issue subpoenas to witnesses and may require the owner, occupant or 
person in possession of such property to give him any information with 
regard to such property, the amount of rents, income and profits therefrom, 
and may require the production for inspection of all fire insurance policies 
on the improvements, if real estate, or on personal property, for the cur- 
rent or preceding year. 

The county tax adjuster or board of tax adjusters are hereby author- 
ized and empowered, by and with the consent of the State tax commission, 
to employ such expert assistants as said county tax adjuster or board of tax 
adjusters may deem necessary for the proper valuation of the property of 
the county. Such expert assistants so employed shall receive such com- 
pensation as shall be agreed upon by the State tax commission, which com- 
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pensation shall be paid out of the appropriation of the State tax commission. 

Section 86. The county tax adjusters or board of tax adjusters shall 
each annually in his or its county fix the value of all taxable property, 
other than real property, as shown by the assessment lists, and such values 
shall be entered thereon by the county tax adjuster or board of tax adjust- 
ers.. The value so fixed and returned to the tax assessor shall be the taxable 
value of the property so valued and equalized by them, provided that in the 
event the value of real and personal property of any taxpayer is increased 
by the county tax adjuster or board of tax adjusters over the assessed value 
thereof for the preceding year, the taxpayer shall be furnished by mail or 
in person with a statement showing separately the value of his personal 
property and his real property, and also that the county tax adjuster or 
board of tax adjusters will sit to hear objections to the valuations and to 
correet errors on the first Monday in June, which notice shall be given on 
or before the last Monday in May. Bui failure té give or receive such no- 
tice shall not invalidate such assessment. The expense of postage incurred 
by the tax assessor in carrying out the provisions of this section shall be 
paid in euqal proportions by the county and the State, upon a certified state- 
ment thereof by the tax assessor, filed with the court of county commis- 
sioners, or other board or court of like jurisdiction and with the auditor of 
the State of Alabama. 

Section 87. It shall be the duty of the county tax adjuster or board of 
tax adjusters to carefully examine and inspect all tax returns and assess- 
ments delivered to them by the county tax assessor, and if he or it finds 
that any taxpayer has neglected to make a return, or has omitted from his 
return any property that should be returned, it shall be his or its duty to 
make up a return upon the proper blank, with a description of the property 
to be assessed, which property he or it shall then proceed to value and 
equalize in the same manner as other property is valued and equalized by 
him or it, and to the value thus placed thereon shall be added a penalty of 
ten per cent for the failure of the owner of such property to properly re- 
turn the same. 

Section 88. When the county tax adjuster or board of tax adjusters 
shall have completed his or its work of valuing and equalizing property 
subject to taxation in his or its county, and such valuation shall have been 
entered on the assessment lists, which shall not be later than the first 
Monday in May, 1920, and the first Monday in May of each year thereafter, 
he or the chairman of such board, shall certify over his signature to the cor- 
rectness of the tax returns, showing the valuations fixed by him or it, and 
shall deliver them to the tax assessor who shall hold them in his office open 
to public inspection. The tax assessor shall then give notice by publication 
once a week for three consecutive weeks in a newspaper published in the 
county, and if no newspaper is published in the county, by posting notices 
in at least three public places in each precinct of the county, that the county 
tax adjuster or board of tax adjusters has returned his or its report and 
that the same is open to inspection, and that the said county tax adjuster 
or board of tax adjusters will sit at the courthouse in the county, beginning 
on the first Monday in June, to correct any errors in the assessments or 
valuations, and it shall be the duty of the county tax adjuster or board of 
tax adjusters to see that such notice is given. 

Section 89. For the purpose of hearing objections, if any, to assess- 
ments or valuations fixed by the county tax adjuster or board of tax adjust- 
ers, the said county tax adjusters or board of tax adjusters shall sit at the 
courthouse in his or its respective county on the first Monday in June in 
each year, from 9 A. M. to 4 P. M., and shall continue for at least one week, 
and as much longer as may be necessary, provided that he or it does not sit 
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beyond the second Monday in July, unless otherwise ordered by the State 
tax commission, and provided further that where there is more than one 
courthouse in the county, the time for such sitting shall as nearly as practi- 
cable be equally divided between the respective courthouses thereof. At 
such sitting the property owner may appear in person, or by agent or at- 
torney, and make his objection to any assessment or valuation theretofore 
made, and may produce evidence in support thereof, and it shall be the duty 
of the county tax adjuster or board of tax adjusters to examine under oath 
any complaining property owner, and to examine any other witnesses un- 
der oath as to the reasonable cash value of the property of such owner, and 
if it is found from the evidence that the valuation theretofore placed was 
not sixty per cent of the reasonable cash value of such property, whether 
more or less, then he or it shall correct the valuation or assessment, so that 
it will show sixty per cent of the reasonable cash value and such corrected 
amount shall constitute the taxable value of such property. But if said 
county tax adjuster or board of tax adjusters shall find from the evidence 
that the valuation placed on the property was sixty per cent of the reason- 
able cash value thereof, then said valuation shall stand as the taxable value 
of said property, unless an appeal is taken therefrom as provided by this act. 

Section 90. When the county tax adjuster or board of tax adjusters 
shall have completed the work of hearing objections against valuations 
fixed on the taxable property, he or it shall enter upon the tax return lists 
his or its corrected valuations, if any changes have been made therein, and 
shall deliver the same to the tax assessor of the county, which changed or 
altered valuations shall be the taxable value of the property or properties, 
unless an appeal is taken, or unless otherwise ordered by the State tax 
commission. 

Section 91. The county tax adjuster or board of tax adjusters, in the 
performance of his or its duties under the provisions of this act, shall have 
the same power and authority heretofore vested in county boards of equali- 
zation. Said county boards of equalization are hereby abolished. 

Section 92. The county tax adjuster or board of tax adjusters shall 
have and exercise exclusive right, each in his or its respective county, to fix 
the taxable value of all property therein not specifically required to be 
assessed otherwise, subject only to the right of appeal, except as otherwise 
provided by this act. 

Section 98. Nothing herein shail be construed to require the county tax 
adjuster or board of tax adjusters to value railroad property, telegraph and 
telephone lines, or any other property required by this act to be assessed 
by the State tax commission. 

Section 94. The failure of the county tax adjuster or board of tax ad- 
justers to perform any of his or its duties at the time prescribed, or to com- 
plete his or its duties within the time specified by this act, shall not invali- 
date any assessment or any act of his or it made or done after the expira- 
tion of such time. The duty of the county tax adjuster or board of tax ad- 
justers to visit, inspect and examine each piece and parcel of real property 
in his or its county is directory and failure to do so shall not invalidate the 
assessments made by him or it. 

Section 95. Whenever under the provisions of this act any notice, sub- 
poena, or writing, is required to be given or served, the same may be served 
by any sheriff in this State, or his deputy, or by any lawful constable, or 
any tax assessor of this State, except as hereinafter provided. 

Section 96. In counties having a population of two hundred thousand 
or more, the valuation for assessment shall be fixed by the board of tax 
adjusters and all questions arising before such board may be decided by a 
majority of such board, and any two of the members of such board shall con- 
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stitute a quorum for the transaction of business. At the time of the ap- 
pointment of the members of such board, one shall be designated by the 
appointing power as chairman of the board and the other two shall be known 
as associate members thereof. 

Section 97. The county tax adjuster or chairman of the board of tax 
adjusters shall either alone or with counsel represent the State and county 
in all cases pending before the court of county commissioners or other court 
of like jurisdiction. 

Section 98. The county tax adjuster or board of tax adjusters shall 
assess the taxes against each auctioneer, as provided by subdivision J, of 
section 5 of this act, and shall return such assessment immediately to the 
tax assessor, who shall enter the same upon his books as in the case of other 
assessment, and such assessor shall immediately make a statement of such 
assessment and deliver the same to the tax collector for collection. Such 
taxes become assessable and payable immediately upon the expiration of 
each such auction sale. 

Section 99. That in cases where objection has been made by any tax- 
payer, his agent or attorney, to the valuation fixed by the county tax ad- 
juster, or board of tax adjusters, on any property assessed against such 
taxpayer, and such valuaticn is overruled by said county tax adjuster or 
board, such taxpayer, his agent or attorney, may take an appeal from the 
action of the county tax adjuster or board of tax adjusters in overruling 
his objection to such valuation to the court of county commissioners or 
board of revenue of such county; unless the tax adjuster shall have noted on 
the assessment list a revised valuation made by him, assented to by the 
taxpayer after the taxpayer has made objection to the original valuation, 
or unless the tax adjuster has noted on the assessment list that the tax- 
payer’s objection is overruled, such taxpayer may appeal from the original 
valuation made by the tax adjuster. 

Section 100. Each member of the court of county commissioners or 
board of revenue before entering upon his duties as such, for hearing ap- 
peals in tax cases, in addition to taking the regular oath of office now pre- 
scribed by the laws of the State of Alabama, shall take and subscribe to the 
following oath: 

“T do solemnly swear that I will faithfully discharge the duties of ad- 
justing tax values in cases appealed to this court and that I will fix the 
valuation of all property listed for taxation and submitted for valuation to 
the court of which I am a member, at sixty per cent of its reasonable cash 
value, to the best of my judgment and ability, so help me God.” 

Section 101. Whenever under the provisions of this act any notice, 
subpoena or writing is required to be given or served for or on account of 
the administration of said court of county commissioners or board of rev- 
enue, the same may be served by any sheriff in this State, or his deputy, or 
by any lawful constable, and compensation to such officer for serving such 
notice, subpoena or writing shall be the same as is now allowed the sheriff 
for summoning witnesses for the circuit court in civil cases, which shall be 
paid by the court of county commissioners, or other court having like juris- 
diction, of the county, in the event the appeal is decided in favor of the con- 
tention of the taxpayer, and in the event the judgment of the court is 
against the contention of the taxpayer, judgment shall be entered in favor 
of the State and county and against such taxpayer for all costs incurred in 
such proceedings, for which execution may issue as in civil cases in the cir- 
cuit court of the State and the property of such taxpayer may be levied 
upon and sold by the sheriff of the county as in such cases. 

Section 102. The style of all cases upon the trial docket and minutes of 
said court of county commissioners or board of revenue shall be: “State of 
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Alabama and county of (here give the name of the county), plaintiff, vs. 
(here give the name of taxpayer appealing), defendant.” 

Section 1038. Whenever the court of county commissioners or board of 
revenue shall have rendered its judgment as to the value of any property 
the county tax adjuster or board of tax adjusters shall enter such valuation 
upon the assessment lists in the same manner as the original assessment 
valuations are entered, and the tax assessor shall make such records of 
same as are required to be made in values fixed by the county tax adjuster 
or board of tax adjusters, and such valuation shall be the assessment value 
of said property under the laws of this State, unless appeal is taken there- 
from to the circuit court of the county. 

Section 104. All appeals from the ruling of the county tax adjuster or 
board of tax adjusters fixing the values for property shall be taken within 
ten days after the date of the final decision of the county tax adjuster or 
board of tax adjusters to the court of county commissioners or board of rev- 
enue. The trial upon such appeal shall be de novo and the court shall ren- 
der a judgment ascertaining and fixing the assessment valuation of said 
property, describing the property involved. All such appeals shall be set 
for trial at the first succeeding term of the court after the appeal is taken; 
provided, however, that no such appeal shall suspend the right of the State 
and counties to collect from the taxpayer taxes due upon his property as 
fixed for assessment for the preceding tax year, and the taxpayer shall, 
when the taxes are due, pay all taxes due at the assessed value for such 
preceding year. In the event the judgment of said court shall be rendered 
after the taxpayer shall have paid taxes based upon the assessed valuation 
for such preceding year, then the court shall render its judgment, determine 
and fix the assessed valuation of said property as aforesaid; and the tax- 
payer shall be adjudged to pay the difference required by such increased 
assessed valuation, and the judgment shall show this fact. Provided, how- 
ever, that if the court trying the same shall find that the value of the prop- 
erty is less than the assessed value upon which such taxpayer has paid taxes 
for the year in question, such fact shall be certified by the clerk of the court 
to the county tax assessor, and the taxpayer shall be entitled to be paid back 
the amount in excess of his taxes actually due, by the tax collector, and the 
tax collector shall have credit therefor as an error in assessment on his set- 
tlement with the State and county authorities. From the judgment of the 
court of county commissioners or board of revenue, as herein provided for, 
either party may appeal to the circuit court of the county within thirty days 
from the rendition of the judgment and trial shall there be had de novo. 

Section 105. The opinion of the majority of the members of said court 
of county commissioners or board of revenue shall govern in the valuation 
and equalization of values of all property before them for determination, in 
the judgment to be rendered. 

Section 106. The presiding judge of the court of county commissioners 
or board of revenue shall be the clerk of said court and may frame and issue 
or cause to be issued any summons, subpoena or other process necessary for 
the proper administration of said court and to carry into effect any lawful 
order or judgment rendered or made by such court. 

Section 107. For the purpose of hearing cases brought before said 
court from the valuation fixed by the county tax adjuster or board of tax 
adjusters, the court of county cemmissioners or other court of like juris- 
diction in every county shall hold regular terms on the fourth Monday in 
July in each and every year and may continue until the cases before it are 
disposed of, and such adjourned and special term, either or both, as may be 
necessary, and may continue in session in each case until the business be- 
fore it is disposed of. 
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Section 108. All such appeals to the circuit court as herein provided 
shall be taken within thirty days after the final decision of the court of 
county commissioners or board of revenue fixing the valuation as provided 
for in this act, and the taxpayer shall give bond with sureties to be approved 
by the clerk of the court to which the appeal is taken and payable to the 
State of Alabama, conditioned to pay all the costs created by the appeal and 
abide and perform whatsoever judgment said court may render in the 
premises. The trial upon such appeal shall be de novo and by and with the 
jury unless a jury trial is waived, and the court shall determine and fix the 
assessed valuation of the property involved. All such appeals shall be pre- 
ferred cases and shall be set for trial at the first succeeding term of court 
after the appeal is taken, unless the court shall be in session at the time the 
appeal is taken, in which event the case shall be set for trial during the 
term then in session; provided, however, that. no such appeal shall suspend 
the right of the State and county to collect from the taxpayer the taxes due 
upon his property at the valuation theretofore fixed for assessment for the 
preceding tax year, and the taxpayer shall, when the taxes are due, pay all 
taxes due at the assessed valuation for such preceding year. If the judg- 
ment of the circuit court shall be rendered after the taxpayer shall have 
paid taxes based upon the assessed valuation for such preceding year, the 
court shall ascertain and determine the amount of taxes so paid, and in the 
event the valuation so fixed by said court shall exceed in amount the val- 
uation of the assessment for the preceding year, then the court shall render 
a judgment fixing said difference, together with the costs of the court, 
and this amount so ascertained and fixed shall be paid by the taxpayer. 

From the judgment of the trial court, either party may appeal to the 
court of appeals, or to the supreme court, as in civil cases, within thirty 
days from the rendition of the judgment. Provided, that if the judgment 
of the court fixes the value of the property at a less amount than the as- 
sessed value on which such taxpayer has paid taxes for the year in question, 
and no appeal is taken, such facts shall be certified by the clerk of the court 
to the tax assessor. and the taxpayer shall be entitled to be paid back the 
amount in excess of his taxes actually due by the tax collector, and the tax 
collector shall have credit therefor as an error in assessment on his settle- 
ment with the State and county authorities. 

Amend said bill by changing the words, “ten per cent of the value to 
be assessed thereon,’ where they occur in sections 55, 57, 58 and 61, to 
read, “ten per cent of the taxes to be assessed thereon.” 

Add section 426, which shall read as follows: 

Section 426. All laws and parts of laws in conflict herewith be and the 
same are hereby repealed. 

Amend subsection 13 of section 336, so that the same shall read as fol- 
lows: “Insurance companies organized under the laws of this State, or any 
other state or country, and paying a license fee or privilege tax upon pre- 
mium receipts for the privilege of transacting business in this State.” 

Amend license schedule 84 by striking out the words, “and other me- 
tallic ammunition.” 

Amend said bill by striking out of section 72 where they occur, after 
the words, “and at the same time levy the amount of special taxes required 
for the county for the current year,” the words, “not to exceed one-fourth of 
one per cent.” 

Amend section 5 by striking out the first portion thereof down to sub- 
division A, and by inserting in lieu thereof the following: 

“Section 5. The subjects of taxation, except as exempted by existing 
laws, shall be as follows:—” 
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Amend schedule 24 of section 361 by striking out the words, “greater 
than a quart,” and inserting in lieu thereof the words, “of a quart or more.” 

Amend section 181 by striking out the word “correct” where the same 
appears therein, and insert in lieu thereof the word “incorrect.” 

Amend by adding section 427 as follows: 

Section 427. That the governor is hereby vested with authority to re- 
move at his pleasure any member of the State tax commission, or any coun- 
ty tax adjuster; that the right of removal may be exercised without regard 
to the term of office or employment. 

Amend section 134 by striking out from the end of the last sentence 
thereof the words, “and shall be a free-holder, and provided further that 
one of said members shall be a man learned in the law.” 

Amend section 224 by striking out the words, “county tax assessor,” 
where they last occur in said section, and insert in lieu thereof the words 
“county tax adjuster or board of tax adjusters.”

MESSAGE FROM THE SENATE. 


Mr. Speaker:

On motion of Mr. Lynne, the House sustained the governor’s 
veto to the bill, H. 534, said governor’s message being as follows: 
In re House Bill No. 534. 


Gentlemen of the House of Representatives: 
I return herewith House bill No. 534 abolishing the county court of 


Coosa county, without my approval. 
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The Legislature of 1915 re-established all the county courts of the State 
that were provided for in article 3, chapter 198 of the Code of Alabama, 
and which had been heretofore abolished, except as to counties having a 
population of 50,000 or more, and I doubt the constitutional power of the 
Legislature to carve one county out of the general county court system and 
abolish it. But, however that may be, I am withholding my approval to 
this mainly on the ground that these county courts are needed as a general 
provision in the State to insure the enforcement of the laws of the State, 
particularly the liquor prohibition laws of the State. I am of the opinion 
that these laws in a great majority of the counties of the State cannot be 
as effectually enforced by the circuit courts as by the local county courts 
which are practically open for business all the time.

ter outlets for drainage, for building levees or embankments and 
installing tide gates or pumping plants for the reclamation of 
overflowed and tidal lands, and prescribing a method for so do- 
ing, and providing for the assessment and collection of the costs 
and expenses: of the same, and issuing and selling bonds there- 
for, and for the care and maintenance of such improvements, 
when constructed. 

Was taken up. The question was upon the adoption of the 
substitute reported by the Standing Committee on Agriculture 
said substitute being as follows: 


A BILL 


Entitled an act to promote the public health, convenience and 
welfare by leveeing, ditching, draining and pumping out the 
water from the wet, swamp and overflowed lands in all counties 
of Alabama having in them incorporated cities which now have 
or which may hereafter have a population of as much as fifty 
thousand and less than one hundred and twenty-five thousand 
people, according to the last Federal census, or any such census 
which may hereafter be taken, and providing for the establish- 
ment of levee or drainage districts for the purpose of enlarging 
or changing any natural water courses, and for digging ditches 
or canals for securing better drainage, or providing better outlets 
for drainage, for building levees or embankments and installing 
tide gates or pumping plants for the reclamation of overflowed 
and tidal lands, and prescribing a method for so doing, and pro- 
viding for the assessment and collection of the costs and ex- 
penses of the same, and issuing and selling bonds therefor, and 
for ne and maintenance of such improvements, when con- 
structed. 
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Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama, that: 

Section 1. In all counties of the State of Alabama having in 
them an incorporated city which now has or which may here- ° 
after have a population of as much as fifty thousand less than 
one hundred and twenty-five thousand people, according to the 
last Federal census, or any such census which may hereafter be 
taken, the court of county commissioners of said counties shall 
have jurisdiction, power and authority to establsih a levee or 
drainage district or districts in said county, and to locate and 
establish levees, drains or canals, and cause to be constructed, 
straightened, Widetied, or deepened, any ditch, drain or water 
course, and to build levees or embankments, and erect tide gates 
and pumping plants, for the purpose of draining and reclaiming 
wet, swamp or overflowed lands, and it is hereby declared that 
the drainage of swamps and the drainage of surface water from 
agricultural lands, and the reclamation of tidal marshes shall be 
considered a public benefit and conducive to public health, con- 
venience, utility and welfare. The jurisdiction herein defined 
and established and the provisions of this act cover all territory 
within the county, whether within or without the corporate lim- 
its of a city. 

Section 2. Whenever a petition signed by a majority of the 
resident land owners in a proposed drainage district of any coun- 
ty in this State having in them an incorporated city which now 
has or which may hereafter have a population of as much as fifty 
thousand and less than one hundred and twenty-five thousand 
people, according to the last Federal census, or any such census 
which may hereafter be taken, or by the owners of more than 
one-half in acreage of all the lands which will be affected by or 
assessed for the existence of the proposed improvements, or by 
a majority of the qualified voters of such districts, or an order 
of the board of health of the county in which the land is situated, 
shall be filed in the said court of any county in which said lands 
are located, setting forth that any body or district of land in the 
county, described in such way as to convey an intelligent idea as 
to the location of such land, is subject to overflow by fresh or 
tidal waters, or too wet for cultivation, and the public benefit or 
utility or the public health, convenience or welfare will be pro- 
moted by draining, ditching or leveeing the same, or by changing 
or improving the natural water courses, and setting forth there- 
in, as far as practicable, the starting point, route and terminus 
and lateral branches, if necessary, of the proposed improvements, 
and there is filed therewith a bond for the amount of fifty dollars 
per mile for each mile of the ditch or proposed improvement, or 
such additional amount as the board of county commissioners 
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may require, signed by two or more sureties or by some lawful 
authorized surety company, to be approved by the said court and 
conditioned for payment of all costs and expenses incurred in the 
proceedings in case the court does not grant the prayer of said 
petition, the said court shall issue a summons to be served at 
least ten days before the return day on all the defendant land 
owners who have not joined in the petition, and whose lands are 
included in the proposed drainage district. Upon the return day 
the said court shall appoint a disinterested and competent civil 
and drainage engineer to examine the lands described in the peti- 
tion, and make a preliminary report thereon. The compensation 
for the services of such engineer and his necessary assistants is 
to be fixed as herein provided. ‘The summons may be served by 
publication once a week for three consecutive weeks in some 
newspaper published in that county or if not in that county, in 
the county nearest to it in which a newspaper is published, as to 
any defendants who cannot be personally served as provided by 
law. 

If at the time of the filing of the petition, or at any time sub- 
sequent thereto, it shall be made to appear to the court by affida- 
vit that the owner or owners of the whole or any share of any 
tract or tracts of land are unknown, and their names cannot after 
due diligence be ascertained by the petitioners, the court shall 
order a notice in the nature of a summons to be given to all such 
persons by a publication once a week for three successive weeks, 
of the petition, or of the substance thereof, and describing gen- 
erally the tract or tracts of lands as to which the owner or own- 
ers unknown, with the order of the court thereon, in some news- 
paper published in the county wherein the land is located, or in 
some other county if no newspaper shall be published in the first- 
named county, which newspaper or newspapers shall be desig- 
nated in the order of the court, and a copy of such publication 
shall also be posted for a period of three weeks in at least three 
conspicuous places within the boundaries of the proposed district, 
and at the courthouse door of the county. After the time of pub- 
lication shall have expired, if no person claiming and asserting 
title to the tract or tracts of land and entitled to notice shall ap- 
pear, the court in its discretion may appoint some disinterested 
person, to represent the unknown owner or owners of said lands, 
and hereupon, the court shall assume jurisdiction of the said 
tract or tracts of land and shall adjudicate as to the said lands to 
the same extent as if the true owners were present and repre- 
sented, and shall proceed against the land itself. If at any time 
during the pendency of the drainage proceeding the true owner 
or owners of the lands shall appear in person, they may be made 
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parties defendant of their own motion, and without the necessity 
of personal service and shall thereafter be considered as parties 
to the proceeding, but they shall have no right to except to or 
appeal from any order or judgment theretofore rendered as to 
which the time for filing exceptions or appealing shall have ex- 
pired. 

Section 3. The said engineer shall proceed forthwith to ex- 
amine the land described in said petition, and other land if neces- 
sary to locate properly such improvement or improvements as 
are petitioned for, along the route described in the petition, or 
any other route answeriny thé same purpose if found more prac- 
ticable or feasible, and may name surveys such as may be neces- 
sary to determine the boundaries and elevation of the several 
parts of the district and shall make and return to the said court 
within such time as may be fixed or agreed to by the court, a 

written report, which shall set forth: 
1. Whether the proposed drainage is practicable or not. 

2. Whether it will benefit the public health or any public 
highway or be conducive to the general welfare of the commu- 
nity. 

8. Whether the improvement proposed will benefit the lands 
sought to be benefited. 

4, Whether or not all the lands that are benefited are includ- 
ed in the proposed drainage district. 

He shall also file with this report a map of the proposed drain- 
age district, showing the location of the ditch or ditches or other 
improvements to be constructed and the lands that will be af- 
fected thereby, and such other information as he may have col- 
lected that will tend to show the correctness of his findings. 

Section 4. The said court shall consider this report. If the 
engineer reports that the drainage district is not practicable or 
that it will not benefit the public health or any public highway or 
be conducive to the general welfare of the community, and the 
court shall approve such findings, the petition shall be dismissed 
at the cost of the petitioners. Such petition or proceeding may 
again be instituted by the same or additional landowners at any 
time after six months, upon proper allegations that conditions 
have changed or that material facts were omitted or overlooked. 
If the said engineer reports that the drainage is practicable and 
that it will benefit the public health or any public highway or be 
conducive to the general welfare of the community, and the court 
shall so find, then the court shall fix a day when the report will be 
further heard and considered. 

Section 5. If the petition is entertained by the court, notice 
shall be given by publication for two consecutive weeks in some 
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newspaper of general circulation within the county, if one shall 
be published in such county, and also by posting a written or 
printed notice at the door of the courthouse and at five conspic- 
uous places within the drainage district that on the date set, 
naming the day, the court will consider and pass upon the report 
of the engineer. At least fifteen days shall intervene between 
the date of the publication and the posting of the notices and the 
date set for the hearing. 

Section 6. At the date appointed for the hearing the court 
shall hear and determine any objections that may be offered to 
the report of the engineer. If it appears that there is any land 
within the proposed levee or drainage district that will not be 
affected by the leveeing or drainage thereof, such lands shall be 
excluded and the names of the owners withdrawn from such pro- 
ceeding ; and if it shall be shown that there is any land not within 
the proposed district that will be affected by the construction of 
the proposed levee or drain, the boundary of the district shall be 
so changed as to include such land, and such additional landown- 
ers shall be made parties plaintiff or defendant, respectively, and 
summons shall issue accordingly, as hereinbefore provided. After 
such change in the boundary is made, the sufficiency of the peti- 
tion shall be verified to determine whether or not it conforms to 
the requirements of the statute as provided in section two. Any 
person whose lands are affected, may, at this stage of the pro- 
ceedings, sign the petition so as to render same sufficient. The 
efficiency of the drainage or levees may also be determined, and 
if it appears that the location of any levee or drain can be chang- 
ed so as to make it more effective, or that other branches or 
spurs can be constructed, or that any branch or spur projected 
may be eliminated or other changes made that will tend to in- 
crease the benefits of the proposed work, such modifications and 
changes shall be made at the direction of the court. The engineer 
and his assistants may attend this meeting and give any infor- 
mation or evidence that may be sought to verify and substan- 
tiate his report. If necessary, the petition, as amended, shall be 
referred by the court to the said engineer for further report. 
The above facts having been determined to the satisfaction of 
the court, and the boundaries of the proposed district so deter- 
mined, it shall declare the establishment of the drainage or levee 
district, which shall be designated by a name or number, for the 
object and purpose as herein set forth, and which district shall 
be a political subdivision of the county in which said district is 
located. 

If any lands shall be excluded from said district because of 
the court having found that such lands will not be affected or 
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benefited, and the names of the owners of such lands have been 
withdrawn from such proceedings, but such lands are so situated 
as necessarily to be located within the outer boundaries of such 
district, such fact shall not prevent the establishment of the 
district and said lands shall not be assessed for any drainage 
tax; but this shall not prevent the district from acquiring a right 
of way across such lands for constructing a canal or ditch or for 
any other necessary purpose authorized by law. 

Section 7. If it shall be necessary to acquire a right of way 
or an outlet over and through lands not affected by the drainage, 
then and in such eveiit the power of eminent domain is hereby 
conferred, and the same may be condemned, and such damages 
as may be awarded as compensation shall be paid by the court of 
county commissioners out of the first funds which shall be avail- 
able from the proceeds of sale of bonds or otherwise. 

Section 8. Any person owning lands within the drainage or 
levee district which he thinks will not be benefited by the im- 
provement and should not be included in the district may appeal 
from the decision of the court to the circuit court or other court 
of like jurisdiction of such county, in term-time, by filing an 
appeal, accompanied by a bond, conditioned for the payment if 
the costs if the appeal should be decided against him, signed by 
two or more solvent sureties, or in some approved surety com-— 
pany, to be approved by the clerk of said court. 

Section 9. After the district is established the court of coun- . 
ty commissioners shall refer the report of the engineer back to 
him, to make a complete survey, plans and specifications for the 
drainage or levees or other improvements, and fix a time when 
said engineer shall complete and file his report. 

Section 10.. The engineer shall have power to employ such 
assistants as may be necessary to make a complete survey of the 
drainage district, and shall enter upon the ground and make a 
survey of the main drain or drains and all its laterals. The line 
of each ditch, drain or levee, shall be plainly and substantially 
marked on the ground. The course and distance of each ditch 
shall be carefully noted and sufficient notes made, so that it may 
be accurately platted and mapped. A line of levels shall be run 
for the entire work and sufficient data secured from which accu- 
rate profiles and plans may be made and their elevation recorded 
in the field books. If it is deemed expedient by the engineer, 
other levels may be run to determine the fall from one part of 
the district to another, if an old water course, ditch or channel is 
being widened, deepened or straightened it shall be accurately 
cross-sectioned, so as to compute the amount of cubic yards 
saved by the use of such old channel. A drainage map of the 
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district shall then be completed, showing the location of the ditch 
or ditches and other improvements and the boundary, as closely 
as may be determined by the records of the lands owned by each 
individuad land-owner within the district. The location of any 
railroads or public highways and the boundary of any incorpora- 
ted towns or villages within the district shall be shown on the 
map. There shall also be prepared to accompany this map a 
profile of each levee, drain or water course, showing the surface 
of the ground, the bottom or grade of the proposed improvement 
and the number of cubic yards of excavation or fill in each mile 
or fraction thereof, and the total cubic yards in the proposed 
improvement and the estimated cost thereof, and plans and spec- 
ifications, and cost of any other work required to be done, and 
such other work as said engineer. may think necessary, subject 
to the approval of the board of county commissioners. 

Section 11. It shall be the further duty of the engineer to 
assess the damages claimed by anyone that is justly right and 
due to them for land taken or for inconveniences imposed be- 
cause of the construction of the improvement, or for any other 
legal damages sustained. Such damage will be considered sep- 
arate and apart from any benefit the land would receive because 
of the proposed work, and shall be paid by the court of county 
commissioners when funds of said drainage district shall come 
into their hands. 

Section 12. It shall be the further duty of the engineer to 
personally examine the land in the district and classify it with 
reference to the benefit it will receive from the construction of 
the levee, drain or water course or other improvement. In the 
case of drainage, the degree of wetness of the land, its proximity 
to a ditch or a natural outlet and the fertility of the soil shall be 
considered in determining the amount of benefit it will receive by 
the construction of the ditch. In making the said assessment 
the lands receiving the greatest benefit shall be marked on a 
scale of 100 and those benefited in a less degree shall be marked 
with such percentage of 100 as the benefit received bears in pro- 
portion thereto. The classification, when finally established shall 
remain as.a basis for all future assessments connected with the 
objects of said levee and drainage district unless the commis- 
sioners for good cause shall authorize a revision thereof. If the 
first assessment made by the engineer is insufficient to pay the 
cost of construction, additional assessments may be made in the 
same ratio as the first, and they. shall make additional assess- 
ments in like manner for repairing said improvements when 
needed. The holdings of any one land owner need not necessarily 
be all in one grade, but the number of acres in each grade shall 
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be ascertained, though its boundary need not be marked on the 
ground or shown on the map. The total number of acres owned 
by one person in each grade and the total number of acres bene- 
fited shall be determined. The total number of acres in each 
grade in the entire district shall be ascertained and presented in 
tabular form. The scale of assessment upon the several grades 
of land returned by the engineer shall be in the same ratio. This 
shall form the basis of the assessment of benefits to the lands 
for drainage purposes. 

Section 18. The engineer shall keen an aceurate aceount and 
report to the court the name and number of days each person 
was employed on the survey and the kind of work he was doing 
and any expenses that may have been incurred in going to and 
from the work, and the cost of any supplies or material that may 
have been used i in making the survey. 

Section 14. In case the work is delayed by high water, sick- 
ness or any other good cause, and the report is not completed at 
the time fixed by the court, the engineer shall appear before the 
court and state in writing the cause of such failure and ask for 
sufficient time in which to complete the work, and the court shall 
set another date by which the report shall be completed and 
fixed. , 

Section 15. When the final report is completed and filed it 
shall be examined by the court, and if it is found to be in due 
form and in accordance with the law it shall be accepted, and if | 
not in due form it may be referred back to the engineer, with 
instructions to secure further information, to be reported at a 
subsequent date to be fixed by the court. When a report is 
fully completed and accepted by the court a date not less than 
twenty days thereafter shall be fixed. by the court for the final 
hearing upon the report, and notice thereof shall be given by pub- 
lication in a newspaper of general circulation in the county and 
by posting a written or printed notice on the door of a courthouse 
and at five conspicuous places throughout the district, such pub- 
lication to be made for at least two weeks before the final hear- 
ing. During this time a copy of the report shall be on file in the 

‘office of the said court and shall be open to the inspection of any 
landowner or other person interested within the district. 

Section 16. At the date set for hearing any landowner may 
appear in person or by counsel and file his objection in writing 
to the report of said enigneer; and it shall be the duty of the 
court to carefully review the report of the engineer and the ob- 
jections filed thereto, and make such changes as are necessary 
to render substantial and equal justice to all the landowners in 
the district. If, in the opinion of the court the cost of construc- 
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tion, together with the amount of damages assessed, is not 
greater than the benefits that will accrue to the land affected, 
the court shall confirm the report of the engineer. If, however, 
the court finds that the cost of construction together with the 
damages assessed, is greater than the resulting benefit that will 
accrue to the lands affected, the court shall dismiss the proceed- 
ings at the cost of the petitioners, and the sureties upon the bond 
so filed by them shall be liable for such costs. 

Section 17. Any party aggrieved, may, within ten days after 
the confirmation of the engineer’s report appeal to the circuit 
court or other court of like jurisdiction, upon giving bond to se- 
cure the costs of appeal, approved by the clerk of said court. 

Such appeal shall be based and heard only upon the excep- 
tions theretofore filed by the complaining party, whether as to 
issue of law or fact, and no additional exceptions shall be consid- 
ered by the court upon the hearing of the appeal. ; 

Section 18. The court of county commissioners shall provide 
a suitable book, to be known as the “Drainage Record,” in which 
it shall have transcribed every petition, motion, order, report, 
judgment or finding of the court in every drainage transaction 
that may come before it, in such a manner as to make a com- 
plete and continuous record of the case, copies of all the maps 
and profiles are to be furnished by the engineer and marked by 
the court, ‘‘Official Copies,’ which shall be kept on file in the 
office of the court, and one other copy shall be pasted or other- 
wise attached to its record book. 

Section 19. The court of county commissioners or its em- 
ployees or agents, including contractors and their employees, and 
the engineer and his assistants, may enter upon the lands within 
or without the district in order to make surveys and examina- 
tions to accomplish the necessary preliminary purposes of the 
district, or to have access to the work, being liable, however, for 
actual damages done. Any person or corporation attempting to 
prevent such entrance shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, pun- 
ishable by fine not exceeding fifty ($50) dollars in the discretion 
of the court. 

Section 20. Whenever the engineer shall make a survey for 
the purpose of locating a public levee or drainage district or 
changing a natural water course, and the same would cross the 
right of way of any railroad company, it shall be the duty of the 
engineer in charge of the work to notify the railroad company 
by serving written notice upon the agent of such company or its 
lessee or receiver, that he will meet the company at the place 
where the proposed ditch, drain or water course crosses the right 
of way of such company, said notice fixing the time of such meet- 
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ing, which shall not be less than ten days after the service of the 
same, for the purpose of conferring with said railroad company 
with relation to the place where and the manner in which such 
improvement shall cross such right of way. When the time 
fixed for such conference shall have arrived, unless for good 
cause more time is agreed upon, it shall be the duty of the en- 
gineer in charge and the railroad company to agree, if possible, 
upon the place where and the manner and method in which such 
improvement shall cross such right of way. If the engineer in 
charge and the railroad company cannot agree, or if the railroad 
company ghall fail, neglect or refuse to confer with the engineer, 
he shall determine the place and manner of crossing the right. of 
way of said railroad company, and shall specify the number and 
size of openings required, levees to be built, and the damages, if 
any, to said railroad company and so specify in his report. The 
railroad company shall, at the point of intersection, make its 
grade conform to the top of any levee intersecting its track. The 
engineer shall also assess the benefits that will. accrue to the 
right of way, roadbed and other property of said company by 
affording better drainage or a better outlet for drainage, but no 
benefit shall be assessed because of the increase in business that 
may come to said road because of the construction of the im- 
provement.. The benefits shall be assessed at a fixed sum, deter- 
mined solely by the physical benefit that its property will receive 
by the construction of said improvement, and it shall be reported 
by the engineer as a special assessment, due personally from the 
railroad company as a special assessment; it may be collected in 
the manner of an ordinary debt in any court having jurisdiction; 
provided that the said assessment shall be of no effect, if an elec- 
tion for the issuance of bonds is held as hereinafter set out, and 
at said election a majority of the qualified voters of said drain- 
age district voting at the election do not vote “For Bond Issue.” 
The said court shall have notice served upon the railroad 
company of the time and place of the meeting to hear and deter- 
mine the final report of the engineer and the said railroad com- 
pany shall have the right to file objections to said report and to 
appeal from the findings of the said court in the same manner 
as any landowner. But such an appeal shall not delay or defeat 
the construction of the improvement. 
Section 21. After the classification of lands and the ratio of 
assessments of the different grades to be made thereon has been 
confirmed by the court, the said court shall ascertain the total 
estimated cost of the improvement, including damages awarded 
to be paid to owners of land, all costs and incidental expenses, 
and also including an amount sufficient to pay the estimated 
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necessary expenses of operating and maintaining the improve- 
ment for a period of four years after the completion of the work 
of construction, and also for the payments of interest on the 
bond issue hereinafter provided for for four years, and, there- 
upon, the said court shall certify the said total estimated cost, 
ascertained as aforesaid, and the said certificate shall be forth- 
with recorded in the drainage record and open to inspection of 
any landowner in the district. 

Section 22. The court of county commissioners shall imme- 
diately prepare in duplicate, the assessment rolls, or drainage 
tax lists, giving thereon the names of the owners of land in the 
district, so far as can be ascertained from the public records, a 
brief description of the several tracts of land assessed and the 
amount of the assessment against each tract of land. The first 
of these assessment rolls shall provide assessments sufficient 
for the payment of interest on the bond issue to accrue the 
fourth year after their issue and the installment of principal to 
fall due at the expiration of the fourth year after the date of 
issue, together with such amounts as shall have to be paid for 
collection and handling of the same. The second assessment roll 
shall make like provisions for the fifth year; the third for the 
sixth year; the fourth for the seventh year; the fifth for the 
eighth year; the sixth for the ninth year; the seventh for the 
tenth year; the eighth for the eleventh year; the ninth for the 
twelfth year; the tenth for the thirteenth year, and so on till the 
end of the bond issue period. Each of said assessment rolls 
shall specify the time when collectible and be numbered in their 
order, and the amounts assessed against the several tracts of 
land shall be according to the benefit received, as shown by the 
classification and ratio of assessments made as hereinbefore pro- 
vided. These assessment rolls shall be signed by the said court. 
One copy of each of the said assessment rolls shall be filed with 
the drainage record and one copy shall be delivered to the county 
tax collector after the said court has attended thereto an order 
directing the collection of said assessments, and the said assess- 
ments shall thereupon have the force and effect of a judgment 
as in the case of State and county taxes. These assessments . 
shall constitute a first and paramount lien, second only to State 
and county taxes upon the lands assessed for the payment of 
said bonds and interest thereon as they may become due, and 
shall be collected in the same manner by the same officers as the 
State and county taxes are collected. The said assessments 
shall be due and payable on the first day of October each year, 
and if the same shall not be paid in full by the 31st day of De- 
cember following, it shall be the duty of the tax collector to sell 
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the land or lands so delinquent. The sale of lands for the failure 
to pay such assessments shall be made at the same time and in 
the same manner as State and county tax sales are made, and in 
all other respects the law as to the collection of State and county 
taxes shall have application to the collection of drainage assess- 
ments under this act, and where the State is authorized to bid at 
State and county tax sales, the county is hereby authorized to bid 
at sales of land for the failure to pay such drainage assessments, 
and where any power or duty is vested in the State auditor with 
regard to iands suid at State and county tax sales, either alone 
or with the approval of the governor, the said power and duty 
as to the lands for the failure to pay such drainage assessments 
shall be vested solely in the judge of probate. The sale of any 
land for failure to pay any assessment shall not release the said 
land from its liability for all assessments thereafter due; and 
the purchaser at said sale and his assigns, shall have all rights, 
powers and privileges that are now or hereafter conferred by law 
upon purchasers at State and county tax sales. It shall be the 
duty of the tax collector to pay over to the county treasurer 
promptly the monies so collected by him upon said tax assess- 
ments, to the end that the said treasurer may have funds in 
hand to meet the payments of principal and interest due upon 
the outstanding bonds as they mature. It shall be the duty of 
the county treasurer and without any previous order from the 
said court, to provide and pay the installments of interest at the 
time and place as evidenced by the coupons attached to said 
bonds, and also to pay the annual installments of the principal 
due on said bonds at the time and place as evidenced by the said 
bonds, and the said county. treasurer shall be guilty of a misde- 
meanor and subject upon conviction to a fine and imprisonment, 
in the discretion of the court, if he shall willfully fail to make 
prompt payments of the said interest and principal upon said 
bond and shall likewise be liable in a civil action for all damages 
which may accrue either to the court of county commissioners 
or the holder of said bonds, to either or both of which a right of 
action is hereby given. Provided that the provisions of this sec- 
tion shall be of no effect if an election for the issuance of bonds 
is held as hereafter set out, and at said election a majority of the 
qualified voters of said drainage district voting at the election 
do not vote “For bond issue.” 

Section 23. If the total estimated cost of the improvement 
does not exceed an average of one dollar per acre on all the lands 
in the district, the court of county commissioners shall forthwith 
assess the lands in the district therefor, in accordance with their 
classifications and said assessments shall be collected in one in- 
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tallment by the same officer and in the same manner as State 
and county taxes are collected, and payable at the same time. 
Section 24. In case the total estimated cost exceeds an aver- 
age of one dollar per acre on all the land in the district, the court 
of county commissioners shall order an election to be held in said 
drainage dsitrict for deciding whether or not the bonds of the 
said district shall be issued for an amount equal to the total esti- 
mated cost of the improvements as above set out, plus an amount 
sufficient to pay interest on the bonds for four years following 
date of issue. Notice of such election shall be given for thirty 
days by publication in a newspaper published in the county in 
which the election is to be held, once a week for three successive 
weeks, which notice shall state the purpose for which the elec- 
tion is to be held, the amount of the proposed bond issue, the 
rate of interest that they are to bear, and the time when pay- 
able. The qualified voters of said drainage district shall be enti- 
tled to vote in said election, and the said election shall be conduct- 
ed in the manner now provided by law for the conduct of elec- 
_ tions for deciding whether or not bonds of the drainage district 
shall be issued. These bonds shall be issued in the name of the 
drainage district, wherein the land drained or leveed is situated, 
which name shall be designated by the court of county commis- 
sioners, and shall bear not to exceed seven per cent interest per 
annum, payable semi-annually and shall be paid in equal install- 
ments, not to exceed forty. The first installment of principal 
shall mature at the expiration of four years from the date of 
issue and one installment for each succeeding year, during 
life of said issue. If at said election a majority of the qualified 
voters of said drainage district voting at the election vote “For 
bond issue” the court of county commissioners shall issue bonds 
of such drainage district in the amount and for the purpose men- 
tioned in the notice of election. The court of county commis- 
sioners may sell these bonds at not less than par and accrued 
interest and devote the proceeds to the payment for the work, 
as it progresses and to the payment of the interest on said bonds 
and the maintenance of the project, for the four years next fol- 
lowing the date of issue and to the payment of the other expenses 
of the district provided for in this act. The proceeds from such 
bonds shall be for the exclusive use of the levee or drainage dis- 
trict specified on their face, and shall be numbered by the court 
of county commissioners and recorded in the drainage record, 
which record shall set out specifically the lands embraced in the 
district. The bonds and coupons issued under and by authority 
of this act shall be exempt from all State, county or municipal 
taxation or assessment, direct or indirect, general or special, 
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whether imposed for purposes of general revenue or otherwise, 
and the interest thereon shall not be subject to taxation as for 
income, nor shall said bonds and coupons be subject to taxation 
when constituting a part of the surplus of any bank, trust com- 
pany, or other corporation, but when constituting a part of such 
surplus, shall be deducted from the total assets, in order to as- 
certain the taxable value of such shares. 

Section 25. In the event the total estimated Goat of the im- 
provement does not exceed an average of one dollar per acre on 
all the land in the district, or in the event the total estimated 
cost exceeds an average of one dollar per acre on all the land in 
the district and at the election for the issuance of bonds held as 
above set out, a majority of the qualified voters of said drainage 
district vote “For bond issue,” the work of construction of said 
improvement shall proceed in the manner following. 

Section 26. The court of county commissioners shall appoint 
a competent person as superintendent of construction. Such 
person shall furnish a bond, to be approved by the said court in 
the penal sum of ten thousand dollars conditioned upon the hon- 
est and faithful performance of his duties, such bond to be in 
favor of the said court. No person shall be eligible to appoint- 
ment to said position of superintendent of construction who is 
not a civil engineer of experience, good reputation and standing. 

Section 27. The said court shall cause to be given for three 
consecutive weeks in some newspaper published in the county 
wherein such improvement is located if such there be and such 
additional publication elsewhere, as they may deem expedient, of 
the time and place of letting the work of construction of said 
improvement, and in such notice the court shall specify the ap- 
proximate amount of work to be done and the time fixed for the 
completion thereof; and on the date appointed for letting the 
court shall convene and let to the lowest responsible bidder, 
whether as a whole or in sections, as they may deem most ad- 
vantageous for the district, the proposed work. No bid shall be 
entertained that exceeds the estimated cost, except for good and 
satisfactory reason it shall be shown that the original estimate 
was erroneous. The court shall have the right to reject any and 
all bids and advertise the work again, if in its judgment the in- 
terest of the district will be subserved by doing so. The success- 
ful bidder shall be required to enter into a contract with the said 
court and to execute a bond with some bonding company author- 
ized by law to do business in the State, for the faithful perform- 
ance of such contract in favor of the said court, for the use and 
benefit of the levee or drainage district, in an ‘amount equal to 
fifty per centum of the contract price of the work awarded to 
him. 
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The contract shall be based upon the plans and specifications 
submitted by the engineer in his final report as confirmed by the 
court, the original of which shall remain on file in the office of 
said court and shall be open to the inspection of all prospective 
bidders. All bids shall be sealed and shall not be opened except 
under the authority of the said court and on the day there ap- 
- pointed for opening the bids. 

Section 28. The superintendent in charge of construction 
shall make monthly estimate of the amount of work done, and 
furnish one copy to the contractor and file the other with the 
said court, and the said court shall, if satisfied as to the correct- 
ness of said estimate, issue a warrant in favor of such contractor 
for ninety per centum of the work done, according to the specifi- 
cations and contract; and upon the presentation of such warrant 
to the treasurer of said county, he shall pay the amount due 
thereon, when there is sufficient drainage fund in his hands. 
When the work is fully completed and accepted by the superin- 
tendent he shall make an estimate for the whole amount due, in- 
cluding the amounts withheld on the previous monthly estimates, 
which shall be paid from the drainage fund as before provided. 

Section 29. If any contractor to whom said work shall have 
been let shall fail to perform the same, according to the terms 
specified in his contract, action may be had in behalf of the 
court of county commissioners against such contractor and his 
bond in the circuit court or other court of like jurisdiction in 
said county, for damages sustained by the levee or drainage dis- 
trict, and recovery had against such contractor and his sureties 
for the use and benefit of said district. In such event the work 
shall be advertised and relet in the same manner as the original 
letting. 

Section 30. In the construction of the work the contractor 
shall have the right to enter upon the lands necessary for this 
purpose and the right to remove private or public bridges or 
fences and to cross private lands in going to or from work when 
necessary so to do, subject to the supervision and reasonable 
control of the superintendent of construction. . 

Section 81. Where any public ditch, drain or water course 
established under the provisions of this act crosses a public 
highway the actual cost of constructing the same cross the high- 
way ‘or removing old bridges or building new ones shall be paid 
for from the fund of the drainage district. 

When it shall become necessary to repair any bridge or con- 
struct a new bridge across a highway by reason of enlarging 
any water course or of excavating any canal intersecting such 
highway, the said bridge shall thereafter be maintained by and

at the expense of such county or by such other official board or 
authority as by law shall be required to maintain highway so 
intersected. 

Section 32. After the contract is let and the actual construc- 
tion is commenced the superintendent in charge of construction 
shall notify the railroad company of the probable time at which 
the contractor will be ready to enter upon the right of way of 
said road and construct the work thereon. It shall be the duty 
of said railroad company to send a representative to view the 
ground with the sunerintendent of construtcion and arrange the 
exact time at which such work can be most convenientiy doue. 
At the time agreed upon said railroad company shall remove its 
rails, ties, stringers and such other obstructions as may be neces- 
sary to permit the work to be done. The work shall also be 
planned and conducted as to interfere in the least possible man- 
ner with the business of the said railroad. If the superintendent 
of construction and the railroad company shall not be able to 
agree as to the exact time at which such work can be done, in- 
cluding the time of beginning and the time to be consumed in 
such work, either party may give written notice thereof to the 
president of the railroad commission of the State, or other body 
exercising control over railroads in the State, and thereupon the 
said commission shall cause an investigation to be made and 
after hearing both parties, shall fix the time of beginning such 
work and the time to be consumed in such work of construction, 
and the final determination of the railroad commission, or other 
body exercising control over railroads in the State, thereon shall 
be binding upon the superintendent of construction representing 
the district and the railroad company and the work shall be done 
in such time as may be fixed by the said railroad commission, or 
other body exercising control over railroads in the State, in case 
the railroad company refuses and fails to remove its track so as 
to permit the work on its right of way to be done it shall be held 
as delaying the construction of the improvement, and such com- 
pany shall be liable to such penalty as may be fixed by the board 
of county commissioners, per day for each day of delay, to be 
collected by the court of county commissioners for the benefit of 
the drainage district as in the case of other penalties. Such a 
fine may be collected in any court having jurisdiction and shall 
inure to the benefit of the drainage district. Within thirty days 
after the work is completed an itemized bill for the actual ex- 
penses incurred by the railroad company for opening its tracks 
shall be made and presented to the superintendent of construc- 
tion of the drainage improvement. The superintendent of con- 
struction shall audit this bill and if found correct, approve the 
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same and file it with the court of county commissioners. The 
said court shall deduct from this bill the cost of the excavation 
done by the dredge on the right of way on the said railroad com- 
pany at the contract price, and pay the difference, if any, to said 
railroad company. 

Section 33. Whenever any improvement constructed under 
this act.is completed it shall be under the control and supervi- 
sion of the court of county commissioners. It shall be the duty 
of the said court to keep the levee, ditch, drain, water course, 
pumping station, or any other improvements in good repair and 
to operate same, and for this purpose it may levy an assessment 
annually after four years from date at which construction is 
completed, of the lands benefited by the construction of such 
improvement in the same manner and in the same proportion as 
the original assessments were made, and the fund that is collect- 
ed shall be used for repairing and maintaining the ditch, drain, 
water course, or other improvement in perfect order, and to op- 
erate pumping station if such there be; provided, however, that 
if any repairs are made necessary by the act or negligence of the 
owner of any land through which such improvement is con- 
structed or by the act or negligence of his agent or employee, or 
if the same is caused by the cattle, hogs or other stock of said 
owner, employee or agent, then the cost thereof shall be assessed 
and levied against the lands of said owner alone, to be collected 
by proper suit by the said court. It shall be unlawful for any 
person to injure, or damage or obstruct any improvements con- 
structed under the provisions in this act or to build any bridge, 
fence or flood gate across any ditch, levee, drain or water course 
or any other improvements constructed under the provisions of 
this act without securing a prior written consent of the said 
court, and any person causing any damage, injury or obstruc- 
tion or building any bridge, fence or flood gate without the con- 
sent of the court of county commissioners shall be deemed guilty 
of a misdemeanor and upon conviction thereof may be fined not 
less than fifty dollars and not more than one thousand dollars, 
in the discretion of the court. 

Section 34. The owner of any land that has been assessed 
for the cost of the construction of any ditch, drain, water course 
or other improvement as herein provided, shall have the right to 
use the ditch, drain, water course, or other improvement as an 
outlet for lateral drains from said lands; and if said land is sep- 
arated from the ditch, drain, water course or other improvement 
by the land of another or others, and the owner thereof shall be 
unable to agree with the said other or others as to the terms and 
conditions on which he may enter their lands and construct said 
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drain or ditch, he may file his ancillary petition in such pending 
proceeding to ‘the court, and the procedure shall be as now pro- 
vided by law. When the ditch is constructed it shall become a 
part of the drainage system and shall be under the control of the 
court of county commissioners and be kept in repair by them as 
herein provided. 

Section 35. Where the court has confirmed an assessment 
for the construction of any public levee, ditch or drain and such 
assessment has been modified by a court of superior jurisdiction, 
but for some unforeseen cause it cannot be collected, the court 
of county commissioners shall have power to change or modify 
the assessment as originally confirmed, to couform te the iudg- 
ment of the said court of superior jurisdiction and to cover any 
deficit that may have been caused by the order of said court or 
unforeseen occurrence. The said re-levy shall be made for the 
additional sum required, in the same ratio on the lands benefited 
as the original assessment was made. 

Section 36. The engineer, superintendent of construction 
and any other persons appointed under the provisions of this act 
shall receive such reasonable compensation as shall be fixed and 
determined by the court of county commissioners. All other fees 
and costs incurred under the provisions of this act shall be the 
same as provided by law for like services in other cases. Said 
costs and expenses shall be paid, by the order of the court, out of 
the drainage fund provided for that purpose, and the court of 
county commissioners shall issue warrants therefor when funds 
shall be in the hands of the treasurer. 

Section 37. The provisions of this act shall be liberally con- 
strued to promote the leveeing, ditching, draining and reclama- 
tion of wet and overflowed lands. The collection of the assess- 
ment shall not be defeated, where the proper notices have been 
given, by reason of any defeat in the proceedings occurring prior 
to the order of the court confirming the final report of the en- 
gineer ; but such order or orders shall be conclusive and final that 
all prior proceedings were regular and according to law, unless 
they were appealed from. If on appeal the court shall deem it 
just and proper to release any person or to modify his assess- 
ment or liability, it shall in no manner affect the rights and le- 
gality of any person other than the appellant, and the failure to 
appeal from the order of the court within the time specified shall 
be a waiver of any illegality in the proceedings, and the reme- 
dies provided for in this act shall exclude all other remedies. 

Section 38. Any engineer, superintendent of construction or 
other person appointed under this act may be removed by the 
court of county commissioners in its discretion. 
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Section 39. The court of county commissioners is hereby 
authorized to appropriate funds of the county to aid in the con- 
struction and maintenance of said improvement. 

Section 40. The court of county commissioners are hereby 
given authority and the right, subject to the other provision of 
this law to enter into such contracts or agreements for co-opera- 
tion with adjoining counties, adjoining states or the United 
States government for the purpose of constructing and maintain- 
ing drainage or reclamation districts or improvements of that 
nature, and to purchase, lease or acquire lands in order to secure 
outlets. 

Section 41. The term “court of county commissioners” as 
used in this act shall include boards of revenue and road commis- 
sioners and all other boards or bodies by whatever name called 
established in lieu of other courts of county commissioners or 
having the powers and authority of said courts. The term “per- 
son” as used in this act shall include individuals, partnership, 
stock company or corporation. 

Section 42. That this act shall take effect from and after its 
approval by the governor, the public welfare requiring it.

MESSAGE FROM THE SENATE. 


Mr. Speaker: 

The Senate has originated and passed the following bill: 

S. 105. To appropriate the further sum of seventy-five hun- 
dred ($7,500.00) dollars, or so much thereof as may be necessary,

MESSAGE FROM THE SENATE. 


Mr. Speaker : 

The Senate has originated and passed the following bill: 

S. 470. To provide a complete educational system for the 
State of Alabama; to provide a public school fund; to provide 
for the administration of the public schools and create a State 
board of education and prescribe its powers and duties; to create 
county and city boards of education, to define their respective 
powers and duties, to provide for the payment of their necessary 
expenses and equipment, including furniture; to provide for the 
holding of elections for the one mill county tax on each dollar of 
taxable property under the Constitution of 1901; to provide for 
the holding of elections for the county tax of three mills or less 
on each dollar of taxable property under the amendment to the 
Constitution of 1901; to provide for the holding of elections for 
the district tax of three mills or less on each dollar of taxable 
property, and to prescribe the method of holding such elections; 
to prescribe the duties and powers of the State superintendent 
of education and to fix his compensation; to provide for the or- 
ganization of the State department of education; to provide for 
the appointment of county superintendents of education, to de-

MESSAGE FROM THE SENATE. 
Mr. Speaker: 

The Senate has received the accompanying message from his 
excellency, the governor, proposing an amendment to the bill: 

S. 448. To create a county highway commission for Cherokee 
county, Alabama, to be known as the Cherokee county highway 
commission, and to provide for the appointment thereof by the 
governor; to invest it with full, complete and unlimited jurisdic- 
tion over the public roads, bridges and ferries in Cheroke coun- 
ty ; to prescribe and define its powers and duties as such highway 
commission, and to repeal all laws and parts of laws in conflict 
therewith. To abolish free labor on the public roads in Cherokee 
county, and in lieu thereof, assess public road duties on those 
required to perform free labor on the public roads. To authorize 
the commission to take charge of all the public road tools and 
machinery belonging to the county, and to receive all the funds 
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now provided by the county for the use of the public roads, 
bridges and ferries therein; and, in addition thereto, to levy and 
collect special privilege license taxes for the construction and. 
maintenance of the public roads, bridges and ferries in the coun- 
ty. To authorize and empower the commission to exercise all the 
legislative, judicial and executive authority over the public roads, 
bridges and ferries conferred by law on the court of county com- 
missioners. To fix penalties for the violations of any of the pro- 
visions of this act, and for the violations of any of the rules, or 
legislative acts of the commission. 

And the Senate has concurred in and adopted said amend- 
ment proposed by his excellency, the governor, to said bill, by a 
vote of a majority of the whole number elected to the Senate, 
said vote being Yeas, 23; Nays, 0. 

Said governor’s message containing the proposed amendment, 
being in words‘and figures as follows: 


MESSAGE FROM THE GOVERNOR. 
In re Senate Bill No. 448. 


Gentlemen of the Senate: 

I herewith return Senate bill No. 448, to create a county highway com- 
mission for Cherokee county, Alabama, and for other purposes, without my 
approval. ; 

I regret it because it has some excellent provisions. However, it has 
one fatal defect which is that after creating the Cherokee County Highway 
Commission and providing for the appointment of the members thereof by 
the governor and investing the commission with full, complete and unlimit- 
ed jurisdiction over the public roads, bridges, and ferries in Cherokee coun- 
ty, prescribes an elaborate schedule of license or privilege taxes to be ap- 
plied to the maintenance and upkeep of the roads, and attempts to confer 
upon the highway commission the authority and power “to levy and collect 
a privilege or license tax for the use of the public roads, in addition to 
those now levied by the State.” I am advised that this cannot be done con- 
sistently with the Constitution of the State. It is an attempted delegation 
of the taxing power by the State Legislature to a board or commission, the 
members of which are not elected by the people, and which cannot be classi- 
fied as one of the political subdivisions of the State. The board could well 
be invested with purely administrative powers and probably with ordinary 
police powers, but the taxing power stands in a class by itself and should 
not be, as a matter of public policy, apart from constitutional objections, 
delegated to a mere administrative board. However, the position here 
taken is fully justified by decisions of the court of last resort in Alabama 
and elsewhere. The bill if enacted would also conflict with the pendnig rev- 
enue bill, as it does conflict with the existing general revenue bill in levying 
a privilege or license tax on certain businesses or occupations which are 
exempted from county taxation and also where there is an express appor- 
tionment of the proceeds from such taxes between the State and the coun- 
ties. I, therefore, suggest the following amendments to meet my objections 
to the bill: 
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Amend section 18 by striking out the words “The Cherokee County 
Highway Commission” and substituting therefor the words, “The Court of 
County Commissioners, or other governing body of Cherokee county are 
hereby authorized, empowered and directed when requested in writing by 
the Cherokee county highway commission in writing.” 

Amend the bill by adding thereto section 53, as follows: 

“Section 53. Provided that if the general revenue act, or any general 
act, to be enacted by this Legislature shall include provisions fixing and 
regulating the general license or privilege taxes on vehicles of any kind 
however prcpelled or driven for the use of the State and the counties of the 
State, and providing that the proceeds of such privilege or license taxes 
shall be apportioned between the State and the counties of the State, such 
provisions and such apportionment of such license or privilege taxes under 
any such general law shall take precedence of and shall be in lieu of the 
privilege or license taxes authorized to be levicd and eallected under this act 
to the extent covered by such general act, and provided further that ali pro- 
visions of this act fixfiing or levying any privilege or license taxes in con- 
flict or inconsistent with the provisions of any such general law shall be 
void and of no operation and effect.”

To be entitled an act to provide for a clerk to the tax assessor in counties 
having more than 37,000 population and less than 37,400 population, 
according to the 1910 Federal census, to prescribe the duties of such 
clerks and provide for their appointment and compensation.

MESSAGE FROM THE GOVERNOR. 


September 15, 1919. 
Gentlemen of the House of Representatives: 

I return herewith House bill 650, without my approval. 

The body of the act provides that in all counties in the State having a 
population of 200,000 or more according to the last or any subsequent Fed- 
eral census the bailiffs of all courts of record in such counties shall be ap- 
pointed by the judges of such courts. The difference in the basis of classi- 
fication of the counties to which the act shall apply, as between the title and 
the body of the act, is such that it cannot be said that the scope and pur- 
pose of the act are clearly set forth in the title. 

This was the original title of the act. The body of the act was so 
changed by amendment in the Senate as to create this divergence between 
the body of the act and the title which was allowed-to remain as it was in 
the original bill. 
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To remove my objection, I suggest the following amendment of the 
title, namely: Amend the title of the act so as to read as follows: 

“A pill to be entitled an act to provide for the appointment of bailiffs 
in all courts of record in all counties of the State of Alabama having a pop- 
ulation of 200,000 or more according to the last or any subsequent Federal 
census, and to fix the compensation of such bailiffs and to provide for the 
payment of such compensation.”

Amend House bill No. 766, so as to read as follows: 

To be entitled an act to regulate the manufacture, sale, offer- - 
ing for sale, and other disposition of insecticides and fungicides 
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in the State of Alabama and to provide means and penalties 
therefor, and to provide disposition of funds arising therefrom. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

That the provisions of this act shall govern the manufacture, 
sale, offering for sale, or other disposition of insecticides, fungi- 
cides or ingredients thereof, and other remedies or materials 
used in the control or eradication of insect pests and plant dis- 
eases within the State of Alabama. 

Section 1. That it shall be unlawful for any person to manu- 
facture within the State of Alabama, or to sell or offer for sale, 
or otherwise disnese of within the State any insecticide, Paris 
green, lead arsenate, or a fungicide, which is adulterated or mis- 
branded within the meaning of this act and any person who shall 
violate any of the provisions of this act shall be guilty of a mis- 
demeanor, and shall upon conviction thereof, be fined not less 
than $50.00 nor more than $200.00 for the first offense, and upon 
conviction for each subsequent offense be fined not less than 
$200.00 or more than $500.00, each and all of which fines when 
collected, shall be paid into the commissioner of agriculture and 
industries and credited to the insecticide and fungicide fund and 
be used for the purpose of carrying out and enforcing the provi- 
sions of this act. 

Section 2. That it shall be the duty of the commissioner of 
agriculture and industries, with the assistance of the State chem- 
ist, to make uniform rules and regulations for carrying out the 
provisions of this act, including the collections and examination 
of specimens of insecticides, Paris greens, lead arsenates and 
fungicides manufactured, sold,-offered for sale, or otherwise dis- 
posed of in this State. 

That the commissioner of agriculture and industries in per- 
son or by deputy is hereby authorized to draw a sample from any 
lot, parcel or package of insecticide or fungicide, or material of 
mixture of materials used for insecticidal or fungicidal purposes 
which may be manufactured, sold or offered for sale in this State, 
and said samples ‘shall be submitted to the official chemist of the 
department (the ex-officio State chemist), who shall make an 
analysis of the same at the earliest practical moment and report 
the results of such analysis to the commissioner. The official 
certificate of the analysis, signed by the chemist and bearing the 
seal of the department of agriculture and industries, shall be 
admissible in evidence in any of the courts of this State on the 
trial of any issue involving the merits of the article thus sampled 
and analyzed. The quality of the bulk from which the sample 
was taken shall prima facie be presumed to be the same, as the 
quality of the sample as shown by the analysis. For the pur- 
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pose of defraying the expenses incurred in employing the neces- 
sary chemical assistance and providing the chemical supplies 
required in making such analyses, there may be paid out of the 
proceeds of this act by the commissioner of agriculture and in- . 
dustries, such amount as may be actually expended for such 
purposes, not exceeding twelve hundrd dollars per annum, as 
may be shown by properly vouchered statements submitted to 
the commissioner, said funds being paid quarterly on the requi- 
sition of the treasurer of the Alabama Polytechnic Institute, duly 
certified by the president of that institution. 

Section 8. That the commissioner of agriculture and indus- 
tries is hereby authorized to enforce all the provisions of this act 
through the division of foods, feeds and drugs. He shall in per- 
son or by deputy have free access to all places of business, man- 
ufacturing or mixing plants, buildings, carriages, cars, vessels, 
and parcels of whatsoever kind used in the manufacture, trans- 
portation, sale or storage of any insecticide, fungicide, or ingre- 
dients of same, or other remedy of any insecticide, fungicide, or 
ingredient of same, or material used in the control, repelling or 
eradication of insect pests and plant diseases within the State of 
Alabama, shall have the power and authority to open any parcel 
containing or supposing to contain any insecticide, fungicide or 
ingredient of same or other remedy or material, and upon tender 
and full payment of the selling price to take samples therefrom. 

For the administration, clerical and sampling work required 
under the provisions of this act, the commissioner of agriculture 
and industries, is hereby authorized to expend from any funds 
accruing under this act, for compensation of the assistants or 
samplers performing services under this act not exceeding twen- 
ty-five dollars ($25.00) each, per month, or a total amount not to 
exceed fifteen hundred dollars ($1,500.00) per annum. Such 
expenditures shall be paid by warrant of the State auditor upon 
bills approved by the commissioner. All moneys arising under 
the provisions of this act shall be payable to the commissioner of 
agriculture and industries and shall be by him paid monthly into 
the State treasury. Such moneys shall be set aside and credited 
to the “insecticide and fungicide fund.” ; 

Section 4. If it shall appear from any examination herein 
provided for, that any of such specimens are adulterated or mis- 
branded within the meaning of this act, the commissioner of 
agriculture and industries shall cause notice thereof to be given 
to the person from whom such sample was obtained. Any per- 
son so notified shall be given an opportunity to be heard under 
such rules and regulations as may be prescribed aforesaid, and 
if it appears that any of the provisions of this act have been vio- 
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lated by such person, then the commissioner of agriculture and ~ 
industries shall at once certify the facts to the proper circuit 
solicitor of this State, with a copy of the results of the analysis 
or the examination of such article duly authenticated by the 
analyst or officer making such examination under the oath of 
such officer. After judgment of the court that article or articles 
is or are not misbranded or adulterated, notice of the courts judg- 
ment or finding shall be given by publication in such manner as 
may be prescribed by the rules and regulations aforesaid. 

Section 5. That it shall also be the duty of each circuit so- 
licitor to whom the commissioner of agriculture and industries 
shall report any viviatisn of this act, to cause appropriate pro- 
ceedings to be commenced and prosecuted in the proper courts of 
record, of this State, without delay, for the enforcement of the 
penalties as in such cases herein provided. 

Section 6. That the term “insecticide” as used in this act shall 
include any substance or mixture of substances intended to be 
used for preventing, destroying, repelling, or mitigating any in- 
sects which may infest vegetation, man or other animals, or 
households, or be present in any environment whatsoever. The 
term “Paris green” as used in this act shall include the product 
sold in commerce as Paris green and chemically known as aceto 
arsenite of copper. The term “lead arsenate” as used in this act 
shall include the product or products sold in comnierce as lead 
arsenate and consisting chemically of products derived from 
arsenic acid (H3 AS04) by replacing one or more hydrogen atoms 
by lead. That the term “fungicide” as used in this act shall in- - 
clude any substance or mixture of substances intended to be used 
for preventing, destroying, repelling, or mitigating any and all 
fungi that may infest vegetation or be present in any environ- 
ment whatsoever. 

Section 7. That for the purpose of this act an article shall 
be deemed to be adulterated: 

In the case of Paris green; first, if it does not contain at least 
fifty percentum of arsenous oxide; second, if it contains arsenic 
in water soluble forms, equivalent to more than three and one- 
half per centum of arsenous oxide; third, if any substance has 
been mixed and packed with it so as to reduce or lower or injuri- 
‘ously affect its quality or strength. 

In the case of lead arsenate; first, if it contains more than fifty 
percentum of water; second, if it contains total arsenic equiv- 
alent to less than twelve and one-half per centum of arsenic oxide 
(AS2 05); third, if it contains arsenic in water soluble forms, 
equivalent to more than seventy-five one hundredths per centum 
of arsenic oxide (AS2 05); fourth, if any substances have been 
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mixed and packed with it so as to reduce, lower, or injuriously 
affect its quality or strength; provided however, that extra water 
may be added.to lead arsenate (as described in this paragraph) 
if the resulting mixtures labeled lead arsenate and water, the per- 
centage of extra water being plainly and correctly stated on the 
label. 

In the case of insecticides or fungicides, other than Paris 
greens and lead arsenate; first, if its strength and purity fall 
below the professed standard or quality under which it is sold; 
second, if any substancé has been substituted wholly or in part 
for the article; third, if any valuable constituents of the article 
has been wholly or in part abstracted; fourth, if it is intended for 
use on vegetation and shall and shall contain any substance or 
substances, which, although preventing, destroying, repelling or 
mitigating insects shall be injurious to such vegetation when 
used. 

Section 8. That the term misbranded as used herein shall 
apply to all insecticides, paris green, lead arsenates or fungicides 
or articles which enter into the composition of insecticides or 
fungicides, the package or label of which shall bear any state- 
ment, design, or device regarding such article or the ingredients 
or substances contained therein which shall be false or mislead- 
ing in any particular, and to all insecticides, paris greens, lead 
arsenates or fungicides which are falsely branded as. to the 
states, territory, or country in which they are manufactured or 
produced. 

That for the purpose of this act an article shall be deemed to 
be misbranded— 

In the case of insecticides, paris greens, lead arsenates, and 
fungicides; first, if it be an imitation or offered for sale under 
the name of another article; second, if it be labeled or branded 
so as to deceive or mislead the purchaser, or if the contents of 
the package as originally put up shall have been removed in 
whole or in part and other contents shall have been placed in such 
package; third, if in package form, and the contents as stated in 
terms of weight or measure, they are not plainly and correctly 
stated on the outside of the package. 

In the case of insecticides (other than paris greens and lead 
arsenates) and fungicides; first, if it contains arsenic in any of its 
combinations or in the elemental form and the total amount of 
arsenic present (expressed as percentum of metallic arsenic) is 
not stated on the label; second, if it contains arsenic in any of its 
combinations or in the elemental form and the amount of arsenic 
in water soluble forms (expressed as percentum of metallic ar- 
senic) is not stated on the label; third, if it consists partially or 
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completely of any inert substance or substances which do not 
prevent, destroy, repel or mitigate insects or fungi and does not 
have the names and percentage amounts of each and every one of 
such inert ingredients plainly and correctly stated on the label; 
provided, however, that in lieu of naming and stating the per- 
centage amounts of each and every inert ingredient the producer 
may at his discretion state plainly upon the label the correct 
names and percentage amounts of each and every ingredient of 
the insecticide or fungicide having insecticidal or fungicidal 
properties, and make no mention of the inert ingredients, except 
insofar as to state the total percentage of inert ingredients 
present. 

Section 9. That no dealer shall be prosecuted under the pro- 
visions of this act when he can establish a guaranty signed by 
the wholesaler, jobber, manufacturer, or other party from whom 
he purchased such articles, to the effect that the same is not 
adulterated or misbranded within the meaning of this act. Said 
guaranty to afford protection, shall contain the name and address 
of the party or parties making the sale of such articles to such 
dealer, and in such case, said party or parties shall be amenable 
to the prosecutions, fines and other penalties which would attach 
in due course to the dealer under the provisions of this act. 

Section 10. That any insecticide, paris green, lead arsenate 
or other fungicides that is adulterated or misbranded within the 
meaning of this act and is being manufactured, sold, offered for 
sale, or otherwise disposed of in this State, shall be liable to be 
proceeded against in the circuit court within the county wherein 
the same is found and seized for confiscation by a writ of seizure 
or other proper process for condemnation. 

And if such article is condemned as being adulterated or mis- 
branded within the meaning of this act, the same shall be dis- 
posed of by destruction or sale as the said court may direct, and 
the proceeds thereof, if sold, less the legal cost and charges, shall 
be paid to the commissioner of agriculture and industries of this 
State and become a part of the fund for the proper maintenance 
and enforcement of this act; but such goods shall not be disposed 
of for any uses or purposes in violation of the provision of this 
act; provided, that upon the payment of the cost of such pro- 
ceedings and the execution and delivery of a good and sufficient 
bond to the effect that such articles shall not be sold or otherwise 
disposed of contrary to the provisions of this act, the court may, 
by order, direct that such article or articles be delivered to the 
owner thereof. The proceedings in such cases shall be by a peti- 
tion in equity in which the State of Alabama shall be named as 
complainant and against the good seized, describing them, or 
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against the person in possession of the goods seized, if known, to 
obtain a decree for the condemnation and disposition of said 
goods. The judge, presiding in said court or any division thereof 
may superintend and make all proper orders, and orders of publi- 
cation of notice to be published for all parties claiming the goods 
seized, to come in and assert their rights thereto. .And the said 
court shall have authority to frame all orders of procedure so as 
to regulate the proceedings that any person may have an oppor- 
tunity to come in and propound his claim to the goods and arti- 
cles seized and sought to be condemned. The net proceeds de- 
rived from the sale of any property condemned and ordered to 
be sold by the court shall be paid to the commissioner of agricul- 
ture and industries and by him used for maintaining and enforc- 
ing the provisions of this act. 

Section 11. That beginning with the tax year 1920 each per- 

son who manufactures, sells or offers for sale, within this State 
insecticides, fungicides or other articles or commodities herein 
mentioned, shall pay an annual license tax as follows: 
Each manufacturer, wholesale dealer, commission merchant, 
jobber and broker, whose gross annual sales of said articles or 
commodities, during the preceding year exceed $50,000.00, 
$250.00; when such sales exceed $40,000.00 and do not exceed 
$50,000.00, $200.00; when such sales exceed $30,000.00 and do 
not exceed $40,000.00, $150.00; when such sales exceed $20,- 
000.00 and do not exceed $30,000.00, $100.00; when such sales 
exceed $10,000.00 and do not exceed $20,000.00, $50.00; when 
such sales do not exceed $10,000.00, $25.00. Each retailer whose 
gross annual sales of said articles or commodities exceed $1,- 
000.00, $5.00; all other persons who sell such articles at retail, 
$2.50. 

That the license taxes herein provided for shall be paid to the 
probate judge of the county in which the person applying there- 
for has his principal place of business, and upon such payment 
the probate judge shall issue a license therefor on the usual 
form furnished by the State auditor. 

That each person from whom a license tax is required by the 
provisions of this act, shall between the first and fifteenth day of 
October in each year, file an application in writing, duly signed, 
and verified by some person having knowledge of the facts in 
which he shall state: 

1. The name of the person applying for license and his busi- 
ness address. 

2. The gross amount of sales of insecticides, fungicides and 
other articles and commodities for which a license is required 
made by applicant between the first day of October of the previ- 
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ous year and the first day of October in the year in which such 
application is filed. 

4, That any and all collection of license money, when made by 
the probate judge of any county, shall, within thirty days after 
the same is collected by him, be paid over, without any abate- 
ments or deductions for fees or commissions, to the commission- 
er of agriculture and industries. The State auditor shall, from 
time to time, upon requisition of the commissioner of agriculture 
and industries, draw his warrant on the treasurer of the State, 
in favor of the treasurer of the Alabama State horticultural so- 
ciety, for any or all of the funds then to the credit of said inseeti- 
cide and fungicide fund, and. said money, when so paid over shall, 
by said society be used to promote the interests of said society 
by uniting the fruit growers of the State, provide meetings for 
exchange of ideas of value, to publish in annual form a record of 
such meetings; to assemble and display horticultural products 
for educational purposes and the advertisement of State advan- 
tages; to act as a medium of distribution of scientific knowledge 
acquired by experiment stations and other co-operative agencies ; 
to encourage better methods of production, handling and mar- 
keting or horticultural products, together with such other action 
as in the judgment of its directors will promote horticultural 
development. 

All expenditures by said society shall be covered by, itemized 
and properly receipted vouchers and shall be audited; and annual 
reports of the operations of the society, setting out in detail the 
receipts and disbursements, shall be made to the governor. 

Section 12. That any person who does business without first 
applying for and obtaining the license herein provided, shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction, shall be fined not 
less than $50.00, nor more than $500.00, and in no event less than 
twice the annual license tax required of him by this act. 

Section 138. That the word “person” as used in this act,. shall 
be construed to import both the plural and singular as the case 
demands, and shall include corporations, partnerships and asso- 
ciations. When construing and enforcing the provisions of this 
act, the act or omission or failure of any officer, agent or other 
person acting for or employed by any corporation, partnership, 
society or associations, within the scope of his employment or 
office, shall in every case be also deemed to be the act, omission | 
or failure of such corporations, partnerships, societies or asso- 
ciations as well as that of the other person. 

Section 14. That all laws and parts of laws in conflict with 
the provisions of this act be and the same are hereby repealed. 

Section 15. This act shall be in force and effect upon its pass- 
age and approval by the governor. 
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Mr. Tunstall offered the following amendment to the substi- 
tute: 

Amend section 11 of House bill No. 766 to read as follows: 

Section 11. That each person who manufactures, sells, or 
offers for sale, within the State, insecticides, fungicides, or other 
articles herein mentioned, shall pay an annual tax as follows: 

Each manufacturer, wholesale dealer, commission merchant, 
jobber and broker whose gross annual sales of said articles or 
commodities, during the preceding year exceed $50,000.00, 
$250.00; when such sales exceed $40,000.00 and do not exceed 
$50,000.00, $200; when such sales exceed $30,000.00 and do not 
exceed $40,000.00, $150.00; when such sales exceed $20,000.00 
and do not exceed $30,000.00, $100.00; when such sales exceed 
$10,000.00 and do not exceed $20,000.00, $50.00; and when such 
sales do not exceed $10,000.00, $25.00. 

Each retailer whose gross sales of said articles or commodi- 
ties are not less than $1,000.00, $5.00. 

That the license taxes herein provided for shall be paid to the 
probate judge of the county in which the person applying there- 
for has his principle place of business, and upon such payment 
the probate judge shall issue a license therefor on the usual form 
furnished by the State auditor. 

That each person from whom a license tax is required by the 
provisions of this act shall between the first and fifteenth of Oct. 
in each year, except that all persons shall have until Jan. Ist, 
1920, to obtain the license required for doing business after Oct. 
1, 1919, and prior to Oct. 1st, 1920, file an application in writing 
for a license, duly signed and verified by some person having 
knowledge of the fact, in which he shall state: 

1. The name of the person applying for license and his busi- 
ness address. 

2. The gross amount of insecticides, fungicides and other ar- - 
ticles and commodities for which a license is required made by 
applicant between the first day of Oct. of the previous year and 
the first day of Oct. in the year in which such application is filed; 
provided that the license for the ensuing year shall be based on 
the closest approximation of the gross amount of sales prior to 
Oct. Ist, 1919, and after Oct. Ist, 1918. 

And the amendment to the substitute was adopted. 

And the substitute as amended was adopted.

H. 128 (with substitute). To amend chapter 230 of the Code 
of Alabama, of 1907, relating to hotels and innkeepers; and to 
include therein regulation of cafes, restaurants and eating places. 

Was taken up. The question was upon the adoption of the 
substitute renarted by the Standing Committee on Public Health, 
said substitute being as follows: 

To be entitled an act to amend chapter 230 of the Code of 
Alabama, of 1907, relating to hotels and innkeepers; and to in- 
clude therein regulations of cafes, restaurants and eating places. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama, that chapter 

230, Code of Alabama, 1907, be amended to read as follows: 
_ %094. That every building or structure, used or maintained 
as, or advertised as, or held out to the public to be an inn, hotel 
or public lodging house or place where sleeping accommodations 
are furnished for hire to transient guests, whether with or with- 
out meals, shall, for the purpose of this act be defined to be a 
hotel, and whenever the word hotel shall occur in this act, it shall 
be construed to mean every such structure as is described in this 
section. And every building, floor, room, or rooms, or part of the 
building or other structure, kept, used, maintained, held out or 
advertised to the public as a restaurant or eating place for pay, 
without sleeping accommodations, shall be deemed a restaurant 
or cafe within the meaning or purview of this act. 

7094 (a). That it shall be the duty of every hotel keeper, 
and restaurant and cafe keeper, and of every managing officer, 
agent or representative of such keeper, and of every party pro- 
viding like accommodations for the public: 

1. To keep such establishment in.a clean, sanitary condition, 
conducive to the maintenance of. good health and the prevention 
of disease of and among its patrons and customers. 

2. To have and to keep all rooms that are assigned to guests, 
and the furniture and furnishings therein, properly cleaned, 
dusted and prepared, and free from vermine of any character 
and free from dirt and filth; to provide proper protection against 
mosquitoes in the sleeping room or rooms; to provide proper 
light and ventilation in said room or rooms, to furnish and pro- 
vide clean, fresh bed linens of proper dimensions, unused by any 
other persons or guests since last laundering of said bed linen; to 
furnish clean and fresh towels unused by any other person or 
guest since last laundering of said towels; to furnish soap which 
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has not been used by any other person, and to remove all bed 
linens, towels, and soap that may have been used by any other 
person from any room or rooms before said room is, or said 
rooms are, occupied by any person. 

3. To have such room, or rooms, togéther with all bed clothes, 

_coverings and all furniture and furnishings thereof, properly dis- 
infected whenever any room, or rooms, have been occupied by 
any person or persons, suffering from a contagious or infectious 
disease or sickness; said disinfection to be made under the rules 
and regulations of the State hotel and cafe inspector and the 
State committee of public health, and no such room so occupied 
shall be assigned to guests before a proper disinfection shall have 
been made. 

4. Where a wash room, wash basin, wash bowl, or lavatory 
for public use or for the general use of guests or patrons is main- 
tained, if soap is furnished, to furnish the same in liquid form, 
and if towels are furnished, to furnish a clean fresh towel to each 
of the persons using such wash room, wash basin, wash bowl, or 
lavatory, unused by any other person since it was last laundered; 
if said towel be of cloth; and if the towels furnished be of other 
material, same shall be sanitary and approved by the State hotel 
and cafe inspector and the State committee of public health, and 
a separate towel to be furnished each person; and at no time 
shall said accommodations if for white people be used by other 
than white people, or if for negroes be used by other than ne- 
groes and separate accommodations of this kind from those pro- 
vided for whites must be provided for the negro employees of 
the establishment. 

5. To screen or have screened with wire cloth or gauze (mesh 
not to be larger than one-sixteenth inch) all doors, windows, and 
other openings in the kitchens, dining rooms, pantries and serv- 
ing rooms where meals or foods are prepared, cooked, or served, 
or to use or have used other device or method approved by the 
State hotel and cafe inspector, sufficient to keep out flies and 
mosquitoes; to keep all walls, floors, furniture, including tables, 
chairs, counters, etc., and all utensils used in said kitchens, pan- 
tries, serving rooms and dining rooms at all times in a clean, pre- 
sentable and sanitary condition; to furnish at all times neat, 
clean and fresh table linens to.each guest or patron when being 
served at tables, and when napkins are furnished same shall be 
fresh laundered and have been unused by any other persons or 
guests since last laundering, if said napkins be of cloth; but if 
napkins as furnished be of other material, same shall be sanitary 
and approved by the State hotel and cafe inspector, and used but 
one time. ; : 
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6. To keep all wash rooms and lavatories, toilets, toilet rooms, 
closets and privies in a clean and sanitary condition and at no 
time to allow such closets, toilet rooms, toilet stools, toilet seats 
and privies to become or remain foul or filthy and the vaults 
thereof to become full or clogged with fecal matter, but said 
vaults and said privies, stools and seats thereof shall be scoured 
as often as necessary to keep them free from filth and vermin 
and sanitary; and to provide separate such accommodations for 
negro servants or help. 

7094 (b). That the State hotel and cafe inspector, or the 
assistant hotel and cafe inspectors when acting under his direr. 
tion, shall have authority to close any hotel, cafe, or restaurant, 
if found guilty of violating any provision of this act, or the rules 
and regulations promulgated by the State hotel and cafe inspec- 
tor, and the State committee of public health, if deemed neces- 
sary for the good of the public health. 

7094 (c). That in all cities, towns and villages where a sys- 
tem of water works and sewerage is maintained for public use, 
every hotel within the area of the sewerage system designated 
by the municipalities authorized as hereinabove provided, therein 
operated shall, within six months after the passage of this act, 
be equipped with suitable water closets for the accommodation 
of its guests, which water closet or closet shall be connected by 
proper plumbing with such sewerage system, and means of 
flushing said water closet or closets with the water of such sys- 
tem in such manner as to prevent sewer gas or effluvia from aris- 
ing therefrom. In all towns and villages not having a system of 
water works and sewerage, every hotel not provided with water 
works and wash rooms as herein provided, shall have properly 
constructed privies as approved by the State board of health, the 
same to be kept in a sanitary condition at all times. 

7094 (d). That each and every assistant inspector, upon 
inspecting any hotel, cafe, or restaurant shall report the condi- 
tion of same to the State hotel and cafe inspector, who shall, if 
such inspection shows a hotel, cafe, or restaurant to be in com- 
pliance with this act, and with the rules and regulations herein- 
after authorized to be made by the State hotel and cafe inspec- 
tor and the State committee of public health, issue a certificate 
to that effect and deliver same to the owner, manager, agent or 
person in charge of such hotel, cafe, or restaurant, which certifi- 
cate shall be kept posted up in a conspicuous place in said in- 
spected building. 

It shall be the duty of the State hotel and cafe inspector upon 
ascertaining by inspection or otherwise, that any hotel is being 
carried on contrary to the provisions of this act, to notify the

owner, manager, agent or person in charge of such hotel, in writ- 
ing, in what respect it fails to comply with this act, and requir- 
ing such persons wtihin a reasonable time to be fixed by the said 
State hotel and cafe inspector, to do or cause to be done, the 
things necessary to make it comply with this act, whereupon 
such owner, manager, agent or person in charge of such hotel 
shall forthwith comply with such requirements. Any owner, 
manager, or person in charge of a hotel, cafe, or restaurant, who 
shall willfully fail or neglect to comply with any of the provi- 
sions of this act, after notice as aforesaid, shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and upon conviction thereof, be fined, not less than 
ten dollars nor more than fifty dollars, and every day that such 
hotel, cafe, or restaurant is carried on in violation of this act, 
shall constitute a separate offense. 

7094 (e). That the State health officer is hereby constituted 
ex-officio State hotel and cafe inspector, and the inspectors of 
the State board of health, or that may hereafter be of the State 
board of health, and the county health officers are hereby consti- 
tuted ex-officio assistant hotel and cafe inspectors, and such 
assistants shall be, in the inspection of hotels and cafes as pro- © 
vided for in this act, under the exclusive direction, supervision 
of the State hotel and cafe inspector. 

7094 (f). That it shall be the duty of the State hotel and cafe 
inspector to see that all provisions of this act are complied with, 
and said inspector or his assistants shall personally inspect once 
in each year every hotel, cafe, or restaurant as defined by this 
act, and as often as may be necessary to keep said hotels, cages, 
or restaurants up to the standards required by this act. Said 
inspector and his assistants are hereby granted police power to 
enter any hotel, cafe, or restaurant at reasonable hours to deter- 
mine whether the provisions of this act are being complied with. 
The inspector shall keep a set of books for public use and inspec- 
tion showing the conditions of each hotel, cafe, or restaurant so 
inspected, together with the name or names of the owners, pro- 
prietors, or managers thereof, and showing their sanitary condi- 
tion, the number and condition of the fire escapes and any other 
information for the betterment of the public service. 

7094 (g). That any owner, manager, agent or person in 
charge of a hotel, cafe, or restaurant, who shall willfully ob- 
struct or hinder an inspector in the proper discharge of his du- 
ties under this act, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and upon 
conviction thereof shall be fined not less than ten dollars nor 
more than fifty dollars.

That the State hotel and cafe inspector as herein- 
before provided for and the State committee of public health are 
hereby directed, authorized and empowered to make and promul- 
gate reasonahle rules and regulations for the purpose of carrying 
this act into effect. 
- 7094 (j). That this act shall operate as, or as a part of, or 
in conjunction with any rules and regulations affecting hotels, 
cafes, or restaurants provided and promulgated by the State 
board of health for maintaining and protecting the public health. 

7094 (k). That each section of this act is hereby declared to 
be separate and independent of all other sections thereof, and the 
invalidity of any section shall not impair or destroy the other 
sections hereof, as they would have been passed by the Legisla- 
ture if such invalid sections had been stricken out at the time of 
the passage of this act. 

7094 (1). That keepers of inns, hotels, and other houses for 
public entertainment for travelers shall give receipts or checks 
for all baggage of their registered guests, delivered in such inn, 
hotel, or house of entertainment when requested to do so by such 
guests; and such keeper shall not make any additional charge for 
receipting for, checking, or keeping such luggage so long as the 
owner remains a guest of the house. A violation of the provi- 
sions of this section shall be a misdemeanor. 

7095. That any owner, proprietor, or manager of any hotel, 
office building, school building, store, or manufacturing building, 

‘which is more than two stories high, now erected, who shall fail 
for six months after the adoption of this Code to have securely 
fixed and conveniently arranged so as to be accessible to persons 
lodging in, working in, or occupying such buildings, in case of 
fire in such buildings, good and sufficient fire escapes or ladders 
for each story of such building, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor 
and, on conviction, shall be fined not less than fifty nor more 
than five hundred dollars, and may be sentencéd to hard labor 
for the county for not more than six months for each day so 
continued. 

7096. That any owner, proprietor, or manager of any hotel, 
office building, school building, store, or manufacturing building 
erected, hereafter who shall fail to erect with such building such 
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fire escapes as required in the preceding section shall, on convic- 
tion, be fined not less than fifty nor more than five hundred dol- 
lars, or sentenced to hard labor for the county for not more than 
six months. 

7097. That any owner, proprietor, or manager of any hotel 
or inn who shall fail or neglect to provide good and sufficient 
locks, latches, or bolts to all the doors and rooms used by guests 
or provided for the use of guests or patrons of such hotel or inn, 
whereby the same may be securely fastened from the inside of 
such room, shall, on conviction, be fined not less than ten nor 
more than one hundred dollars. 

This act shall take effect and be in full force from and after 
its passage, and all laws and parts of laws and parts of laws re- 
lating to hotels, cafes or restaurants, such as the act entitled “An 
act to enforce better sanitary conditions in inns, hotels, and res- 
taurants, etc.,” page 44 of the Acts of 1911, approved February

BILLS ON THIRD READING. 


S. 12. (With substitute): To provide pensions for all sol- 
diers and sailors who were in the military or naval services of 
the State of Alabama and for those who served in the Army or 
Navy of the Confederate States of America with certain excep- 
tions and who did not desert tne same in the War Retween the 
States of the United States of America in the years 1861, 1862, 
1863, 1864, 1865, and who are bona fide resident citizens of the 
State of Alabama and to regulate and to provide for the payment 
of such pensions by the State of Alabama. 

Was taken up. The question was upon the adoption of the 
substitute, reported by the Standing Committee on Ways, Means 
and Appropriations, said substitute being as follows: 


SUBSTITUTE FOR SENATE BILL NO. 12. 


To provide pensions for soldiers and sailors in the service of the 
State of Alabama, and for their widows, and for soldiers and 
sailors in the Army or Navy of the Confederate States of 
America, and for their widows and for the regulation of the 
payment thereof and to constitute and appoint a pension com- 
mission for the State of Alabama and prescribe its powers 
and duties. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

(1) That the director of archives and history, the attorney 
general and the chief examiner of public accounts, ex-officio, are 
constituted and appointed as the Alabama pension commission, 
whose duty it shall be to have full control and supervision of all 
pensions allowed to soldiers and sailors in the actual service of 
the Army or Navy of the Confederate States of America or of 
the State of Alabama, and pensions allowed to their widows, and 
who shall be empowered with full authority to do and perform - 
any and all acts whatsoever, as are necessary to the full execu- 
tion of this act, and in the discharge of their duties as such pen- 
sion commissioners they are hereby given full authority to estab- 
lish and promulgate any rules and regulations and to prepare 
and publish all necessary blanks, forms, circulars and such other 
literature as may be necessary to carry out the purposes and in- 
tent of this act not provided for specifically herein. 

(2) That the State auditor is authorized and directed to 
appoint a pension clerk who shall be known as secretary to the 
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Alabama pension commission, who shall perform such duties as 
are required by the rules, regulations and directions of said board, 
and who shall draw all warrants required thereby under the di- 
rection of the State auditor. ; 

(3) Said clerk or secretary shall receive a salary of $1,800.00 
per annum, payable monthly out of the pension fund and a con- 
tinuing appropriation is hereby made out of such fund to pay 
such salary. The probate judge of each county of the State is 
hereby constituted the county pension commissioner and is charg- 
ed with the performance of the several duties required of him 
by this act. 

(4) Any bona fide citizen of this State who has been a resi- 
dent thereof for a period of five years at the time of filing his 
application and who actually served as a soldier or sailor in the 
Army or Navy of the Confederate States of America or of the 
State of Alabama for or during the period of the War Between 
the States and who did not desert the service of the State of 
Alabama or the Confederate States and who does not own in real 
or personal property, one or both to the value of more than five 
thousand dollars or whose wife does not own property of such 
value, or who do not together own property of such value or 
whose property income does not exceed $1,200.00 per annum,. 
shall be entitled to the provisions of this act. 

(5) The widow of any soldier or sailor in the service of the 
State of Alabama or of the Confederate States of America such 
as is set forth in section 4 of this act who was married to such 
soldier prior to January 1st, 1900, and who has not remarried 
since the death of such soldier or sailor as whose widow she makes 
application for pension and who was not at the time of her hus- 
band’s death, separated from him by divorce or was not volun- 
tarily living apart from her husband during the period of one 
year prior to his death and whose husband did not desert the 
service of the State of Alabama or of the Confederate States and 
who at the time of filing said application does not own real or 
personal property or both to the value of $5,000.00 whether in fee 
. simple or life interest therein or whose income from all sources 
does not exceed $1,200.00 per annum, who is an actual bona fide 
resident of the State of Alabama and has been such for a period 
of five years prior to the filing of said application shall be en- 
titled to relief under the provisions of this act. 

(6) Any soldier or sailor as set forth in section 4 of this act | 
who deems himself entitled to the benefits of this act shall file 
with 2ae probate judge of the county in which he resides, his ap- 
plication in writing, sworn to before some officer authorized to 
administer oaths, and upon blanks to be furnished by such judge 
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of probate setting forth that he was a Confederate soldier or 

sailor in the service of the State of Alabama or of the Confeder- 

ate States that he did not desert the service, but rendered actual 

service as such soldier or sailor, that neither he nor his wife, sep- 

arately or. together are possessed of property of more than $5,- 
000.00, whether taxable or exempt property, money on deposit in 
banks in this or any other State, or investments in mortgages, 
bonds or any other securities, and that his income is not over 
$1,200.00 per annum. He shall also state in what company and 
regiment or other command he rendered service as such soldier 
or sailor, and whether he was honorably discharged or whether 
he surrendered with the Army, giving date and place of his en- 
listment in the service, the date and place of termination of his 
service and the reason therefor, his age at the time of making 
such applications, whether wounded and in what engagements, 
and if taken prisoner, where captured and when, where confined 
as a prisoner, and under what conditions discharged, and whether 
he has before made application to be placed on the pension roll 
of this or any other State and been rejected, giving the date of 
such rejection and the reason assigned therefor, and that he did 

‘not, after entering the service as stated take the oath of allegi- 
ance to any other government than the Confederate States of 
America before April 9th, 1865. He shall also state whether he 
has been on the pension roll of any other state, giving name of 
State. 

(7) The widow of any soldier or sailor deeming herself en- 
titled to the benefits of this act, shall file with the probate judge 
of the county of which she is a bona fide resident, her applica- 
tion in writing and sworn to before some officer authorized to 
administer oaths, on blanks furnished by the judge of probate, 
such blanks conforming substantially to requirements set forth 
in section 5 of this act, and in addition shall show the name of 
the deceased husband and date of his death, his company and 
regiment, the date of her marriage, her age at the time of mak- 
ing application, and whether application before has been made 
and rejection had or name dropped from pension roll before and . 
when and reason assigned. : 

(8) The widow of any Confederate soldier or sailor on the 
pension roll at the time of his death shall be entitled to be placed 
upon the pension roll upon the formal application on blanks fur- 
nished by the probate judge of the county and satisfactory proof 
that she is the widow of such pensioner and said applicant shall 
be subject to the same requirements as are set forth in section 6 


of this act. 
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(9) All applications shall be filed with the probate judge and 
shall be immediately forwarded by him, together with all papers 
pertaining thereto, the Alabama pension commissioners. For 
such service the probate judge shall receive fifty cents for each 
application to be paid out of the county treasury, provided he 
shall not receive compensation from more than one application of 
any applicant in any one year. 

(10) No applicant will have his or her name placed upon the. 
pension rolls of this State unless at least one witness who was a 
Confederate soldier and can establish his record as such certifies 
to the fact that the applicant or the husband of the applicant 
rendered the service as set forth in said application. In addi- 
tion thereto there shall be required the certificate of two disinter- 
ested witnesses that the applicant is trustworthy and reliable 
and that they have full reason to believe and do believe that the 
statements made in said application are true and correct. 

(11) All soldiers and sailors who are entitled to the benefits 
of this act who are now or may hereafter be placed on the pen- 
sion rolls of the State, shall constitute Class A and shall receive 
twelve and fifty one hundredths dollars monthly to be paid ‘quar- 
. terly. All widows now on the pension roll in class one shall re- 
main in said class and all widows now on the pension roll in class 
two shall remain in said class and all widows on the pension roll 
in class three shall remain in said class and all widows hereafter 
placed on the pension roll shall be placed and shall remain in class 
three; and the widows in each class shall receive the amount 
actually received by a widow in such class drawing for four quar- 
ters during the fiscal year ending September 30th, 1919, and such 
pensions shall be paid quarterly in like manner as pensions were 
paid for said fiscal year. a 

(12) The State auditor shall have prepared records to be 
used as a permanent State record of pensions in which shall be 
recorded in alphabetical order according to county and class, the 
names of all pensioners with columns showing dates of issuance 
by quarters, together with a suitable column in which shall be 
entered promptly the date of death or other cause for the discon- 
tinuance of the pension. Such record shall be kept up to date 
by the prompt entry thereon of all new names, with date of 
granting application, and when payment to any pensioner shall 
cease the reason therefor shall be so stated of record. 

(13) All applications rejected by the pension commission 
shall be entered upon a permanent record with reasons for such 
rejection, and the original application and all papers connected 
therewith shall be returned to the probate judge, who shall file 
them for permanent preservation and reference. 
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(14) The State auditor shall furnish to the probate judge 
for free use by applicant on forms approved by the pension com- 
missioners all necessary blanks, which together with all station- 
ery necessary to carry out the provisions of this act are to be paid 
for by the State as other stationery. 

(15) That there is hereby appropriated from the pension 
fund annually for the use of the auditor for the employment of 
clerical or other assistance and any other necessary expense 
which may arise in the carrying out of the provisions of this act, 
the sum of $1,200.00. 

{16} All nensions are to be paid in quarterly payments on 
the first day of October, January, April and July of each fiseal 
year, on warrants drawn by the State auditor on the State treas- 
urer in favor of each each and every pensioner payable out of the 
Confederate pension fund for the amount due each pensioner, as 
classified. Such warrants shall be issued by the pension clerk in 
the name of the auditor, and the record of issuance and account- 
ing for the same shall be as for other warrants issued by the 
auditor. 

(17) Pension warrants shall be sent from the auditor’s office 
to reach the probate judge of each county of the State, not later . 
than the last day of each quarter. 

(18) The judge of probate shall deliver such warrant to the 
payees having them to sign the receipt therefor which receipts the 
probate judge shall retain for not more than thirty days and 
together with all undelivered pension warrants shall at the ex- 
piration of such time return at once to the auditor’s office stat- 
ing on said warrants the date of return, the reason for such non- 
delivery, and if dead, the date of death and if removed from the 
State, the date of such removal, and such so returned shall be 
endorsed by the auditor “cancelled” on the face thereof with the 
dates and reasons for such cancellation and no other warrants 
shall be issued in the place of such cancelled warrants except it 
be shown by satisfactory proof that such cancellation was er- 
roneously done. The probate judge in the event he does not know 
the person applying for such warrant is the identical person 
named in such warrant and entitled thereto must require satis- 
factory proof of these facts before the delivery of such warrant. 
In the event the pensioner shall be physically unable to appear 
before the probate judge in person in order that he or she may 
receive the warrant, delivery may be made through a reliable 
citizen of the county in which the pensioner resides on the writ- 
ten request of said pensioner and on the affidavit of such citizen 
that the pensioner is at the time of such delivery of warrant ac- 
tually living in.the county and is physically unable to appear in 
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person before such probate judge. At the time of such delivery 
the probate judge shall furnish the person through whom the 
warrant is delivered a blank receipt to be signed by the pensioner 
which receipt shall show the post-office address of the pensioner 
and where and with whom residing, and such receipt shall be 
returned to the probate judge who shal] return the same to the 
auditor with other receipts, and the probate judge shall be respon- 
sible and liable on his official bond to the State of Alabama for 
the failure or wrongful delivery of said warrant. Each warrant 
before being paid must bear the endorsement of the payee attest- 
ed by some witness in writing and where payee is unable to write 
such endorsement shall be attested by two witnesses in writing. 

(19) The probate judge shall thirty days before the end of 
each quarter, revise the pension rolls of their respective counties 
and if upon careful investigation it shall appear to them that. any 
pensioner whose name stands in the roll, is in any way illegally 
drawing a pension, the name of such pensioner together with the 
name of any pensioner who has died or removed from the State 
shall be sent to the Alabama pension commissioner with the rec- 
ommendation that said name be dropped from the roll. If upon 
the receipt of such information it should appear that any erasures 
should be made from the roll the probate judge shall be so noti- 
fied, and no warrant shall thereafter be issued to any pensioner 
whose name the pension commission shall decide should be erased 
from the pension roll. Any soldier, sailor or widow who shall 
become a resident citizen of another State shall be dropped from 
the pension roll of this State and the probate judge is expressly 
prohibited from delivering to any payee the pension warrant 
who is at the time of such delivery residing outside the State and 
has no fixed abode within the State, and in case of absence from 
any cause for a period of twelve months the name of the pen- 
sioner shall be stricken from the pension roll. On the return 
of such pensioner to the State where affidavit is made that such 
return is permanent the name of such pensioner shall be re- 
stored to the pension roll without further proof, provided that 
in all cases where the pensioners shall have been absent from the 
State for more than twelve months they shall comply with all 
requirements of this act as to residence as are required of pen- 
sioners making original application to be placed on the pension 
rolls, and provided further that no pensioners shall be entitled 
to any quarterly allowance during the time so stricken from the 
roll. 

(20) An applicant who has been rejected may file his or her 
application again after the lapse of three months, but if only the 
original application and no new or additional proof shall be of- 
fered the probate judge shall refuse to consider the application. 
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(21) If it shall be ascertained that the pensioner secured the 
grant of his pension by misrepresentation, either by himself or 
others, the name of such pensioner shall be stricken from the 
pension roll of the State and the facts reported by the probate 
judge to the grand jury of the county of the pensioner’s residence 
for its consideration. 

(22) Any applicant or witness who is examined or whose 
affidavit is used in connection with an application, who knowing- 
ly swears falsely to any material matter in connection therewith 
shall be guilty of perjury, any person who shall receive from the 
probate judge a warrant of another person without authority to 
receive the same, or who having or receiving it shall appropriate 
it to his own use or who shall receive any pension money or war- 
rant in any way without being entitled thereto or authorized to 
receive the same shall be guilty of embezzlement. 

(23) No person shall purchase or receive a transfer of any 
pension or warrant issued or to be issued under this act before 
the date provided for issuing warrants herein provided, unless © 
in writing transferred for face value or supplies of merchandise 
or unless discounted at nothing more than legal rate of interest, 
which shall be stated in the instrument of transfer, and a copy 
of such transfer must be made and filed with the probate judge 
to be returned with the receipt to the State auditor. 

(24) Whenever it is made to appear to the probate judge 
that the name of a pensioner has through any error or omission 
or inadvertence after the passage of this act been dropped from 
or left off the list of pensioners he shall certify such fact and 
the length of time omitted or dropped and the amount due such 
pensioner, to the State pension commission and if it is satisfac- 
torily shown that such pensioner is justly entitled to be restored, 
the pension commission shall or order and the auditor shall issue 
his warrant for the amount shown to be due said warrant to be 
delivered to the pensioner as other warrants are delivered. 

(25) During the month of January of each year, it shall be 
the duty of the probate judge to publish in a newspaper of the 
county, an alphabetical list with full names and post-office ad- 
dress of all the pensioners on the pension roll of his county indi- 
cating such as are widows. Such list shall be published one time 
and be paid for from the county treasury at no more than the 
legal or contract rate for printing. The probate judge shall 
furnish to the secretary of the pension commission a copy of 
such publication who shall keep the same in permanent file for 
the inspection of the pension committee. 

(26) The probate judge of each county shall at least twice 
a year submit a certified list of the pensioners on the roll of his 
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county with the post office address of each to the judge of the 
circuit court or court of like jurisdiction who shall specifically 
charge the grand jury to investigate the pension list for the pur- 
pose of ascertaining such as are not entitled to pensions, and 
that the list may be purged of any names on said list who are 
not entitled to receive pensions, and it shall be the duty of ‘the 
foreman of such grand jury to report through the probate judge 
to the pension commission the recommendation of the grand jury 
as to such names as from their investigation are not entitled to 
the benefits of this act and such names shall on order of the 
pension commission be stricken from the pension roll. 


(27) When it shall be reported to the pension commission or 
it shall come to their knowledge that any person whose name is 
on the pension roll-is not entitled to a pension, or through fraud 
or misrepresentation has been placed on the pension roll, and 
has been receiving a pension from the State, the pension commis- 
sion shall make inquiry into such charges and if they are satis- 
fied as to the probably correctness thereof, reference of the same 
shall be made to the probate judge of the county where the pen- 
sioner resides, who shall make full investigation and report the 
result thereof to the pension commission. If the charges are 
established the name of such pensioner shall be stricken from the 
pension roll and the State auditor shall ascertain and make de- 
mand upon the pensioner for the refunding of the amount re- 
ceived and on failure of pensioner to immediately refund the 
same, the auditor shall report such fact to the attorney general 
for collection. 


(28) Should a pensioner die leaving a widow who would be 
entitled to a pension under the provisions of this act, or if there 
be no widow, leaving a minor child or children, or should a 
widow die leaving a minor child or children the probate judge 
shall deliver the warrant of the next quarterly issue, succeeding 
the death of said pensioner, to the widow, or if there be no widow, 
to the minor child or childrén of such pensioner, and should 
there be no widow or minor child’of such deceased pensioner, 
the probate judge shall endorse such fact on the pension warrant 
and collect the same and apply the proceeds, first to the payment 
of the burial expenses, and second, to the expenses of the last 
illness of the pensioner, attaching thereto a receipt of state- 
ment of payment of such expenses. 

(29) Any person who violates any provision of this act, 
where a penalty is not otherwise provided, shall be guilty of a 
misdemeanor, and upon conviction thereof, shall be fined not 
exceeding five hundred dollars ($500.00). 
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(30) The State pension commission is expressly prohibited 
from placing on the pension rolls of the State the name of any 
person or persons who served only in the State troops, State 
militia or home guard, or the widow of any such person or per- 
sons. 

-(81) Should any clause, paragraph, section or part of this 
bill be held invalid or unconstitutional, the same shall not affect 
any other clause, paragraph, or section or part of the bill. 

(32) No applicant who has been purposely stricken from 
the pension roll shall be entitled to any back pay for the time his 
ur her name was stricken from the roll, and no back pay shall 
in any case, be granted except to those mukiiig application, as 
set forth in this act. ; 

(33) In all applications for pensions hereafter, there shall 
be included a schedule of property owned, as provided in this 
act, and as prepared under direction of the Alabama pension 
commission, and in addition thereto, the tax assessor shall make 
certificate as to the assessed value of property of the pensioner 
and his wife, as shown by the assessment returns of his county, 
and that to the best of his knowledge the pensioner and his wife 
do not own property in the excess of five thousand dollars ($5,- 
000.00). 

(34) When a soldier or sailor on the pension roll shall by 
reason of insanity be confined in the insane hospital, his name 
shall be dropped from the pension roll for the period of such con- 
finement and the name of his wife shall be placed on the pension 
roll in class three and she shall receive such pension allowance 
as those in such class receive, and in event such soldier or sailor 
shall be discharged from the insane hospital, his name shall be 
restored to the pension rolls and the name of his wife shall be 
stricken therefrom. 

(35) That should there not be a sufficient amount arising 
from the special one mill soldier tax to meet the payment of pen- 
sions as provided for in this act, there is hereby appropriated a 
sufficient amount out of any money in the State treasury to meet 
such payments. Provided that all pensioners now on the roll shall 
be paid as they are now paid until January first, 1920. 

(36) This act shall be in full force and effect from the date 
of approval by the governor, and all laws and parts of laws in 
conflict are hereby repealed.

The question was upon the adoption of the 
substitute reported by the Standing Committee on Public Health, 
said substitute being as follows: 
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To be entitled an act to further revise, extend and amend the 
‘health and quarantine laws of the State of Alabama; to pro- 
vide penalties for the violation of the provisions thereof; and 
to make appropriations to cover the expenses thereof. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That section 698 of the Code of Alabama, 1907, 
be-and the same is hereby amended to read as follows: 

698. State board of health; State committee of public health ; 
how constituted.—The Medical Association of the State of Ala- 
bama, as constituted under the laws now in force, or which here- 
after may be in force, is the State board of health. The State 
board of censors, of said association, as said board of censors is 
or hereafter may be constituted under the laws now in force or 
which hereafter may be in force and under the constitution of 
said association, as said constitution now exists or may hereafter 
exist, is, and when acting as such, shall be known as the State 
committee of public health, and the governor of the State of Ala- 
bama shall be a member and ex officio chairman of said State 
committee of public health. 

Section 2. That section 699, Code of Alabama, 1907, be and © 
the same is hereby repealed, and the following substituted there- 


or. ; 

699. State board of health ; how represented.—When the 
State board of health is not in session said State committee of 
public health shall act for said board and have and discharge all 
the prerogatives and duties of said board, including the adoption 
and promulgation of rules and regulations provided for in this 
act. When said committee is not in session the State health offi- 
cer shall act for said board and said committee and shall report 
to the said board and said committee at its regular meeting his 
actions, and said board or said committee may at any time re- 
voke any action of said health officer. 

Section 3. That section 700, Code of Alabama, 1907, be and 
the same is hereby amended to read as follows: 

Section 700. County boards of health; how constituted.— 
The boards of censors of county medical societies in affiliation 
with the Medical Association of the State of Alabama, and or- 
ganized in accordance with the provisions of its constitution as 
it now or may hereafter exist, are hereby constituted, and when 
acting as such shall be known as, county boards of health of their 
respective counties, including all incorporated municipalities 
therein, and shall be under the general supervision and control 
of the State board of health. Whenever the name “county com- 
mittee of public health” or other name or expression referring 
to the county committee of public health, as such, now occurs in 
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the Code of Alabama, this act or any other statute law of the 
State of Alabama, or in the constitution of the Medical Associa- 
tion of the State of Alabama, or in the Constitution of the Medi- 
cal society of a county in the State of Alabama in affiliation with 
the Medical Association of the State of Alabama, said name or 
expression shall hereafter be read and understood and construed 
to mean the county board of health herein provided for; and the 
chairman of the board of revenue, and the presiding officer of the 
courts of county commissioners, or other like county governing 
boards, shall be a member and ex officio chairman of the county 
board of health in his county respectively.

Nor shall any municipality have a mu- 
nicipal health officer or other like officer. Nor shall any board, 
body or organization, or any official or person, acting or claiming 
to act under any Federal authority, or acting without claim of 
Federal or State authority, engage in any public health work 
except under the supervision and control of the State board of 
health; provided, however, that such control of the State board 
of health shall not be required in the ease of, nor shall the in- 
hibition of this section apply to, organizations affiliated with the 
anti-tuberculosis League of the State of Alabama, nor to any 
similar organization operating under the direction of the Na- 
tional Tuberculosis Association. : 

Section 5. That section 702, Code of Alabama, 1907, be and 
the same is hereby amended to read as follows: 

702. State board of health; authority and jurisdiction.—The 
State board of health shall have authority and jurisdiction. 

(1) To exercise general control over the enforcement of the 
laws relating to public health. 

(2) To investigate the causes, modes of propagation, and 
means of prevention, of diseases. 

(3) To investigate the influence of localities and employ- 
ment on the health of the people. 

(4) To inspect all schools, hospitals, asylums, jails, alms- 
houses, theatres, opera houses, court houses, churches, public 
halls, prisons, markets, dairies, milk depots, slaughter pens or 
houses, railroad depots, railroad cars, street railroad cars, lines 
of railroads and street railroads (including the territory con- 
tiguous to said lines, industrial and manufacturing establish- 
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ments, offices, stores, banks, club houses, hotels, rooming houses, 
residences, and other places of like character, and whenever in- 
sanitary conditions in any of these places, institutions, or estab- 
lishments, or conditions prejudicial to health, or likely to become 
so, are found, proper steps shall be taken by the proper authori- 
ties, to have such conditions corrected or abated. 

(5) To examine the sources of supply, tanks, reservoirs, 
pumping stations and avenues of conveyance of drinking water, 
and whenever these waters are found polluted, or conditions are 
discovered likely to bring about their pollution, proper steps shall 
pe taken by the proper authorities to improve or correct condi- 

ions. 

(6) To adopt and promulgate rules and regulations providing 
proper methods and details for administering the health and sani- 
tary laws of the State, which rules and regulations shall have the 
force and effect of law and shall be executed and enforced by 
the same courts, bodies, officials, agents and employees as in the 
case of health laws; and any person violating or failing or refus- 
ing to obey or comply with, any such rule or regulation shall be 
guilty of a misdemeanor and shall be punished in accordance 
with the provisions of section 7073 of this Code; and if the viola- 
tion or failure is a continuing one each day’s violation or failure 
shall constitute a separate offense and be punishable accordingly. 

(7) To exercise supervision and control over county boards 
of health and over county health officers and county quarantine 
officers in the enforcement of the public health laws of the State 
in their respective counties and whenever any such county board 
of health, county health officer or county quarantine officer shall 
fail or refuse to discharge its or his duties may be discharged 
by the State board of health until proper arrangements are made 
to insure their discharge by said county boards of health or said 
county health officer or said county quarantine officer, as the case 
may be. 

(8) To act as an advisory board to the State in all medical 
matters and matters of sanitation and public health. 

Section 6. That section 708, Code of Alabama, 1907, be and 
the same is hereby amended to read as follows: 

708. County boards of health; authority and jurisdiction.— 
It shall be the duty of the county boards of health in their re- 
spective counties and subject to the supervision and control of 
the State board of health— 

(1) To supervise the enforcement of the health laws of the 
State, including all ordinances or rules and regulations of mu- 
_ nicipalities or of county boards of health or of the State board 
of health; and to supervise the enforcement of the law for the 
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collection of vital and mortuary statistics; and to adopt and pro- 
mulgate, if necessary, rules and regulations for administering 
the health laws of the State and the rules and regulations of the 
State board of health, which rules and regulations of the county 
boards of health shall have the force and effect of law and shall 
be executed and enforced by the same bodies, officials, agents 
and employees as in the case of health laws; and any person vio- 
lating or failing or refusing to obey or comply with, any such 
rule or regulation shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and shall be

(8) To investigate through county health officers or quaran- 
tine officers all nuisances to public health and through said offi- 
cers to take proper steps for the abatement of such nuisances. 

(4) To exercise through county health officers or quarantine 
officers special supervision over the sanitary conditions of 
schools, hospitals, asylums, jails, almshouses, theatres, opera 
houses, court houses, churches, public halls, prisons, market, 
dairies, milk depots, slaughter pens or hauses, railroad depots, 
railroad cars, street railroad cars, lines of railroad and street 
railroads (including the territory contiguous to said lines), in- 
dustrial and manufacturing establishments, offices, stores, banks, 
club houses, hotels, rooming houses, residences, the sources of 
supply, tanks, reservoirs, pumping stations, and avenues of con- 
veyance of drinking water, and other institutions and places of 
like character; and whenever insanitary conditions are found to 
use all legal means to have the same abated. 

(5) To elect a county health officer, subject to the approval 
of the State committee of public health, who shall devote all of 
his time to the duties of his office, and to fix his term of office 
at not less than three years, in such counties of the State as shall, 
through its proper authorities, make appropriation for the pay- 
ment of the salary of all-time health officer, and provide him with 
an office and the expenses named in subsection 11 of section 706 
of this act; and in the event any county or counties shall fail or 
refuse to make such appropriation, certain duties of an all-time 
health officer shall be done and performed by the quarantine offi- 
cer hereinafter provided for. 
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No county health officer-elect shall assume office until his 
election shall have been approved by the State committee of pub- 
lic health, and if such committee refuses to approve his election, 
another county health officer shall be forthwith elected. The 
jurisdiction of such officer shall extend to all parts of the county, 
including all incorporated municipalities; and should the health 
officer so elected neglect or fail faithfully to perform any of the 
duties which are lawfully prescribed for him it shall be the duty 
of the State health officer to remove said county health officer 
from office; and when any county health officer shall be so re- 
moved he shall have the right to appeal to the State committee 
of public health, and when such appeal has been taken said com- 
mittee shall investigate fully the causes for which he was removed 
from office. If six members of said committee vote to affairm 
the action of said State health officer then his action shall be af- 
firmed ; otherwise it shall be reversed. 

(6) Whenever. two or more counties acting through their 
respective courts of county commissioners or boards of revenue, 
as the case may be, shall agree to appropriate proportionately 
from the funds of their respective counties a sufficient sum to pay 
the salaries of an all-time health officer and assistants and pro- 
vide him with an office, supplies and expenses as provided in sub- 
section II of section 706 of this act, then the county boards of 
health of these respective counties shall meet in joint session and 
elect an all-time health officer, and fix his term of office at not 
less than three years, who shall devote all of his time to the du- 
ties of his office in the district for which he is elected. No all- 
time health officer elected under the authority of this subsection 
shall assume office until his election shall have been approved by 
the State committee on public health and if such committee re- 
fuses to approve his election, another district peal officer shall 
forthwith be elected. 

The jurisdiction of such officer shall extend io. all parts of 
each county in the district, including all incorporated municipali- 
ties in the several counties composing such district; and he shall 
be subject to removal as provided in subsection 5 next preceding. 
The minimum salary of such district health officer shall be not 
less than $2,400 per annum paid monthly out of the budget pro- 
vided by the several counties composing said district. 

Section 7. That subsections 1 and 11 of subdivision 1, section 
706, Code of Alabama, 1907, as amended by an act approved 
September 25, 1915, Acts 1915, page 782, be and the same are 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

706. Subdivision 1, subsection 1. The office of part-time 
county health officer is hereby abolished and the county health 
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officer elected as provided in section 703 of the Code as amended 
by this act shall devote all of his time to official work. He shall, 
under the direction of the State health officer and the county 
board of health have sole direction of all sanitary and public 
health work within the county, including incorporated munici- 
palities, and shall employ for his assistants subject to the ap- 
proval of the county board of health such number of physicians, 
nurses, clerks, inspectors, and other employees as are found neces- 
sary to accomplish the work. The salary of the health officer 
shall, within the limits of section 707 of the Code as amended 
herein, be fixed by the court of eannty commissioners or like 
board and shall be paid out of the budget which shall be pro- 
vided by the county for the prosecution of public health work 
and sanitation. Each incorporated municipality having a popu- 
lation of 5,000 or more according to the last Federal census, in 
counties which have provided for a health officer, shall provide 
a budget consisting of a sufficient sum of money properly to 
safeguard the public health and promote sanitation within the 
corporate limits of the municipality, and all municipalities may 
make appropriations especially for public health work. All as- 
sistants and employees of the county board of health shall be 
appointed by the county health officer subject to the approval of 
the county board of health and county board of revenue or board 
of like character. Employees whose functions are discharged 
solely in a municipality shall be approved by the city commis- 
sion or like governing body of said municipality and not by the 
county board of revenue, or boards of like character. The county 
health officer shall have full and complete authority to remove 
from office any assistant or employee. It shall be the duty of the 
county health officer. 

Subsection 11. To authorize in writing a niember of the 
county medical society acceptable to the county board of health 
to act for him in case of a contemplated absence from the county 
of such duration, or in case of a disability from any cause of such 
charatter, as would interfere with the discharge of his official 
duty, provided that such member accepts in writing such delega- 
tion of authority, and provided further that he shall notify the 
chairman of the county board of health and the State health offi- 
cer of such arrangement, and provided further that no county. 
health officer shall absent himself from the county for a period 
longer than thirty days unless he first obtains the approval of 
the State health officer. 

Section 8. That division II of section 706, Code of Alabama, 
1907, as amended by an act approved September 25, 1915, Acts 
1915, page 786, be and the same is hereby repealed. 
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Section 9. That subsections 2 and 6 of subdivisions III, sec- 
tion 706, Code of Alabama, 1907, as amended by an act ap- 
proved September 25, 1915, Acts 1915, page 786, be and they are 
hereby amended to read as follows: 

Subsection 2. To occupy an office in the court house of the 
county, to be assigned by the court of county commissioners or 
other like board, and in the event that an office in the court house 
is not available the said court or board shall provide an office for 
him conveniently located with reference to the court house; and. 
the court of county commissions or other like board shall appro- 
priate from the revenue of the county such sums as are found 
necessary to furnish and equip the office of the county health 
officer with all necessary supplies, and furnish all necessary cler- 

ical help, transportation and other expenses of the county health 
- officer, and shall appropriate from the revenues of the county 
money for the prosecution of public health work which has been 
recommended by the county health officer and indorsed by the 
county board of health and approved by said court of county 
commissioners or other like board. 

Subsection 6. To teach the proprietors of slaughter houses, 
dairies, grocery houses, hotels, lunch stands, etc., the importance 
of protecting all food products from dust and insects of every 
kind and to require the proper protection of food products by 
glass cases, screens, or other devices approved by the county 
board of health and to impress upon the people of the county the 
importance of similar protection in their own homes. 

Section 10. That section 707, Code of Alabama, 1907, as 
amended by Act approved September 25, 1915, Acts 1915, page 
788, be amended so as to read as follows: 

707. Salary of county health officer ; how paid.—The salary 
of the county health officer shall be fixed by the court of county 
commissioners or other like board, but in no event shall the salary 
be fixed at a less amount than two hundred dollars per month, 
payable monthly from the county treasury as in the case of other 
salaries paid by the county; provided that nothing herein con- 
tained shall prevent said courts of county commissioners, or 
boards of revenue, from paying the health officer of their county : 
such additional sum as salary as to them shall seem right and 

roper. 
‘ Section 1+. That section 709, Code of Alabama, 1907, be 
amended so as to read as follows: 

709. Assistant county health officers shall be appointed.— 
The county health officer may, subject to the approval of the 
county board of health, appoint such assistant health officers if 
any, and so distribute them throughout the county (including

health officer may remove any assistant health officer so ap- 
pointed. 

Sec. 12. That section 710, and each subsection thereof, Code 
of Alabama, 1907, be and the same is hereby repealed and the 
following substituted therefor. 

710. County quarantine officer—There shall be in each coun- 
ty having no health officer a county quarantine officer who shall 
be appointed by the State committee of public health on the rec- 
ommendation of the county board of health whose tenure of office 
shall expire on the election of a county health officer, provided 
that in no event shali his term of office extend more than three 
years from the date of his appointment, and provided further 
that the State committee of public health shall have power to 
remove a quarantine officer at any time when in its judgment 
the public good requires such removal.

711. Midwifery; regulations of —Subdivision 1. It shall be 
unlawful for any person, other than a regularly licensed physi- 
cian, to practice as a midwife without first making written appli- 
cation for and receiving a certificate of approval from the county 
board of health. The term “midwife” shall be construed to in- 
clude any person, other than a regularly licensed physician, who 
shall attend, or who shall bargain, contract or agree to attend, 
any woman at or during childbirth. 

Subdivision 2. No permit shall be issued by a county board 
of health to any person to practice as a midwife, unless such 
person shall present to the said board of health satisfactory evi- 
dence of having or possessing sufficient knowledge and skill in 
the art of midwifery, and that such person is free from a com- 
municable disease and of good moral character. 

_ Subdivision 3. County boards of health shall from time to 
time upon application made in such form as may be prescribed 
by the State board of health and in such manner as State board 
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of health may determine, either by a schedule of questions to be 
‘answered and subscribed, or orally, examine each person of good 
moral character and temperate habits who desires to engage in 
the practice of midwifery, as to his or her qualifications and 
knowledge of the art, and if a majority of the county board of 
health shall be satisfied that such person is competent to engage 
in the practice of midwifery, said board shall enter the name of 
such person as a registered midwife in a book provided for that 
purpose, and shall issue to such person a certificate of approval 
to be signed by the chairman of said board and countersigned by 
the county health officer.

712. Registration of births and deaths.—Subdivision 1. 
The State board of health shall have charge of the registration 
of births and deaths; shall prepare the necessary instructions, 
forms and blanks for obtaining and preserving such records and 
shall procure the faithful registration of the same in each pri- 
mary registration district, as constituted in subdivision 3 of this 
section, and in the central bureau of vital statistics at the capitol 
of the State. Said board shall be charged with the uniform and 
thorough enforcement of the law throughout the State, and shall 
from time to time recommend any additional legislation ee may 
be necessary for this purpose. 


Subdivision 2. The State board of health shall had general 
supervision over the central bureau of vital statistics. The 
State registrar of vital statistics shall be appointed by the State 
board of health. He shall hold office at the pleasure of said board 
and shall receive such compensation as the board may fix. The 
State board of health shall provide such clerical and other assist- 
ants as may be necessary for the purposes of this section who 
shall serve during the pledsure of the board, and said board shall 
fix the compensation of persons thus employed. The State board 
of health shall provide for the bureau of vital statistics suitable 
offices, which shall be properly equipped with filing cases for the 
permanent and safe preservation of all official records made and 
returned under this section. 

Subdivision 3. For the purposes of this section the State 
shall be divided into registration districts as follows: Each vot- 
ing precinct in the State shall constitute a primary registration 
district; provided, that the State board of health may combine 
two or more primary registration districts or subdivide any pri- 
mary registration district when necessary to facilitate registra- 
tion.

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Subdivision 4. As soon as possible after the taking effect of 
this section the State board of health shall appoint a local regis- 
trar of vital statistics for each registration district in the State. 
The term of office of each local registrar so appointed shall be 
four years, and until his successor has been appointed and has 
qualified, unless such office shall sooner become vacant by death, 
disqualification, operation of law, or other cause; provided, that 
in cities where other officials are, in the judgment of the State 
board of health, conducting effective registration of births and 
deaths under local ordinances at the time of the taking effect of 
this section, such officials mav he annointed as registrars in and 
for such cities, and shall be subject to the rules and regulations 
of the State registrar, and to all of the provisions of this section.

Any local registrar, who, in the judgment of the State board 
of health, fails or neglects to discharge efficiently the duties of 
nis janice shall be forthwith removed by the State board of 

ealth. 

Each local registrar shall, immediately upon his acceptance 
of appointment as such, appoint a deputy, whose duty it shall be 
to act in his stead in case of his absence or disability; and such 
deputy shall in writing accept such appointment and be subject 
to all laws, rules and regulations governing local registrars. And 
when it appears to him expedient the local registrar may with 
the approval of the State registrar appoint one or more suitable 
persons to act as sub-registrars, who shall be authorized to receive 
certificates of birth and death and to issue burial or removal per- 
mits in and for such portions of the district as may be desig- 
nated; and each subregistrar shall note, on each certificate, over 
his signature, the date of filing, and shall forward all certificates 
to the local registrar of the district within ten days, and in all 
cases before the third day of the following month; provided, that 
each subregistrar shall be subject to the supervision and control 
of the State registrar, and may be by him removed for neglect 
or failure to perform his duty in accordance with law and the 
rules and regulations governing local registrars. 

Subdivision 5. No dead human body shall be buried, cre- 
mated or otherwise disposed of, or removed from or into any 
registration district, or be temporarily held pending further dis- 
position more than 72 hours after death, unless a permit for 
burial, removal, or other disposition thereof shall have been prop- 
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erly issued by the local registrar of the registration district in 
which the death occurred or in which the body was found. And 
no such burial or removal permit shall be issued by any registrar 
until a complete and satisfactory certificate of death has been 
filed with him as herein provided; provided, that when any such 
body is transported from outside the State into a registration dis- 
trict in Alabama for burial the transit or removal permit issued 
in accordance with the law and health regulations of the place 
where the death occurred shall be accepted by the local registrar 
of the district into which such body has been transported for 
burial or other disposition as a basis upon which he may issue a 
local burial permit; and he shall note upon the face of the burial 
permit the fact that it is a body shipped in for interment and 
give the actual place of death; and no local registrar shall receive 
any fee for the issuance of burial or removal permits other than 
the compensation provided in subdivision 20 and provided further 
that in sparsely settled districts, to be designated by the State 
registrar of vital statistics, or when it is impracticable to file a 
death certificate, a local registrar may issue a burial or removal 
permit without a certificate if a responsible person assumes the 
‘obligation to file a satisfactory certificate within ten days. 
Subdivision 6. A stillborn child shall be registered as a birth 
and also as a death and separate certificates of the birth and the 

death shall be filed with the local registrar in the usual form and 
manner, the certificate of birth to contain in place of the name 
of the child the word “stillborn ;”’ provided that neither a certifi- 
cate of birth nor a certificate of death shall be required for a 
child that has not advanced to the fifth month of uterogestation. 
The medical certificate of the cause of death shall be signed by 
the attending physician, if any, and shall state the cause of death 
as “stillborn,” with the cause of still-birth, if known, whether a 
premature birth, and, if a premature birth, the period of utero- 
gestation, in months, if known; and a burial or removal permit 
of the prescribed form shal] be required. Midwives shall not 
sign certificates of death for stillborn children; but such cases, 
and stillbirths occurring without attendance of either physician 
or midwife, shall be treated as deaths without medical attend- 
ance, as provided for in subdivisions 8 of this section. 

Subdivision 7. Certificates of death shall be upon such 
forms, and shall contain such matter, as may be provided for 
from time to time by the rules and regulations of the State board 
of health. 

The personal statistical particulars shall be authenticated by 
the signature of the informant, who may be’ any competent per- 
son acquainted with the facts. 
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The statement of facts relating to the disposition of the body 
shall be signed by the undertaker or person acting as such. 

The medical certificate shall be made and signed by the phy- 
sician, if any, last in attendance on the deceased, who shall spec- 
ify the time in attendance, the time he last saw the deceased alive, 
and the hour of the day at which death occurred. And he shall 
further state the cause of death, so as to show the course of 
disease or sequence of causes resulting in the death, giving first 
the name of the disease causing death (primary cause) and the 
eontributory (secondary) cause, if any, and the duration of 
each. Indefinite and unsatisfactory terms, denoting only syinp- 
toms of disease or conditions resulting from disease, will not be 
held sufficient for the issuance of a burial or removal ‘permit; and 
any certificate containing only such terms, as defined by the 
State registrar, shall be returned to the physician or person 
making the medical certificate, for correction and more defiriite 
statement. Causes of death which may be the result of either 
disease or violence shall be carefully defined; and if from vio- 
lence, the means of injury shall be stated, and whether (prob- 
ably) accidental suicidal, or homicidal. And for deaths in hos- 
pitals or other institutions, or of non-residents, the physician 
shall supply the personal statistical particulars, if he is able to 
do so, and may state where, in his opinion, the disease was con- 
tracted. 

Subdivision 8. That in case of any death occurring without 
medical attendance, it shall be the duty of the undertaker to 
notify the local registrar of such death, and when so notified the 
registrar shall, prior to the issuance of the permit, inform the 
local health officer and refer the case to him for immediate in- 
vestigation and certification; provided, when there is no such 
official, and in such cases only, the registrar is authorized to 
make the certificate and return from the statement of relatives 
or other persons having adequate knowledge of the facts; pro- 
vided, further, that if the registrar has reason to believe that 
the death may have been due to unlawful act or neglect, he shall 
then refer the case to the coroner or other proper officer for 
investigation and certification. And the coroner or other proper 
officer whose duty it is to hold an inquest on the body of any 
deceased person, and to make the certificate of death required 
for a burial permit, shall state in his certificate the name of the 
disease causing death, or if from external causes, (1) the means 
of death; and (2) whether (probably) accidental, suicidal, or 
homicidal ; and shall, in any case, furnish such information as 
may be required by the State registrar in order properly to 
classify the death. 
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Subdivision 9. The undertaker, or person acting as under- 
taker, shall file the certificate of death with the local registrar 
of the district in which the death occurred and obtain a burial 
or removal permit prior to any disposition of the body. He shall 
obtain the required personal and statistical particulars from the 
person best qualified to supply them, over the signature and ad- 
dress of his informant. He shall then present the certificate to 
the attending physician, if any, or to the health officer or coroner, 
as directed by the local registrar, for the medical certificate of 
the cause of death and other particulars necessary to complete 
the record, as provided in subdivisions 7 and 8. And he shall 
then state the facts required relative to the date and place of 
burial or removal, over his signature and with his address, and 
present the completed certificate to the local registrar in order 
to obtain a permit for burial, removal, or other disposition of 
the body. The undertaker shall deliver the burial permit to the 
person in charge of the place of burial, before interring or other- 
wise disposing of the body; or shall attach the removal permit to 
the box containing the body, when shipped by any transporta- 
tion company ; said permit to accompany the body to its destina- 
tion; where, if within the State of Alabama, it shall be deliv- 
ered to the person in charge of the place of burial. 

Every person, firm, or corporation selling a burial casket, 
and every person who makes one on a special order, shall keep 
a record showing the name and post office address of the pur- 
chaser or orderer, name of deceased, and date and place of death 
of deceased, which record shall be open to-inspection of the State 
registrar at all times. On the first day of each month the per- 
son, firm or corporation, selling caskets or making them on spe- 
cial order shall report to the State registrar each sale or making 
for the preceding month, on a blank provided for that purpose; 
provided, however, that no person, firm, or corporation selling 
caskets to dealers or undertakers only shall be required to keep 
such record, nor shall such report be required from undertakers 
when they have direct charge of the disposition of the body. 

Every person, firm, or corporation, selling a casket at retail, 
and not having charge of the disposition of the body, shall in- 
close within the casket a notice furnished by the State registrar 
calling attention to the requirements of the law, a blank certifi- 
cate of death, and the rules and regulations of the State board 
of health concerning the burial or other disposition of a dead 
human body. ; : 

Subdivision 10. If the interment, or other disposition of the 
body, is to be made within the State, the wording of the burial 
or removal permit may be limited to a statement by the regis- 
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trar, and over his signature, that a satisfactory certificate of 
death having been filed with him, as required by law, permission 
is granted to inter, remove, or dispose otherwise of the body, 
stating the name, age, sex, cause of death, and other necessary 
details, upon the form prescribed by the State registrar. 

Subdivision 11. No person in charge of any premises on 
which interments are made shall inter or permit the interment of 
or other disposition of any human body unless it is accompanied 
by a burial, removal, or transit permit, as herein provided. And 
such person shal! endorse unon the permit the date of interment, 
over his signature, and shall return all permits so indorsed to 
the local registrar of his district within ten days from the date 
of the interment, or within the time fixed by local ordinance. He 
shall keep a record of all bodies interred or otherwise disposed 
of on the premises under his charge, in each case stating the 
name of each deceased person, place of death, date of burial or 
disposal, and name and address of the undertaker ; which record 
shall at all times be open to official inspection ; provided, that the 
undertaker or person acting as such, when burying a body in a 
cemetery or burial ground having no person in charge, shall sign 
the burial or removal permit, giving the date of burial, and shall 
write across the face of the permit the words “No person in 
charge,” and file the burial or ‘removal permit within ten days 
with the registrar of the district in which the cemetery is located. 

Subdivision 12. The birth of each and every child born in 
this State shall be registered as hereinafter provided. 

Subdivision 18. Within ten days after the date of a birth, 
there shall be filed with the local registrar of the district in 
which the birth occurred a certificate of such birth, which cer- 
tificate shall be upon the form adopted by the State board of 
health, with a view to procuring a full and accurate report with 
respect to each item of information that may be required under 
subdivision 14 of this section. 

In each case where a physician, midwife, or person acting 
as midwife, was in attendance upon the birth, it shall be the 
duty of such physician, midwife or person acting as midwife, to 
file said certificate in accordance herewith. 

In each case where there was no physician or midwife in 
attendance upon the birth, it shall be the duty of the father or 
mother of the child, the householder or owner of the premises 
where the birth occurred, or the manager or superintendent of 
the public or private institution where the birth occurred, each 
in the order named, within ten days after the date of such birth, 
to report to the local registrar the fact of such birth. In such 
case and in case the physician or midwife, or other person report- 
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ing said birth is unable, by diligent inquiry, to obtain any item or 
items of information contemplated by subdivision 14 of this sec- 
tion, it shall then be the duty of the local registrar to secure from 
the person so reporting, or from any other person having the re- 
quired knowledge, such information as will enable him to pre- 
pare the certificate of birth herein contemplated, and it shall 
be the duty of the person reporting the birth or who may be in- 
terrogated in relation thereto to answer correctly and to the 
best of his knowledge all questions put to him by the local regis- 
trar which may be calculated to elicit any information needed to 
make a complete record of the birth as contemplated by said 
subdivision 14, and it shall be the duty of the informant as to any 
statement made in accordance herewith to verify such statement 
by his signature, when requested so to do by the local registrar. 

Subdivision 14. Certificate of birth shall be upon such forms, 
and shall contain such matter, as may be provided for from time 
to time by the rules and regulations of the State. 

Such certificates shall be signed by the attending physician 
or midwife, with date of signature and address; if there is not a 
physician or midwife in attendance, then by the father or the 
mother of the child, chief occupant of the premises, or manager 
or superintendent of public or private institution where the birth 
occurred, or other competent person, whose duty it shall be to 
notify the local registrar of each birth, as required by subdivi- 
sion 13 of this section. 

The exact date of filing in office of local registrar, attested by 
his official signature, and registered number of birth, shall be 
by said registrar noted on each birth certificate. 

Subdivision 15. When any certificate of birth of a living 
child is presented without the statement of the given name, then 
the local registrar shall make out and deliver to the parents of 
the child a special blank for the supplemental report of the given 
name of the child, which shall be filled out as directed, and re- 
turned to the local registrar as soon as the child shall have been 
named. 

Subdivision 16. Every physician, midwife, undertaker, deal- 
er in coffins and makers of coffins shall, without delay, register 
his name, address, and occupation with the local registrar of the 
district in which he resides, or may hereafter establish a resi- 
dence; and shall thereupon be supplied by the local registrar with 
a copy of this section, together with such rules and regulations 
as may be promulgated by the State board of health relative to 
its enforcement. Within thirty days after the close of each 
calendar year each local registrar shall make a return to the 
State registrar of all physicians, midwives, or undertakers or 
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makers of coffins, who have been registered in his district dur- 
ing the whole or any part of the preceding calendar year; pro- 
vided, that no fee or other compensation shall be charged by local 
registrars to physicians, midwives, or undertakers for register- 
ing their names under this section or making returns thereof to 
the State registrar. 

Subdivision 17. All superintendents, managers, or other per- 
sons in charge of hospitals, almshouses, lying-in or other institu- 
tions, public or private, to which persons resort for treatment of 
diseases or confinement, or are committed by process of law, 
shail furthwith make a record of all the personal and statistical 
particulars relative to the inmates in their institutions whieh are 
required in the forms of the certificates provided for by this sub- 
division as directed by the State registrar; and thereafter such 
record shall be, by them, made for all future inmates at the time 
of their admittance. And in case of persons admitted for treat- 
ment of disease, the physician in charge shall specify for entry in 
the record, the nature of the disease, and where, in his opinion, 
it was contracted. The personal particulars and information re- 
quired by this section shall be obtained from the individual him- 
self if it is practicable to do so; and when they cannot be so 
obtained, they shall be obtained in as complete a manner as pos- 
sible from relatives, friends, or other persons acquainted with 
the facts. 

Subdivision 18. The registrar shall under the supervision 
of the State board of health prepare, print, and supply. to local 
registrars all blanks and forms used in registering, recording, 
and preserving the returns or in otherwise carrying out the pur- 
poses of this section, and shall prepare and issue such detailed in- 
structions as may be required to procure the uniform observance 
of its provisions and the maintenance of a perfect system of reg- 
-istration ; and no other blanks shall be used than those supplied 
by the State registrar. He shall carefully examine the certifi- 
cates received monthly from the local registrars, and if any such 
are incomplete or unsatisfactory he shall require such further 
information to be supplied as may be necessary to make the rec- 
ord complete and satisfactory. And all physicians, midwives, 
informants, undertakers, and all other persons having knowledge 
of the facts, are hereby required to supply, upon a form provided 
by the State registrar or upon the original certificate, such in- 
formation as they may possess regarding any birth or death upon 
demand of the State registrar, in person, by mail, or through 
the local registrar; provided, that no certificate of birth or of 
death, after its acceptance for registration by the local registrar, 
and no other record made in pursuance of this section; shall be 
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altered or changed in any respect otherwise than by amendments 
properly dated, signed and witnessed. The State registrar shall 
further arrange, bind and permanently preserve the certificates 
in a systematic manner, and shall prepare and maintain a com- 
prehensive and continuous index of all births.and deaths regis- 
tered, said index to be arranged alphabetically, in the case of 
deaths, by the names of decedents, and in the case of births, by 
the names of fathers and mothers. He shall inform all regis- 
trars what diseases are to be considered infectious, contagious, 
or communicable and dangerous to the public health, as decided 
by the State board of health, in order that when deaths occur 
from such diseases proper precautions may be taken to prevent 
their spread. 

All birth records and death records for years prior. to 1908, 
which may now be in the possession of health officers, or pro- 
bate judges shall be forwarded to the registrar of vital statistics 
at Montgomery upon his request and the registrar shall have 
copies and indexes of such records made, after which said records 
shall be returned to the counties from which they. were received. 

If any cemetery company or association, or any church or 
historical society or association, or any other company, society, 
or association, or any individual, is in possession of any record 
of births or deaths, which may be of value in establishing the 
genealogy of any resident of this State, such company, society, 
association, or individual, may file such record or a duly authenti- 
cated transcript thereof with the State registrar, and it shall 
be the duty of the State registrar to preserve such record or 
transcript, and to make a record and index thereof in such form 
as to facilitate the finding of any information contained therein. 
Such record and index shall be open to inspection by the public, 
subject to such reasonable conditions as the State registrar may. 
prescribe. If any person desires a transcript of any record filed 
in accordance herewith, the State registrar shall furnish the same 
upon application, together with a certificate that it is a true copy 
of such record, as filed in his office, and for his services in so 
furnishing such transcript and certificate he shall be entitled to 
a fee of fifteen cents per hundred words and to a fee of twenty- 
five cents for the certificate, which fee shall be paid by the appli- 
cant. 

Subdivision 19. Each local registrar shall supply blank forms 
of certificates to such persons as require them. Each local regis- 
trar shall carefully examine each certificate of birth or death 
when presented for record in order to ascertain whether or not 
it has been made out in accordance with the provisions of this 
section and the instructions of the State registrar; and if any 
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certificate of death is incomplete or unsatisfactory, it shall be his 
duty to call attention to the defects in the return, and to withhold 
the burial or removal permit until such defects are corrected. All 
certificates either of birth or of death, shall be written or typed 
legibly, in durable black ink, and no certificate shall-be held to 
be complete and correct that does not supply all of the items of 
information called for therein, or satisfactorily account for their 
omission. If the certificate of death is properly executed and 
complete, he shall then issue-a burial or removal permit to the 
undertaker ; provided, that in case the death occurred from some 
disease which is held by the State board of health to be infec- 
tious, contagious, or communicable and dangerous to the public 
health, no permit for the removal or other disposition of the 
body shall be issued by the registrar, except under such condi- 
tions as may be prescribed by the State board of health. Ifa 
certificate of birth is incomplete, the local registrar shall imme- 
diately notify the informant, and require him to supply the miss- 
ing items of information if they can be obtained. He shall num- 
ber consecutively the certificates of birth and of death, in two 
separate series, beginning with number 1 for the first birth and 
number 1 for the first death in each calendar year, and sign his 
name as registrar in attest of the date of filing in his said office. 
He shall also make a complete and accurate copy of each birth 
certificate and each death certificate registered by him in a record 
book supplied by the State registrar. When any such record book 
of births and deaths is filled, the local registrar shall deliver the 
same to the probate judge of the county and said judge shall 
cause such books to be properly labeled and indexed so as to con- 
stitute permanent local records of births and deaths. On the 
10th day of each month each local registrar shall transmit to the 
State registrar all original certificates registered by him for the 
preceding month. And if no births or no deaths occurred in any 
month, he shall, on the 10th day of the following month, report 
that fact to the State registrar, on a card provided for such pur- 
pose. 

Subdivision 20. Each local registrar shall be paid the sum 
of twenty-five cents for each birth certificate and each death 
certificate properly and completely made out and registered with 
him, and correctly recorded and promptly returned by him to 
the State registrar, as required by this section, except that city 
registrars, who are already compensated by salary for their serv- 
ices, shall not receive further compensation as provided for in 
this section. And in case no births or no deaths registered dur- 
ing any month the local registrar shall be entitled to be paid the 
sum of twenty-five cents for each report to that effect, but only 
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if such report be made promptly as required by this subdivision. 
All amounts payable to a local registrar under the provisions of 
this section shall be paid by the treasurer of the county in which 
the registration district is located, upon certification by the State 
registrar. And the State registrar shall annually certify to the 
treasurers of the several counties the number of births and deaths 
properly registered, with the names of the local registrars and 
the amount due each at the rates fixed herein. 

Subdivision 21. The State registrar shall, upon request, sup- 
ply to any applicant a certified copy of the record of any birth 
or death registered upon provisions of this section, for the mak- 
ing and certification of which he shall be entitled to a fee of 
fifty cents, to be paid by the applicant. And any such copy of the 
record of a birth or death, when properly certified by the State 
registrar, shall be prima facie evidence in all courts and places 
of the facts therein stated. For any search of the files and rec- 
ords when no certified copy is made, the State registrar shall be 
entitled to a fee of fifty cents for each hour or fractional part of 
an hour of time of search, said fee to be paid by the applicant. 
And the State registrar shall keep a true and correct account of 
all fees by him received under these provisions, and turn said 
fees over to the State treasurer; provided, that the State regis- 
trar shall, upon request of any parent or guardian, supply, with- 
out fee, a certificate limited to a statement, as to the date of birth 
of any child when the same shall be necessary for admission to 
school, or for the purpose of securing employment; and provided 
further that the United States census bureau may obtain, without 
expenses to the State, transcript or certified copies of births and 
deaths without payment of the fees herein prescribed. 

Subdivision 22. It shall be unlawful for any person, for 
himself, or as an officer, agent, or employee of any other person, 
or of any corporation or partnership, (a) to inter, cremate, or 
otherwise finally dispose of a dead human body or permit the 
same to be done, or to remove such body from the primary reg- 
istration district in which the death occurred or the body was 
found, without the authority of a burial or removal permit issued 
by the local registrar of the district in which the death occurred 
or in which the body was found; or (b) to refuse or fail to fur- 
nish correctly any information in his possession, or to furnish 
false information, affecting any certificate or record required by 
this section; of (c) willfully to alter, otherwise than is provided 
by subdivision 18 of this section, or falsify any certificate of 
birth or death, or any record established by this section, or (d) 
being required by this section to fill out a certificate of birth or 
death and file the same with the local registrar, or deliver it, upon 
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request, to any person charged with the duty of filing the same, to 
fail, neglect or refuse to: perform such duty in the manner re- 
quired by this section, or (e) being a local registrar, deputy reg- 
istrar, or subregistrar, to fail, neglect or refuse to perform his 
duty as required by this section and by the instructions and 
directions of the State registrar thereunder, shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction thereof shall, for 
the first offense be fined not less than five ($5.00) dollars nor 
more than fifty ($50.00) dollars, and for each subsequent offense 
not less than ten ($10.00) dollars nor more than one hundred 
(5106.00) dcllars, or be imnrisoned in the county jail not more 
than sixty days or be both fined and imprisoned in the discretion 
of the court. 

It shall be the duty of every minister of the gospel, or other 
person conducting religious services at a funeral to inquire 
whether or not a burial or removal permit has been secured for 
the disposition of the body. Should it be found that a burial per- 
mit has not been secured the undertaker or person in charge of 
the funeral shall be notified by said minister of the law governing 
the issuance of burial permits. 

Subdivision 23. Each local registrar is hereby charged with 
the strict and thorough, enforcement of the provisions of this sec- 
tion in his registration district, under the supervision and direc- 
tion of the State registrar; and he shall make an immediate re- 
port to the State registrar of any violation of this section coming 
to his knowledge, by observation or upon complaint of any per- 
son, or otherwise. 

The State registrar is hereby charged with the thorough and 
efficient execution of the provisions of this section in every part 
of the State and is hereby granted supervisory power over local 
registrars, deputy local registrars, and subregistrars, to the end 
that all of its requirements shall be uniformly complied with. 
The State registrar, either personally or by an accredited repre- 
sentative, shall have authority to investigate cases of irregularity 
or violation of this section, and all registrars shall aid him upon 
request, in such investigations. When he shall deem it neces- 
sary, he shall report cases of violation of any of the provisions 
of this section to the proper solicitor and grand jury with a 
statement of the facts and circumstances, and upon such report 
to him said solicitor shall forthwith initiate and promptly follow 
up the necessary court proceedings against the person or cor- 
poration responsible for said violation. And upon request of the 
State registrar, the attorney general shall assist in the enforce- 
ment of the. provisions of this section. 
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Subdivision 24. Except as otherwise provided by law sal- 
aries of all employees and the costs of all supplies and all other 
expenses necessary to make operative the provisions of this sec- 
tion shall be paid by the State board of health out of the general. 
appropriation made by the Legislature for public health work. 

Section 15. That section 713, Code of Alabama, 1907, be and 
the same is hereby amended to read as follows: 

713. (2440) (1293) Provisions concerning water supply. 
—Subdivision 1. The State board of health shall have general 
supervision and control over all water supplies and water works 
in the State in so far as the sanitary and physical quality of 
waters furnished may affect the public health or comfort, and 
shall from time to time, by its employees or agents, examine the 
sources of supply of water works systems and the methods of fil- 
tering and treating water and delivering the same to consumers. 
Said board shall, when requested, consult with and advise the 
municipal authorities and other persons having, or intending to 
have, water works installed, enlarged or improved as to the most 
appropriate source of water supply and the best method of assur- 
ing its purity. 

Subdivision 2. It shall be the duty of every person, firm, 
municipal or other public corporation, quasi-public corporation, 
private corporation or other body or institution furnishing or 
supplying water for human consumption or for domestic uses to 
deliver at the State laboratory of the State board of health, in 
containers supplied by said laboratory for that purpose, once 
every three months and oftener if in the opinion of the State 
board of health, it should be necessary, a sample of water fur- 
nished to consumers. It shall be the duty of the State board of 
health to cause a bacteriological, sanitary or chemical analysis 
to be made of each sample so delivered and to record such analy- 
sis in a book kept for that purpose in the office of the State 
board of health and to furnish to the municipal authorities of the 
municipality using such water and to the owner of the water 
works furnishing such water a copy of such analysis. 

Subdivision 8. It shall be unlawful to furnish or supply wa- 
ter intended to be used for human consumption or for domestic 
uses which is impure, unwholesome, unpotable, polluted, or dan- 
gerous to health, or has been so declared by the State board of 
health. 

, Subdivision 4. Whenever it is. proposed to furnish or sup- 
ply, or to continue to furnish or supply for human consumption 
or for domestic uses whether to municipalities or to other groups 
of persons, whether large or small groups, or to install, add to, 
modify, or alter any water plant, works, system, or sources of 
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supply, the person, firm or corporation so proposing shall file with 
the State board of health as herein provided a petition for per- 
mission so to do, together with complete plans and specifications 
and a statement containing a general description of the proposed 
water supply system, or of the proposed changes in the existing 
system, showing the geographical location thereof with relation 
to the source of water supply, and the manner of storage, purifi- 
cation, or treatment proposed or used for the supply previous to 
its delivery to consumers, and all the sanitary and health condi- 
tions surrounding and affecting said supply and the works, sys- 
tem and plant, auch. nlans. specifications and general statement 
to be in such form and to cover such matters as the State board 
of health shall prescribe, except that this provision shall not ap- 
ply to the mere extension of water pipes for the distribution of 
water ; provided that before plans are drawn or applications filed 
for a prospective system of water supply, a preliminary state- 
ment concerning the improvement may be made to the State 
board of health, whereupon the State board of health shall, if 
requested, outline in a general and tentative way the require- 
ments conformity with which would meet with the board’s ap- 
proval. Upon the filing of such plans and specifications, accom- 
panied by a payment estimated by the State board of health to 
be sufficient to pay the expense of such investigation, a thorough 
investigation of the proposed or existing works, system, plant, 
water supply, and all other circumstances and conditions deemed 
by said board to be material must be made by said board. But 
no person, firm, or corporation supplying water solely for use on 
his or its private property upon which there is no industrial 
camp, hotel, temporary resort or permanent resort using said 
water, or supplying less than fifty persons, shall be required to 
apply for a permit, under the provisions of this section, except 
upon formal complaint filed with the State board of health. 

As.a part of such investigation, and after ten days’ notice by 
mail to the petitioner, a hearing or hearings may be had before 
said board or examiner appointed by it for the purpose. At such 
hearing or hearings witnesses who testify shall be sworn by the 
person conducting the hearing, and evidence, oral and document- 
ary and by deposition, may be received, a record of which shall 
be made and filed with said board. Upon completion of such 
investigation, said board: 

(a) If it shall determine as a fact that the water being sup- 
plied or to be supplied is such that under all the circumstances 
and conditions it is impure, unwholesome, or unpotable, or may 
constitute a menace or danger to the health or lives of human 
beings, or that under all the circumstances and conditions and 
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existing or proposed works, system, plant, or water supply, or 
proposed modifications therein are unhealthful or insanitary, or 
not suited to the production and delivery of healthful, pure and 
wholesome water, shall order the petitioner to make, within a 
time to be designated by said board, such changes as it deems 
necessary to secure a continuous supply of pure, wholesome, 
potable and healthful water, or may prohibit the use of said wa- 
ter supply or the construction or operation of said works, system, 
or plant; and thereafter it shall be unlawful to use said water 
supply or to construct or operate said works, system or plant, 
till said prohibition is withdrawn; provided that a temporary 
permit may be issued by said board for a reasonable period to 
permit the petitioner to comply with such order or orders, during 
which time said board may at its discretion, but at the expense of 
the petitioner, have at said works an inspector whose orders for 
the sanitary operation of said works shall be carried out by those 
operating said works. 

(b) If it shall determine, as a fact, that the water being sup- 
plied or to be supplied is such that, under all the circumstances 
and conditions, it is pure, wholesome and potable, and does not 
endanger the lives or health of human beings, it shall grant the 
petitioner a permit authorizing petitioner to furnish or continue 
to furnish or supply such water to human beings; provided that 
all permits issued hereunder shall be revocable or subject to sus- 
pension by said board at any time that it shall determine, as a 
fact, that the water being supplied is or is in danger of becoming 
impure, unwholesome, or unpotable or does or will endanger the 
lives or health of human beings. The State board of health and 
its inspectors shall, at reasonable times, have full power and au- 
thority to enter into and upon any and all places, property, in- 
closures and structures for the purpose of making investigations 
to determine whether any provision of this section is being vio- 
lated. The holder of any permit granted by said: board, may, at 
any time, be required by said board to furnish to said board 
upon demand, a complete report upon the condition and opera- 
tion of the water supply, plant, works, or system owned, oper- 
ated or controlled by said holder, which report shall be made by 
some competent person designated for the purpose by said board, 
and at the sole cost and expense of the holder of the permit. The 
-State board of health may in any case make a re-examination 
at any time and if satisfied that the conditions found to exist are 
such as to endanger the lives or health of the users of the water 
may revoke the permit. Any person, firm, corporation, public 
utility, municipality or other body or institution who shall fur- 
nish or supply or continue to furnish or supply water used or 
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intended to be used for human consumption or for domestic uses 
or purposes, or shall install additions to, modifications, altera- 
tions in any of the existing plants, works, systems, or sources 
of supply without having an unrevoked permit from the State 
board of health, so to do, as herein provided, shall be held to have 
violated the provisions of this section; and may also in addition 
to being prosecuted criminally, be enjoined from further viola- 
tions by any court of competent jurisdiction, at the suit of the 
State board of health, or of any person or persons, firm, munici- 
pal or other corporation, whose supply of water for human con- 
sumptiun or for domestic uses or purposes is taken or received 
from or supplied or furnished by any such water-furnishing or 
distributing person, firm, corporation, public utility, or munici- 
pality or other body or institution. Anything done, maintained, 
or suffered in violation of any of the provisions of this section 
shall be deemed to be a public nuisance dangerous to health, and 
may be abated, summarily or otherwise, in the manner provided 
by law, and it shall be the duty of all and every public officer or 
officers, body or bodies, lawfully empowered so to do to immedi- 
ately abate the same. 

Subdivision 5. Any person, firm, or corporation dissatis- 
fied with any such order, or by the granting or refusal to grant 
any such permit by, the State board of health may, within thirty 
days after the making of such order or the granting of or refusal 
to grant such permit, appeal to any court of competent jurisdic- 
tion, and the said court shall render a decision approving, setting 
aside or modifying the said order or final order or stating the 
conditions for the granting of said permit. 

Subdivision 6. Every person, firm, corporation, public util- 
ity, municipality, or other body or institution, or officer, em- 
ployee or agent thereof upon whom the duty to act is cast, who 
shall violate any provision of this section, or who shall fail to 
obey, observe, or comply with any direction, order, requirement, 
or demand, or any part or provision thereof, of the State board 
of health, or who procures, aids or abets any such person, firm, 
corporation, public utility, municipality or other body or institu- 
tion, or officer or employee or agent thereof in any failure to 
obey or comply with the provisions of this section or the orders 
of the State bard of health as provided in this section, shall be- 
come liable for and forfeit to the State of Alabama the penal sum 
of not more than one thousand dollars for each separate offense. 
The continued existence of any violation of this section for each 
and every day beyond the time stipulated for compliance with 
any of its provisions or of any order of the State board of health 
as provided herein shall constitute a separate and distinct of- 
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fense. All such penalties are to be recovered by the State in civil 
action brought by the State of Alabama and such penalties when 
collected shall be. paid into the general fund of the State treas- 
ury. 

Subdivision 7. In all actions and proceedings for the en- 
forcement of the provisions of this section, or of orders of the 
State board of health under the provisions of this section, the 
attorney general shall represent the said board, except in pro- 
ceedings to which any of the public institutions of the State is a 
party defendant, and in such cases the board is authorized to 
employ special counsel. ; 

Section 16. That section 714, Code of Alabama, be amended 
as to read as follows: 

714. Report of physicians as to contagious diseases.—Every 
physician who is called to a case of any of the diseases named or 
referred to in section 716 of this Code shall, as soon thereafter as 
can be done, make a report thereof to the county health officer 
of the county quarantine officer and to the State health officer 
specifying the name and locality of the patient, the character of 
the diseases, together with such other details as will furnish 
‘adequate information of the conditions and surroundings; and 
where the disease is one which is required by any health law, rule 
or regulation, to be isolated or quarantined shall take all proper 
steps to isolate or quarantine the case until the arrival of the 
county health officer or county quarantine officer. Provided that 
if the disease be venereal disease the person infected shall not 
be reported by name and address but as hereinafter provided. 

Section 17. That section 716, Code of Alabama, be amended 
so as to read as follows: | 

716. Notifiable diseases—Subdivision 1. The following dis- 
eases and disabilities are hereby made and declared to be noti- 
fiable diseases and the occurrence of cases shall be reported as 
herein provided: 

Group A. Infectious diseases, viz., actinomycosis, anthrax, 
chancroid, chicken pox, cholera (Asiatic, also cholera nostras 
when Asiatic cholera is present or its importation threatened), 
continued fever lasting seven days, dengue, diphtheria, dysentery 
(amebic), dysentery (bacillary), favus, German measles, glan- 
ders, gonorrhea, hookworm disease, leprosy, malaria, measles, 
meningitis (epidemic cerebrospinal), meningitis (tuberculous), 
mumps, ophthalmia neonatorum (conjunctivitis of new-born in- 
fants), paragonimiasis (endemic hemoptysis) , paratyphoid fever, 
plague, pneumonia (acute), poliomyelitis (acute infectious), 
rabies, Rocky Mountain spotted or tick fever, scarlet fever, septic 
sore throat, smallpox, syphilis, tetanus, tracoma, trichinosis, tu-

berculosis (all forms, the organ or part affected in each case to 
be specified), typhoid fever, typhus fever, whooping cough, yel- 
low fever, epidemic influenza and lethargic encephalitis. 

Group B. Occupational diseases and injuries, viz., arsenic 
poisoning, brass poisoning, carbon monoxide poisoning, lead pois- 
oning, mercury poisoning, natural gas poisoning, phosphorous 
poisoning, wood alcohol poisoning, naphtha poisoning, bisulphide 
of carbon poisoning, dinitrobenzine poisoning, caisson disease 
(compressed air illness), any other disease or lisability of ‘the 
nature of the person’s employment. 

Group C. Diseases of unknown origin, viz., pellagra, cancer. 

Group D. Such other diseases as the State board of health 
may from time to time, in its discretion, declare to be notifiable 
diseases. 

Subdivision 2. Each physician practicing in the State of 
_Alabama who treats or examines any person having, or suspected 
of having, any notifiable disease shall immediately report such 
case of notifiable disease in the most expeditious manner pos- 
sible, whether by telephone, telegraph or special messenger, and 
within five days thereafter in writing, to the county health officer 
or acting county health officer. Said written report shall be 
upon such forms, and shall contain such matter, as may be pro- 
vided for from time to time by the rules and regulations of the 
State board of health. 

Whenever the disease is smallpox, or suspected of being small- 
pox, it shall be unlawful for any person who has been exposed 
to infection therefrom and who has not been successfully vacci- 
nated to appear in any public place or any place other than his — 
own home until after he is successfully. vaccinated, and it shall 
be the duty of the county health officer to isolate in their own 
homes all persons who have been exposed to infection from an- 
other person infected with smallpox until they have been success- 
fully vaccinated. In the event of an outbreak in any community 
it shall be unlawful for any person who has not been successfully 
vaccinated to be found in any public place or in any place other 
than his own home and it shall be the duty of the State health 
officer to have such person isolated and confined in his own home 
until he is successfully vaccinated. 

If the disease is, or is suspected to be, typhoid fever, scarlet 
fever, diphtheria, or septic sore throat, the report shall also 
show whether the patient has been, or any member of the house- 
hold in which the patient resides is, engaged or employed in the 
handling of milk for sale or preliminary to sale. 

Subdivision 8. The superintendent or other person in charge 
of any hospital, asylum, or other institution in which the sick are 
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cared for may, with the written consent of the county health 
officer, report in the place of the attending physician or physi- 
cians the cases of notifiable diseases and disabilities occurring in 
or admitted to said hospitals, asylums or other institution and in 
the same manner as the report would otherwise have been made 
by the attending physician. 

Subdivision 4. Whenever a person is known, or is suspected, 
to be afflicted with a notifiable disease, or whenever the eyes of 
an infant under two weeks of age become reddened, inflamed or 
swollen, or contain an unnatural discharge, and no physician is 
in attendance, an immediate report of the existence of the case 
shall be made to the county health officer by the midwife, nurse, 
attendance, or other person in charge of the patient. 

Subdivision 5. Teachers or other persons employed in, or in 
charge of, public, or private schools, including Sunday schools, 
shall report immediately to the county health officer or quaran- . 
tine officer such known or suspected cases of notifiable disease in 
persons attending or employed in their respective schools. ; 

Subdivision 6. The written reports of cases of notifiable dis- 
ease required of physicians by this article shall be made upon 
blanks supplied for the purpose, through the county health offi- 
eer or quarantine officer, by the State board of health, and physi- 
cians must secure blanks from the county health officer or quar- 
antine officer. : 

Subdivision 7. County health or quarantine officers shall 
within seven days after the receipt by them of a report of a case - 
of notifiable disease forward, by mail, to the State board of health 
the original written report made by the physician, after first 
having transcribed the information given therein on a book or 
other form of record for the permanent files of the county health 
officer. On each-report thus forwarded the county health officer 
shall state whether the case to which the report pertains was 
visited or otherwise investigated by himself or his representative 
and whether measures were taken to prevent the spread of the 
disease or the occurrence of additional cases. 

Subdivision 8. The county health officer shall, in addition 
to the provisions of subdivision 7, report daily to the State board 
of health, in such manner as the State board of health may by its 
rules and regulations require, the number of new cases of each of 
the notifiable diseases reported to said county health officer. 

Subdivision 9. Whenever there occurs an epidemic of a no- 
tifiable disease, the county health officer shall, within thirty days 
after the epidemic shall have subsided, make a report to the State 
board of health of the number of cases occurring in the epidemic, 
the number of cases terminating fatally, the origin of the epi- 
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demic, and the means by. which the disease was spread; but when- 
ever the State board of health has taken charge of the control 
and suppression or undertaken the investigation of the epidemic, 
the county health officer need not make such report. 

Subdivision 10. The State board of health may take charge 
of the investigation of an epidemic or of the control and suppres- 
sion thereof, or both, whenever, in the opinion of that board, the 
public welfare requires such a course of action and in that event 
shall have and exercise all the power and authority that the 
county boards of health and the county health officer or county 
quarantine officer would have in the premises. 

Subdivision 11. In counties in which there are no health 
officers, and in counties in which, although there are health offi- 
cers, adequate provision has not in the opinion of the State board 
of health been made for the proper notification, investigation, and 
control of notifiable disease, and in localities in which the local 
health authorities fail to carry out the provisions of the health 
laws of the State and the rules and regulations of the State board 
of health, the State board of health may appoint properly quali- 
fied sanitary officers to act as local health officers and to prevent 
the spread of disease in and from such localities and to enforce 
said laws, rules and regulations. 

Subdivision 12. Syphilis, gonorrhea and chancroid, herein 
designated venereal diseases, are hereby recognized and declared 
to be contagious, infectious, communicable diseases and danger- 
ous to the public health. And it shall be unlawful for any person 
to treat or prescribe for any person having such disease, except 
a physician holding a certificate of qualification from the Ala- 
bama State board of medical examiners issued under any pre- 
existing statute or any statute which may hereafter be enacted 
governing the issuance of certificates to practice medicine in this 
State, or for any druggist to refill a prescription for such dis- 
ease. 

Subdivision 18. Any physician who makes a diagnosis in, or 
treats a case of, syphilis, gonorrhea or chancroid, and the super- 
intendent or manager of a hospital or dispensary or penal or 
other institution in which there is a case of venereal disease shall 
report such case immediately in writing to the county health 
officer, stating the physician’s or institution’s office number, the 
age, color, sex, and occupation of such diseased person, the date, 
as near as it can be arrived at, of the onset of the disease, and 
the probable source of infection, and the report shall be enclosed 
in a sealed envelope and sent to the county health officer; pro- 
vided that the name and address of such diseased person also be 
furnished to the health officer as hereinafter specifically required 
but not otherwise. 
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Subdivision 14. It shall be the duty of every physician who 
examines or treats a person having syphilis, gonorrhea, or chan- 
chroid to instruct such person in measures for preventing the 
spread of such disease, and the necessity for treatment until 
cured, and to furnish such person a copy of the circular of in- 
formation obtainable for such purpose from the State board of 

‘health, 

Subdivision 15. Owing to the prevalence of such diseases 
among prostitutes and persons associated with them, all such 
persons, are to be considered within the class of those reasonably 
suspected of being sources of infection, it shall be the duty of the 
county health officer to require persons infected with venereal 
disease to report for treatment to a reputable physician and con- 
tinue treatment until such disease, in the judgment of the attend- 
ing physician, is no longer communicable or a source of danger 
to the public health, or submit to treatment provided at public 
expense until discharged by the person in charge of the clinic; 
and also, when in his judgment such a course is necessary to pro- 
tect the public health, to isolate or quarantine persons infected 
with venereal disease. 

Subdivision 16. All persons who have been confined or im- 
prisoned in any State, county or city prison shall be examined 
and, if infected, treated for venereal disease by the health au- 
thorities or their deputies. The prison authorities of any State, 
county or prison are directed to make available to the health au- 
thorities such portion of any State, county or city prison as may 
be necessary for a clinic or hospital wherein all persons who may 
be confined or imprisoned in any such prison and who are in- 
fected with venereal disease, and all such persons who are in- 
fected with venereal disease at the time of the expiration of their 
terms of imprisonment, and, in case no other suitable place of iso- 
lation or quarantine is available, such other persons as may be 
isolated or quarantined under the provisions of this article, may 
be isolated and treated at public expense until said person in the 
judgment of the attending physician is no longer a menace to the 
public health. 

Subdivision 17. That it shall be unlawful for a druggist or 
any other person to sell any drug, medicine or preparation or 
preparations, advertised, called for, labeled, or intended to be 
used as a cure or treatment for a venereal disease, except on 
written prescription of a licensed physician. The original pre- 
seription shall be retained and filed by the druggist compounding 
said prescription and it shall be unlawful for said druggist to 
furnish a copy or copies of said prescription. 

Subdivision 18. Whenever a physician examines or treats a 
ease of venereal disease it shall be his duty to inquire of and 
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ascertain from the diseased person whether such person has 
theretofore consulted with or been treated by any other physi- 
cian, and if so, to ascertain the name and address of the physi- 
cian last theretofore consulted. It shall be the duty of the dis- 
eased person to furnish this information. It shall be the duty 
of the physician, where the diseased person has theretofore re- 
ceived treatment, immediately to notify by mail the physician 
theretofore treating such person of the change of physician, such 
notification to be made upon a form furnished for that purpose 
by the State board of health. Should the physician previously 
eenaulted fail to receive such notice within five days after the 
last appearance or treatment administered by him to such vener- 
eally diseased person, it shall be the duty of such physician to 
report to the county health officer the name and address of such 
venereally diseased person. 

Subdivision 19. It shall be the duty of the physician treating 
any person infected with a venereal disease to make and keep an 
accurate record of each and every time such person so diseased is 
seen for the purpose of consultation or treatment, and each and 
every person so seen shall be instructed by the physician as to 
the day, or date, on which said person so diseased shall be ex- 
pected to be next seen for the purpose of treatment or consulta- 
tion, and if after five days from the day or date so specified the 
person so instructed has not returned to or been seen by the 
physician responsible for the treatment it shall be the duty of the 
said physician immediately to report to the county health officer 
the name and address of such venereally diseased person. 

Subdivision 20. Upon receipt of a report of a case of ve- 
nereal disease, it shall be the duty of the county health officer to 
institute such measures for the protection of other persons from 
infection by such venereally diseased person as said health officer 
is empowered to use to prevent the spread of other contagious, 
infectious or communicable diseases. 

Subdivision 21. All information and reports concerning per- 
sons infected with venereal diseases shall be confidential and shall 
not be accessible to the public, except in so far as publicity may 
attend the performance of the duty imposed upon the county 
health officer in the preceding subdivisions. 

Subdivision 22. It shall be the duty of the parents or cus- 
todians of a minor who has contracted a venereal disease, where 
such minor is living with the parents or custodian, upon being 
notified by the county health officer or the attending physician, 
to compel such minor to comply with the requirements of this 
section and upon failure of such minor so to comply, to report 
such matter or fact to the county health officer. 
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Subdivision 23. It shall be unlawful for any person directly 
or indirectly to publish, deliver, distribute, or cause to be pub- 
lished, delivered or distributed in any manner whatsoever any 
advertisement concerning genito-urinary or venereal diseases, 
lost manhood, lost vitality, impotency, sexual weakness, seminal 
emissions, stricture, drains, discharges, prostatic troubles, self- 
abuse or excessive sexual indulgences or calling attention to any 
medicine, article or preparation that may be used therefor, or to 
any person or persons from whom, or any office or place at which, 
information, treatment, or advice relating to such diseases, in- 
firmity, habit or condition may be obtained; provided, however, 
that this act shall not apply to the advertising of any patent medi- 
cine not used or recommended for the treatment of venereal dis- 
eases, nor shall it apply to didactic or scientific treatises which 
do not advertise or call attention to any person or persons from 
whom, or any place at which information, treatment or advice 
may be obtained, nor shall it apply to advertisements or notices 
issued by legally constituted health authorities in the discharge 
of their official duties. 

Subdivision 24. No public dispensary where communicable 
diseases are treated or diagnosed shall be conducted or main- 
tained otherwise than in accordance with the peeulavions pro- 
vided by the State board of health. 

Subdivision 25. It shall be unlawful for any person afflicted 
with a venereal disease to transmit or assume the risk of trans- 
mitting or to do any act likely to transmit such venereal disease 
to another person. ; 

Subdivision 26. It shall be unlawful for any druggist or 
clerk or employee of any druggist, or any other person not a 
physician holding a certificate of qualification from the State 
board of medical examiners of the State of Alabama, to pre- 
scribe or recommend to any person any drug, medicine, or other 
substance to be used for the cure, treatment or alleviation of 
‘gonorrhea, syphilis, or chancroid; and it shall be unlawful for 
any person to compound any drug or medicine for such purpose 
from any written formula or order except a prescription not 
theretofore filled written for the person for whom the drug or 
medicine is compounded and signed by a physician holding a 
certificate of qualification from the State board of medical exam- 
iners. 

Subdivision 27. Prostitution is hereby declared to be a pro- 
lific source of syphilis, gonorrhea and chancroid, and the sup- 
pression of prostitution is declared to be a public health measure. 
It shall be the duty of all health officers and quarantine officers | 
to co-operate with the proper officials whose duty it is to enforce 
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laws directed against prostitution, and otherwise to use every 
proper means for the suppression of prostitution. It is further 
declared that prostitution is presumptive evidence of venereal 
disease infection and whenever or wherever apprehended prosti- 
tutes shall be examined for said infection by the health officer 
or his assistant before being released from custody. 

Subdivision 28. It shall be unlawful for any physician, health 
officer or other person to issue a certificate of freedom from 
venereal disease to any prostitute, or any person suspected of 
being a prostitute, or anv person who had been a prostitute with- 
in one year prior to the proposed time of issue of such certifi- 
cate, or any person intending or likely to use such certificate to 
aid in procuring another person to indulge in illicit sexual inter- 
course with her, or to issue any certificate of health or freedom 
from disease to any person intending or likely so to use it. 

Subdivision 29. Any physician, midwife, nurse, or other 
person in attendance on a confinement case shall, within two 
hours after the birth of the child, use one of the following prophy- 
lactic solutions for the prevention of infantile blindness or oroph- 
thalmia neonatorum, two drops of the solution to be dropped in 
each eye after the eyelids have been opened: (1) A one per 
cent fresh solution of nitrate of silver, (2) a twenty-five per cent 
solution.of argyrol, (3) a five per cent solution of protargol, or 
(4) such other solution as may be prescribed by the State board 
of health. 

Subdivision 30. Any person reported as having any of the 
' diseases mentioned in this section shall conform to or obey the 
instructions or directions given or communicated to him by the 
county board of health or State board of health to prevent the 
spread or communication of the diseases named. Any physician 
or druggist convicted in any State or Federal court of record of 
violating any of the provisions of this article in reference to a 
venereal disease shall be subject to have his license to practice 
medicine or pharmacy within the State revoked in accordance 
with existing statutory provisions. 

Subdivision 31. Every manager of a barber shop now in 
operation shall, forthwith, register his full name and the name 
and location of said shop in a book to be kept in the office of the 
county board of health for that purpose; and every manager of a 
barber shop that is opened for business hereafter shall within 
five days after the opening of said shop register in like manner. 
In event of a change in the manager or in the location of any 
barber shop the manager of said.shop shall call at, or write, the 
county board of health within five days after such change takes 
place and make a corresponding entry in the register. 
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Subdivision 82. The owner and manager of any barber shop 
and each of them, shall equip said shop and keep said shop 
equipped with hot and cold water and with all such appliances, 
furnishings and materials as may be necessary to enable persons 
employed in and about said shop to comply with the require- 
ments of this article. 

Subdivision 33. No owner and no manager of a barber shop 
shall permit any person suffering from a communicable skin dis- 
ease or from a venereal disease to act as a barber in said shop. 
No person who is suffering from a communicable skin disease or 
from a venereal disease, shall act as a barber. 

Subdivision 34. Every manager of a barber shop shall keep 
said shop and all furniture, tools, appliances and other equipment 
used therein at all times in a clean and sanitary condition; and 
shall cause all combs, hair brushes, hair dusters and analogous 
articles to be washed thoroughly at frequent intervals and to be 
kept clean at all times, and shall cause all mugs, shaving brushes, 
razors, shears, scissors, clippers and tweezers to be sterilized 
‘from time to time as hereinafter provided. 

Subdivision 35. No barber shall use for the service of any 
customer a comb, hair brush, hair duster or any analogous arti- 
cle that is not thoroughly cleaned, nor any mug, shaving brush, 
razor, shears, scissors, clippers, or tweezers that are not thor- 
oughly clean or that have not been sterilized since last used. 

Subdivision 36. Every barber, immediately after using any 
mug, shaving brush, razor, scissors, shears, clippers, or tweezers 
for the service of any person, shall sterilize the same by immers- 
ing them in boiling water for not less than a minute, or, in the 
case of razors, scissors, shears, and tweezers by immersing them 
for not less than ten minutes in wood alcohol or denatured ethyl 
alcohol of a strength not less than sixty-five per cent. 

Subdivision 37. No barber shall use for the service of a 
customer any towel or wash cloth that has not been boiled and 
laundered since last used. 

Subdivision 38. Every barber shall cleanse his hands thor- 
oughly immediately before serving each customer. 

Subdivision 39. No barber shall, to stop the flow of blood, 
use alum or other material unless the same be used as a powder 
or liquid, and applied on a clean towel or in a similar sanitary 
manner. 

Subdivision 40. No barber shall use a powder puff, a sponge, 
or a finger bow! for or in the service of a customer. 

Subdivision 41. No barber shall permit any person to use 
the head rest of any barber’s chair under his control until after 
the head rest has been covered with a towel that has been washed 
since having been last used, or with clean, new paper. 
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Subdivision 42. No barber shall shave any person when 
the surface to be shaved is inflamed or broken out, or contains 
pus, unless such person be provided with a cup, razor and lather 
brush for his individual use. 

Subdivision 48. No barber shall undertake to treat any dis- 
ease of the skin. 

Subdivision 44. No person shall use a barber shop as a 
dormitory, nor shall any owner or any manager of a barber 
shop permit said shop to be so used. 

Subdivision 45. The owner and the manager of any barber 
shop, and each of them, shall keep a copy of this section to be 
furnished by the State board ot heaith, pusied in a conspieuceus 
place in said shop for the information and guidance of persons 
working or employed therein. 

Subdivision 46. The word “barber” as used in this section 
means any person who shaves, or trims the beard, or cuts or 
dresses the hair of any other person for pay, and includes “bar- 
bers’ apprentices” and shop boys. The word “manager” means 
any person having, for the time being, control of the premises 
and of persons working or employed therein. 

Subdivision 47. It shall be unlawful to provide or use, or 
permit the use of, a common drinking cup or a common towel 
in any hotel, restaurant, railroad car and railroad station. 

Subdivision 48. It shall be the duty of any person, firm, or 
corporation engaged in the construction of any railroad, public 
highway, or any other construction work in Alabama, to drain 
all borrow pits, cuts and fills likely to impound water which shall 
be dangerous to the public health, and any person, firm or cor- 
poration failing to perform the duty herein imposed shall be 
deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction thereof 
shall be fined not less than fifty ($50.00) dollars nor more than 
five hundred ($500.00) dollars. 

Subdivision 49. It shall be unlawful to build, have, main- 
tain or use an insanitary privy, or one that is, or is likely to be- 
come, a menace to the public health in any populous country dis- 
trict, or unincorporated village, or where a school is maintained, 
and whenever seventy-five percent of the adult residents in any 
of the above named places shall petition the county board of 
health or the State committee of health to have sanitary privies 
put in the State committee of public health shall have the power, 
and it shall be their duty, to require any person, firm, or private 
corporation to install sanitary privies wherever necessary; such 
privies to conform in all respects to the specifications for such 
privies made and approved by the State board of health. 

Section 18. That section 718, Code of Alabama, 1907, be 
amended to read as follows: 
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718. Nuisances menacing health and their abatement.—Sub- 
division 1. The following things, conditions and acts, among 
others, are hereby declared to be public nuisances per se, menac- 
ing public health and unlawful: 

(1) Animals (including fish, birds, fowls and insects), other 
than human beings, infected with or acting as or likely to act as 
conveyors of disease or infection whereby they are or are likely 
to become menaces to public health. 

(2) Insanitary buildings, yards, premises, places, privies, 
ponds, marshes, swamps and dumps which are or are likely to 
become menaces to public health. 

(3) Insanitary clothing, bedding, furniture, vehicles, con- 
tainers, receptacles, appliances and equipment which are or are 
likely to become menaces to public health. 

(4) Unwholesome or decayed or infected meats, fish, fruits 
or other foods or foodstuffs, medicines, drugs, beverages or drink- 
ing waters which are, or are likely to become, menaces to public 
health. 

(5) Such other acts, things or conditions as may from time 
to time be by the rules and regulations of the State board of 
pee declared to be public nuisances per se, menacing public . 

ealth. 

(6) The ownership, possession, management, control, main- 
tenance, permitting or use of any of the things or conditions de- 
scribed or referred to in this subdivision, or in any rule or regu- 
lation adopted under paragraph (5) of this subdivision. 

(7) The conducting of a business, trade, industry or occupa- 
tion, or the doing of a thing, not inherently insanitary or a men- 
ace to public health in such a manner as to make it a menace or 
likely to become a menace to public health. 

(8). The conducting of a business, trade, industry or occupa- 
tion, or the doing of a thing, lawful but inherently insanitary or 
a menace to public health without complying with such safe- 
guards for the protection of health as may from time to time be 
prescribed by the rules and regulations of the State board of 
health. 

Subdivision 2. Any such nuisance shall be abated by the 
county board of health and the county health officer in any of 
the ways provided in this section that may be appropriate or in 
any other lawful manner including abatement by bill in equity. 
And an effort to abate by one method shall not preclude resort to 
any other method or methods. And in litigation undertaken by 
such board for the abatement of a nuisance said litigation may be 
conducted in the name of said board. 

Subdivision 8. When such nuisance consists of one or more 
of the diseased animals in this section, or of insanitary clothing 
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or bedding, furniture, vehicles, containers, receptacles or appli- 
ances, or of unwholesome or decayed or infected meats, fish, 
fruits or other foods or foodstuffs, medicines, drugs or beverages, 
or consists of personal property of small value, and which nuis- 
ance in the opinion of the county board of health should be abated 
by destroying rather than curing or cleansing or disinfecting 
the animal or animals or thing or material involved; or consists 
of equipment which by reason of its nature cannot be used with- 
out being such a nuisance; or consists of a privy of an insanitary 
or improper type; the county board of health shall, if after a 
careful investigation of the facts it considers such a course nezes- 
sary for the protection of the public health, adjudicate such ani- 
mal or animals, or things or material involved, or such privy, as 
the case may be, to be such nuisance and order its summary de- 
struction without compensation to the owner thereof, and there- 
upon the county health officer shall proceed with such destruction 
in such manner as reasonably to avoid danger of infection. 

Section 19. That section 723, Code of Alabama, 1907, be and 
the same is hereby amended so as to read as follows: 

723. Inspection of places where food is sold.—The State 
board of health shall prescribe rules and regulations for the in- 
spection and operation of all grocery stores, vegetable stores, 
delicatessen stands, meats stands, restaurants, dining cars, lunch 
stands, eating places, hotels, rooming houses and public dining 
rooms and other like places, together with pantries, kitchens and 
yards belonging thereto, and shall furnish copies of said rules and 
regulations to county boards of health and to county health offi- 
cers, whereupon it shall be the duty of said county boards of 
health and county health officers to enforce such rules, and the 
county health officer, or if there be none, the county board of 
health, is hereby given authority to close any of the places named 
in this section which are kept in an insanitary condition, or if 
the owner or manager of same violates said rules and regulations. 
When such place is closed to the public by the county health offi- 
cer it shall not be reopened until his written permission is ob- 
tained. In the event that any establishment named in this section 
should be closed by order of the county health officer the owner 
thereof shall have the right to appeal to the county board of 
health. Such board shall investigate such cases and affirm or 
reverse the action of the county health officer. Once every month 
the county health officers may announce publicly all places in- 
spected during the previous month which have been found in 
good sanitary condition. In any particular case under this sec- 
tion, the State board of health and the State health officer may, 
if in their discretion the special circumstances make it advisable, 
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take out of the hands of the county board of health and the coun- 
ty health officer the enforcement of this section and proceed 
themselves to enforce it, the State board of health acting in the 
place of the county board of health and the State health officer in 
the place of the county health officer. 

Section 20. That section 733, Code of Alabama, 1907, be 
and the same is hereby amended to read as follows: 

733. Appropriation.—The following appropriations are here- 
by made to the State board of health: (1) The sum of three 
thousand eight hundred seventy-three dollars and sixty cents 
($3,873.60) payable on August 1, 1919, and the sum of one 
thousand nine hundred thirty-six dollars and eighty ($1.936.80) 
payable on September 1, 1919, and the sum of one thousand nine 
hundred and thirty-six dollars and eighty cents ($1,936.80) pay- 
able on October 1, 1919, which said sums are to be used solely 
for combating venereal diseases; (2) The sum of two thousand 
one hundred eighty-three dollars and thirty-three cents ($2,- 
183.33) payable on August 1, 1919, and a like sum payable on 
September 1, 1919, and a like sum on October 1, 1919; (3) For 
the fiscal year beginning October 1, 1919, the sum of one hundred 
thousand dollars ($100,C00.00) and for the fiscal year beginning 
October 1, 1920, the sum of one hundred twenty-five thousand 
dollars ($125,000) and for the fiscal year beginning October 1, 
1921, the sum of one hundred fifty thousand dollars ($150,000), 
and a like sum for each fiscal year thereafter, all such sums being 
payable in monthly installments. All of said sums except the 
three sums specifically appropriated for combating venereal dis- 
eases are for the general use of said board. All said sums shall 
be paid to the State health officer on his requisition approved 
by the governor, and through warrants drawn by the auditor on 
the treasurer. 

An itemized account of all expenditures made by said board 
shall be rendered annually to the governor. The sums appro- 
priated for the general use of said board shall be expended for 
the following purposes: (1) To supervise the execution of the 
health laws of the State; (2) To supervise the collection of vital, 
mortuary and disease statistics of the State and to tabulate the 
same for publication; (3) To furnish all such blanks, envelopes, 
record books, stationery and postage as may be needed for the 
collection, tabulation and filing of the vital, mortuary and disease 
‘statistics of the State; (4) To conduct a bacteriological labora- 
tory for furnishing the most modern scientific aids in the diag- 
nosis and treatment of diseases; (5) to conduct a Pasteur insti- 
tute for the free treatment of all residents of the State who may 
be bitten by rabid animals and who may apply for treatment; . 
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(6) To conduct campaigns for education as to the causation, 
propagation and prevention of tuberculosis, hookworm disease, 
typhoid and malarial fevers, and other preventable diseases; (7) 
To conduct campaigns for the extermination of tuberculosis, 
hookworm disease, typhoid and malarial fevers, and other pre- 
ventable diseases, in so far as this may be accomplished; (8) To 
conduct campaigns for the education of the people as to sanitary 
methods to be employed in securing pure milk and pure drinking 
water; (9) To distribute bulletins, leaflets, etc., giving informa- 
tion in regard to preventable diseases ; : (10) to provide an equip- 
ment tor a held hospital ito be used for isclating and treating 
cases of infectious and pestilential diseases that may occur in, 
or be imported into, the State; (11) To establish one or more de- 
pots of supply of diphtheritic antitoxin in every county of the 
State, said antitoxin to be furnished free of cost to all persons 
unable to provide themselves with the remedy, when needed; 
(12) To provide an equipment for disinfecting houses and other 
places under urgent and special conditions; (183) To execute 
through its board of medical examiners the law regulating the 
practice of medicine in the State; (14) To enable the State board 
of health to secure legal advice and assistance, when needed, in 
the execution of the health and quarantine laws of the State; 
and also to enable the State board of medical examiners to obtain 
legal advice and assistance, when needed, in executing the law 
regulating the practice of medicine in the State; (15) To pro- 
vide an equipment for illustrating popular lectures on the causes, 
modes of transmission, and prevention of diseases, said lectures 
to be delivered under the auspices of the State board of health; 
(16) To employ such clerks, agents and other employees, and to 
purchase such property, materials, and supplies, and to enter into: 
such contracts as may be considered expedient by said board in 
. discharging its duties, or assisting in the discharge of the 
duties of other boards or officials having duties in connection 
with any of the health laws of the State. 

Section 21. That all laws and parts of laws in conflict here- 
with be and the same are hereby repealed; provided, however, 
that nothing herein contained shall be construed to repeal any 
existing laws, or to effect any statute, unless the same has been, 
and is, specifically mentioned herein.

Amend the substitute by adding a new section after section 2, 
said section to read as follows: 

Section 214. The present State health officer shall continue 
as such until the election of a successor at next general election 
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on the first Tuesday after the first Monday in November, 1920, 
at which election and every four years thereafter, a State health 
officer shall be elected by the qualified voters of the State in the 
manner prescribed for the election of the officers named in sec- 
tion 332, Code 1907. The person so chosen as State health offi- 
cer, at such election shall hold office for four years and shall have 
- and exercise all the rights, powers and duties now exercised by 
the State health officer together with the emoluments thereunto 
appertaining.

ly reduced prices to the consuming public, and thus saving to 
consumers, the expenses of handling, and the large profits of 
jobbers; and, 

Whereas, the expense American system of distribution 
through jobbers, who receive unreasonable profits which, by or- 
ganized price fixing, make it impossible for retail merchants to 
sell at reasonable prices to consumers, and at the same time, com- 
pete with mail order houses; 

Therefore, be it resolved by the House of Representatives of 
Alabama, the Senate concurring, (1) That the Congress of the 
United States be requested to enact adequate laws, protecting 
retail merchants’ co-operative associations from discrimination 
by manufacturers in favor of the organized jobbers, in restraint 
of trade and fair competition in prices; and, 

(2) That the Federal trade commission be urged to continue 
to make and prosecute investigations already begun against the 
Southern jobbers hardware association, or other concerns of like 
nature, whose object it appears, is to suppress merchants co- 
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operative associations in dealing direct with the manufacturer to 
the end that retail merchants may buy merchandise on the same 
basis and prices the same are sold to jobbers.

PROTEST FILED. 


Mr. Van de Graff filed the following protest and the same 
was ordered spread upon the Journal, as follows: 


PROTEST. 
Against the Revenue Bill of 1919, Otherwise Known as House 


Bill No. 383. 


The undersigned members of the House of Representatives 
of the Legislative Department of the State of Alabama, hereby 
dissent from the enactment of the revenue bill of 1919, intro- 
duced as House bill No. 383, and protest against it as injurious 
to the public welfare for the following reasons, to be entered 
upon the Journal of the House under the provisions of section 55 
of the Constitution of Alabama: 

First: The said bill did not truly “originate in the House 
of Representatives,” as required by the Constitution, but in sub- 
stance and effect took its origin in the so-called budget commis- 
sion of the executive department, made up of the governor, the 
State auditor and the attorney general, attempted to be created 
by the act approved February 11, 1919, which under the specious 
guise of seeking the co-ordination of State-expenditure with 
State-revenue, attempts to give to that executive board, if sup- 
ported by a minority possibly of less even than one-third of the 
members elected to either of the two branches of the legislative 
department, power to control the most important of all legisla- 
tive functions—that of making and fixing the amount of appro- 
priations—in violation of the fundamental principle of repre- 
sentative government, that a majority shall determine all legisla- 
tive action except as otherwise provided by constitutional limita- — 
tion; and in violation also of the express provision of section 43 
of the Constitution of Alabama, that “the executive shall never 
exercise the legislative and judicial power, or either of them; to 
the end that it may be a government of laws and not of men.” 
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Second: The original passage of the bill through the House 
was accompanied, and in the belief of the undersigned, only pro- 
cured, by the persistent pressure of executive influence exercised 
upon the individual members of the legislature, and the so-called. 
“administration majority,” through personal solicitations and 
appeals and otherwise, contrary to the spirit if not to the letter 
of the provisions of the Constitution ; and it was finally “jammed 
through” without any opportunity being allowed for the offer 
or consideration of any substitute or alternative measure, by the 
moving of the previous question cutting off amendment and 
debate, although no general debate had been allowed in commit- 
tee within ten minutes after the bill was reported to a House 
worn out by many hours of continuous session in committee, and 
reduced in number to a little more than a bare quorum. 

Third: The concurrence of the House of Representatives 
in the more than one hundred amendments to the bill made by 
the Senate was voted upon motion of the Speaker without any 
reconsideration of the previous unanimous vote not to concur; 
and both the vote to non-concur and that to concur were taken 
when the members of the House had no other than hearsay infor- 
mation as to the nature and effect of the amendments. No sepa- . 
rate consideration of the many amendments made by the Senate 
was ever allowed in the House; the amendments were never 
even read to the House; no instructions were ever given to the 
conferees appointed by the Speaker to consider them; no report 
was made by the conference committees except of the fact of 
their inability to agree; and concurrence was induced by a cer- 
tain unprecedented communication from a number of individual 
members of the Senate, and certain other unprecedented com- 
munications had between the governor and the Speaker, who did 
not in such communications represent the House officially, and 
who was not in accord with the views of a majority of its mem- 
bers on the two principal matters of difference between the House 
and Senate. 

Fourth: The bill continues and extends that system of.indi- 
rect taxation taking its origin in privilege or occupation taxes, 
uncontrolled by any constitutional limitation, which though of 
comparatively recent development in the revenue legislation of 
Alabama had already become burdensome to its business, and 
repressive of its industry—taxes laid upon the citizen’s means 
of earning a living; taxes, which when they are passed on to the 
consumer, customer, client or patient, are like tariff taxes paid 
in ignorance; and like tariff taxes apportioned neither to the pos- 
sessions nor the ability to pay of the payers, but to the measure 
of their consumption, their needs, or even their misfortunes ; 
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taxes which were admitted in the Committee of the Whole, as in 
that on Ways and Means, by the member who introduced the bill, 
to be “unsound, unequal, unjust and unfair.” 

Fifth: The bill violates section 214 of the Constitution pro- 
viding that ‘the Legislature shall not have the power to levy in 
any one year a greater rate of taxation than sixty-five one-hun- 
dredths of one per centum on the value of the taxable property 
within the State,’ in that after having levied a tax at the said 
maximum rate upon coal and iron-ore bearing lands along with 
all other lands, it proceeds to impose under the guise of an occu- 
pation or privileee tax on the business of mining, a tax of two 
cents on each ton mined in the case of coal, and of three cents 
in the case of iron-ore—the coal and the iron ore being that con- 
tent or element of the coal and ore lands respectively, which is 
the chief if not the orly basis of their value; and the: payment 
of the tax—in the case of coal—not less than twenty per cent 
of its value as it lies in the ground—being made a condition to 
any beneficial use of his property by the owner, and the tax 
thus in its final analysis and true effect, made cumulative prop- 
erty tax, and grossly excessive of the rate fixed by the Constitu- 
tion. 

Sixth: The bill is unconstitutional in that it disregards the 
imperative mandate of section 260 of the Constitution providing 
for “a special annual tax of thirty cents on each one hundred 
dollars of taxable property in this State, which the Legislature 
shall levy,” and which “shall be applied to the support and main- 
- tenance of the public schools,” whereas the special tax levied by 
the bill is only eighteen cents on each hundred dollars of taxable 
property in this State; and the public schools, and the children 
dependent for education upon them, are thus deprived of two- 
fifths of the special minimum provision made for them by the 
Constitution, and intended to be placed by the Constitution be- 
yond the power of any Legislature to reduce in its amount. 

Seventh: The bill retains the vicious feature first introduced 
into Alabama’s revenue system by the Legislature of 1911, fixing 
the assessment value of property at sixty per cent of its true, or 
real market value. This is in its fundamental folly—the con- 
tinuance of a wrong which is the source and assigned excuse for 
many others. It is impossible for any open-minded man—lay- 
man or lawyer—to read the limitations upon the taxing power 
imposed by our Constitution, and believe that the possibility of 
any such legislation ever crossed the minds of its makers. The 
amount of all taxation is the product of two factors—the value of 
the property and the rates. Restriction of the taxing power was 
the controlling purpose of the Constitution of 1875. It remained 
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so important in the minds of the Legislature which called the 
Constitutional Convention of 1901 that there was incorporated 
in its call the proviso—not binding, but none the less observed 
by the Convention—that the new Constitution should not raise 
the rates of taxation fixed by the old. These rates had been 
fixed low—so low that in the case of municipalities some excep- 
tions were made even in the Constitution of: 1875 itself. They 
were intended to be applied to a fixed, and not to a changeable 
case—to the true value—the one hundred per cent value—of the 
taxable property in the State. If the Legislature of 1911 or any 
other Legislature desired to lower taxation it should have lowered 
the rate, not the assessment or taxation value of property. The 
Legislature of 1915, seeking to meet the need of the public schools 
for an increase of the funds available for their support, sub- 
mitted to the people, and the people, adopted, constitutional 
amendments authorizing an increased tax rate by both counties 
and school districts. This Legislature, also asked for an in- 
creased appropriation for schools, has already voted to submit 
another constitutional amendment doubling the rate of possible 
taxation by the county for road improvements; and it is soon to 
vote upon another raising the rate in the same measure for a 
number of our cities. The Legislature of 1915, and this Legisla- 
ture also, should have raised the assessment or taxation value of 
property—to the one hundred per cent level which is entirely 
within its power, if not indeed, as believed by many, required 
by the Constitution—rather than have submitted constitutional 
amendments to increase the rate of possible taxation, which in- 
creased rate may be hereafter applied to the hundred per cent 
base of property values which may be voted by any subsequent 
Legislature so desiring. To have done this could have worked no 
injustice, as it has been universally conceded that property is 
now generally assessed at little more than half of the sixty per 
cent valuation required by the present law. A horizontal in- 
crease by statutory enactment based upon the present assessed 
value would have yielded the desired increase of revenue from 
direct property taxes without expense, without extending indi- 
rect taxation, and without the creation of sixty-nine new ap- 
pointive officers, who under another name and upon salaries 
ranging from fifteen hundred dollars per year in the poorest up 
to forty-four hundred dollars in the wealthiest of our counties, 
_ are intended to do the work which made the name of back-tax 
commissioner odious. It it were really feared that existing in- 
equalities in assessment would have been thus increased, equali- 
zation could have been had as under this statute, or perhaps 
. preferably through an equalization board made up of the tax- 
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assessor, elected by the people to do the service which gives name 
to his office; and two other members, one appointed by the gov- 
ernor, or State tax commission, to represent the State; and the 
other, appointed by the commissioners’ court, to represent the 


county.

(2) Within ten days after this act becomes effective, the 
governor shall appoint some suitable person to said office; he 
shall be not less than 30 years of age; he shall hold office for six 
years and until his successor is elected or appointed; at the next 
general election following the expiration of the term above pro- 
vided for, and every six years thereafter, the successor shall be 
elected in the same way and manner as other county officials are 
now or may be hereafter elected. 

(3) The general manager of county affairs shall give bond 
in the sum of twenty-five thousand dollars ($25,000), to be ap- 
proved by the probate judge, conditioned to faithfully discharge 
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the duties.of his office, and he and the sureties on his bond shall 
be liable for all misfeasance, malfeasance and all injury resulting 
to the county from his negligence or inattention to the duties of 
his office. The said bond shal] be made in some reputable bond- 
ing company and the premium therefor shall be paid by the 
county. He shall take and subscribe the oath of office now re- - 
quired of other county officers. 

(4) The general manager of county affairs shall have full, 
complete and exclusive control of all affairs of the county for 
which he was appointed, and shall have all the authority, power 
and jurisdiction that is now or may be hereafter conferred 
upon boards of revenue or courts of county commissioners; he 
shall cause an accurate journal, record or minute of all his official 
acts to be kept in a well-bound book so that they may be perma- 
nently preserved and open for public inspection during all busi- 
ness hours. 

(5) The general manager of county affairs shall receive a 
salary of seven thousand and five hundred dollars ($7,5°0) per 
annum, payable in monthly installments, out of the county treas- 
ury as the salary of other county officers are now paid. 

(6) In order to aid the manager of county affairs in the dis- 
charge of his duties, the members of the present board of reve- 
nue or court of county commissioners in all counties affected by 
this act, are hereby retained and established as an advisory cabi- 
net to the manager of county affairs; the members of the ad- 
visory cabinet shall receive a salary of six dollars per day for 
each day they are actually in session, but they shall not receive 
pay for more than ten days in any month; they shall meet at the 
eall of the manager of county affairs and shall advise with him 
regarding the county’s business; at the expiration of the term 
of the members of the advisory cabinet herein provided for, their 
successors in office shall be elected in the same way and manner, 
and for the same term as the members of the board of revenue . 
or court of county commissioners was elected. 

(7) Whenever the advisory cabinet shall unanimously certi- 
fy to the probate judge of the county that the manager of county 
affairs is incompetent, or is not transacting the business of the 
county to the best interest of the county, it shall be the duty of 
the probate judge to call a special election to be held in said coun- 
ty, within 30 days after the filing of such certificate, for the 
purpose of electing a general manager of county affairs; at such 
election the incumbent shall be a candidate to succeed himself, 
and if he is re-elected, his re-election shall ipso facto terminate 
the term and vacate the office of the members of the advisory 
cabinet, and the governor shall appoint their successors who

shall serve for the balance of the unexpired term; if the incum- 
bent is not re-elected, his successor shall serve the remainder 
of his unexpired term.

(9). That this act shall not take effect until an election shall 
be held thereon, in accordance with the provisions hereinafter 
prescribed.

Whereas, all history, both sacred and profane, in every age of 
the world, proves that the government whose principles are 
founded more nearly upon the Bible is the government that gives 
to its people the greatest amount of civil, political, and religious 
freedom; 
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Therefore, be it resolved, That Senate bill No. 414, relative to 
the bill, be made a paramount issue on the forty-eighth legisla- 
tive day at 12 o’clock M. 

And the resolution was referred to the Rules Committee.

Eighth circuit—Cullman, Lawrence, Limestone, Madison and 
Morgan. 

Ninth circuit— Cherokee, DeKalb, Jackson and Marshall. 

Tenth circuit.—Jefferson. 

Eleventh circuit.—Colbert, Franklin and Lauderdale.

Strike out the words Baldwin, Conecuh, Escambia, and Mon- 
roe where they now appear in said section and add thereto the 
following: 

Twenty-first circuit—Baldwin, Conecuh, Escambia and Mon- 
roe. 
Further amend the bill by adding thereto sections 11, 12'and 
13, as follows: —. 

Section 11. Within thirty days after the passage and ap- 
proval of this act the governor shall appoint a judge of said 21 
circuit, who shall hold office till the general election to be held 
in 1922, at which time a judge shall be elected for the said 21 
circuit as provided by law for the election of circuit judges in 
this State. 

Section 12. That if after the expiration of thirty days from 
the approval of this act the solicitor of the second judicial cir- 
cuit shall be a resident of any of the counties composing the 21 
circuit, such solicitor shall be the solicitor of the 21 circuit, but 
should such solicitor of the second circuit not be a resident of any 
of the counties composing the 21 circuit within thirty days after 
the approval of this act, then the governor shall appoint a solici- 
tor of the 21 circuit who shall hold office till the general election 
of 1922, at which time a solicitor for the 21 circuit shall be 
elected as provided by law for the election of circuit solicitors in 
this State. 

Section 18. That the judge and solicitor of the 21st circuit 
herein created shall not assume the duties of their respective 
offices until after the expiration of thirty days from the approval 
of this act, and the present judges and solicitors of the circuit 
court of the several counties composing the 20th circuit shall 
continue to exercise their respective duties in said several coun- 
ties for thirty days after the approval of this act.

That said bill was passed over the protest of the undersigned, 
who demanded a reading at length thereof as required by the Constitution 
and that O. L. Tompkins was in the chair at the time and willfully disre- 
garded the protests of the undersigned and refused to recognize him, so 
that he might discuss the merits of said bill as was his prerogative under

COMMITTEE SUBSTITUTE FOR H. 843. 


A bill to be entitled an act relating to cold storage and refrig- 
erating warehouses and places and the sale or disposition of 
the food kept or preserved therein. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. The term food or articles of food as used in this 
act shall mean and include fresh meat and fresh meat products, 
except in the process of manufacture, and all fish, game, poultry, 
eggs, milk and milk products and edible fats and oils, provided 
that this act shall not apply to milk and milk products produced 
in this State, unless the same are presented for storage for more 
than a consecutive period of thirty (80) days from the receipt 
thereof. 

Section 2. Any person, firm or corporation desiring to oper- 
ate or to continue to operate a cold storage warehouse shall make 
application in writing to the State Director of Health for that 
purpose, stating the location of his plant or plants. On receipt 
of the application the State director of health shall cause an 
examination to be made into the sanitary condition of said plant 
or plants, and, if found by him to be in a sanitary condition and 
otherwise properly equipped for the business of a cold storage 
warehouse, he shall cause a license to be issued authorizing the 
applicant to operate such cold storage warehouse or warehouses 
for and during the period of one year. The license shall be issued 
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upon payment by the applicant of a license fee of ten dollars to 
the State department of health for each such warehouse. 

Section 3. It shall hereafter be unlawful for any person, firm 
or corporation engaged in the business of cold storage ware- 
housemen or in the business of refrigerating or who own, oper- 
ate, control or lease any cold storage or refrigerating plant, to 
receive, nor shall any such person, firm or corporation place 
therein any article of food unless said food or the package con- 
taining same is branded, stamped or marked in some conspicuous 
place, upon the receipt thereof, the day, month and year when 
the same was received for storage or refrigerating, and it shall 
be unlawful for any such person, firm or corporation to receive 
any article of food which has been kept in cold storage without 
the State unless at the time of receipt such article offered is 
branded, stamped or marked with the day, month and year when 
it was placed in cold storage in such other state, or such person, 
firm or corporation shall have obtained the consent of the State 
board of health to receive such article of food. 

Section 4. It shall be unlawful for any person, firm or cor- 
poration engaged in the business of cold storage warehousemen 
or in the business of refrigerating, or who own, operate, control 
or lease any cold storage or refrigerating plant, to permit any 
article of any kind whatsoever used for food now in the posses- 
sion of any person, firm or corporation now engaged in the busi- 
ness of cold storage warehousemen or refrigerating, or who own, 
operate, control or lease any cold storage or refrigerating plant, 
to be taken from their possession without first having branded, 
stamped or marked on said article of food or the package contain- 
‘ing the same in a conspicuous place the day, month and year 
when said article of food or package was received by any such 
person, firm or corporation engaged in the business aforesaid, or 
by any person, firm or corporation owning, operating, controlling 
or leasing any cold storage plant; and it shall be contrary to law 
for any person, firm or corporation to deface, destroy or obliter- 
ate the dates herein required except for the purpose of consum- 
ing such articles of food. 

Section 5. It shall be unlawful to sell, or to offer or expose 
for sale, articles of food which have been held in any cold stor- 
age warehouse for a period of thirty days or over without notify- 
ing persons purchasing, or intending to purchase the same, that 
they have been so kept by the display of a placard conspicuously 
marked, “Cold Storage Goods,” on the bulk mass or articles of 
food, and it shall be unlawful to represent or advertise as fresh 
articles of food which have been held in any cold storage ware- 
house for a period of thirty days or over. 
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Section 6. It shail hereafter be unlawful for any person, 
firm or corporation engaged in the business of cold storage ware- 
housemen or refrigerating, or who own, operate, control or lease 
any cold storage or refrigerating plant, to keep in storage for 
preservation or otherwise any article of food a longer period than 
twelve calendar months without the consent, as herein provided, 
of the State board of health or its duly authorized agents or 
officers, or except as hereinafter otherwise provided. 

Section 7. The State board of health is hereby vested with 
full power and authority, and it shall be the duty of said board, 
to inspect and supervise aii piaces in this State now or hereafter 
used for cold storage or refrigerating purposes; the members 
of the State board of health or its duly authorized agents or em- 
ployees of said board shall be permitted access to such place or 
places and all parts thereof at all times for the purpose of seeing 
that said place or places are kept and maintained in a clean and 
sanitary condition, and for the purpose of determining whether 
or not the provisions of this act or any other act relating to arti- 
cles of food are being complied with. The State board of health 
is hereby granted power and authority to adopt such reasonable 
rules and regulations as may be essential to the proper protec- 
tion of the consumer of the commodities kept and preserved in 
such place or places, and the State board of health may appoint 
and designate from time to time such person or persons as said 
board may deem fit for the purpose of making such inspection. 

Section 8. All persons, firms or corporations engaged in the 
business of cold storage warehousemen or in the business of re- 
frigerating, or who own, operate, control or lease any cold stor- 
age or refrigerating plant, shall submit a monthly report to the 
State board of health, upon printed forms to be provided by said 
State board of health, setting forth in itemized particulars the 
quantity of each and every article of food in storage, or in the 
control of said persons, firms or corporations; said monthly re- 
port shall be filed on or before the fifth day of each month, and 
reports so rendered shall show conditions existing upon the first 
day of the month in which said report is filed. It shall be the 
duty of any person, firm or corporation operating a cold storage 
warehouse to keep an accurate record of the receipt and with- 
drawals of the articles of food and the State board of health and 
all chemists, inspectors and employees of the State board of 
health shall have free access to those records at any. time. 

Section 9. No articles of food intended for human consump- 
tion shall be placed, received or kept in any cold storage ware- 
house if apparently diseased, tainted or so deteriorated in any 
other way as to injure its keeping. Any article of food, if in-

tended for use other than human consumption, shall be marked 
by the owner before being placed, received or kept in any cold 
storage warehouse in accordance with the forms prescribed or 
to be prescribed by the State board of health, in such a way as 
to plainly indicate the fact that such article is not to be sold for 
human food. 

Section 10. In the event of any food, or any article used for 
food, being kept or maintained in refrigerating or cold storage 
places for a longer period than twelve months, report of such 
facts shall be filed by the person, firm or corporation operating 
such cold storage or refrigerating place or by those owning, 
operating, controlling or leasing any cold storage or refrigerat- 
ing plant with the State board of health, upon blanks to be pro- 
vided by said State board of health upon application, and no 
such food or article used for food shall, after the expiration of 
said period of twelve months, be delivered to any person, firm 
or corporation, without a certificate from the State board of 
health first had and obtained authorizing such delivery. Power 
is hereby given to said State board of health, or its proper agents, 
to extend the time when any particular food stuff or article used 
for food may be kept, maintained or preserved in such place or 
places. 

Section 11. It shall be unlawful to return to any cold storage 
warehouse any article of food which has been once released from 
such storage and placed on the market for sale to consumers, but 
nothing in this section shall be construed to prevent the transfer 
of goods from one cold storage warehouse to another ; provided, 
that all prior stamping, marking and tagging shall remain there- 
on, and that such transfer is not made for the purpose of evading 
any provision of this act. 

And provided further that the provisions of this section shall 
not apply to packing house products produced and manufactured 
in this State in the ordinary course of their disposal as such by 
the producer and manufacturer but the State board of health may 
invoke the provisions hereof against any packing house when 
from investigation it is found necessary to protect the consumer. 

Section 12. Any article of food kept or preserved in any cold 
storage warehouse or refrigerating place for a longer period than 
herein provided, after at least twenty days’ notice to the owner 
or consignor of such article of food to remove the same, shall be 
sold at public auction by the person, firm or corporation having 
the custody of the same, at the place where the same is kept or 
preserved; such sale shall be within thirty days after the time 
limited for the keeping or preserving thereof, and the proceeds 
of such sale shall be paid to the owner or consignor thereof after 
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deducting storage or other charges thereon, unless said food has 
been condemned as unfit for use by the State board of health, 
in which case it shall be destroyed or otherwise disposed of under 
such conditions as the State board of health may prescribe. 

Section 18. Any person, firm or corporation, or officer or 
officers thereof violating any of the provisions of this act, shall, 
upon conviction, be subject to a penalty of not exceeding five 
hundred dollars for the first offense. Any such person, firm or 
corporation, or officer or officers thereof, having once been con- 
victed of violating any provisions of this act, shall upon a second 
offense, bé held guilty of a misdemeanor. The conviction of any 
corporation shall not operate to relieve any officer or officers, 
agents, or employees, of such corporation from prosecution under 
the provisions of this act. 

Sectin 14. If any paragraph or provision of this act shall be 
questioned in any court and held to be invalid, the remainder of 
this act shall not be invalidated thereby, but shall remain in full 
force and effect.

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. Every director of a bank, or a trust company do-- 
ing a banking business, shall be the owner and holder of shares 
of stock in the bank or trust company, having a par value of at 
least five hundred ($500.00) dollars, and every such director shall 
hold such shares in his own name, unpledged and unincumbered 
in any way, except statutory lien which might attach in favor of 
such corporation. Any director, at any time, violating any of 
the provisions of this section, shall be removed from office by the 
board of directors, or by the superintendent of banks, when the 
facts are made known to him. At least three-fourths of the di- 
rectors of every such bank or trust company shall be residents of 
this State. 

Section 2. Every such director shall, within thirty (30) days 
after his election, take and subscribe in duplicate an oath that

-good faith, of the shares of stock of the bank or company re- 
quired to qualify him for such office, standing in his own name 
on its books and one of such oaths shall be forthwith filed with 
the superintendent of banks. No director shall perform the du- 
ties of his office until such oath is made and in case a director 
fails to make such oath, his place on the board shall be declared 
vacant and his successor elected as prescribed by the by-laws 
of the institution, such successor being required to have the same 
qualifications and take the same oath as provided by this act. 

Section 8. It shall be the duty of the directors:of banks and 
trust companies to meet regularly and direct the affairs of the 
corporation under their charge. (They shall see to it that all of 
the banking laws of the State are obeyed and that the business 
of the bank is so conducted as to be safe for the public to deal 
with.) Such directors, at their first meeting after election, shall 
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fix and prescribe the amount of bond that shall be required of 
each officer and employee of the bank, which amount shall be 
satisfactory to the superintendent of banks.

MESSAGE FROM THE SENATE. 
Mr. Speaker : 
The Senate has originated and passed the following bills and 
ordered same sent forthwith to the House without engrossment: 
S. 594. To authorize registers of the circuit court in circuits 
composed of only one county and having two or more circuit 
judges, or counties, now or hereafter, having a population of 
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over 100,000 according to the last Federal census, to grant de- 
crees pro confesso on bills or supplemental bills which are in 
default for want of answer on any day, in term time or vacation, 
and to issue all orders of publication to non-residents or where 
the address of defendants is unkonwn, in term time or vacation;

Allowing costs and fees to officers for the service 
of process from juvenile courts and for feeding prisoners com- 
mitted by or held for or under such courts. 

H. 968. To repeal an act to provide for the better construc- 
tion, repairing, working, and maintaining of public roads and 
bridges in Clay county, Alabama, approved April 8th, 1911. 

H. 744. To ratify a resolution of the board of revenue of 
Jefferson county, Alabama, compromising the claim of Mrs. Effie 
McMickens against Jefferson county. 

H. 710. To abrogate and abolish the county courts of ‘all 
counties in the State of Alabama, having a population, according 
to the last preceding and official and published Federal census, 
of not less than thirty-three thousand, and not exceeding thirty- 
three thousand eight hundred. 
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H. 769. To abrogate to and abolish the jurisdiction of jus- 
tices of the peace and notaries public with powers of justices of 
the peace in Morgan county, Alabama; of all criminal causes, 
except as committing magistrates in felony cases. 

-H. 952. To amend an act approved Sept. 10th, 1915, entitled, 
“An act to designate certain public roads of the State of Ala- 
bama as State trunk roads and to provide the manner in which 
such roads shall be located, improved and maintained,” by adding 
an additional road thereto. 

Jt 995. To provide for the construction, care, maintenance,

BILLS ON THIRD READING. 


H. 520. (With substitute.) To amend sections 5443, 5444, 
and 5446 of the Code of Alabama, concerning quieting titles to 
land, and to make further provision on that subject, including 
removal of clouds in such cases. 

Was taken up. The question was upon the adoption of the 
substitute reported by the Standing Committee on Judiciary said 
substitute being as follows:

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A BILL 


To be entitled an act to amend sections 5443, 5444 and 5446 of 
the Code of Alabama concerning quieting titles to land, and to 
make further provisions on that subject, and include remov- 
ing of clouds in such cases. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 
1st. That section 5448 of the Code of 1907 be and is hereby 

amended to read as follows: 

Section 5448. Person in possession, claiming land, may file 
bill to clear the title, etc.—When a person is in the actual or con- 
structive peaceable possession of any quantity of land lying in a 
contiguous body, or of land coming to him under a single instru- 
ment, or of land derived by him at the same time from the same 
source of title, and claiming to own such land in his own right, 
or as tenant in common or in any representative or trust capac- 
ity; or when a person is in the actual and peaceable possession 
of such land for others as guardian, administrator or in other 
representative or trust capacity; and his title to or right of pos- 
session of the land or any part thereof is disputed or denied; or 
any other person claim to own, or is reputed to own the land or 
some part thereof, or any interest therein, or right of possession 
thereof, or to hold any lien or incumbrance on the land or any 
part thereof or interest therein against the person so in posses- 
sion or those, whom he so represents; or when from loss of any 
record or any conveyance, or from any defect in the record or 
other chain of title under which he claims, or other cause or by 
other means, the claimant so in possession is informed and has 
reason to believe that others than himself claim or might lay 
claim to the land or any part thereof, or any interest therein, 
or right of possession of the whole or any part thereof or inter- 
est therein, or any lien of incumbrance on the land or any part 
thereof or interest therein against complainant, but no other is 
in the actual possession of any part against him; and if no suit, 
within complainant’s knowledge or information, is pending in a 
court of competent jurisdiction in any county containing the land 
or any part thereof, to enforce or test the validity of complain- 
ant’s and defendant’s rights against each other alleged in the 
bill; such person so in possession may bring his suit in equity 
in a county containing the land, or if it lies in more than one 
county, then in the county containing the larger quantity, or, if 
equally divided, then in either county, to clear up, determine and 
quiet all doubts, claims, disputes, or questions of title, rights 
and interests of any or every character between the parties con- 
cerning the land or any part thereof. If such a suit is pending 


. 
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as above mentioned, in any county containing any of the land 
concerned, at the filing of the bill, that shall be matter of defense. 

Decrees pro confesso may be taken and cross-bills may be 
maintained, or a defendant’s rights may be set up by answer 
sufficient to create the issue to be determined, and if not suf- 
ficient, the answer may be stricken until issue is sufficiently cre- 
ated. 

2nd. That section 5444 of said Code be and is amended to 
read as follows: 

Section 5444. Contents of bill, parties, service, etc.—The 
bill must deserive the land with certaintv, and must allege com- 
plainant’s possession and his right, title and interest; that his 
title to or right of possession of the land, or some part thereof, 
or interest therein, is disputed or denied by defendant, and that 
the defendant claims or is reputed to own the land, or some part 
thereof or interest therein, or right of possession thereof, or to 
hold some lien or incumbrance on the land or some part thereof 
or interest therein, against complainant or those whom he so 
represents; and wherever based on any other fact of jurisdiction 
set out in the preceding section, such fact must be alleged. The 
bill may be brought against a defendant described as in being, or, 
in the alternative, if he be dead, his personal and legal representa- 
tives, and his or their successors in estate; and against an exist- 
ing, or, in the alternative, formerly existing corporation, firm, 
association, or society, and its or their successors in estate; or 
against any one who claims with but is not joined with complaint. 
Any person, firm, corporation, association or society desired 
made defendant, whose name, age, residence or domicile, as the 
case may be, is unknown to complainant, may, like non-residents, 
be brought in by publication without stating the name, age, resi- 
dence or domicile, as the case may be, whenever after reasonable 
and diligent inquiry, the same cannot be ascertained. The pub- 
lication shall be made in a newspaper having a general circula- 
tion and published in the county where the suit is brought; or, 
if such a newspaper is not published in such county, then in such 
newspaper published in any adjoining county in which such a 
newspaper is published; and if such newspaper is not published 
in such adjoining county, then in such a newspaper published in 
the nearest county where such a newspaper is published. But 
the bill and order of publication and the publication, as fully as 
may be practicable under the circumstances, must describe the 
defendant, and state the name, age and residence of defendant 
who is a person, at least as to whether he is over or under the 
age of twenty-one years or fourteen years, as the case may be, 
and the name, domicile, and a place of doing business of the de- 
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fendant who is a corporation, firm, association or society, to 
identify all defendants and connect them with the land, and 
advise them that their right, title and interest is intended to be 
affected by the final decree. And the order of publication shall 
designate the newspaper in which the notice may be published, 
and the number of insertions to be made, not less than once a 
week for not less than four nor more than eight consecutive 
weeks, as the judge or register in proper case, may determine. 
Whenever a defendant’s name and residence or domicile within 
the State are given, subpoena shall issue for personal service; 
whenever the name, and residence or domicile without the State 
are given, either generally or particularly in the sworn bill of 
affidavit for publication, the register shall mail him, fully post- 
paid, to the given address or any subsequently ascertained ad- 
dress, wherever practicable, a copy of the notice published at least 
once, with return card on the outside of the envelope; and 
wherever practicable, this shall be done by registered mail, with 
return receipt demanded and request to deliver only on personal 
receipt signature of defendant; and whenever, after reasonable 
and diligent inquiry to ascertain the defendant’s name, age, and 
residence or domicile, as the case may be, the same remains un- 
known to complainant, he shall post up, at the usual place of 
posting notices at the courthouse of the county in which the suit 
is brought, and at not less than three conspicuous places on the 
land, upon light colored wood or heavy card board, at least one 
foot long and at least one foot wide, securely nailed or tacked 
to a tree or other proper and substantial support, at least three 
feet above the ground, a copy of the notice published; if there 
be a public road or roads on, through or adjoining the land, one 
of such notices shall be posted within ten feet from the facing 
each such public road; if there be a private road or roads on or 
through or adjoining such land, such notice shall be posted within 
ten feet from the facing each such private road; and all such 
notices shall be posted conspicuously where at least as likely to 
be seen as elsewhere by passersby, which posting shall be done at 
least thirty days before the hearing; and proof of any publica- 
tion and of any posting and of any mailing of notices shall be 
made by affidavit or otherwise and be recorded. But the publica- 
tion in the newspaper under the order, when properly made as 
hereinbefore provided, may confer jurisdiction of the person of 
all defendants against whom publication has to be made; and 
the notice by mail and by posting may be cumulative and matter 
of regularity merely. The bill shall in its stating part call on all 
defendants, and the publication also shall call on all defendants 
against whom publication is made, to set forth and specify what

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right, title, interest, lien or incumbrance in, to, or upon the land 
and each part thereof the defendant claims, and how and by 
what instrument or means the same is derived or created; and 
unless such demand is complied with fully, the answer or cross- 
bill must be stricken from the file. 

8rd. That section 5446 of said Code be and is amended to 
read as follows: 

Section 5446. Jury trial on demand; evidence; decree.— 
Upon the application of any party, a jury shall be directed to de- 
termine the issues or any specified i issue of fact that is triable at 
law and presented in the pieadings; and the court is bound bv 
the result, but may for sufficient cause order a new trial thereof. 

In such suit, color of title to the land concerned, or any art 
thereof, accompanied by payment of taxes thereon by complain- 
ant or his tenant in common, or those under whom he claims; or 
color of title to such land or any part thereof accompanied by 
possession under claim of right by any such person, for at least 
three years consecutively, shall be prima facie evidence of title 
as against all who have not had actual possession or paid any 
taxes during said period; except those who during such period 
were lunatics or minors, or whose right of entry and possession 
was non-existent by being postponed to the happening of a future 
event; and color of title and possession or payment of taxes under 
claim.of right by complainant, or his tenant in common, or those 
under whom he claims, for twenty years next before the filing 
of the bill, cross-bill, or answer, shall be conclusive evidence of 
title against all except those whose right of entry or possession 
is postponed to the happening of such future event, and those 
who within such twenty years have paid taxes on the land or some 
part thereof. In such suit, actual possession of a part of any 
tract or parcel of land lying in a contiguous body, under color 
and claim of title to the whole, shall constitute adverse posses- 
sion of the whole against all who claim a title, legal or equitable, 
to, or a right of possession of the whole, or any part thereof, but 
who at the filing of the original bill was not in the actual posses- 
sion of any part thereof. 

Whenever such a jury trial is not requested, or as to all facts 
for which it is not requested, and as to all not triable by jury 
as above provided, the court shall consider and determine the 
right, title, interest, lien or incumbrance of each party to the 
cause, upon the issues and evidence, and shall, upon the finding 
of the jury, or upon such consideration and determination, final- 
ly decree what is the nature and extent of each party’s right in, 
to, or concerning the land and each part thereof, and their re- 
spective rights of possession, and do all things necessary or 
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proper for the enforcement thereof, whether by foreclosure as 
prayed, or cancellation or removal of clouds, writs or otherwise. 
The decree shall operate as a conveyance would, and may be 
recorded the same as conveyances for like interests are, and the 
record shall be indexed as are the records of conveyances. The 
decree shall bind all and only such as are parties to the cause, 
whether known or unknown. A defendant may re-open the case 
and litigate on such terms as the court may fix, as in equity 
causes prior to this act. A person in interest who has not been 
made and brought in as a party, may, after leave obtained on 
petition and performance of terms imposed, intervene by answer 
or cross-bill as if made a party, and propound and litigate his 
interest. 

4th. Be it further enacted that the judge or register shall not 
have power to order publication against defendants whose name 
and residence or domicile, as the case may be, is unknown, unless 
the facts to show the diligence of enquiry appear in the sworn 
bill or the affidavit for publication. 

5th. Be it further enacted that a further cumulative and dis- 
tinct or separate system of quieting title is hereby established as 
follows below: 

Any person, natural or artificial, who, in his own right, or in 
any representative capacity, is in the actual and peaceable pos- 
session of land, claiming the same, or an interest therein, and 
having the record title, or at least a color of title thereto; or any 
person, natural or artificial, who in his own right, or in any rep- 
resentative capacity, has for at least three years next preceding 
the filing of the bill, had at least a color of title to land and while 
having at least such color has during that period paid taxes on 
the land, or upon an interest therein, but has not the actual and 
peaceable possession and no other has such possession against 
him, or any person who claims an interest derived from a per- 
son who has had actual possession and color of title and paid 
taxes, as provided above in this section, but no other is in such 
actual possession against him; may, if no suit is pending in a 
county where the land lies to test the title theréto or the right of 
possession thereof, file his sworn bill in equity in the county 
where the land lies, against the land and against all persons who 
claim any right, title or interest in such land, or any part thereof, 
to quiet and determine the title to the land, or such interest in 
the same. 

Wherever there is no actual possession in him who will be 
complainant, or no such possession under him, he must post on 
the land in at least three different conspicuous places and within 
sixty days before filing his bill, a notice describing with cer- 
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tainty the land and the interest he claims, and stating that he 
owns such interest and that at a time not later than thirty days 
after such posting he will file a bill in equity in a named court to 
quiet and determine the title so asserted. The notice shall be 
plainly printed or written in ink or in print, on a light colored 
wood or heavy cardboard, at least one foot long and at least one 
foot wide, securely nailed or tacked to a tree or other proper 
support at least three feet above the ground; if there be a public 
road or roads on, through, or adjoining the land, one of such 
notices shall be posted. within ten feet from and facing each such 
public road, aud of bit one such road, at least three such netiees. 
If there be a private road or roads through, adjoining or on the 
land, such notices must be posted in like manner and number 
within ten feet from and facing each such private road. Such 
notices must be posted prominently, where at least as likely to 
be seen by passersby as elsewhere. Such potsing must be al- 
leged, and evidence thereof be given in the cause. 

The bill must also describe with certainty the land and the 
right, title or interest therein which the complainant claimed in 
such notice, and must also show how and from whom such right, 
title or interest was acquired by complainant. It must also show 
in whose name the title or the interest claimed by complainant 
stands on the records of conveyances of the county containing 
the land, if the records so show, and who, if any one, at any time 
within at least ten years next preceding the filing of the bill has 
paid any and what taxes on such land or interest claimed by com- 
plainant, and who has had any and what possession of the land 
and each part thereof, and who, if any one, claims the land or any 
part thereof and what interest therein, and must state the resi- 
dence and address of such person or persons. If any of the mat- 
ters required to be alleged is not known to complainant, that fact 
must be alleged. The bill must show that complainant has exer- 
cised diligence to ascertain each of the facts required to be al- 
leged, wherever complainant does not know such fact, and must 
specify the details and show specifically what diligence was used 
to ascertain the same. If any of the persons in whose name the 
title stands on the record, or who in such preceding ten years 
paid any such taxes, or had any such possession, is dead, and that 
be known to complainant, such fact must be alleged, together 
with the names, ages, residences and addresses of the heirs and 
devisees of such decedent, and of the administrator of his estate, 
and of any executor, and of any trustee, under his will. If any 
of the parties defendant who are so known are residents of or can 
be found within the State, a copy of the notice of suit hereinafter 
provided for must be personally served upon them, and the serv- 
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ice may be made either by the proper sheriff or by the complain- 
ant, or any of his solicitors, of which return or proof must be 
made. If they reside and are without the State and their resi- 
dences or addresses be known, a copy of such notice shall be sent 
them by the register of the court, by mail if practicable, and 
that by registered mail if practicable, of which mailing proof 
must be made by affidavit or otherwise in the usual way. Also 
notice of the pendency of the suit must be published at least once 
a week for at least eight consecutive weeks in a newspaper hav- 
ing a general circulation and published in the county containing 
the land; or if such a newspaper is not published in such county, 
then in such a newspaper published in any adjoining county in 
which such a newspaper is published, and if such a newspaper is 
not published in such adjoining county, then in such a newspaper 
published in the county nearest that containing the land in which 
such a newspaper is published. And the court must prescribe by 
order in each cause in what newspaper such publication may be 
made. 

A copy of such notice of the suit must also be recorded as a 
lis pendens notice in the office of the judge of probate of the 
county containing the land, and no other lis pendens notice of 
such suit need be filed or given. All of the above specified no- 
tices must describe the land with certainty and show what inter- 
est complainant claims therein, and in whose name such interest 
stands on said records of conveyances, if they show, and who has 
so paid taxes, and who has so had possession, so far as such mat- 
ters are known. The cause shall be at issue at the expiration of 
sixty days from the first publication of the notice of suit and the 
filing of such lis pendens notice; but such publication and the 
filing of such lis pendens notice cr record thereof shall be made 
at least ninety days before a final decree can be rendered in the 
cause. 

In such a suit color of title in, accompanied by payment of 
taxes by complainant, or color of title accompanied by possession 
under claim of right in complainant or defendant, or his tenant 
in common, or those under whom he claims, for ten consecutive 
years next before the filing of the bill, shall be prima facie evi- 
dence of title as against all persons who have not paid any taxes 
or had any possession during such ten years, other than lunatics, 
minors and those whose right of possession is postponed till the 
happening of some future event, and against all who do not inter- 
vent and litigate as hereinafter provided; but color of title ac- 
companied by payment of taxes, or color of title accompanied by 
possession under claim of right, in a party or his tenant in com- 
mon, or those under whom he claims, for twenty years next before 
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the filing of the bill, shall be conclusive evidence of title against 
all persons other than those who have paid taxes of been in pos- 
session under claim of right during such twenty years and those 
whose right of possession has been postponed till such future 
event. 

In such a suit actual possession of a part of land lying in a 
contiguous body under color of title and claim of right to the 
whole, shall constitute adverse possession of the whole of such 
body as against any one who claims a title, legal or equitable, to, 
or a right of possession of such land, or any part thereof, or 
interest therein, but who was not in the aciual pussession of any 
part of such land when the bill was filed. 

A decree pro confesso shall not be taken in such cause, but 
evidence must be given of the title or right sought to be deter- 
mined and quieted. 

The right or title of any defendant may be presented either 
by answer alone or by cross-bill, and any cross-bill or answer 
must comply in each particular with the provisions of this sec- 
tion applicable to the original bill. 

On the hearing the court must determine and adjudge what is 
the right, title and interest in the land concerned of the com- 
plainant and the respondent, and the cross-complainant, or part- 
ly in one and partly in another party to the cause, specifying and 
decreeing what is the interest of each. The register shall file a 
duly certified copy of the final decree in the office of the judge of 
probate of the county containing the land, and the same shall be 
there recorded, and its record be duly indexed the same as in case 
of conveyances of land. Such decree adjudging an interest to 
be in any one shall have the same effect as if the decree were a 
conveyance of land, and its record shall have the same effect as 
if of such conveyance. At any time during the pendency of the 
cause, or within one hundred and eighty days after the rendition 
of the final decree as aforesaid, any person who claims or owns 
any interest in the land, but who is not made a party, may file a 
petition to intervene in the cause upon leave, and, after compli- 
ance with such terms as the court may fix, he must propound his 
interest by answer or by cross-bill, and may litigate the same as 
if originally brought in; provided, however, that when more than 
sixty days have expired since the original bill was filed, a person 
who for more than thirty days before filing his petition to inter- 
vene had knowledge of the newspaper notice of the suit, or was 
otherwise informed of its pendency, and of what land was there- 
in concerned, shall not have a right to intervene and set up any 
right, title or interest therein. In event of being allowed to set 
up, and of setting up his right, title or interest, testimony taken 
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in the cause prior to such intervention may be used at the subse- 
quent hearing; and such intervenor may cross-examine any wit- 
ness already examined and object to any part or the whole of his 
testimony or deposition that may be inadmissible, and make mo- 
tions concerning the same, except motions to suppress the whole. 

Any final decree formerly rendered in the cause before such 
intervention may upon such subsequent hearing be confined, al- 
tered or modified, or another decree growing out of such inter- 
vention may be rendered in lieu of such former decree; and such 
later final decree shall, after the expiration of ninety days from 
the rendition thereof, be conclusive on all known or unknown 
persons claiming, excepting only those whose right of possession, 
entry or action was so extended or postponed as specified herein- 
above; but subject, however, to appeal therefrom in the time and 
manner provided by law for other causes. 

6th. All laws and parts of laws in conflict herewith are to 
that extent repealed. 

And the substitute was adopted.

To fix the salary of all judges of probate in all coun- 
ties in this State which now have, or which may hereafter have 
a population of as much as eighty-two thousand people and less 
than two hundred thousand people according to the last Federal 
census or any such census which may hereafter be taken, who 


are now or may hereafter be paid on a salary basis, and also for. 


clerical help and other expenses and to provide for payment 
thereof. 

S. 411. To establish a jury commission in all counties of 
this State which have 200,000 or more population, according to 
the last Federal census, and in all counties that have 200,000 or 
more population according to any Federal census which may be 
hereafter taken; to prescribe the qualifications of jurors and

REPORT OF COMMITTEE ON ENROLLED BILLS. 


Mr. Speaker: 

Your Committee on Enrolled Bills begs leave to report that 
it has examined the following bills: 

619. To create and establish a board of revenue in and 
for Morgan county, Alabama, in the place and stead of the com- 
missioners’ court now existing in said county, and abolishing said 
commissioners court; to divide said county of Morgan into four 
districts, defining the boundaries thereof; providing that the 
present county commissioners shall be the members of said board 
of revenue for their unexpired term; fixing the term of office and 
providing for the election of subsequent members thereof; defin- 
ing the jurisdiction of said board of revenue; fixing their com- 
pensation; conferring upon said board of revenue and the indi- 
vidual members thereof all the jurisdictions, powers and author- 
ity granted by law to county commissioners and to commis- 
sioners’ courts and boards of revenue in this State; authorizing 
the appointment by said board of revenue of a county auditor and 
a superintendent of public roads; providing for the holding of 
monthly meetings of said board of revenue beginning on the 
second Monday in each month; providing for the repeal of all 
laws in conflict with this act, and, fixing the time when this act 
shall become operative.

To abrogate and abolish the county courts of all 
counties in the State of Alabama, having a population, accord- 
ing to the last preceding and official and published Federal cen- 
sus, of not less than thirty-three thousand, and not exceeding 
thirty-three thousand eight hundred. 

H. 709. To abrogate to and abolish the jurisdiction of jus- 
tices of the peace and notaries public with powers of justices of 
the peace in Morgan county, Alabama; of all criminal causes, 
except as committing magistrates in felony cases.

SENATE MESSAGE. 


On motion of Mr. Tunstall, the House concurred in and adopt- 
ed the Senate amendment to the bill, H. 1125, said Senate amend- 
ment being as follows: 


SUBSTITUTE FOR HOUSE BILL 1125. 


A bill to be entitled an act to amend subdivision 84 of section 
361 of an act to provide for the general revenue of the State 
of Alabama, approved September 10th, 1919. 
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Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

That subdivision 84 of section 361 of an act entitled, “An 
act to provide for the general revenue of the State of Alabama,” 
approved September 10th, 1919, be and the same is hereby amend- 
ed so as to read as follows: 

A. Pistols, maxim silencers, etc., for person dealing in 
pistols, maxim silencers, bowie knives, dirk knives, brass knucks, 
or knucks of like kind, whether principal stock in trade or not; 
in cities and towns of thirty-five thousand inhabitants and over, 
one hundred and fifty dollars; in all other places, one hundred 
dollars. 

B. Each retail dealer of non-alcoholic, carbonated or other 
soft drinks, the sale of which is not now prohibited by law, sold 
at retail in bottles shall pay a tax of one cent on each bottle sold 
at retail. Each person, firm or corporation engaged in the busi- 
ness of selling at retail such bottles drinks shall keep accurate 
books and records, showing the number of bottles sold daily, and 
such other information relating to the sales as may be required 
by the State tax commission to enable the State tax officials to 
check up the returns herein required. At the end of each calen- 
dar month, every person, firm or corporation engaged in the busi- 
ness of selling such drinks at retail shall make a report to the 
State tax commission, on blanks to be furnished by the commis- 
sion, showing the number of bottles of soft drinks sold during 
the preceding month and sueh other information as the commis- 
sion may require, verified by affidavit, and shall with such report 
remit the tax herein provided for each bottles of soft drinks sold 
as shown by the report, and such remittance shall be made direct 
by the retailer into the State treasury. The tax officials of the 
State shall have authority to examine the books and papers of 
any one engaged in such business for the purpose of ascertaining 
the correctness of all reports and remittances. Any person wil- 
fully failing or refusing to make the reports and remittances 
- herein required shall be guilty of a misdemeanor. Any person 
wilfully making a false affidavit as to any report herein required 
shall be guilty of perjury. 

C. 1. That whenever any license, privilege, income or fran- 
chise taxes are required to be prorated among the State and any 
of the counties, cities and towns thereof, the State tax commis- 
sion, after having determined the amount of such license, privi- 
lege, income or franchise tax to be paid by each tax payer, shall 
notify said tax payer, by registered mail, of. the amount found 
to be due and cite him to pay the same into the State treasury, 
provided that any tax payer may appeal within thirty days to 
the circuit court in his county from the decision of the State tax 
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commission; and said board shall also certify to the State treas- 
urer the amount found to be due in each instance. And it shall 
be the duty of the State treasurer to collect the same and on the 
first day of each month, or sooner, if in his judgment an emer- 
gency necessitates it, furnish a list of all such unpaid taxes, 
which are delinquent to the attorney general and it shall be the 
duty of the attorney gerieral to collect the same by suit or other- 
wise. 

C. 2. It shall be the duty of the State auditor to draw his 
warrant on the State treasurer in favor of each county, city or 
town for any portion of such license. privilege, income or fran- 
chise tax to which such county, city or town is entitled and trans- 
mit said warrant to said county, city or town. Provided, how- 
ever, that the amount to be paid to any county, city or town from 
the proceeds derived from income taxes arising in such county, 
city or town shall be five per centum of such taxes arising in 
such county, city or town as the case may be and the balance be 
paid into the State treasury.

A BILL 


To be entitled an act for the protection of human beings and of 
live stock of all kinds. To impose a license on dogs over the 
age of three months and to provide further that dogs running 
at large, except fox hounds and deer hounds wearing collars 
upon which the owner’s names and addresses are printed or 
written, shall wear muzzles; to require the registration of all 
dogs by the probate judge in their respective counties; to pro- 
vide for the necessary supplies to carry this act into effect and 
to provide for compensating the probate judge for his serv- 
ices as required herein; to provide that the funds derived 
from the license on dogs herein imposed by this act shall be 
paid to the county treasurer and kept separate and apart, 
and shall be known as the dog tax fund which fund shall be 
used in defraying the travelling expenses to and from the 
State Pasteur Institute of persons who have been bitten by 
mad dogs and who are unable to defray their own expenses, 
also their expenses while under treatment at this institute; 
likewise the funds created by this act shall be used in remun- 
erating persons who sustain loss from dogs, crippling or kill- 
ing their live stock, and to provide that at the end of each 
fiseal year the balance remaining in the dog tax fund shall 
be paid by the county treasurer to the county board of educa- 
tion for distribution among the public schools of the county, 
in which the license is collected, and apportioned to the dif- 
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ferent school districts in proportion to the amount of li- 

censes collected in such district. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That after the passage of this act it shall be un- 
lawful for any person, firm, corporation, partnership or associa- 
tion to keep or harbor any dog, or dogs, within the State of Ala- 
bama, except as hereinafter provided. 

Sec. 2. That every owner or keeper of a dog, or dogs, shall 
for each dog, so owned or kept, file or cause to be filed, by mail 
or otherwise, in the office of the judge of probate of the county 
in which such dog, or dogs, are owned or kept, a verified applica- 
tion for registration, on a blank to be furnished by the probate 
judge of the county for that purpose, a brief description of the 
dog, or dogs, to be registered, including the name, age, color and 
sex and breed of the dog to be registered, together with the name, 
race, postoffice.address, precinct and school district of the owner 
of such dog. 

Sec. 3. That upon the receipt of an application for registra- 
tion of a dog, or dogs, as provided in section 2 hereof, the judge 
of probate shall file such application in his office, with the name, 
race, postoffice address, precinct and school district of the owner 
of such dog, or dogs, together with the facts stated in such appli-. 
cation, in a book or index to be kept by him for that purpose 
under a district number to be assigned to each dog, so registered 
by the judge of probate, which book, or index, shall be open to the 
public for inspection during all reasonable business hours. 

Sec. 4. That for each dog, so owned or kept, the owner or 
keeper thereof shall pay an annual registration fee of $1.00. And 
the several sums of money so charged and collected as registra- 
tion fees under the provisions of this act shall be paid to the judge 
of probate of the respective counties and by the probate judge 
shall be paid into the county treasury. Said revenue so collected 
shall be kept separate and apart from all other funds, and shall 
be known as the dog tax fund. 

Sec. 5. That upon the payment of the registration fee as 
provided in section 4 of this act, the judge of probate shall deliver 
to the owner or keeper of such dog a suitable metal tag, the size 
and design of which shall be selected by the judge of probate but 

which shall be of different shapes for each year, which tag the 
owner shall cause to be worn constantly. by such dog, so regis- 
teréd, by means of attachment to collar, or otherwise, as a means 
of identification. Said tag must bear the registration number of 
‘the dog as shown by index kept by the judge of probate. 

Sec. 6. That the judge of probate shall also provide receipts 
in two parts, the first part to be stub retained by the judge of 
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probate, the other part to be delivered to the owner or keeper of 
the dog, with the tag which is provided for in section 5 of this 
act. And each part of the receipt shall carry the same number 
as the tag with which it is delivered and must show the amount 
paid by the owner or keeper of the registered dog to the judge 
of probate. 

Sec. 7. In case the original tag is lost, the owner or keeper of 
dog for which such tag was issued, may, upon application to the 
judge of probate, supported by affidavit showing that such tag 
was lost, or destroyed, and upon the payment of $.50 fee, receive 
a duplicate tag, and this $.50 fee shall be retained by the judge 
of probate as his remuneration for issuing such diiplicate tag. 

Sec. 8. That the registration provided for in this act shall be 
on or before the Ist day of October, 1919, and shall be renewed 
in like manner on or before the 1st day of October of each suc- 
ceeding year thereafter, each renewal to carry the payment by 
the owner or keeper of a dog as that required for the first or 
original registration. 

Sec. 9. That all things required to be furnished by the pro- 
bate judge for the carrying out of the provisions of this act shall 
be paid for out of the general funds of the county, and for the 
services required by this act to be rendered the judge of probate 
is hereby authorized to collect a fee of $.25 for each receipt issued 
with tag, which $.25 shall be in addition to the regular registra- 
tion fee provided for in section 4 of this act. 

Sec. 10. That each dog registered and tagged in accordance 
with the provisions of this act is hereby declared to be property, 
and the owner or keeper of such dog shall, in case such dog is 
stolen, injured or killed, have the same protection as to his prop- 

erty rights in such dog as of any other live stock, and any person 
who shall steal, kill, injure or entice away from the owner there- 
of, any dog registered and tagged as provided in this act shall be 
subject to the same penalty as for the same offense committed 
against any other live stock. 

Sec. 11. That it is hereby made the duty of all sheriffs and 
constables to kill on sight any dog found by them running at 
large, not wearing the identification tag showing the registra- 
tion number of said dog, or not wearing a muzzle provided by 
this act. And any sheriff or constable who fails to discharge the 
duty imposed by this section within five days after a dog has been 
reported to him as running at large, contrary to the provisions 
of this act, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and upon conviction 
shall be fined not less than five nor more than twenty-five dollars. 
for each dog, reported to him as provided by this section, which 
he fails to kill. For each dog so killed, the sheriff or constable 
shall receive a fee of fifty cents, payable out of the dog tax fund. 
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Sec. 12. That the registration fee provided for in section 4 of 
this act shall be due on the 1st day of October of each year 
and delinquent on the 15th day of October of the same month, 
and if not paid by the 15th of October the probate judge is hereby 
required to collect double the amount of fee provided for in sec- 
tion 4 hereof. 

Sec. 138. That persons who have been bitten by mad dogs and 
who furnish satisfactory proof of same to the probate judge of 
the county, in which such persons were so bitten, may also, upon 
furnishing to said judge of probate good and sufficient proof 
that such person or persons is not financially able to pay his, or 
her, expenses for treatment at the Pasteur Institute of this State, 
at Montgomery, may have his, or her, expenses paid to and from 
Montgomery, likewise their expenses while under treatment at 
the said institute, payable out of the dog tax fund by the county 
treasurer upon the certificate of said judge of probate. 

Sec. 14. That the dog tax fund shall be and the same is hereby 
appropriated for remunerating the residents of said county for. 
any loss they may sustain from dogs killing or crippling their 
sheep, lambs or other live stock, and for paying the expenses 
necessary to carry this act into effect; and any balance remain- 
ing on hand on the 30th day of September, each year, shall be 
appropriated to the county school fund of the public schools, and 
the county treasurer is hereby directed to pay such balance, re- 
maining on hand at that time in the dog tax fund, over to the 
county board of education for that purpose, and such balance 
shall be distributed among the various school districts in pro- 
portion to the amount of licenses collected from each school dis- 
trict. 

That each dog over three months old, running at 
large when not in company with persons hunting or in charge 
of the owner, or a person to whom it is entrusted, shall wear a 
muzzle of some approved type so as to prevent said dog from 
biting human beings, or from killing sheep, lambs or other live 
stock; and any dog found running at large, except fox hounds 
or deer hounds wearing collars upon which the names and ad- 
dresses of the owners are printed, or written, without a muzzle 
as provided for in this section, shall be killed by the constable of 
the beat, or the sheriff, as provided in this act. 

Sec. 16. That if it be found that the fund arising from this 
act, for any one year, shall be insufficient to pay the expenses 
incident to the execution of this law and then to pay the whole 
amount of the expenses of poor persons, who have been bitten 
by mad dogs, in attending the Pasteur Institute for treatment, 
and of damages inflicted by dogs or sheep, lambs or other live 
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stock in any county in which damage occurs, each sufferer shall 
be paid out of the said fund in proportion to the loss sustained. 

Sec. 17. That it shall be the duty. of the justice of the peace 
in the several counties of the State, on the application, of the 
owner of sheep, lambs or other live stock, or his agent, which 
have been killed or wounded by dogs not his own, to issue sum- 
mons to two reputable and discreet persons, who, being duly 
sworn, shall go forthwith te the premises where the sheep, lambs 
or other live stock may be, and examine into the facts and the 
“justices of the claim; and apnraise.the amount of the damages 
sustained by the owner, each appraiser to be paid fifty cents for 
such services out of the dog tax fund, and said appraisers shall 
return accurate statement, under their hands to a justice of the 
peace who, if it appears that such sheep, lambs or other live stock 
were killed or crippled by dogs, not belonging to the owner of said 
sheep, lambs or other live stock, shall approve the said return by 
indorsing same and shall forward all papers to the probate judge 
_of his respective county, who shall receive the same and present 
them to the court of county commissioners, or board of revenue, 
as the case may be, at their next meeting, provided however that 
no claims for the killing or maiming of live stock shall be allowed 
unless the owners shall report such killing or maiming to a jus- 
tice of the peace, or other officer authorized to take oaths, or 
before whom affidavits can be made. 

See. 18. That the treasurer shall annually, at the first meet- 
ing, in September, of the court of county commissioners, or 
board of revenue, as the case may be, make statement to such 
court, or board, as the case may be, of his receipts and disburse- 
ments of the funds created by this act, and said court or board 
shall then order the payment of the damages allowed by them, or 
such part thereof as they may be able to pay, out of said fund, 
and the balance to the credit of such fund shall be paid by the 
county treasurer to the board of education, to be distributed 
among the various public schools of the county, as provided in 
this act. 

Sec. 19. That all laws and parts of laws, general, local or 
special, in conflict with the provisions of this act, be and the 
same are hereby repealed.

Was taken up. The question was upon the adoption of the 
substitute reported by the Standing Committee on Judiciary, 
said substitute being as follows: 


A BILL 


To be entitled an act to prescribe the various classes of stock 
that may be issued by corporations, to declare the rights, 
powers and limitations of the holders of the same, and to pre- 
scribe the methods of authorizing the issue thereof, and to 
provide a remedy against any unauthorized or illegal issue 
thereof heretofore or hereafter made, and a statute of limita- 
tions barring that or any other remedy against the same. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That any corporation heretofore or hereafter 
organized under the laws of the State of Alabama shall have 
power to create or authorize and provide for the issue of two or 
more kinds of stock of such classes, (including debenture stock 
and preferred stock of one or more classes), in such proportions 
as between the different classes of stock, which such designations, 
preferences, (including preferences as to dividends and assets), 
voting power or restrictions or qualifications thereof, or without 
voting power, (except as to the creation of bonded indebtedness, 
the increase of bonded indebtedness, the increase of capital stock 
and the issuance of preferred stock), and with such rights of 

_redemption, retirement and conversion, and provisions as to se- 

curity, as shall be stated or expressed in the certificate of incor- 
poration or in any certificate of amendment thereof or in a joint 
agreement of merger or consolidation adopted as provided by the 
laws of Alabama; and the power to increase or decrease the stock 
of the corporation by joint agreement of merger or consolida- 
tion or otherwise, as provided by the laws of Alabama, shall apply 
to all or any of the classes of stock. 
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Section 2. Stock of a class preferred in any respect over 
stock of any other class may be created or authorized by provi- 
sion in the original certificate of incorporation as fixed or may 
be created or authorized at any time or from time to time after 
the filing of such original certificate with the consent of the own- 
ers of two-thirds of the capital stock of the corporation at the 
time outstanding and such consent may be expressed in an amend- 
ment of the original certificate of incorporation or in a joint 
agreement of merger or consolidation duly adopted and filed in 
the office of the secretary of State as provided by law, or at a 
meeting. of the stockholders called for the purpose and if at such 
meeting the persons owning two-thirds of the capital stock vote 
in favor of creating or authorizing the issue of stock so preferred, 
the proceedings of the meeting shall be reduced to writing and 
certified by the president or chief executive officer and by the 
secretary of the corporation under the corporate seal, and filed 
and recorded in the office of the probate judge of the county in 
which is located the principal place of business of the corporation 
as designate in its certificate of incorporation or any amendment 
thereof or joint agreement of merger or consolidation and in the 
office of the secretary of State. Before the issuance of any stock 
of the corporation so preferred, each stockholder shall be first 
offered and entitled to the privilege of taking such stock so pre- 
ferred in the same proportion as his holdings of common tock, 
or such less amount, if any, as he may desire within thirty days 
of such offer, before the stock so preferred is offered for sale 
to the public, unless otherwise provided in the certificate of in- 
corporation or any amendment thereof or joint agreement of 
merger or consolidation. Any corporation with existing provi- 
sions in its charter or certificate of incorporation or any amend- 
ment thereof or joint agreement of merger or consolidation with 
reference to the issue of preferred stock or increase of stock or 
the terms and conditions upon which preferred stock has been or 
may be issued, may issue or increase its preferred or common 
stock in accordance with the provisions of its said charter or 
certificate of incorporation or any amendment thereof or joint 
agreement of merger or consolidation; provided, only, that no 
preferred stock other than that created or authorized in the 
original certificate of incorporation shall be issued unless such 
stock has been created or authorized by a vote of the holders of 
two-thirds of the capital stock as aforesaid and any increase in 
the authorized amount of preferred stock shall be by proceedings 
as provided by the laws of Alabama. 

Section 3. Any corporation heretofore or hereafter organ- 
ized under the laws of the State of Alabama, other than building 
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and loan associations, insurance companies, banks and trust com- 
panies, may, if so provided in its certificate of incorporation or 
any amendment thereof or joint agreement of merger or con- 
solidation duly adopted as provided by the laws of Alabama, issue 
shares of stock, either common or preferred, without any nomi- 
nal or par value. Every share of such stock without nominal 
or par value shall be equal to every other share of such stock, 
except that the certificate of. incorporation or any amendment 
thereof or joint agreement of merger or consolidation may pro- 
vide that such stock shall be divided into different classes with 
such preferences, designations and voting powers or restrictions 
or qualifications thereof as shall be stated therein, but all com- 
mon stock issued shall be subordinate to the preferences given 
to preferred stock, if any. Unless otherwise provided in the 
- certificate.of incorporation or any amendment thereof or joint 
agreement of merger or consolidation, stockholders shall be en- 
titled to one vote for each share of such stock owned by them 
and may vote either in person or by proxy. Stock without any 
nominal or par value may be issued by the board of directors of 
the corporation from time to time for such consideration as may 
be fixed from time to time by the board of directors thereof, pur- 
suant to authority conferred in the certificate of incorporation 
or any amendment thereof or joint agreement of merger or con- 
solidation, or if such authority is not so conferred, then pursu- 
ant to authority of the holders of two-thirds of the stock then 
outstanding and ‘entitled to vote given at a meeting called for 
that purpose in such manner as shall be prescribed by the by- 
laws, and any or all of such shares so issued, the full considera- 
tion for which has been paid or delivered, shall be deemed fully 
paid stock and not liable to any call or assessment thereon, and 
the holder of such shares shall not be liable for any further pay- 
ments on account thereof either to the corporation or to its cred- 
itors. The preferences, rights, limitations, privileges and re- 
strictions incident to stock without nominal or par value may be 
stated in dollars and cents per share in respect to shares of stock 
issued in pursuance of the provisions of this act. Nothing in this 
act contained shall be construed as excepting or relieving a cor- 
poration from any. requirement of law as to the amount in dollars 
of paid in capital in cash or otherwise which it must have at the 
time of its organization. 

Section 4. In any case in which the law requires that the 
par value of the shares of stock of a corporation be stated in 
any certificate or paper, it shall be stated in respect of such 
shares that such shares are without par value, and wherever the 
amount of stock authorized or issued is required to be stated the 
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number of shares authorized or issued shall be stated, and it 
shall also be stated that such shares are without par value. For 
the purpose of the taxes prescribed to be paid on the filing of 
any certificate or other paper relating to corporations, and of 
franchise taxes prescribed to be paid by corporations to the 
State of Alabama, but for no other purpose, such shares shall 
be taken to be of the value of one hundred dollars per share. 

Section 5. Jurisdiction is hereby conferred upon courts hav- 
ing equity jurisdiction, to be invoked by appropriate bill, to deter- 
mine the validity or invalidity of any stock in corporations, here- 
tofore or hereafter authorized or issued, and to correct or cancel 
the same, and any certificate issued therefor, when such validity 
or invalidity depends upon the proportions between the amount 
of preferred and common stock under the provisions of any law 
heretofore existing, or the issue of stock without the consent 
of the necessary number of stockholders, or the issue of stock 
without the filing of any certificate required by law to be filed, 
or any defect, insufficiency or irregularity in the proceeding au-_ 
thorizing the issue of such stock or in any such certificate. But 
all actions hereunder, or, under any existing law or laws hereto- 
fore enacted for the purpose herein specified, or under any exist- 
ing right or cause of action at common law or in equity with 
respect to the matters herein specified, which have not at the 
date of the approval of this act already been barred, shall be 
barred unless brought within one year after the approval of this 
act as to stock heretofore issued or authorized to be issued, and

The President and presiding officer of the Senate having 
signed the following Senate bills, your signature thereto is re- 
quested: ;

REPORT OF CONFERENCE COMMITTEE, 


The Conference Committee on the disagreement of the two 
houses, on the Senate amendment to.the bill, H. 401, made the 
following report: 


To the Presiding Officer of the Senate: 
To the Speaker of the House: 

Your Committee of Conference having under consideration 
House bill No. 401: 

H. 401. A bill to be entitled an act to create a State highway 
department; to define its powers and duties; to authorize State 
aid in the construction and maintenance of public roads and 
bridges; to create a State highway fund and to provide for its 
expenditure; to impose certain duties upon county and municipal 
officials and to provide a penalty for their failure to discharge 
same; to authorize the State highway department to work State 
convicts upon public roads and bridges as is now or may here- 
after be provided by law; to assent to the Act of Congress ap- 
proved July 11, 1916, known as the “Federal Aid Law” and to 
authorize the State highway department to co-operate with the 

- United States government in the construction and maintenance 
of rural post roads; and to repeal the act approved April 5, 1911, 
entitled, “An act to provide for the creation of a State highway 
commission, defining its powers, duties and compensations, and 
methods to be adopted for control of same and for appropriation 
and maintenance of the same and to give State aid and State 
supervision over all public roads, culverts and bridges of the 
State for construction of a permanent nature and the mainte- 
nance thereof wherein any portion of the appropriation herein- 
after made shall be used for such purpose; and to make an appro- 
priation therefor out of the net revenue of the convict fund of 
the State and from other sources. 
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Beg leave to report as follows: 


Ist. We recommend that the Senate recede from all amend- 
ments. 


2nd. We further recommend that the Senate amend the bill 
so as to read as follows, to-wit: 


A bill to be entitled an act to create a State highway depart- 
ment; to define its powers and duties; to authorize State aid in 
the construction and maintenance of ‘public roads and bridges; 
to create a State highway fund and to provide for its expendi- 
ture; to impose certain duties upon county and municipal officials 
and to provide a penalty for their failure to discharge same; to 
authorize the State highway department to work State convicts 
upon public roads and bridges as is now or may hereafter be . 
provided by law; to assent to the act of Congress approved July 
11, 1916, known as the “Federal Aid Law” and to authorize the 
State highway department to co-operate with the United States 
government in the construction and maintenance of rural post 
roads; and to repeal the act approved April 5, 1911, entitled, 
“An act to provide for the creation of a State highway commis- 
sion defining its powers, duties and compensations, and methods 
to be adopted for control of same and for appropriation and main- 
tenance of the same and to give State aid and State supervision 
over all public roads, culverts and bridges of the State for con- 
struction of a permanent nature and the maintenance thereof 
wherein any portion of the appropriation hereinafter made shall 
be used for such purpose; and to make an appropriation therefor 
out of the net revenue of the convict fund of the State and from 
other sources. 


Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That there is hereby created a State highway 
department for the State of Alabama, which shall consist of a 
State highway commission and a State highway engineer. The 
said State highway commission shall consist of the senior profes- 
sor of civil engineering in the Alabama Polytechnic Institute, the 
State geologist and ten (10) other members to be appointed by 
the governor.. No two of the other ten members of said State 
highway commission shall reside in the same congressional dis- 
trict, and each of said ten members shall be a qualified elector. 
.Four of the first appointed members shall serve for two years 
' from October 1, 1919, three of said members shall serve for a 
term of four years from said date, and three of said members 
for a term om six years from said date, after. which the term 
of each appointed member shall be four years. For the transac- 
tion of business of the State highway department three of the 
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members of the State highway commission shall constitute a 
quorum. Notice of all meetings of the commission shall be given 
by the Secretary in such manner and under such rules and regu- 
lations as may be prescribed by the highway commission. All 
vacancies in the appointive membership of such commission shall 
be filled by appointment of the governor for the unexpired term. 
The governor may remove any member for inefficiency, mal- 
feason or neglect of duty. The members of said commission shall 
serve without compensation, but they shall each be allowed trav- 
eling-and other.expenses incurred in the discharged of their offi- 
cial duties. 

Section 2. The State highway commission shall consider and 
determine all questions relating to the general policy of the State 
- highway department and the conduct of its work.. It shall receive 
and consider the reports of the State highway engineer and act 
for the State highway department in all matters which have not 
been especially delegated by law to the State highway engineer. 
On or before the lst day of April in each year, it-shall be the 
duty of the commission to submit a printed report to the governor 
stating as near as possible the number of miles of road built or 
improved and also the culverts and bridges constructed during 
the preceding year, the cost and general character of same and 
the location of materials suitable for road construction, and said 
report shall also show where said roads, culverts and bridges have 
been constructed. Said commission shall recommend such legis- 
lation as it deems advisable and furnish any other information 
concerning road and bridge improvement as may. be deemed ex- 
pedient. 

Section 3. The State highway commission shall elect from 
its membership a chairman; it shail have a seal and the members 
thereof shall have the power to administer oaths. The State high- 
way department shall be provided with a suitable office at the 
capitol and at such other places as the demands on the depart- 
ment may require, which shall be under the charge of the State 
highway engineer and same shall be kept open at such times as 
the business of said department and the convenience and interests 
of the public shall require. Said offices shall be conveniently and 
properly furnished at the expense of the State and shall be the 
repository for all records of the State highway department. The 
State highway commission shall hold meetings at such times and 
places as it may deem essential for the proper carrying out of 
the provisions of this act. Provided, that nothing in this section 
contained shall interfere or conflict with the jurisdiction, author- 
ity and duties of the governor, State budget commission, or the 
State board of control and economy. 
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Section 4. The State highway commission shall elect a State 
highway engineer who shall be a competent civil engineer, having 
had not Jess than six years responsible engineering experience, 
of which not less than three years must have been in responsible 
highway engineering. Said State highway engineer shall hold 
office subject to the pleasure of the commission and his salary, 
not to exceed $6,000.00 per annum, shall be fixed by the commis- 
sion and be payable monthly. He shall also be allowed his actual 
and necessary traveling and other necessary expenses as pro- 
vided by law while engaged in the performance of his official 
duties and shall give his whole time to the duties of his office. 
He shall take the constitutional oath of office and execute a bond 
to the State in such penal sum as may be prescribed by the gov- 
ernor in a guaranty company doing business in Alabama, to be 
approved by the governor, conditioned upon the faithful per- 
formance of his official duties. The premium of said bond shall 
be paid by the State highway department. He shall keep a record 
of every act of the State highway commission and, with the con- 
sent of the commission, subject to the approval of the governor, 
he may employ such assistant engineers, chemists, clerks. stenog- 
raphers, draftsmen, foremen and laborers as may be necessary 
for the proper carrying on of the work of the State highway de- 
partment, and fix their compensation, which shall be paid out of 
the State highway fund. It shall be the duty of the State high- 
way engineer to give such advice and assistance to county and 
municipal officials with regard to the construction and mainte- 
nance of roads and bridges in the State as his time and other 
duties will permit, and as the rules and regulations of the com- 
mission may prescribe. He and his assistants may be required 
to attend public meetings held in or out of the State in the inter- 
est of improved road and bridge construction and maintenance. 
The State highway commission shall be and it is hereby made 
subject to the provisions of the act establishing the State budget 
commission, approved February 11, 1919, and none of the provi- 
sions of this act are to be construed as conflicting with or alter- 
ing, impairing, or repealing any provision of said act. 


Section 5. Motor vehicles used by the State highway de- 
partment, its officials and engineers shall not be subject to any 
State, county or municipal license. The attorney general of the 
State shall be ex-officio attorney for the State highway depart- 
ment and shall give said department such legal counsel as it may 
require. He shall receive his necessary traveling expenses, as 
provided by law, when in the performance of his duties as ex- 
officio attorney for said department. 
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Section 6. The State highway engineer shall keep on file in 
his office copies of all plans and specifications prepared by the 
State highway department, and the files and records of said 
department shall, under reasonable regulations, be kept open 
for inspection by the public at all times. Certified copies there- 
of shall be received in evidence in all courts of this State. 

Section 7. The State highway engineer shall cause to be 
made and kept in his office a general highway map of the State 
which shall show all State trunk roads; he shall collect informa- 
tion and prepare statistics relative to the mileage, character and 
condition of the roads and bridges i in all counties of the State. He 
shall investiga te and deter mine the methods ul road constr uction 
best adapted to the various sections of the State and shall estab- 
lish standards for the maintenance of roads and bridges which 
have been constructed with State aid. He may at all reasonable 
times be consulted by county and municipal officials relative to 
any question involving the construction of roads and bridges, 
and he may call on.all county and municipal officials for any in- 
formation or assistance he may require, and it shall be their 
duty to supply same. Any county or municipal official who fails 
to supply such information, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and 
upon conviction be fines not less than $10.00 nor more than 
$100.00. The State highway engineer shall determine the char- 
acter and have general supervision over the construction and 
maintenance of all public roads and bridges in the State. He 
shall report all of the proceedings of his office to the State high- 
way commission at such times as it may designate. 

Section 8. There is hereby appropriated to the State high- 
way department for its use the entire net revenue derived by the 
State from the sale of motor vehicle licenses. Said sums herein 
appropriated, when received by the State treasurer, shall be set 
aside in a special fund known as the State highway fund and be 
used for no other purpose than the carrying out of the provisions 
of this act. Said State highway fund shall be paid out of the 
treasury on the State auditor’s warrant drawn upon presentation 
to him of the certificate of the State highway commission signed 
by the State highway engineer and approved by the governor; 
provided, that in the event that the State shall issue and sell 

bonds for the construction of public roads the appropriation 
herein made shall be used for the payment of interest on said 
bonds and maintenance of roads and provide a sinking fund. 

Section 814. When any county in the State, shall appropriate 
any sum of money to match a like sum of money given by the 
Federal government, through the State highway department for 
the construction of a Federal aid project, provided work on such 
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project begins after the passage of this act, the said county shall 
be refunded an amount equal to the amount expended by the 
county on the project, by the State highway commission from. 
any funds that may be derived from the sale of State road bonds. 
Such payment shall be made on certificate to the State auditor 
by the State highway engineer, approved by the chairman of the 
State highway commission, to the effect that such county is 
entitled to such fund. Provided, however, that nothing in this 
section shall authorize expenditure in any county. of more than 
its equitable portion of said funds. 

Section 9. The State highway commission shall adopt such 
rules and regulations for the construction and maintenance of 
the public roads and bridges in Alabama as it shall deeem proper. 
Same shall be printed and furnished tc all local road officials in 
the State. 

Section 10. No member of the State highway commission, 
the State highway engineer or any other person in the employ 
of the State highway department shall be, either directly or indi- 
rectly, interested in any contract for the construction or mainte- 
nance of any road or bridges in the State, or in the sale of any 
machinery, material or anything whatever entering into the con- 
struction, maintenance or repair of said roads and bridges, and 
any person violating the provisions of this section shall be guilty 
of a misdemeanor and upon conviction thereof shall be fined not 
less than $200.00 nor more than $50.00, and may also be sen- 
tenced to hard labor for not more than one year. 

Section 11. The State highway commission, subject to the 
approval of the governor, and subject to the provisions of the 
State budget commission act, shall reserve out of the State high- 
way fund sufficient sum annually, based upon estimates fur- 
nished by the State highway engineer, to support the State high- 
way department. The balance shall be used in the construction 
and maintenance of State trunk roads and bridges on State trunk 
roads, as provided in this act. Before making any appropria- 
tions to counties of State aid, the State highway commission shall 
first set aside out of the State highway fund a sum, in its opinion, 
sufficient to secure the Federal fund apportioned to the State, so 
that the State will not lose the benefit of the appropriation of 
Federal aid. Whenever the court of county commissioners, 
board of revenue or other like governing body of a county shall 
desire that a State trunk road or bridge on a State trunk road in 
said county be constructed or maintained with State aid, written 
application shall be made by said body to the State highway com- 
mission, under such rules and regulations as said commission 
may prescribe. Such application shall be considered by the com- 
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mission and if approved by it, the State highway engineer or one 
‘of his assistants, shall view said road or bridge and cause to be 
‘made surveys, plans, specifications and estimates of the cost of 
its construction or maintenance, and the State highway commis- 
sion shall thereupon appropriate out of the State highway fund 

such part of the estimated cost of said work as it may deem 
proper, and the State highway department shall proceed to do 
said work. If it deems best, the commission may condition said 
appropriation upon the appropriation by the county for said work 
of an amount fixed by the commission, which shall be paid into 
the State treasury to the credit of the State highway fund before 
the work begins. Whenever a county fails to make application 
for the construction or maintenance of a road or bridge, or the 
commission ceems it best for such work to be done, it may pro- 
ceed to constxuct or maintain any part of a State trunk road or 
bridge upon a State trunk road and pay part or all of the cost 
of said work out of the State highway fund. 

Section 12. The State highway engineer shall furnish a com- 
petent engineer when needed during the progress of road or 
bridge construction or maintenance in any county under the 
provisions of this act, who shall supervise said work and see that 
the plans and specifications are complied with. Whenever it is 
proposed to do said work by contract and the estimated cost of 
same exceeds $5,000.00, the State highway engineer shall adver- 
tise for bids at least thirty days in advance of the award of the 
contract in a newspaper published in the city of Montgomery, 
and in a newspaper published in the county where the work is 
to be done, and he shall receive bids for all or a part of said 
work and let the contract to the lowest responsible bidder, sub- 
ject to the approval of the State highway commission. He shall 
reserve the right, however, to reject any and all bids and call 
for new bids or perform the work or a part of said work by day 
labor or convict labor as he may deem best for the interest of the 
State and county. When any work is done by contract the State 
highway commission shall require a bond of the contract for the 
faithful performance of the work. Said bond shall be payable 
to the State of Alabama and shall be approved by the State high-: 
way commission, and it shall be in the amount of the contract 
price. The State highway -engineer may authorize partial pay- 
ments to a contractor performing any road or bridge work as 
the same progresses. The progress estimates and payments shall 
be based upon materials in place and labor expended upon the 
work, but not more than eighty-five per cent (85%) of the con- 
tract price of the work shall be paid in advance of the full com- 
pletion and acceptance of same. At least 15% of the full con- 
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tract price of any such work shall be withheld until the work is 
satisfactorily completed and accepted by the State highway engi- 
neer. 

Section 18. Every contract for road or bridge construction 
or maintenance under the provisions of this act shall be made in 
the name of the State of Alabama and signed by the State high- 
way engineer. 

Section 14. The rights of way deemed necessary by the State 
highway department for a road constructed under the provisions 
of this act shall be acquired by the county in which such road is 
located without expense to the State. Should the county fail or 
refuse to acquire the necessary right of way, the State, through 
the State highway commission, shall have authority to acquire 
such rights of way either by purchase or by the exercise of the 
right of eminent domain.. 

Section 15. On or before the first day of February in each 
year the presiding officer of every court of county commissioners, 
board of revenue or like governing body in this State, shall certify 
to the State highway department the amount of money expended 
for all purposes in road and bridge construction and maintenance 
in this county during the preceding year and also furnish a 
statement of the estimated amounts of funds that will be avail- 
able in said county for road and bridge construction and mainte- 
nance during the current year. 

Section 16. No road constructed or maintained under the 
provisions of this act shall be dug up or used for lying pipe lines, 
pole lines, sewers, railways or for other similar purposes, without 
the written permit of the proper road authorities of the county 
in which the road is located, approved by the State highway. 
engineer and then such work shall be done only in accordance 
with the regulations prescribed by the said engineer, and the cost 
of replacing the road in as good condition as it was before said 
work was done shall be paid by the person to whom or in whose 
behalf such permit was given. Such person shall furnish the 
State with a cash deposit or certified check upon a solvent bank 
in an amount required by the State highway engineer, condi- 
tioned that same is to be forfeited to the State in the event said 
road is not placed in as good condition as it was prior to said 
work being done, within fifteen days from the time said. work is 
completed. 

Section 17. The State highway department, subject to the 
control, authority and supervision of the State board of control 
and economy, is authorized to rent such offices and buildings as 
may be necessary, to purchase all live stock, machinery, tools 
and other equipment that it may deem necessary for use upon 
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roads and bridges constructed or maintained under the provi- 
sions of this act, and pay for same out of the State highway fund. 
It shall also pay out of said fund the necessary expenses of said 
department of every description, including traveling expenses of 
the officials and engineers, foremen and clerks while in the actual 
performance of their duties; and also the cost of all supplies for 
said department and the maintenance of live stock and ma- 
chinery. All purchases shall be made through the State board 
of control and economy as provided by law. 

Section 18. The State highway commission may make such 
changes or additions to the syatem of State trunk roads as it 
may deem proper and construct or maintain the same with State 
aid under the ¢rcvisions of this act. 

Section °°. That the State highway department shall work 
State convicts in the construction and maintenance of public 
roads and bridges of Alabama as may now or hereafter be pro- 
vided by law. 

Section 20. That the Legislature of the State of Alabama 
hereby assents to the provisions of the act of Congress approved 
July 11, 1916, known as the ‘Federal Aid Law,” entitled, “An 
act to provide that the United States shall aid the states in the 
construction of rural post roads and for other purposes.” The 
State highway department is hereby authorized to enter into all 
contracts and agreements with the United States government 
relating to the construction and maintenance of rural post roads 
under the provisions of the said act of Congress, to submit such 
scheme or program of construction and maintenance as may be 
required by the secretary of agriculture and to do all other things 
‘necessary to fully carry out the co-operation contemplated and 
provided for by said act. The good faith of the State of Alabama 
is hereby pledged to make available funds sufficient to equal the 
sum apportioned by the State by or under the United States 
government and to maintain the roads constructed under the 
provisions of said act, and to make adequate provisions for car- 
ing for such maintenance. 

Section 21. The State highway department is authorized to 
make all such rules and regulations as may be necessary to carry 
out the provisions of this act. 

Section 22. The act approved April 5, 1911, entitled, “An 
act to provide for the creation of a State highway commission, 
defining its powers, duties and compensations, and methods to 
be adopted for control of same and for appropriation and main- 
tenance of the same and to give State aid and State supervision 
over all public roads, culverts and bridges of the State for con- 
struction of a permanent nature and the maintenance thereof 
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wherein any portion of the appropriation hereinafter made shall 
be used for such purpose; and to make an appropriation there- 
for out of the net revenue of the convict fund of the State and 
from other sources,” is hereby repealed. 

Section 23. That the State highway commission or highway 
department shall locate, construct and maintain, the highways or 
State trunk roads so as to connect each county seat with the 
county seats of the adjoining counties by the most direct and 
most feasible route by a permanent road having due regard to 
the public welfare and to connect the county seats of the several 
border counties at or near the State line with a public road in 
the border states. Provided that in counties divided into two 
judicial divisions in each of which regular terms of the circuit 
court are held, the places where said terms of court are held, 
shall be connected with each other. 

Section 24. It shall be the duty of said State highway com- 
mission or highway department to equitably apportion among 
the several counties the expenditures of both money and labor 
and the time or times of making such investments; said roads 
to be constructed and maintained without expense to the several 
counties. 

Section 25. This act shall take effect October 1st, 1919. 

Section 26. All laws or parts of laws, local or general, incon- 
sistent or in conflict with the provisions of this act are hereby 
repealed. 

Section 27. That if any section or provision of this act shall 
be held to be void or unconstitutional, it shall not affect or destroy 
the validity or constitutionality of any other section or provi- 
sion which is not in and of itself void and unconstitutional. 

8rd. We further recommend that the House concur in said 
Senate amendment.

MESSAGE FROM THE SENATE. 


Mr. Speaker : 

The Senate has non-curred in the House amendment to the 
bill: 

S. 593. To provide and submit to the qualified electors of the 
State of Alabama at an election to be held on the first Monday 
after the expiration of three months from and after the final 
adjournment of the present session of the Legislature at which 
this amendment is proposed, an amendment to the Constitution 
of the State of Alabama, whereby the following municipal cor- 
porations, Birmingham, Bessemer, Huntsville, Florence, Selma, 
Mobile, Anniston, Athens, Jacksonville, Auburn, Fairfield, Car- 
bon Hill and LaFayette, in the State of Alabama may levy and 
collect a rate of taxation on the property situated therein not 
exceeding in the total in any one year one and one-half (114) per 
centum of the value of such property as assessed as provided by 
the Constitution and statutes now or hereafter enacted pursuant 
to the Constitution; provided, that the total rate of taxation 
levied by such municipal corporations shall not in any one year 
exceed one (1) per centum, unless the rate in excess thereof shall 
have been submitted to and authorized by ballot by the qualified 
electors of such municipal corporations, respectively, at elections 
to be held by them from time to time for such purposes and to 
provide for such elections.

MESSAGE FROM THE SENATE. 


Mr. Speaker : 

The Senate has received the following message from his excel- 
lency, the governor, proposing amendments to the bill: 

S. 470. To provide a complete educational system for the 
State of Alabama; to provide a public school fund; to provide 
for the administration of the public schools and create a State 
board of education and prescribe its powers and duties; to create 
county and city boards of education, to define their respective 
powers and duties, to provide for the payment of their necessary 
expenses and equipment, including furniture; to provide for the 
holding of elections for the one mill county tax on each dollar of 
taxable property under the Constitution of 1901; to provide for 
the holding of elections for the county tax of three mills or less 
on each dollar of taxable property under the amendment to the 
Constitution of 1901; to provide for the holding of elections for 
the district tax of three mills or less on each dollar of taxable 
property, and to prescribe the method of holding such elections; 
to prescribe the duties and powers of the State superintendent 
of education and to fix his compensation; to provide for the or- 

- ganization of the State department of education; to provide for 
the appointment of county superintendents of education, to de- 
fine their duties and powers and to provide for their compensa- 
tion; to provide for boards of school trustees; to provide for the’ 
appointment of city superintendents of education, to define their 
duties and powers, and to provide for their compensation; to pro- 
vide for supervisors of schools in the various counties and cities, 
to fix their duties and powers, and provide for their compensa- 
tion; to provide for the use of a bonus fund for counties levying 
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and collecting a special county tax for school purposes, and to fix 
the amount in accordance with the rate of such special tax; to 
provide for a county treasurer of school funds; to provide for 
compulsory attendance upon the schools of the State within cer- 
tain ages, to fix penalties, to provide for the appointment of at- 
tendance officers and to define their duties and fix their compen- 
sation and to provide the method of enforcing compulsory atten- 
dance within the ages prescribed; to provide for the certification 
of teachers, and to provide for the use of. appropriations for the 
issuance of certificates and for the conduct of teachers’ insti- 
tutes, for the training of teachers in service, and provide the 
necessary clerical and other assistants; to provide financial 
assistance for the erection, repair and equipment of rural school- 
houses; and to prescribe the conditions under which such assist- 
ance may be obtained; to provide for the sale and conveyance of 
certain lands that have been conveyed to the State for school 
purposes; to provide for rural libraries throughout the State, 
including the method by which assistance may be obtained; to 
provide for vocational education and for the use of appropria- 
tions therefor; to provide for the removal of illiteracy among 
adults as well as among minors, and for the use of appropriations 
therefor; to provide uniform textbooks throughout the State 
and to authorize the creation of a State textbook committee and 
to define its powers and duties ; to provide for county high schools 
and prescribe the conditions under which such county high 
schools may obtain assistance from the State, and to authorize 
such county high schools to receive financial assistance from 
county boards of revenue, boards of education, school districts or 
private sources; to provide for county high school treasurers, to 
fix their bonds and prescribe their powers and duties and to pro- 
vide for the payment of the premiums upon their bonds; to pro- 
vide for county treasurers of school funds, to fix their bonds and 
prescribe their powers and duties and ‘to provide for the payment 

of the premiums upon their bonds; to provide for changing the 
’ name of the nine branch agricultural schools and experiment 
stations, or district agricultural schools, and of the Northeast 
Alabama Agricultural and Industrial Institute to State secondary 
agricultural schools, to provide for their management and ‘con- 
trol and for their continuance upon the meeting of certain re- 
quirements and for the use of appropriations therefor; to provide. 
for certain State normal schools and for their control and man- 
agement and for the use of appropriations therefor; to provide 
for the creation of the Alabama School of Trades and Industry 
and for its control and management; to provide for changing the 
name of the Agricultural and Mechanical College for Negroes to 
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Agricultural and Mechanical Institute for Negroes, and to pro- 
vide for its management and control and for the use of appro- 
priations therefor; to provide for changing the name of the 
school heretofore established at Montevallo as the Alabama Girls’ 
Industrial School, later called the Alabama Girls’ Technical In- 
stitute, to the name of the Alabama Technical Institute and Col- 
lege for Women; to create a board of trustees for such institute, 
to prescribe their powers and duties, their method of appoint- 


the board of trustees, the method of appointment of such trus- 
tees, and for the use of appropriations to said institute; to pro- 
vide for the management and control of the University of Ala- 
bama, to define the duties and powers of the trustees, the method 
of appointment of such trustees, and for the use of appropria- 
tions to the University; to provide for a summer school at the 
University of Alabama and for the use of appropriations there- 
for; to create a State council of education and to prescribe its 
powers and duties; to provide for the management and control of 
the Alabama institute for the deaf; of the Alabama academy for 
the blind, and of the Alabama school for negro deaf and blind, 
to create a board of trustees therefor and to provide for the 
method of their appointment and the length of service and for 
the use of appropriations therefor; to provide for the establish- 
ment and maintenance of the Alabama Boys’ Industrial School, 
to provide for the management and control thereof, and for the 
appointment of a board of directors, to define their powers and 
duties and the method of committing boys thereto, and for the 
use of appropriations therefor; to provide for the maintenance 
and establishment of the Alabama School for Juvenile Negro 
Lawbreakers ; to provide for the management and control there- 
of, and for the appointment of a board of directors, to define 
their powers and duties, and for the method of committing boys 
thereto, and for the use of appropriations for such school; to 
provide for the lease and sale of school lands in the State; to 
rmnake certain requirements with reference to the bonds of offi- 
cials and employees authorized under the provisions of this act; 
to require county and city boards of education to give regular 
-instruction in all schools: under their direction as to the nature 
of alcoholic drinks, tobacco and other narcotics; to require pri- 
vate, denominational and parochial schools to make reports; to 
provide penalties for the violation of the provisions of this act 
ere to provide for the repeal of inconsistent laws enacted here- 
after. 
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And the Senate has concurred in and adopted the amend- 
ments proposed by the governor to said bill by a vote of a major- 
ity of the whole number elected to the Senate, said vote being:

Said governor’s message containing the proposed amend- 
ments being in words and figures as follows: 


SENATE BILL NO. 470. 


Gentlemen of the Senate: 

I am herewith returning without approval Senate bill No. 470, with 
amendments, which, if made, will meet my objections to the bill, namely: 

Amend section 1 of article 1 by striking out subdivision (8) of said 
section and inserting in lieu thereof the following: 

(8) A further sum or sums to be appropriated by the Legislature for. 
each scholastic year. 

' _Amend section 20 of article 5 by striking out of said section the fol- 
owing: . 

“But it shall be unlawful for any school officer or teacher to exclude 
from school any pupil who is qualified to take any course of study which 
the teacher is qualified to teach, when the pupil lives more than three miles 
from a high school or junior school, unless conveyance is provided at public 
expense for the transportation of said child, and until the county board of 
education in any county shall have established a system of junior high 
schools within the reach of all the children of the county or has provided 
transportation at public expense for the children who shall attend such 
schools, every one-teacher school must teach at least seven grades; every 
two-teacher school at least eight grades, and every school having three or 
‘more teachers shall teach at least nine grades.” 

Amend article 7 by striking out sections 3 and 5 and inserting in lieu 
thereof the following: ; 

Section 8. The board of school trustees shall have the power by unani- 
mous vote to refuse to accept the original assignment of any teacher not 
later than thirty (80 days before the time set for the opening of the 
school upon written notification to the county superintendent of education 
setting out the reason for such refusal, and it is hereby made the duty of 
the county superintendent of education to nominate another teacher for 
such school. 

Section 5. The board of school trustees shall have the power with 
the approval of the county board of education to fix a reasonable incidental 
fee to be paid by each pupil entering the school. 

Amend article 10 by striking out section 12 and inserting in lieu 
thereof the following: ; 

The annual appropriation as a contingent fund for the State depart- 
ment of education shall be used for such purposes as in the opinion of the 
State superintendent of education the needs of the office and the best inter. . 
ests of the schools of the State may require. Whenever it shall become 
necessary to draw on such fund the State superintendent shall make requisi- 
tion on the State auditor for the amount required who shall issue his war- 
rant upon the State treasurer for such amount. 

Amend section 2 of article 8 by striking out the following: 

“Provided, that in any city having a population of more than one hun- 
dred and twenty-five thousand inhabitants according to the last, or any suc- 
ceeding Federal census, said board of education shall consist of five mem- 
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bers, who shall be elected by the qualified electors of such city in the man- 
ner following: At the next general election of State and county officers in 
November, 1920, five members of said board shall be elected. The two mem- 
bers receiving the highest number of votes at said election shall hold office 
for the term of six years; the two members receiving the next highest num- 
ber of votes shall hold office for the term of four years, and the member 
receiving the lowest number of votes shall hold office for the term of two 
years, and biennially thereafter, at each general election a member or mem- 
bers of said city board of education shall be elected, by the qualified electors 
of said city, whose term uf office shall be six years. 

Amend section 6 of article 10 by striking out at the end of said section 
the following: 

“The right of appeal from the action of the county board of education 
in the apportionment of school funds in accordance with this section shall he 
to the State board of education, such appeal to be made in accordance with 
the rules and regulations formulated by the State board of education. ‘ 

Amend section 1 of article 15 by adding at the end of said section the 
following: 

“Unless otherwise ordered by the county or city board of education, 
as the case may be, with the approval of the State board of education.” 

Amend article 15 by adding at the end of section 15 of said article the 
following: 

see otherwise ordered by the county or city board of education con- 
cerned. 

Amend article 45 by adding section 4 as follows: 

Section 4. Be it further enacted that nothing herein contained shall be 
construed so as to make any appropriation for the purposes set forth in 
this act, all reference to appropriations and expenditures being intended to 
‘refer and be subject to appropriations otherwise authorize or provided by 
or under .the Constitution and laws of the State, including specific appro- 
priations for carrying out the provisions and purposes of this act by the 
present Legislature.

That section 93 of the Constitution of the State 
of Alabama as amended in 1908 be and the same is hereby amend- 
ed so as to read as follows, namely : 

Section 98. The State shall not engage in works of internal 
improvement nor lend money or its credit in aid of such; nor 
shall the State be interested in any private or corporate enter- 
prises or lend money or its credit to any individual, association 
or corporation, provided that the State may under appropriate 
laws cause the net proceeds from the convict fund to be applied 
to the construction, repair and maintenance of public roads in 
the State, and the Legislature may also make additional appro- 
priations for that purpose; and provided further, that the fore- 
going prohibitions shall not apply to the promotion, developments 
or operation of harbors or seaports within the State or its juris- 
diction, provided, further, that any such work or improvements 
shall always be and remain under the management and control 
of the State through its State harbor commission or other govern- 
ing agency and provided further that the adoption of this amend- 
ment shall not affect any other amendment to the Constitution 
which may be adopted pursuant to any resolution of this session 
of the Legislature.

RESOLUTION.

H. J. R. 386. Whereas, numerous amendments to the Con- 
stitution of Alabama of 1901 have been proposed to this Legisla- 
ture, as well as to each Legislature subsequent to the adoption of 
the Constitution, for submission to the people of the State, many 
of which amendments have been voted upon and ratified by the 
people; and 

Whereas, such amendments have been and are proposed by 
individuals who have in mind but a single object, without regard 
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to the Constitution as a whole, and have been acted upon by the 
various legislatures without reference to their effect upon the 
instrument as a whole or upon its various provisions: 

Now, therefore, in order that the organic law of the State, as 
expressed in the sacred covenant of its people, be clear and un- 
ambiguous in its terms; that all possible conificts therein may 
be reconciled ; that the valuable rights assured thereunder may be 
preserved ; and that the changes made necessary therein by the 
progress of the times may be wrought with intelligence and con- 
servatism : 

Be it resolved by the House of Representatives, the Senate 
concurring, That the governor of Alabama be and he is hereby 
authorized and requested to form a constitutional commission 
whose function shall be to give careful consideration to the Con- 
stitution and the amendments thereto, with the view to determin- 
ing the existence or not of conflicting provisions and the neces- 
sity for changing the Constitution in any respect, which commis- 
sion shall report the result of its investigations to the next ses- 
sion of the Legislature and shall submit such amendments as it 
may deem necessary to harmonize the Constitution in its present 
status, and to meet changed conditions. 

Said commission shall consist of seven members, of which the 
governor shall be chairman. The associate members of the com- 
mission shall be named by the governor, one or more of whom 
shall be selected from the Supreme Court of Alabama. This. 
commission shall serve without compensation. 

And the resolution was referred to the Standing Committee 
on Rules.

Amend Senate bill No. 442 by striking out the words “for cause” in 
section 1, and substitute therefor the words “with or without cause,” so 
that the clause, as amended, shall read as follows: ‘and he may be removed 
from office by the governor with or without cause.” 

Amend section 3 by adding next after the words “four deputy mar- 
shals” where they occur in the first paragraph of said section, the words 
“by and with the approval of the governor and” and by adding at the 
end of such cection the following. proviso, namely: . 

“Provided that such deputy fire marshals and assistants wathorired to 
be appointed in this act shall be subject to removal by the governor with 
or without cause.”

H. 844. To define trusts, and to provide for criminal penal- 
ties and punishment of corporations, firms and persons, and to 
promote free competition in commerce and all classes of business, 
both intrastate business and interstate business engaged in and 
carried on by or through any corporations, firm or person. 

Said conference report being in words and figures as fol- 
ows: 


To the President of the Senate

Speaker of the House of Representatives: 

We, your Conference Committee, having under consideration 
House bill No. 844, entitled, ““An act to define trusts, monopolies, 
combines, profiteering and unlawful acts in hoarding, cornering 
or storing commodities with the purpose and intent to probably 
influence the price of food, commodities or any necessities of life 
and to fix civil and criminal liabilities, penalties or punishment, 
and to provide remedies for the enforcement thereof in such 
cases,” beg leave to report as follows: 

We recommend that the Senate recede from all of its amend- 
ments and that the bill be amended so as to read as follows, to- 
wit: 

A BILL 


To be entitled an act to define trusts, monopolies, combines, prof- 
iteering and unlawful acts:in hoarding, cornering or storing 
commodities with the purpose and intent to probably influence 
the price of food, commodities or any necessities of life and

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to fix civil and criminal liabilities, penalties or punishment 

and to provide remedies for the enforcement in such cases. 
Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. A trust or combine within the meaning of this act 
shall be held to mean and include any combination or agreement 
of the information of any plan or design, express or implied, 
between corporation, firms or individuals, or any two or more 
of them in any of the following instances: 

(a). To create, further or give out any plan, design or scheme 
te restrict .or reduce the output or production or to inerease the 
price of any article or commodity of food, clothing, fuel or other 
necessity of life or to attempt to acquire a monopoly therein 
within this State. 

(b) To prevent or restrict competition in the manufacture, 
marketing, transportation, selling or purchasing of any produce, 
commodity or necessity of life. 

(c) To fix a price on any article or commodity of food, cloth- 
ing, fuel or other necessity of life which is not regulated by the 
supply of or demand for such commodity or necessity of life. 

(d) To preclude, restrict or embarrass the freedom of com- 
merce or the competition in trade of any commodity or necessity 
of life by pooling or hoarding the same. 

Section 2. Profiteering within the meaning of this act shall 
be held to mean the selling or offering for sale of any article or 
commodity of food, clothing, fuel or other necessity of life with 
the intent of obtaining fraudulent or grossly excessive price over 
its true or intrinsic worth, and in the ascertainment.of whether 
such price is fraudulent or grossly excessive regard may be had 
to the cost price of said article or commodity to the person selling 
or offering the same; or evidence may be given of the cost price 
on the market of articles, commodities or necessities of like kind 
or character. 

Section 3. A monopoly within the meaning of this act shall 
be held to mean any person, firm or corporation or a combination 
of the same who shall undertake to purchase or in any way or 
manner get possession or control of any article or commodity 
. of food, clothing, fuel or other necessity of life for the purpose 
of withholding the same from the regular and due course of trade 
with the intent of affecting the price thereof. 

Section 4. That it shall be unlawful for any person, firm or 
corporation to be or remain a party to any profiteering, trust, 
combine or monopoly, or to hoard in any way or manner any food 
stuff or other necessity of life, for the purpose of probably affect- 
ing the price of such article in this State; and if it be shown that 
the purpose of profiteering, trust, combine or monopoly was to 
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affect the price of any necessity of life in this State, or that the 
purpose of any hoarding was to affect the price of any necessity 
of life, such act, if done, performed, allowed, or permitted in 
another State, is hereby declared within the contemplation of this 
act, and shall be deemed to be in the nature of an act, the com- 
mission of which was initiated elsewhere and completed in each 
county in the State where the price of any necessity of life was 
probably affected. 

Section 5. That any person, firm or corporation who vio- 
lates any provision of this act shall be subject to suit, instituted 
in the name of the State, by the attorney general in any county 
in the State in which such person, firm or corporation resides or 
does business to be selected by the attorney general and in such 
suit such damages may be recovered as the jury see fit to assess; 
and provided further that the attorney general may institute suit 
in every county in which such person, firm or corporation does 
business; and the pendency of a suit in one county shall not 
abate a suit pending in another county; the damages that are 
recoverable shall be deemed both compensatory and punitive, but 
it shall not be necessary to show that the State actually sustained 
any damage as a result of a violation of this act. 

Section 6. _That any person, firm or corporation who shall 
be guilty of any unlawful combine, trust, monopoly or profiteer- 
ing as defined herein shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and upon 
conviction shall be fined not more than five thousand dollars and 
may also at the discretion of the jury (or the judge if the case 
be tried without a jury) be imprisoned at hard labor for the 
county for any period up to two years. 

Section 7. That in all cases, the question of whether the 
party sued violated any provision of this act, shall be a question 
for the jury. 

Section 8. The employees of all persons, firms and corpora- 
tions or any one of them or none of them, may be joined with the 
employer at the discretion of the attorney general. Any num- 
ber of persons, firms or corporations may be joined in one suit. 

Section 9. That the action to recover damages under the 
provisions of this act shall be deemed a civil action and not a 
criminal proceeding, and all laws and rules applicable to civil 
practice and procedure shall apply thereto, and the rules appli- 
cable to forfeitures in such cases shall not be applicable to any 
procedure brought under this act, and this act shall be liberally 
construed to suppress the mischief aimed at and to advance the 
remedy. 

Section 10. That any juror summoned for jury duty for the 
trial of any suit brought hereunder who is employed by or inter- 
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ested in, or related to any defendant or to any person, firm or 
corporation that does any business for or with any defendant, 
shall be subject to challenge for cause at the instance of the 
attorney general. 

Section 11. This act shall take effect upon its approval by 
the governor, and this act is declared to be merely additional and 
supplemental legislation on this subject, but shall repeal all law 
in conflict herewith.

Section 18. The court shall require all persons named in the

excused by the court, to be written on separate slips of paner, or 
cards; and placed in a hat, or box, and thereupon the judge of 
the court must, in open court, draw from the hat, or box, at 
terms requiring grand juries, the natmes of eighteen jurors who 
shall be empanelled and sworn as the grand jury for the term 
of the court provided that only one grand jury is authorized by 
law for that term, but if more than one grand jury is authorized 
by law for such term then said jurors, so empanelled, shall be the 
first grand jury for said term and any subsequent grand jury, 
or grand juries for such term as is now or may hereafter be 
authorized by law must be drawn, summoned, sworn and em- 
panelled, as provided in this act, during the said term and the 
venire for same may contain such number of names as the judge 
may deem necessary.

of names not less than thirty, for each of such subsequent weeks, 
as will, in the discretion of said judge or judges, be sufficient 
for the week for which same are drawn. The clerk shall issue 
venires for the jurors so drawn and they be summoned for their 
respective weeks and sworn and empanelled in the same manner 
as petit juries for the first week of the term. 

Section 32. All laws, general, special or local, regulating the 
selection, drawing, summoning or empanelling of grand, or petit 
juries, or prescribing the qualifications of jurors, or defining 
who are exempt from jury service, or exempting certain persons 
or classes of persons, from service upon juries, are hereby ex- 
pressly repealed, it being the intent of the Legislature, that this 
act shall be the exclusive law on such subjects, in all the courts of 
the State of Alabama. Provided that in all civil cases tried by a 
jury the right of challenge and the number of challenges for 
each party and the right to have a struck jury, shall remain as 
now provided by law, but in every criminal case, the jury shall 
be drawn, selected and empanelled as follows: Upon the trial by 
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jury in any court of any person indicted for a misdemeanor, or 
felonies not punished capitally, or in case of appeals from lower 
courts, the court shall require two lists of all the regular jurors 
empanelled for the week, who are competent to try the defendant, 
to be made, and the solicitor shall be required first to strike from 
the list the name of one juror and the defendant shall strike two, 
and they shall continue to strike off names alternately until only 
twelve jurors remain on the list, and these twelve thus selected 
shall be the jury charged with the trial of the case. In case two 
or more persons are tried jointly, the solicitor shall strike one 
and each defendant shall have the right to strike off one name 
and they shall continue thus to strike off names until only tweive 
remain and the twelve thus selected shall be the jury charged 
with the trial of the defendant. _If for any cause the regular 
number of jurors competent to try the defendant is reduced be- 
low twenty-four in non-capital felonies or eighteen in misde- 
meanor cases, the court must cause twice the number of the 
deficiency, who live within five miles of the court house or who 
live within the corporate limits of any city of 10,000 or more 
inhabitants in which the court is held to be drawn and sum- 
moned and the names of those appearing, who are competent to 
try the defendant must be placed on the list of regular jurors 
for that week, and the solicitor and defendant shall in like man- 
ner, as heretofore provided, be required to strike from the lists 
thus made up, the names of the jurors as provided until only 
twelve remain, who shall be the jury charged with the trial of 
that case. Whenever any person or persons stand indicted for 
a capital felony, the court must on the first day of the term, or 
as soon as practicable thereafter, make an order commanding the 
sheriff to summon not less than fifty nor more than one hundred 
persons including those drawn on the regular juries for the week 
set for the trial of the case, and shall then in open court draw 
from the jury box the number of names required with the regular 
jurors drawn for the week ‘set for the trial to make the number 
named in the order, and shall cause an order to be issued to the 
sheriff to summon all persons therein named to appear in court 
on the day set for the trial of the defendant and must cause a 
list of the names of all the jurors drawn for the week in which 
the trial is set, and those drawn as provided in this section, to- 
gether with a copy of the indictment, to be forthwith served on 
the defendant by the sheriff, and the defendant shall not be en- 
titled to any other or further notice of the jurors drawn for his 
trial nor of the charge or indictment upon which he is to be tried. 
On the day set for the trial, if the cause is ready for trial, the 
court must inquire into and pass upon the qualifications of all the 
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persons who appear in court in response to the summons to serve . 
as jurors, and shall cause the names of all those whom the court 
may hold to be competent jurors to try the defendant or defend- 
ants to be placed on lists, and if there is only one defendant on 
trial shall require the solicitor to strike off one name and the 
defendant to strike off two names, and in case there are two or 
more defendants on trial the solicitor shall strike one and every 
defendant shall strike one name and they shall in this manner 
continue to strike names from the list until only twelve names 
remain thereon. The twelve thus selected shall be sworn and 
empanelled as required by law for the trial of the defendant or 
defendants. If in any capital case the number of competent 
jurors shall be less than thirty before requiring any of them to 
be stricken off, the court must draw as prescribed in this act, and. 
have summoned, enough qualified jurors who are within or live 
within five miles of the court house or who live within the cor- 
porate limits of a city of 10,000 or more inhabitants in which the 
court is held to increase the number to at least thirty, and have 
their names placed on the list with other competent jurors and 
shall then require the solicitor and the defendant or defendants 
to strike from the lists as provided in this section, the number 
of jurors that each may be entitled to strike off, until only twelve 
remain thereon, and these twelve shall be sworn and empanelled 
as the jury for the trial of the defendant or defendants. If any 
defendant or defendants should refuse to strike the number of 
jurors allowed him by this act from the list furnished him, under 
the direction of the court, then the presiding judge shall proceed 
to strike off all the names on the list except those stricken off 
by the solicitor, until there remains only twelve, and these shall 
constitute the jury for the trial of the defendant or defendants. 
If the sheriff fails to summon any of the jurors drawn, or any 
juror summoned fail or refuse to attend the trial, or there is 
any mistake in the name of any juror drawn or summoned, none 
nor all of these grounds shall be sufficient to quash the venire or

To be entitled an act regulating the sale and exchange of gaso- 
line, benzine, naphtha, and other liquid motor fuels, and pro- 
viding for the tagging and inspection of such products: 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

Section 1. That any-person, firm, association, or corporation 
selling or offering for sale or exchange in this State, any gaso- 
line, benzine, naphtha, or other liquid motor fuel must have tags, 
as hereinafter provided, attached to each tank car, tank barrel, 
can, or other container in which said “gasoline,” ‘benzine,”’ 
“naphtha,” or other liquid motor fuel is contained or marketed. 

Said tags shall have printed thereon the words “guaranteed 
legal standard,” and must have printed thereon also a fac simile 
signature of the State auditor and of the chemist of the State ~ 
highway department. 

Provided, further, that the tagging of the original tank cars, 
tanks, or large containers in which said “gasoline,” “benzine,” 
“naphtha,” or other liquid motor fuel is contained shall be held to 
obviate the tagging with such tags of the smaller containers into 
which said product may be transferred, but all such smaller con- 
tainers, including casks, barrels, cans or packages containing 
such product shall be labeled with numbers denoting the gravity 
or density of their contents, and the words “gasoline,” “benzine,” 
“naphtha,” or other designation to denote the character of the 
contents of such containers or packages, such numbers and words 
being printed in red figures or letters at least one and a half 
inches in height. 

Section 2. Before offering “gasoline,” “benzine,” “naphtha,” 
or other liquid motor fuel for sale or exchange, the person, firm, 
association, or corporation proposing to sell or exchange such 
products must submit to the chemist of the State highway de- 
partment written or printed statement setting forth: 

(1) The name and branda under which said “gasoline,” “ben- 
zine,” “naphtha,” or other liquid motor fuel is to be sold, and in 
case said product is to be marketed in tanks, barrels, cans, or 
other containers the number of gallons capacity of the containers 
in which it is to be put upon the market, and the name or names 
of the manufacturers or dealers. 

In case the liquid motor fuel offered for sale consists of a 
mixture of a petroleum product and some other liquid motor fuel 
the amount and character of the components of such mixture 
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must be stated, and placards containing this information, printed 
in large type, must be posted at the place of sale. 

(2) A statement as to the distillation standard guaranteed 
for the said gasoline, benzine, naphtha, or other liquid.motor fuel 
offered for sale or exchange. Such statement may simply set 
forth that the product complies with the legal distillation stan- 
dard as hereinafter prescribed or in case a higher distillation 
standard is claimed, a statement to that effect may be made, giv- 
ing the distillation tests guaranteed. Statements of the same 
tenor or purport, printed in large characters, must also be posted 
at the place of sale, and such statements shall be held to consti- 
tute a guarantee, to. the purchaser of such product, of the quality 
of same. 

Section 8. The chemist of the State highway department is 
the official chemist to test samples, gasoline; benzine, naphtha, 
or other liquid motor fuels proposed to be sold in the State. 
Whenever any sample of such product is to be submitted to said 
chemist, whether the same be submitted on the application of 
any person, firm, association or corporation, or procured directly 
from the manufacturer, consumer or dealer by the State highway 
commission, and it is the duty of said commission, from time to 
time, to secure samples of such products being offered for sale in 
different parts of this State, it shall be the duty of said chemist 
. to test the same for density, and also by fractional distillation, 
and he may also test same as to chemical composition and qual- 
ity, and to make a certificate of such test, copy of which certifi- 
cate shall be furnished by the said chemist to the person, manu- 
facturer, or dealer from whom such oil was obtained. 

No gasoline, benzine, naphtha, or other liquid motor fuel 
shall be sold or offered for sale which on distillation fails to 
yield a distillate of 18 per cent by volume at 230 degrees Fahren- 
heit, 65 per cent by volume at 302 degrees Fahrenheit, the dry 
or end point of distillation to be not higher than 437 degrees 
Fahrenheit. 

The initial boiling point of gasoline, benzine or naphtha shall 
be not higher than 149 degrees Fahrenheit. 

Section 4. The copy of the official test of any gasoline, ben- 
zine, naphtha or other liquid motor fuel, under the seal of said 
State highway commission, shall be admissible as evidence of the 
facts therein stated in any of the courts of this State on the trial 
of any issue involving the merits of said product. 

Section 5. The State highway commission may employ such 
additional assistance for the said chemist in making tests of 
gasoline, benzine, naphtha, or other liquid motor fuels, or in pro- 
curing samples of such products to be tested, as may be neces- 
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sary, and may pay therefor out of the moneys received by said 
commission from the sale of tags. . 

Section 6. The State highway commission, through its ac- 
credited agent, must, at such times as may be necessary, make 
written requisition upon the State auditor for the estimated 
number of tags required to supply the demand. 

Section 7. Upon receipt of such requisition, the State auditor 
must have printed the required number of tags of suitable mate- 
rial for attaching to the tanks, barrels, cans, packages, or parcels 
of gasoline, benzine, naphtha, or other liquid fuels offered for 

The State auditor nue as soon as practicable, deliver nich 
tags to the State highway commission, or to its accredited agent 
at the capitol taking the receipt of said commission therefor; and 
the State auditor shall keep a true and correct account with said 
commission, charging commission with all tags furnished at the 
price of one-half cent for each gallon written or printed thereon. 

Section 8. The State highway commission must keep on hand 
for sale tags, printed as herein above provided, of such denomi- 
nation of gallons as will be convenient for use of persons offering 
for sale or exchange gasoline, benzine, naphtha, or other liquid . 
motor fuels, and shall charge for such tags the price of one-half 
cent for each gallon designated on said tag. 

Section 9. The State highway commission must report to the 
State auditor at the end of each month the number of tags sold 
during the month, and pay into the State treasury the total 
amount of moneys received from such sales. 

The expense incurred under the provisions of this act, not 
exceeding ten per cent of the total receipts shall be payable from 
the funds accruing from this act to the State highway depart- 
ment upon presentation of properly vouchered statements of such 
expenses. 

Section 10. Any person, firm, association or corporation, who 
sells, offers for sale or exchange any gasoline, benzine, naphtha 
or other liquid motor fuel which has not been tagged or labeled 
in the manner hereinbefore provided, or who makes any false 
certificate as to the purchase or sale of said product, or who 
counterfeits tags prepared as provided in section 1 of this act, or 
who uses such tags a second time as genuine, or who sells or 
offers for sale gasoline, benzine, naphtha or other liquid motor 
fuel, in violation of the provisions of this act, shall be guilty of 
misdemeanor, upon conviction, shall be fined not less than fifty 
nor more, than five hundred dollars for each separate offense. 

Section 11. All laws or parts of laws in conflict with the pro- 
visions of this act are hereby repealed.

SENATE MESSAGE. 


On motion of Mr. Holmes of Baldwin, the House concurred 
in and adopted the Senate amendment to the bill, H. 688, the said 
amendment being as follows: 

H. 688. To provide for the organization of land owners, of 
any county, of districts within said county, for the purpose of 
building, improving and maintaining public roads in such dis- 
tricts, to confer the right of eminent domain to the extent neces- 
sary to carry out the purposes of this act, to provide for raising 
the funds by bond issue or otherwise, to pay the cost of building 
and maintaining such highways by assessment of the lands in 
said district in proportion to the benefits. received by reason of 
such improvement. 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 

1. (A). That whenever a majority in land acreage or num- 
ber of land-owners within a proposed road improvement district 
in any county shall petition the court to establish a road improve- 
ment district to embrace a certain region which it is intended 
shall be embraced within the boundaries of the proposed district 
and shall file a plat with said petition upon which the boundaries 
of the proposed district shall be plainly indicated showing the 
roads which it is intended to construct and improve as nearly as 
practicable, and shall also file a good bond conditioned that peti- 
tioners will pay all court costs and legal advertising that may 
accrue in the event said district is not established, it shall then 
be the duty of the court to give public notice by publication in 
some weekly newspaper having a bona fide circulation in said 
county by three consecutive insertions therein that said petition 
has been filed, and giving a description of the territory embraced 
in said petition in as large subdivisions or calls as practicable, 
and calling upon all persons, firms or corporations owning land 
or other real property within the proposed district to appear 
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before the court on some date to be fixed by the court not less 
than five days after the last insertion of said notice to show cause 
for or against the establishment of said district. The orizinal 
petition may be circulated among the land-owners, or such num- 
ber of exact copies of same as may be deemed necessary may be 
circulated, and when all of said petitions are filed at or before 
the time of the hearing above mentioned the said petitions shall 
be consolidated and treated as one petition, if same are filed be- 
fore or at the date of said hearing. 

(B). Provided, however, upon application of the court, ‘or of 
ten or more land-owners within a proposed road improvement 
district to the State highway commission it shall be the duty of 
the State highway commission to instruct and direct the State 
highway engineer, or his assistant, to prepare preliminary sur- 
veys, plans, specifications and estimates of the roads which it is 
proposed to construct and improve within said district in the 
same manner as set out in section 7 of this act, and file them 
with the court of said county for the purpose of determining the 
feasibility of any road improvement and the cost thereof before 
said petitions are circulated, and when said preliminary plans, 
specifications and estimates are so made and filed the State high- 
way commission, upon the application of either the court or ten 
or more land-owners, shall cause to be prepared the petitions to 
be circulated among the land-owners in the proposed district for 
the purpose of obtaining a majority in land value, acreage or 
number of land-owners as set out in the preceding section, and 
when such majority is obtained said petition shall be filed with 
the said court, and a date set for hearing and due notice thereof 
given to the owners of real property in said district of said hear- 
ing as provided by the preceding section, and when said hearing 
is so had. The organization of said district shall then proceed 
in the manner hereinafter prescribed. 

2. The court, at the hearing provided for in the preceding 
section, shall determine the sufficiency of said petitions, and if 
any person whose name appears on the petition shall, for any 
valid reason, desire to remove his name from said petition, he 
shall state his reasons therefor in writing, and any person who 
objects to the formation of said district shall present his objec- 
tions in writing. 

If it appears to the court that the petition is signed by either 
a majority in land value, acreage or in number of land-owners 
within the proposed district, and if the said body deems it to the 
best interest of the county and the land-owners in said district, 
it shall be the duty of the said body to make an order establish- 
ing said district, such majority in acreage, number of land- 
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owners, or majority in land value to be determine by the assess- 
ment for the purpose of general taxation in force in said county 
at the time, and, if the said body is of the opinion that any part, | 
or parts, of the territory included in the petition and plat is not 
benefited by the proposed improvement, it may, in the order 
creating said district, eliminate such territory from the bounda- 
ries of this district. 

The petition may be signed by women who own real prop- 
erty, whether married or single; guardians may sign for their 
wards, and trustees, executors and administrators may sign for 
the estate represented bv them, and, if. the signature. of any cor- 
poration is attested by the corporate seal the same shall be suf- 
ficient evidence of the assert of the corporation to said petition. 

The words “real property,” or “land” wherever used in this 
act, shall include land, improvements therein, railroads, railroad 
rights- of-way and improvements thereon, including public build- 
ings, sidetracks, etc., and tramroads. 

3. The order of the court establishing a road improvement 
district shall have the force and effect of a judgment and shall be 
deemed conclusive, final and binding upon all territory embraced 
in said district, and shall not be subject to collateral attack, but 
only to direct attack on appeal. 

Any owner of real property within the district may appeal 
from said judgment within thirty days by filing an affidavit for 
appeal, stating in said affidavit the special matter on which said 
appeal is taken, and any owner of real property may likewise 
appeal from the order of the court refusing to establish such dis- 
trict or eliminate any territory therefrom. 

No appeal shall delay the proceedings for carrying out the 
proposed improvement after the order of the court establishing 
same is made, and any party not appealing within the time herein 
prescribed shall be deemed to have waived any objection he may 
have to said order, and to have relinquished all rights he may 
have had to question same. 

4. When the court makes an order establishing a road im- 
provement district, it shall also make an order declaring the same 
to be, and to exist, under the name and style of road improve- 
ment district (name and number) of... ww... county, Alabama, 
and said district shall then become a body politic and corporate 
by said name and may sue and be sued, plead and be impleaded, 
and have perpetual succession for the purpose of building, con- 
structing, maintaining and repairing the roads in said district. 

The court, at the same time, shall also appoint three persons, 
owners of real property in said district and men of business abil- 
ity, to act as commissioners for said district. 
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5. Each of the commissioners so named shall take the oath 
of office required by the laws and Constitution of the State of 
Alabama, and shall also swear that he will not directly ov indi- 
rectly be interested in any contract made by the board of com- 
missioners. The board of commissioners shall take the oath be- 
fore any clerk of a court of record, or notary public, and a copy 
of the oath shall be signed by the members of the board and filed 
with the clerk of the court appointing them in the records of the 
proceedings for said district. 

Any member of the board failing or refusing to take the oath 
of office within thirty (80) days after he is notified of his ap- 
pointment by the clerk of the court shall be considered to have 
declined to serve, and the vacancy filled by the court at its next 
regular, special or adjourned term. 

6. Upon the qualification of members of the board of com- 
missioners, they shall organize by selecting one of their number 
president, and another secretary. They shall also adopt a seal 
for the district, and procure such records and books as are neces- 
sary for the carrying on the business of the district. 

As soon as a report of the organization of the district is made 
to the court said road improvement district shall become a body 
politic under the laws of the State of Alabama. It may sue and 
be sued; plead and be impleaded; and have perpetual succession 
for the purpose of building, maintaining and repairing the pub- 
lic roads within said district, as hereinafter provided. 

The members of the board shall be allowed as compensation 
an amount deemed reasonable by the court, not to exceed five dol- 
lars ($5.00) per day while engaged in attending board meetings 
and also necessary expenses while engaged on business for the 
district out of the county, said amount to be paid out of the funds 
of said road improvement district. 

The board of commissioners are also authorized to engage 
the necessary attorneys, engineers and other agents for assisting 
them in carrying out the improvements contemplated, and they 
shall fix their pay. 

7. Immediately upon the qualification and organization the 
board of commissioners shall call upon the State highway engi- 
neer unless the court should deem it advisable to employ some 
other competent engineer instead to prepare preliminary plans, 
specifications and estimates of the roads which it is proposed to 
construct, maintain and repair, and said plans, specifications and 
estimates, among other things, shall show the starting point, or 
points, the general direction of the roads to be constructed, their 
terminii, cuts, fills, grading to be done, bridges and culverts to be 
constructed, the length and width of the roads, the depth, charac- 
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ter and other essentials of the materials to be used in the con- 
struction of the improvement, together with the estimated cost 
of said improvement. The State highway engineer, when called 
upon, shall file a certified copy of his bond, as State highway 
engineer, in the county where said improvement is to be made, 
and same shall be recorded in the proceedings for said district. 
Said engineer shall have general supervision and shall direct the 
work as it progresses. 

Provided, however, if any engineer other than the State high- 
way engineer is appointed he shall give bond in a sum not less 
than one thousand ($1,000.00) dollare to be fixed. by: the hoard 
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and approved by the court, conditioned that said engineer will 
faithfully discharge the duties imposed upon him as engineer for 
said district, and said engineer so selected shall proceed to pre- 
pare the plans, specifications and estimates as above set out, 
together with any changes or alterations thereafter agreed upon, 
and when said plans, specifications, and estimated are prepared 
by said engineer they may be subject to the approval of the State 
highway engineer. 

And, provided, further, that if a preliminary survey, plans, 
specifications and estimates are made in accordance with section 
1 (B) of this act, and the commissioners find that said engineer’s . 
report is full and complete, or that any part thereof is applicable 
and may be used to the advantage of the district, they shall adopt 
the same in whole, or in part, as the case may be, and report same 
to the court. 

Provided, however, in formulating the plans for said district 
only such roads as are public roads at the time, or such as may 
be dedicated as public roads, or laid out as public roads by the 
court in accordance with section 36 of this act, shall be improved 
under the terms of this act, and when any extension, or lateral 
road is ordered improved in accordance with section 16 of this 
act, said roads shall first be dedicated, or established as a public 
road by proper order of the court, as the case may require. 

8. In order to hasten the work of securing plans for the 
improvements, and estimates of the cost thereof, the board of 
commissioners may borrow money at a rate of interest not to 
exceed six per cent per annum, and issue negotiable notes there- 
for, signed by the members of the board of commissioners, and 
said board may pledge all assessments hereinafter provided for 
for the payment thereof, and out of the amount so borrowed all 
neers engineering, ‘legal and incidental expenses may be 
pai 

9. As soon as the commissioners have formulated the plans 
for the district, and shall have ascertained the cost thereof, they 
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shall report same to the court and file the official plans for said 
district in the office of the clerk. The court shal] at its first reg- 
ular, special or adjourned term, held thereafter, appoint three 
owners of real property within said county who shall constitute 
the board of assessors for said district. 

10. The board of assessors shall meet at a time within thirty 
days, to be designated by the president of the board of commis- 
‘sioners, and shall take the oath prescribed by the laws and Con- 
stitution of the State of Alabama, and shall also swear that they 
will well and truly assess the benefits to be received by each 
land-owner by reason of the improvement as affecting the lands 
or other property in said district, which oath shall be filed with 
the clerk of the court and duly recorded in the proceedings for 
the district. A majority of the assessors shall constitute a quorum 
for the transaction of business. If any person appointed by the 
court as assessor shall fail‘or refuse to take the oath within thirty 
days he shall be deemed to have declined to serve, and his place 
shall be filled by the court appointing another person to fill the 
vacancy. The said appointment may be made at a regular, spe- 
cial or adjourned term of said court. The assessors shall hold 
their office until the work is completed, or until they are removed 
by the court for any good reason, and shall receive as compensa- 
tion for their services a sum to be fixed by the commissioners and 
approved by the court, not to exceed $5.00 per day. 

11. The assessment of benefits shall be made by the asses- 
sors in a book bound in permanent form and furnished by the 
district and at such a time as directed by the board of commis- 
sioners. 

The assessors shall assess the benefits to be received by the 
several and particular tracts of land, railroads, tramroads and 
other real property within the district by reason of the improve- 
ment. All lands embraced in said district shall be entered upon 
said book in convenient subdivision, as surveyed by the United 
States, and appearing upon the assessment books in force at the 
time in said county in appropriate columns, showing: (1) Name 
of the ownerf; (2) subdivision of land; (3) number of acres; 
(4) present assessed value; (5) assessed benefits per acre; (6) 
assessed benefits to each tract; and, if it be a railroad, ‘or tram- 
road, the name of the owner thereof, the supposed mileage in said 
district, the present assessed value of said railroad and. other 
property belonging to said company, and the amount of assessed 
benefits per mile, and the total amount of the benefits assessed 
against said railroad or tramroad, and no error in the name of 
owner, or description of property shall invalidate said assess- 
ment, if sufficient description is given to identify same, and any 
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error or mistake in making said assessment may be corrected at 
the hearing hereinafter provided for. 

12. The assessors shall also assess the damages accruing to 
any owner of real property, if any, in the same book in which the 
assessment of benefits is made, and said damages may be paid 
out of the funds of the district, or by a reduction in the assess- 
ment of benefits in proportion to the amount of the damages sus- 
tained by reason of right-of-way taken, or other damage sus- 
tained. 

13. As soon as the assessors have completed the work of © 
assessment for the district, they shall certify te same and-deliver 
it to the board of commissioners. The commissioners shall im- 
mediately file same in the office of the clerk of the court and the 
clerk of said court shall give public notice by two consecutive 
insertions in a publication having a general circulation in said 
county. Said notice shall give a description of all lands embraced 
in said district in the largest subdivision practicable and shall 
state that said assessment of benefits and damages has been filed 
in said office and shall call upon any person, firm or corporation 
aggrieved by reason of any assessment to appear before the court 
on some date to he fixed by the court not less than five days after 
the last insertion therein, for the purpose of having any errors 
adjusted or wrongful or grievous assessment corrected and 
all grievances or objections to said assessment shall be presented 
to said court in writing. Any person who is damaged by reason 
of said-improvement may appear before said court at the same 
time, for the purpose of having the assessment of damages ad- 
justed. 

The court shall hear and determine the justness of any assess- 

ment of benefits, or damages, and is hereby authorized to equal- 
ize, lower or raise any assessment upon a proper showing to the 
court. 
14. At the hearing provided for in the preceding section 
and after the court shall have considered the assessment of bene- 
fits, it shall enter its findings thereon, either confirming the as- 
sessment of benefits against said property, increasing or dimin- 
ishing same, and the order made by the court shall have all the 
force and effect of a judgment against all real property in said 
district, and it shall be deemed final, conclusive, binding and in- 
contestable except by direct attack on appeal. 

Any owner of real property within the district may appeal 
from the judgment fixing the assessment of benefits or damages 
within ten days by filing an affidavit for appeal and stating there- 
in the special matter appealed from, but such appeal shall affect 
only the particular tract of land or other real property concern- 
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ing which said appeal is taken, and on appeal only the special 
matters set up in said affidavit shall be considered by the circuit 
court. 

If no appeal is taken within the time such judgment shall be 
deemed final, conclusive and binding upon all real property in the 
district, and the owners thereof, and said assessment of benefits 
shall not be subject to collateral attack. 

The board of commissioners on behalf of the district, or any 
owner of real property therein may likewise appeal from any 
order of the court refusing to enter such judgment, and said court 
may be compelled by mandamus to enter such judgment. 

15. Whenever the commissioners find that other land not 
embraced within the boundaries of the district are benefited by 
reason of the improvement made, or about to be made, they shall 
instruct the assessors herein provided for to assess the benefits 
accruing to such lands by reason of the improvement, and shall 
file a special report in the court setting up the lands so benefited 
together with assessment of benefits made by the assessors for 
the district. 

Thereupon, the court shall set a date for a hearing upon said 
special report and assessment of benefits, and direct that public 
notice by two consecutive insertions in a publication having gen- 
eral weekly circulation in said county be given, and said notice 
shall call upon the adjoining land-owners affected by said special 
report to appear and show cause why the boundaries of the dis- 
trict should not be extended so as to include the property so 
assessed, and to make any objections they, may have to the as- 
sessment of the benefits so made. 

At the hearing which shall not be held earlier than five days 
after the last insertion of said notice, the court shall investigate 
as to whether the land beyond the boundaries of the district are 
really benefited by reason of the improvement, and if it finds 
that said lands are benefited, the boundaries of the district will 
be so extended as to embrace the land so benefited and the court 
at the same time shall also consider the assessment of benefits so 
made on said land and enter its findings thereon in accordance 
with section 12 of this act. 

16. If the commissioners find it necessary and to the best 
interest of the district at any time before the improvements are 
made, to make any alteration or change the plans and specifica- 
tions, or the route of the road to be constructed, or that it is 
necessary to construct any additional laterals or extensions with- 
in the boundaries of the district not provided for in the original 
plans, or find that any road or roads in the course of construction 
shall be extended inthe additional territory not included in the 
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original district, they shall have the engineer for said district or 
the State highway engineer, as the case may be, to make plans 
and estimates of the cost of such changes, laterals or exten- 
sions. 

When the engineer has completed his report of same he shall 
file with the board of commissioners, and the commissioners of 
said district shall file same in the office of the clerk of the court. 
Thereupon the court shall direct the clerk to give public notice 
that such report has been filed.and set out the changes suggested, 
and calling upon the Jand- -owners to appear in that court and 
show cause for or against said charges in-the-nlana, route or the 
construction of any lateral or extension as the case may be ata 
date not earlier than five days after said public notice shall have 
been given in a newspaper having a general weekly circulation 
for two consecutive insertions. 

If the court finds at the hearing above provided for that it is 
to the best interest of the district to make any change or altera- 
tion, or construct any lateral road or to extend any road into 
adjoining territory, or to extend the boundaries of the district 
so as to incwde adjoining territory it shall make an order ex- 
tending the boundaries of the district approving the changes sub- 
mitted or the construction of any lateral road or extension as the 
case may be, and from the finding of the court thereupon abpeels 
may be taken by complying with section 14 of this act. 


17. Whenever the commissioners or any owners of real prop- 
erty finds that by reason of any change of plans or alteration 
thereof, or by the construction of any lateral roads or extension 
into adjoining territory that the assessment of benefits previously 
made on, any land has become inequitable by reason of said 
change they may petition the court to equalize, lower or raise the 
said assessment, and when such petition is filed it shall be the 
duty of the court to instruct the assessors for said district to 
reassess the benefits upon the lands or other real property of 
those complaining after such changes have been made or lateral 
roads constructed or extensions made and said assessment shall 
be approved by the court, or increased or diminished, and as re- 
assessed shall be final and binding on the property, but when 
such an assessment is made in accordance with this section if the 
district has issued bonds or other negotiable evidences of indebt- 
edness the total amount of the assessed benefits in the district 
_ shall not be diminished. 

From such assessment appeal may be taken as herein pro- 
vided by section 14, but any appeal taken shall affect only the 
particular tract of land concerning which said appeal was taken. 
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18. The board of commissioners may not oftener than once 
a year order a reassessment of the benefits, which shall be made, 
advertised, revived and confirmed as in the case of the original 
assessment and with like effect; but if the district shall have 
issued interest-bearing evidence of the debt, the total amount 

of the assessed benefits shall never be diminished. 

: 19. The court shall, at the same time that the assessment 
of benefits is filed by the commissioners for said district, enter 
upon its record an order which shall have all of the force and 

effect of a judgment, providing that there shall be collected from 
the real property in the district such portion of the assessment | 
shall be sufficient to pay the estimated cost of the improvement 
with ten per cent added for unforeseen contingencies, which as- 
sessment is to be paid by the real property of the district in 
proportion to the amount of the assessment of benefits thereon, 
and which is to be paid in annual installments, payable not to 
exceed twenty per cent for any one year, as provided in such 
order. 

The assessment so levied shall be a lien upon all of the real 
property in the district from the time same is levied by the court, 
and shall be entitled to preference over all demands, executions, 
incumbrances or liens whatsoever created, and shall continue 
until such assessment with penalty and cost that may accrue 
thereon have been paid. 

‘The remedy against such asssessment and levy shall be by 
appeal, which may be taken as provided in section 15 of this act, 
and_on appeal the presumption will be in favor of the legality of 
the tax. Any owner of real property within the district may by 
mandamus compel a compliance by the court with the terms of 
this section. 

20. It shall be provided by resolution of the board of com- 
missioners that the local assessment of benefits shall be paid in 
successive annual installments, so that no local assessment shall 
in any one year exceed twenty per cent of the benefits assessed 

.against said real property. The resolution of the commissioners 
shall be made for the whole period during which the assessments 
are to be collected, and they shall transmit to the county tax 
assessor a copy of this resolution before September first each 
year. The resolution shall state the per cent of the benefits to be 
extended on the county tax books, and collected by the collector 
each year along with the other taxes. 

When the resolution is filed with the assessor he shall extend 
the amount of assessments for benefits provided for in said reso- 
lution of the board, along with the taxes to be extended, and 
shall receive as compensation for his services an amount equal 
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to that received for similar services performed for the county, 
and said amount shall be paid out of the fund of said road im- 
provement district. 

In paying the assessments provided for herein, or any cost, 
or penalty thereon, as between grantor and grantee, all payments 
not due at the time of the transfer, shall be payable by the 
grantee. 

21. The collector of the county shall receive a commission 
of one per cent for his services in making such collections and 
the same shall be paid over to the treasurer of said county or 
depository where there is no treasurer every thirty days as col- 
lected. If any collector shall fail to collect the road improve- 
ment assessments along with the taxes he shall be subject to a 
penalty of one hundred dollars for each instance in which he 
shall collect (from) an individual the county taxes and 
omit the road improvement assessments, unless the road im- 
provement assessment has been enjoined by a court of com- 
petent jurisdiction, and the tax assessor shall be subjected to a 
like penalty to be deducted by the court out of the fees due the 
assessor for each case in which he shall fail to enter the road 
improvement assessment on the tax books, as herein provided. 

22. The county treasurer, or depository where there is no 
treasurer, shall be allowed a commission not exceeding one-half 
of one per cent upon all sums lawfully paid out to be fixed by the 
board of commissioners and approved by the court, but he shall 
receive a commission only upon the money collected by the county 
collector and for the special assessment herein provided for and 
not a commission upon the proceeds of the sale of bonds. The 
treasurer or depository shall pay out no money save upon an or- 
der of the board and upon a warrant signed by the president and 
secretary of the board of commissioners. Every warrant so paid 
out shall state upon its face to whom paid, the amount of same 
and the purpose for which same was issued. All warrants shall 
be dated and numbered consecutively in a record to be kept by 
the board of commissioners of the number and amount of each 
warrant so issued, and no warrant shall be paid by the treasurer 
or depository unless there is in hand sufficient funds to pay all 
oustanding warrants bearing lower number. No warrant shall 
be issued by reason of any depreciation in the market value there- 
of, if any, nor shall any contract or warrant be made payable in 
anything but money. 

23. When the commissioners receive the proceeds from the 
sale of bonds they may deposit the funds received therefrom in a 
solvent bank which will pay interest thereon at not less than 
three per cent per annum. Said bank shall give a good bond in 
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an amount equal to one and one-third as much as the amount of 
the funds to be handled, with sufficient security conditioned that 
said funds shall be safely kept and paid out in accordance with 
law, but, before depositing such funds in sand bank the board 
of commissioners shall report the selection of said bank as de- 
pository to the court and the selection shall be approved in writ- 
ing by the court, as alsq the bond made by said bank, and said 
order shall be duly entered on the records of the court. 

If the commissioners deem it best they may also deposit all 
funds received in said depository from the collection of assess- 
ments, sale of bonds, or otherwise, and when said funds are so 
deposited the treasurer shall receive no commission. 

Warrants may be drawn on such bank and all warrants so 
drawn shall be signed by the president and secretary of the 
board of commissioners, or some one duly authorized by said 
board by proper resolution. 

24. If the assessments first levied shall prove insufficient to 
complete the improvement, the board shall report the amount of 
deficiency to the court, and the court thereupon shall make an- 
other levy on the property previously assessed for a sum suf- 
ficient to complete the improvement, which shall be collected in 
the same manner as the first levy ; provided, that when any work 
has been under the provisions of this act, and the first levy so 
made by the court is sufficient to complete the work, it shall then 
be the duty of the court to make such a levy for its completion 
from year to year until it is completed; provided, however, that 
the total levy shall in no case exceed the value of the benefits 
assessed on said property. Any board of commissioners or per- 
sons interested may enforce the performance of such duties by 
mandamus. . 

25. If the assessment of the district as certified to by the tax 
assessor to the collector shall not be paid by the time fixed by 
law for the payment of county taxes, a- penalty of twenty-five 
per cent shall attach for such delinquency and the board of com- 
missioners shall institute proceedings in the circuit court for said 
county to enforce the collection of said delinquency, and said 
court shall give judgment against said lands and the real prop- 
erty for the amount of such assessments and said penalty of 
twenty-five per cent and the interest on the same for the expira- 
. tion of the time for the payment of same to the collector at the 
rate of six per cent per annum and for all cost of said proceed- 
ings. Such judgment shall provide for the sale of said delinquent 
lands for cash by a commissioner of the court after advertise- 
ment,.as hereinafter set forth. Said proceedings and judgment 
shall be in the nature of a proceeding in rem, and it shall be 
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immaterial that the ownership of said lands be incorrectly alleged 
in said proceedings; and said judgment shall be enforced wholly 
against the lands and not against any other property of said 
defendant. All or any part of said delinquent lands or real 
property within the district may be included in one suit instituted 
for the collection of said delinquent assessments, penalty and 
cost, as aforesaid, and notice of the pendency of each suit shall be 
given by publication weekly for two consecutive weeks before 
judgment is entered for the sale of said ands in some newspaper 
in said county having a general circulation therein. 
Said notice may be in the following form:

All persons, firms or corporations having or claiming any in- 
terest in any of the following described lands or real property, 
are hereby notified that an action is pending in the circuit court 
Of eee county, Alabama, to enforce the collection of 
certain road improvement assessments on the sub-joined list of 
lands and real property, each supposer owner’s name having been 
set opposite his, her or its property, together with the total 
amount severally due from each; to-wit: 

(Then shall follow a list of the supposed owners with a de- 
scriptive list of said delinquent lands and the amount due there- 
on, respectively, as aforesaid.) 

Such notice may then continue in the following form: 

All persons, firms or corporations interested in said property 
are hereby notified that they are required by law to appear with- 
in four weeks and make defense to said suits or the same will be 
taken for confessed and final judgment will be entered directing 
the sale of said lands for the purpose of collecting said taxes, 
together with all of the interest, penalties and cost allowed by 
law. 


Clerk of Circuit Court. 


The complaint above referred to need not allege minor details 
of organization of the district, or the manner of making or levy- 
ing the assessments or benefits, but may allege generally the or- 
ganization of said district, and that the taxes sought to be fore- 
closed in past due and unpaid. 

26. At the first regular:or adjourned term of the circuit 
court after said notice shall have been published for three con- 
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secutive weeks and not earlier than five days after the last inser- 
tion of said notice shall suit stand for trial, unless a continuance 
is granted to a delinquent for some good cause shown, in the dis- 
cretion of the court, and such continuance shall not affect the 
court’s duty to proceed with the delinquents as to whom no con- 
tinuance was granted, and in all cases where said notice has been 
published as aforesaid, and no answer filed, or where answer is 
filed and the cause decided for the plaintiff, the circuit court by 
its decree shall grant the relief prayed for in the complaint, and 
shall tax as part of the cost a reasonable attorney’s fee for the 
plaintiff, and shall direct said commissioner to sell the land de- 
scribed in the complaint at the front door of the county court- 
house to the highest and best bidder for cash in land, after having 
first advertised such sale (such advertisement shall include all 
lands embraced in said decree) for two weeks consecutively in 
some newspaper published in said county, and if all lands be not 
sold on the day as advertised, such sale shall be continued from 
day to day until completed and said commissioner shall by proper 
deed convey to the purchaser as against all others whomsoever. 
The commissioner conducting such sale shall be allowed a 
reasonable fee, to be fixed by circuit court, which shall be taxed 
as costs in the case. The commissioner shall keep an accurate 
list of all lands sold, and shall account to the board of commis- 
- gioners for all money derived from the sale of delinquent lands. 
27. Said suit shall be conducted in the name of the road 
improvement district and in accordance with the practice and 
procedure of the circuit court of this State, except as herein 
otherwise provided; and said suit may be disposed of on oral tes- 
timony as in ordinary suits at law, and this act shall be liberally 
construed to give to said assessment and assessment list the ef- 
fect of bona fide mortgages for a valuable consideration, and a 
first lien upon said lands and real property as against all per- 
sons, firms or corporations having an interest therein; provided, 
that no informality or irregularity in holding any meeting pro- 
vided for herein or in any description, valuation, or assessment 
of the property, or in the name of the owner, number of acres, 
or manner of assessment shall be valid defense to such action. 
Provided, that in any case where the property is offered for 
sale by the commissioner herein provided, and the sum of the 
taxes due, together with the interest, cost and penalty, is not bid 
for the same, the commissioner shall bid the same off in the name 
of the road improvement district, bidding therefor the whole 
amount due, as aforesaid, and shall execute his deed therefor, as 
in other cases under this act conveying said property to said road 
improvement district and all deeds when duly executed in con- 
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formity with the provisions of this act and recorded shall be as 
evidence in all cases showing an indefeasible title in such pur- 
chaser, unassailable either at law or in equity; provided, that any 
time within three years after the rendition of said final decree 
by the circuit court herein provided for, the owner of the prop- 
erty may file his petition in said court alleging the payment of 
the assessment for the year for which said lands were sold, and 
upon the establishment of that fact, the court shall vacate and 
set aside the decree, as to that particular property; and, provid- 
ea, further. that anv owner of real property shall have the same 
right to redeem any and all property soid at such sale within one 
year thereafter. 

28. The board of commissioners are hereby empowered and 
authorized to issue bonds or negotiable evidences of debt for the 
purpose of securing money with which to carry out and perfect 
the work of improvement. No bonds issued under the provisions 
of this act shall run for more than thirty years, and all issues 
may be divided so that a portion thereof may mature each year 
as the assessments are collected, and they may be all payable 
at the same time with proper provisions for a sinking fund. 

That for the payment of both the principal and interest of 
the bonds to be issued under the provisions of the act, real estate 
subject to taxation is by this act pledged and mortgaged, and the 
board of commissioners are hereby required to set aside from 
the first revenue collected as provided for in this act, a sufficient 
amount to pay the interest on said bonds, and the said board of 
commissioners shall make due provisions for the payment of the 
principal thereof as same shall become due. 

29. The board of commissioners shall have, and they are 
hereby vested with power and authority, and it is hereby made 
their duty to build, construct and repair such roads, as may be 
‘deemed necessary to carry out the improvement contemplated, 
and in doing so shall expend such sums of money authorized to 
be levied and collected under the terms of this act, and all roads 
built and constructed under the authority of this act shall be 
public roads, and after their completion and acceptance by the 
court shall become a part of the general highways of the county, 
and for the purpose of maintaining the said roads, or assisting 
in their construction, the court shall supplement the revenues 
raised under the provisions in this act by allowing to said district 
an equitable portion of the road funds available in said county. 

Provided, however, when a majority in acreage, number of 
land-owners, or in land value within a district shall petition the 
court for an order authorizing the commissioners to issue addi- 
tional bonds for the purpose of maintaining roads in said road 
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improvement district, it shall be lawful for the board to issue 
bonds for the purpose of providing funds immediately for said 
purpose, but no bonds issued for said purpose shall run for a 
period to exceed fifteen years, nor shall any issue exceed twenty 
per centum of the assessed value of the real property in a dis- 
trict at the time of said issue, but before any additional bond 
issue is authorized a date shall be fixed by the court for a hear- 
ing on said petition, and public notice given thereof, as provided 
by sections 1 and 2 of this act, and the sufficiency of said peti- 
tion shall be determined in a like manner, and when an additional 
bond issue for the purpose of maintaining the roads in said dis- 
trict is authorized, if the county court finds that the assessment 
of benefits in force at the time is unequal or that it should be 
equalized or adjusted the court shall order a re-assessment of 
benefits, which shall be made, advertised, and confirmed in the 
manner provided by sections 9 to 14, inclusive, of this act, and 
with like effect; provided, however, if bonds or other interest- 
bearing evidences of indebtedness is outstanding at the time, the 
total of the assessment of benefits shall not be lowered, nor shall 
the additional issue of bonds, or the collection of any tax therefor 
in any manner interfere with the collection of the tax for the 
payment of the bonds issued prior to that time. 

80. The board of commissioners are hereby authorized to 
advertise for proposals for doing work to be let by contract, and 
they are hereby directed to advertise for bids on all contracts that 
will call for an expenditure of exceeding one thousand ($1,000.00) 
eT The board may accept or reject any proposal as they 
see fit. 

All contractors shall be required to give bond for the faithful 
performance of such contracts as may be awarded to them with 
good and sufficient security in an amount to be fixed by the board 
of commissioners, and said bond shall contain an additional obli- 
gation that such contractor, or contractors, shall promptly make 
payment to all persons supplying him, or them, labor and mate- 
rials in the prosecution of work provided for in such contract. 

If any contract is let to the contractor for the construction of 
a road, or any part thereof, the aomunt of work done by the con- 
tractor shall be estimated from time to time by a competent engi- 
neer, and not more than eighty-five per cent of the amount due 
the contractor shall be paid until it appears to the commissioners 
that the work has been completed according to contract, and that 
all material therein has been paid for. 

Suit may be brought by and in the name of the district upon 
the bond given to the board. Any person, individual or corpora- 
tion supplying labor and material shall have a right of action, 
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and shall be authorized to bring suit in the name of the district 
for his, their, or its use and benefit against said contractor and 
surety, and to prosecute same to final judgment and execution, 
but such action and its prosecution shall involve the district in 
no expense whatsoever. 

When it appears to the board of commissioners that the con- 
tractor is not paying for labor and material they may withhold, 
in addition to the above fifteen per cent, any and all amounts due 
said contractor until the labor and material has been paid for, 
‘or, if they deem tt best they ‘may; upon. proper notice to the con- 
tractor, pay out to laborers and material men such funds as are 
on hand to the credit of the contractor. All amounts so held by 
the district for the payment of any just labor or materialmen’s 
claims shall be regarded trust funds im all courts of law and 
equity. 

Any attempt by any person, firm or corporation, directly or 
indirectly, by word or act, to prevent full and free competition in 
bidding on any contract shall be deemed a contempt of court, 
and the person so offending shall be dealt with accordingly, either 
upon the court’s own motion, or upon affidavit filed stating facts ; 
and if any person loan, give, or offer to loan or give, directly or 
indirectly any money, or any other thing of value to any member 
of the court, clerk, commissioners, engineer, contractor, bidder, 
er any other person, or any person in the employ of any of said 
persons, for the purpose of preventing full, free and unrestricted 
competition in the bidding, or awarding any contract for work, 
for the sale or purchase of bonds, or securing employment in any 
position in connection with said district, such person, or persons, 
shall be guilty of a felony, and upon conviction thereof shall be 
punished by confinement in the penitentiary for a period of not 
less than one nor more than five years. 

81. The board of commissioners may, if deemed to the best 
interest of this district, purchase material and implements neces- 
sary to carry on the work of improvement and employ all neces- 
sary agents therefor, and fix their pay, but the work of improve- 
ment shall be done under the direction and supervision of the 
State highway engineer, or any other competent engineer, as the 
case may be. 

32. The board of commissioners shall cause the assessment 
to be made, and to be levied and collected, so long as it shall 
be necessary to pay any bonds issued or obligations con- 
tracted under authority, and the making of said assessment, or 
levy, may be enforced by mandamus. If any bond, or interest 
coupon of any bond or other negotiable evidence of debt issued 
by said board of commissioners is not paid within thirty days 
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after the maturity, it shall be the duty of any circuit court hav- 
ing jurisdiction in said county, upon application of any holder of 
such bond or interest coupon so overdue to appoint a receiver to 
collect the assessments aforesaid, and an assessor who shall 
make an assessment of said property, and the proceeds of such 
assessment and collection shall be applied after the payment of 
the cost, first to the overdue interest, and then to the payment 
pro rate of all bonds issued by the said board of commissioners 
which are then due and payable; and the said receiver may be 
directed by suit to foreclose the lien of said assessment on said 
property, and any suit so brought by the receiver shall be con- 
ducted in all matters as a suit by commissioners herein provided 
for, and with like effect, and the decrees and deeds therein shall 
have the same presumption in favor of their legality; provided, 
however, that when all such sums have been paid, the receiver 
shall be discharged and affairs conducted by the board of commis- 
sioners. 

33. Annually during the month of September, the board of 
commissioners for said district shall file with the clerk of the 
court, a settlement showing the collection made and moneys re- 
ceived from all sources whatsoever, the amount paid out, with 
proper vouchers for such payments and such settlement shall lie 
over for one month from the date of filing for examination and 
adjustment. 

The court shall proceed to examine such settlement at its first 
regular, special or adjourned term, after the expiration of one 
month from the date of said filing, and shall disallow all unjust 
charges and credits, if there be, and readjust said settlement 
whenever an improper item appears in said settlement and such 
adjustment may be finally subject to a re-examination in a court 
of equity for error, mistake, or fraud upon suit brought by the 
board of commissioners, or by any taxpayer of such district. 

All settlements when finally approved shall be indexed by the 
clerk of the court and filed away as public documents. 

84. The commissioners or assessors shall not be liable to any 
one for mistakes, errors or judgment or negligence, but only for 
wilful misconduct in the discharge of their duties. 

35. It shall be unlawful for the board of cammissioners of 
any district formed under authority of this act or any officer, 
agent, or employee thereof to corruptly use, dispose of in any 
manner any bond or money arising from the sale thereof, or any 
fund of such district, and any commissioners, employees, agent, 
whomsoever violating the provisions of this act, as herein enume- 
rated, shall be guilty of a felony and punished by imprisonment 
in the State penitentiary not less than one nor more than five 
years. 
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That every member of such board of commissioners who shall 
fail to make the settlement as required by the terms of this act 
shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction thereof, 
shall be fined in any sum not to exceed five hundred ($500.00) 
dollars, and in addition thereto may be imprisoned for a period 
not to exceed sixty (60) days. 

36. That it shall be the duty of the board of commissioners 
and the court in changing the route of any road to enter upon and 
lay out said road over any lands in any road improvement dis- 
trict in aecordance with the provisions, and nothing in this act 
shall be construed to divest the court of its exclusive jurisdiction 
to determine any matter relating to county roads over which 
the said court has such exclusive jurisdiction under the Constitu- 
tion and the laws of the State. 

37. If any owner of real property in said district demands 
the assessment of damages to his property by reason of the im- 
provement by a jury, the board of commissioners shall institute 
an action in the circuit court for the condemnation of said lands, 
which action shall be in accordance with the proceedings for the 
condemnation of the rights-of-way for railways, telegraphs and 
telephone companies with the right of paying into the court a 
sum to be fixed by the court, and them proceeding with the work 
before the assessment of said damages by a jury. Where there 
is more than one claimant for damages, such actions shall be con- 
solidated if practicable, and one jury shall assess the damages 
accruing to all. 

88. If for any reason, or cause, the improvement shall not 
be made, all amounts borrowed, and all expenses and costs ac- 
crued shall be a charge against the real property in the district, 
including railroads and tramroads, and said amount shall be 
raised and paid by assessment in the manner herein provided, 
and the district shall not be abandoned until all expenses hereto- 
fore accrued in the establishment of same, together with such 
other expenses as'‘may hereafter accrue, has been paid. 

89. No appeal shall delay the proceeding for carrying out 
the improvement herein contemplated, and when an appeal is 
taken said appeal shall affect only the particular land or other 
real property gwned by the person appealing, and if upon the 
determination of said appeal the party so appealing shall be un- 
successful, then all court cost and necessary expenses of said ap- 
peal shall be paid by him. 

40. That the court shall be open at all times for the purpose 
of making an order or entering any judgment necessary for 
carrying forward the work of improvement contemplated by this 
act. To that end the court may at any regular, special or ad- 
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journed term, make any and all orders and judgments when 
called upon by the board of commissioners, and said orders and 
judgments shall have the same force and effect as if entered at a 
regular term of said court. 

Any owner of real property, or the board of commissioners, 
may appeal from the orders and judgments of the court within 
ten days after it is entered by filing an affidavit for appeal to the . 
circuit court, and stating therein the special grounds on which 
said appeal is taken, and unless said affidavit is so filed within 
said time all of the orders and judgments so entered shall be 
final, binding and conclusive, and shall not be subject to collat- 
eral attack, but only on direct attack by appeal taken within said 
time. 

If the court fails or refuses to make any necessary orders 
or judgments when called upon by the board of commissioners, 
or any officer of said district, the court may by mandamus be 
required to enter said order or judgment. To this end the cir- 
cuit court having jurisdiction is hereby vested with authority 
to hear and determine any mandamus, injunction, or other legal 
proceedings relative to said district, in vacation, and the ruling 
made by the circuit judge in vacation shall have the same force 
and effect as if made in term time, and shall not be questioned 
thereafter, either in law or equity; provided, however, any land- 
owner or the board of commissioners may appeal from said order 
or ruling to the Supreme Court of Alabama upon the terms and 
conditions now prescribed by law. 

Upon application to the Supreme Court all cases affecting any 
district shall be advanced as of public interest for the determina- 
tion by that tribunal, and to this end the chief justice of the Su- 
preme Court, or in his ‘absence the next justice in rank, may 
make any order in vacation necessary for a prompt submission 
of the issues involved. 

’ 41. No injunction or process shall issue to stay the work on 
any road, or the collection of any tax hereunder, or the paying 
out of funds for just debts of the district, unless the party apply- 
ing therefor shall first enter into bond with good and-sufficient 
security, to be approved by the court or judge granting same, 
and payable to the board of commissioners for the benefit of said 
district in double the amount already expended on the establish- 
ment of the district and outstanding contracts, said bond to be 
conditioned for the payment of such amount, if said injunction 
is wrongfully granted, nor shall any injunction be granted ex- 
cept on ten days’ written notice to the president of the board of 
commissioners, which notice shall state the time and place of 
the intended application for said injunction. Any injunction is- 
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sued by any court, unless the foregoing terms have been complied 
with shall be void. 

42. That the word court as herein used unless otherwise 
specified in that connection shall be taken to mean the court of. 
county commissioners or board of revenue and road commis- 
sioners or such body by whatever name called supplying the place 
of the court of county commissioners. 

. 43. Persons having improvements listed on the county tax 
rolls at one hundred ($100.00) dollars or more on lands held 
under leases extending for twenty years or more shall De consid- 
ered as land-owners for thé purposes of this act. . - 

44, This act shall take effect upon its passage, but. no bonds 
shall be issued until an election in the road district shall have 
been held approving such issues the same to be called and held 
as other elections for bond issues, if such election is necessary; 
but if, before said bond issue is sought it should be held by the 
Supreme Court of this State, that there is no constitutional objec- 
tion to the issuance of such bonds without such election, such 
bonds may then be issued without such election. 

45. Should it transpire that it would be to the advantage of 
any district or districts to aid in the construction of a road or 
bridge or bridges in territory outside of such district or districts 
as for example, across the marshes and waters lying between the 
highlands in Mobile and Baldwin counties, such district or dis- 
tricts, may levy and collect an assessment in excess of the amount 
necessary for the roads in such district or districts for the pur- 
pose of aiding in the construction and maintenance of such road 
or bridge or bridges outside of such district or districts, if ap- 
proved by the majority in land value, acreate or number within 
such district or districts. 

46. The purpose of this act is to promote the building of 
good roads and should any section thereof be declared invalid, but 
without such section or sections sufficient remain to accomplish 
such purpose, such remaining portion shall continue in force. 

47. The bonds and coupons issued under and by authority 
of this act shall be exempt from all State, county or municipal 
taxation or assessment, direct or indirect, general or special, 
whether imposed for purposes of general revenue or otherwise, 
and the interest thereon shall not be subject to taxation as for 
income, nor shall said bonds and coupons be subject to taxation . 
when constituting a part of the surplus of any bank, trust com- 
pany, or other corporation, but when constituting a part of 
such surplus, shall be deducted from the total assets, in order to 
ascertain the taxable value of such shares.

A BILL 


To be entitled an act to appropriate five thousand ($5,000.00) 
dollars annually to the Alabama State horticultural society 
for the promotion of horticulture within the State of Ala- 
bama. 

Whereas, the fruit-growing opportunities of Alabama are fa- 
vorable and varied and should be a great source of treasury reve- 
nue and general income, and 
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Whereas, through failure to foster such industry Alabama is 
losing vast taxable assets, and being outstripped by States which 
have State financed horticultural societies; therefore, 

Be it enacted by the Legislature of Alabama: 


Section 1: That the sum of five thousand ($5,000.00) dollars 
is hereby appropriated, annually, out of the State treasury from 
moneys not otherwise appropriated until such time as the reve- 
nues apportioned to the Alabama State horticultural society and 
arising from an act to regulate the manufacture, sale and ship- 
ment of insecticide and fungicide shall return to said State horti- 
cultural society an annual income of five thousand dollars. After 
which time the appropriation made by this section and act shall 
automatically cease. During the period that the appropriation 
made by this section and act is in effect upon requisition of the 
governor made at his discretion; the State auditor is hereby 
directed to draw his warrant upon the State treasurer in favor 
of the treasurer of the Alabama State horticultural society for 
any sum not in excess of the amount appropriated by this act. 


Section 2. The five thousand dollars so ‘appropriated shall be 
used to unite the fruit growers of the State, provide meetings 
for the exchange of ideas of value, to publish in annual form a 
record of such meetings, to assemble and display horticultural 
products for educational purposes and the advertisement of State 
advantages to act as a medium of distribution of.scientific knowl- 
edge acquired by experiment stations and other co-operative 
agencies, to encourage better methods in production, handling 
and marketing of horticultural products, together with such other 
action as in the judgment of its directors will promote horticul- 
tural development. 

Section 8. All moneys received by the society, whether by 
appropriation, donation, or otherwise, shall be made payable to 
the secretary-treasurer and by him be duly accounted for; all 
expenditures shall be covered by itemized and properly receipted 
vouchers and shall be audited, and annual reports of the opera- 
tions of the society, setting out in detail the receipts and dis- 
bursements, shall be made to the governor. The secretary-treas- 
urer shall, for the faithful performance of his duties enter into 
bond in the sum of two thousand dollars ($2,000) payable to the 
State of Alabama, such bond to be furnished by a bonding or 
trust company, acceptable to and approved by the governor. 

-Section 4. That all laws or parts of laws in conflict with this 
act be and the same are hereby repealed.

I herewith return House bill No. 619 without my approval, and suggest 
the following amendment which if adopted will meet my objection to the 
bill, namely: Amend article 3 where the same reads “said board of revenue 
may levy a privilege wheel or vehicle tax on all vehicles using the public 
roads of the county and provide the time and method of the payment of 
same,” so that immediately following said words in article 3 there shall be 
added the following: 

“Provided that if the general revenue act, or any general act, enacted 
or to be enacted by this Legislature shall include provisions fixing and 
regulating the general license or privilege taxes on vehicles of any kind 
however propelled or driven for the use of the State and the counties of the 
State, and providing that the proceeds of such privilege or license taxes 
shall be apportioned between the State and the counties of the State, such 
provisions and such apportionment of such license or privilege taxes under 
any such general law shall take precedence of and shall be in lieu of the 
privilege or license taxes authorized to be levied and collected under this act 
to the extent covered by such general act, and provided further that all 
provisions of this act fixing or levying any privilege or license taxes in 
conflict or inconsistent with the provisions of any such general law shall be 
void and of no operation and effect.”

It violates 
section 105 of the Constitution in that it attempts by special or private law 
to grant the aggregate amount of a Confederate soldier’s pension, for the 
period of five years, during which his name was omitted from the pension 
rolls, although, by the express terms of the general law (Acts 1915, p. 143) 
the county board of pension examiners can give the precise relief included 
in this bill. See, also, Acts 1911, section 35, page 699. 
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The general law was enacted for the purpose of affording speedy relief 
by the county board of each soldier’s home county so that there should be 
no need to appeal to the Legislature for relief.

Mr. Speaker : 

The Senate has amended as therein shown, and as amended 
has passed the following House bills: 

H. 418. To authorize the boards of revenue or county com- 
missioners of the separate counties of the State of Alabama to 
indemnify owners of cattle for injuries, damages or deaths caused 
by dipping such cattle in compliance with the laws of the State 
and with the rules and regulations of the State live stock sani- 
tary board. 

H. 281. For the protection of human beings and of live stock 
of all kinds. To impose a license on dogs over the age of three 
months and to provide further that dogs running at large, ex-. 
cept fox hounds and deer hounds wearing collars upon which 
the owners’ names and addresses are printed or written, shall 
wear muzzles; to require the registration of all dogs by the pro-. 
bate judge in their respective counties; to provide for the neces- 
sary supplies to carry this act into effect and to provide for com- 
pensating the probate judge for his services as required herein; 
to provide that the funds derived from the license on dogs here- 
in imposed by this act shall be paid to the county treasurer and 
kept separate and apart, and shall be known as the dog tax fund 
which fund shall be used in defraying the traveling expenses to 
and from the State Pasteur Institute of persons who have been 
bitten by mad dogs and who are unable to defray their own ex- 
penses, also their expenses while under treatment at this insti- 
tute; likewise the funds created by this act shall be used in remu- 
nerating persons who sustain loss from dogs crippling or killing 
their live stock and poultry, and to provide that at the end of 
each fiscal year the balance remaining in the dog tax fund shall 
be paid by the county treasurer to the county board of education 
for distribution among the public schools of the county, in which 
the license is collected, and apportioned to the different school 
districts in proportion to the amount of licenses collected in such 
district.

REPORT OF CONFERENCE COMMITTEE. 


The Committee of Conference on the disagreement of the two 
houses on the Senate amendment to the bill: 

H. 1042. To further provide for and regulate the duties of 
the courts of county commissioners, or boards of revenue, in the 
purchase and preparation of food supplies for feeding prisoners 
under charge, or under conviction, of any indictable offense, con- 
fined in the county jail over which they have jurisdiction, and in 
making provision out of the county treasury for suitable food, 
clothing, lodging, medicine, and medical attention, for such of 
the convicts sentenced to jail, with or without hard labor for the 
county, as are not let to hire, under the provisions of article 5, 
chapter 191, of the Criminal Code of Alabama, and in the em- 
ployment of such convicts, sentenced to hard labor, for the coun- 
ty, as are ordered to labor on the public works of the county, 
and to further regulate and make provision for the reception, 
and safekeeping and feeding of convicts while being conveyed 
to the penitentiary, and to further regulate the accounting and 
payment for feeding prisoners in the county jails. 
made the following report: 


To the Legislature of Alabama: 

We, your Committee on Conference on the differences be- 
tween the two houses in the matter of H. 1042, in regard to the 
feeding of prisoners in county jails, respectfully report: 
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We recommend that the Senate recede from its amendments 
to the bill, and that the bill be amended as follows: 

Amend the title so as ‘to read as follows: “To regulate the 
feeding of prisoners in the county jails.” 

Amend section 1 to read as follows: 

Section 1. It shall be the duty of the court of county com- 
missioners or board of revenue, as the case may be, to have super- 
vision and control of the feeding of all prisoners in the county 
jail in the. county over which they have jurisdiction, and to 
make provision out of the county treasurer for suitable food, 
clothing, lodging, medicine and medical attention for the prison- 
ers confined therein. 

Amend section 2 to read as follows: 

Section 2. The court of county commissioners or board of 
revenue of the county may, with the approval of the State prison 
inspector, make a contract with the sheriff or jailor or with any 
other person for the feeding of the prisoners at a price not in 
excess of the amount now fixed by law. Such contract shall be 
subject to cancellation at the direction of the State prison inspec- 
tor. In all cases where the prisoners are fed under contract by 
any person, other than the sheriff or jailer, the sheriff shall be 
allowed five cents per day. for each prisoner to compensate him 
for services in and about the feeding of such prisoners, not to be 
less than seventy-five cents per day for each day. 

Amend section 3 to read as follows: 

Section 3. The court of county commissioners or board of 
revenue may, if they so determine, purchase the necessary sup- 
plies for feeding the prisoners, and may by contract arrange with 
the sheriff, jailer, or any other person to prepare the meals for 
said prisoners, and.in case of a purchase of supplies by said court 
of county commissioners or board of revenue they shall keep a 
record of all purchases, showing an itemized statement of the 
articles purchased, the price paid, time when, and the name of 

Ee petacn, firm, or corporation from whom the purchase was . 
made. 

Amend said bill by adding section 314 to read as follows: 

Section 314. It shall be the duty of the sheriff of the county, 
in person, or by his deputy or jailer to feed the prisoners in all 
counties where the same shall be required of him by the court 
of county commissioners or board of revenue, with the approval - 
of the State prison inspector, in accordance with the terms of. 
this act. 

Amend section 4 to read as follows: 

Section 4. The person contracting to feed the prisoners or to 
prepare their meals shall keep a record which shall set out the 
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number and names of prisoners by sex and race, and whether 
they are State, county, city, Federal or other prisoners confined 
in the jail, and of each day of confinement of each prisoner both 
before and after conviction, the number of meals furnished and 
the kind and quantity of food supplied. Not less than two sub- 
stantial meals a day shall be provided for each prisoner. It shall 
be the duty of the court of county commissioners or board of 
revenue to see that the food for the inmates or the jail is nutri- 
tious, clean, wholesome, properly prepared and served, and of 
sufficient quantity and variety, and to have all kitchens where 
food is prepared for thé prisoners, adequately screened against 
flies and kept clean at all times.

judge of the Court of Appeals and the governor of the State be, and they 
are hereby authorized,” etc. 

Amend section 9 by striking out the words “the justices of the Supreme 
Court of Alabama” where they occur next after the words “execute the 
duties herein required of him’ and next before the words “and the governor 
of the State,” the words “the chief justice of the Supreme Court of Ala- 
bama, the presiding judge of the Court of Appeals,” so that the clause in 
which the substitution occurs shall read, “in case said commissioner shall 
die, resign or become unable to execute the duties herein required of him, 
the chief justice of the Supreme Court of Alabama, the presiding judge of 
the Court of Appeals and the governor of the State shall appoint,” etc.

Gentlemen of the House of Representatives: 

I herewith return House bill 471 without executive approval, because 
being a special bill and for the relief of an individual the Constitution 
requires that it must be published once in each week for four consecutive 
weeks prior.to the introduction of the bill in the Legislature. The proof 
of publication certifies that the publication was made in the newspaper for 
only three consecutive weeks and only on the following dates, to-wit: Feb- 
ruary 18, 1919, and February 20, 1919, and February 27, 1919. 

Furthermore, it is certain from the recitals in the bill that the services 
rendered by the beneficiary of the bill as a minister during the years 1916, 
1917 and 1918 were not in the performance of an authorized contract or

The House received the following message from the governor 
on September 10, 1919: 


Gentlemen of the House of Representatives: 

I herewith return House bill No. 148, providing for an election by the 
qualified voters of the county superintendent of education of Morgan coun- 
ty, Alabama, without my approval. 

This bill excepts Morgan county from the operation of the general 
laws of the State under which county superintendents of education are 
elected by the county boards of education. It is a local law, covering a 
subject already regulated by general law and concerns only the method 
of election. Its last clause provides for the repeal of all laws or parts of 
laws, in conflict with the local law. The general law covering this subject 
is a declaration of the public policy of this State, and the Legislature in its 
wisdom has evidently adopted the system of the election of county superin- 
tendents of education by the several boards of education as being the most 
suitable to the needs of the State, and I feel bound by this legislative 
declaration of the public policy of the State. Furthermore, I am advised 
that the act probably is repugnant to section 105 of the Constitution pro- 
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hibiting the enactment of a special or local law in any case which is pro- 
vided for by a general law and which prohibits the enactment indirectly of 
such a law by the partial repeal of a general law.
